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RULES OF ORDER 


I.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preach- 
ers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 


II—All motions shall be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member request it; and no report from committees shall be re- 
ceived until duplicate copies are placed in the hands of the Secretary. 


ItI.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
questions unless, for special reasons, the Conference excuses him; 
but no member who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the Conference. 


IV.—The vote on any question before the Conference shall be 
taken by roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 


V.—No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than fifteen minutes at any time without permission of the 
Conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till every one 
desiring to speak shall have done so. : 


VI—No member shall object to the passage of a brother’s char- 
acter on questions implicating his moral standing or administration, 
without giving him previous written notice of his intention, and the 
grounds of it, unless by the consent of the Conference. 


VII.—On the first day of the session, immediately after organiza- 
tion for business, the roll of charges shall be called, and each preach- 
er who has been in charge shall submit his statistical and financial 
reports, 


The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the Conference. 


VIII.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and, 
when approved and printed, the Minutes shall be the official record 
of the Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and all other 
Conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no person to take 
a copy of any papers, except with consent of Conference, and bring 
or send them to the place of the Conference session. 


IX.—The Secretary, Statistical Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
nominate their assistants; and the officers and managers of the differ- 
ent Conference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill any 
vacancies which may occur during the year, 


X.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an ap- 
portionment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, 
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giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the districts 
and charges. 


. Xi.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution 
of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where 
the pro rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, presiding elder 
bishop and conference claimants. : 


/ The Secretary is authorized to collect all arrearages from such 
delinquents and forward to the Treasurer, making such report of same 
as may be necessary. Failure to comply with this requirement shall 
be sufficient cause for careful inquiry by the Committee on Confer- 
ence Relation, — ; ; 


XII.—The Commitee on Conference Relation shall inquire as to 
the age, physical condition, personal habits, financial obligation, fam- 
ily and Christian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, 
and report upon the acceptability of each when his name is called for 
admission. 


It shall also report upon all candidates for admission into full 
membership. Applicants for change of relation and supernumerary 
preachers who desire to remain in that relation. 


To be Added to the Rules Governing Conference Examinations. 


I—No person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five 
years of age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


11.—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to 
the Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a 
course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, 
or of the preparatory department of the University of Puget Sound. 


IIL—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement 
of Conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


Standing Resolutions. 


I.—The presiding elders shall constitute the committee for mak- 
ing the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the bishop 
presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, and cause 
the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate at least one 
month before the Conference convenes, 


Il—The Secretaries shall be the official editors and publishers of 
the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized to make provision, 
by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this expense and all other 
secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 


IlIl.—Upon receiving from the Official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this Con- 
ference for these causes, the presiding elders shall apportion the 
same among the districts upon the following basis: (1) total mem- 
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bership, (2) unincumbered Church, but not parsonage property, (3) 
total ministerial support including house rent, but not missionary ap- 
propriations, (4) total official benevolences, which were reported “om 
the previous year. 


Hach presiding elder may call to his assistance a committee of 
laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make the appor- 
tionments on above bases to the charges of that district; and this 
shall be reported to te meetings of the District Stewards, who shall 
have the powers of a Board of Equalization, provided that they shall 
not reduce the original total apportionment to the district. 


The apportionments for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
Funds shall be included in these reports, and the bases decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 


IV.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present. and voting.

fi BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Bishop McDowell and Brethren: 


The past Conference year has been a year of delightful work. 
Whatcom district makes a better report than it did last year. Churches 
have been dedicated at Florence, Hamilton and Sumas, and the im- 
provements made on the church at Marysville makes it a new build- 
ing which will be reopened at the first quarterly meeting. New parson- 
ages have been purchased or built at Sumas and Nooksack. Every 
charge on the district now has a parsonage excepting Everett, Ana- 
-ccortes and Hamilton, and if the preacher at Anacortes will do as well 
as the preacher at Avon has done this year—get married—they will 
have a new parsonage at Anacortes next year. 

We have had a year of spiritual power and revival. The preachers 
have certainly followed the advice of Bishop Joyce to “give the Holy 
Ghost a chance,’ and, therefore, the revivals have been sane and 
genuine. 

Fairly successful efforts have been made to have each charge 


make monthly settlements of salary and other financial obligations. 
This, with the weekly plan of payments, have met with favor by 
preacher and people, and next year promises to come nearer the goal 
than the past. I have never heard the compliment paid a prompt 
business man: “He does business like a bank,” but that I have said in 
my heart, The Church of Jesus Christ ought to be so systematic 
and prompt in all business matters that the highest compliment that 
could be paid to the business integrity and promptness of any man 
would be to say: “He does business like a church.” IT believe that 
the best foundation for genuine, Holy Ghost revival is an honest, well- » 
worked system of church finance, 

The highly ratisfactory financial record of the district has been 
reached in the main, by giving to God that part of our increase which 
belongs to Him, and not by the unsatisfactory, unbusiness-like ice- 
cream, chicken dinner, amateur theatricals and kindred questionable, 
hit-and-miss methods of finance. 


During the year death came to the parsonage at First Church, 
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Bellingham, and the faithful mother of Brother Flesher was not, be- 
éause God took her. Brother Kallgren, pastor at Ferndale, was called 
to Sweden because of the death of his father and serious iliness of 
his mother, 

I have rarely mentioned special features of the work on the 
charges of the district in my reports, but the Sunday School at Lynden 
raised $23.00 this year for the Chidren’s Day fund, and two girls, Hilda 
Erz and Kate Day, raised $16.00 of that amount. Measured by the 


size of the school, I believe that this report leads any Sunday School 


in the Conference. 

Two grand sights in the world today are, first, a body of Meth- 
Odist Episcopal preachers, with educational and business equipment 
sufficient to win success in the most active channels of life, taking, at 
the hand of an honored bishop of the church, their appointment and 
faithfully entering into the work, whether the field of labor be such 
as they would have selected or not. Second, a church of laymen, who, 
many times by the sacrifice of home comforts, if not necessities, pay 
willingly and promptly the salary of the preacher who is sent to them, 
in these two respectsWhatcom district has attained, but I have never 
known a district where the ideal was nearer reached. And to this I 
attribute much of the success of the district. , 

With unfeigned gratitude to Almighty God for the work of the 
year I close this report. I mention not the names of preachers in 
ecmmendation of their work for fear that I might not credit some 
faithful, earnest, modest, hard toiler whose real work and sacrifice 
does not appear on the surface and cannot be made a matter of fig- 
ures. Together with the true people of God on Whatcom district, who 
have so faithfully and loyally worked with me during the. past Con- 
ference years, I submit the result to the All Father and say: If in 

“the order of things we are to be associated together for another year 
we will try.to do even ‘better work. 

Finaliy,, Bishop McDowell, I have never been associated with a 
even if he be not the man they would have selected. I do not say that 
truer, more devoted, nor a more loyal number of men than the preach- 
ers of Whatccm district. The cold reports they will make on this 
Conference floor; while they. will show a marked advance in almost 
every case, do not tell, nor indeed can reports tell, of the real toil made 
by these men and their families whereby the excellent report of the dis- 

_ trict has been made possible. I love these men as only men love men, 
and it has been a real joy to work with them.

Pastoral Changes. 


Boisfort and Adna Circuit was left to be supplied soon after Con- 
ference; Rev. J. B. Stark was secured for this work. He only re- 
mained a few months. Then Rev. B. L. Hicks of the Columbia River 
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Conference was transferred and appointed pastor. The work has gone 
fairly well. , 

Woodland is a new and growing town on the Willapa River. It, 
appeared in our minutes as an appointment and left to be supplied, 
In December Rey. W. EB. Cox was transferred from the Northwest 
Kansas Conference and put in charge. A class has been organized, a 
new church 32x40. built and the outlook for the future is hopeful. 

Rev. C, W. Geiszler of the Protestant Methodist Church was ap- 
pointed as supply of the Yacolt and Amboy charge. He has won the 
hearts of the people and done excellent work. In addition to his 
regular pastoral labor he has built a parsonage largely with his own 
hands. 

Pleasant Valley, Wilapa and Woodlawn and Gardners have not 
been supplied. 

About the first of January Rev. J. W. Miller, who was pastor at 
Centralia, was elected to a position with the Children’s Home Finding 
Society leaving Centralia without a pastor. Bishop Spellmeyer ap- 
Pointed Rey. F. S. Pearson of Chehalis to Centralia. Rev. C. S. Re- 
velle, of South Bend, to Chehalis and Rev. R. D. Snyder to supply 
South Bend. The results have proven the wisdom of these appoint- 
ments, 

The last of February Rev. BE. C. Parker, pastor at Ilwaco, ac- 
cepted work in the Utah Mission and Rey. T, F. Allen was transferred 
from the Columbia River Conference to take his place. His work has 
been well done. 


Improvements and new properties:

At Hoquiam the church is being enlarged to meet the demands 
of the growing Sunday School and congregations and about $1,000 
Wiil be expended.

,rhe new church at Raymond was dedicated June 4th; value, in- 
cluding lots, $1,750. 

The church at Kelso has been enlarged and improved by the ad- 
dition of a large basement for Sunday School and Epworth League 
purposes. These changes and additions cost $2,675.00. 

A new parsonage has been built at Satsop during the year worth 
$1,000. A new Parsonage at Yacolt worth about $600. 

A parsonage at Gray’s River is nearing completion. 


A house and lot adjoining our church property at Chehalis has 
been purchased for $650, 

At South Bend our church has been of. slow growth because of 
the location of the church building. A new site has been purchased, 
a subscription of ———_— taken and work begun on a new church 
that will cost when completed about $2,500. 

A subscription of $550 has been secured at Littell, on the Boisfort 
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Circuit, and we expect to build at this place immediately after Con- 
ference.

Centralia has paid $700 on debt on church building. — 

The debt of $1,500 that has been standing against our church at 
Hoquiam since 1892 has, by the earnest labor of the pastor, Rev. E. L. 
Benedict, been provided for and the money will be forwarded at once © 
to the Church Extension Board. : 


Evangelistic Work. 


Spiritually this has been a remarkably good year in the district. 

Rev. D. D. Benedict, of the Northwest Iowa Conference, has as- 
sisted a number of the pastors in revival work and God has blessed 
his labors and many souls have been saved. His work is thorough and 
his teaching in perfect accord with our doctrines. He is a safe 
evangelist. ; 

Messrs, Brymer and Coburn have done good work as evangelists 
on the Vancouver and Fisher’s Circuits. f 

Nearly one thousand ccnversions have been reported during the 
year and my record shows a net increase in membership of 706. This, 
of course, will be reduced some by the usual pruning of church records. 


District Meetings. 


The last of April Rev. George H. Smyth, D. D., one of our Mis- 
sionary Secretaries, assisted in holding very profitable missiodnary 
conventions at Centralia and Vancouver. 

The last of May a joint meeting of the W. H. M. S., the Epworth 
League Convention and the District Ministerial Association was held 
at Kelso. 

The papers read were of high literary merit and were profitable 
to ali present. The evangelistic services held in the evening were well 
attended and resulted in the conversion of a number of souls. 


The Benevolences. 


: ‘While we are not prepared to give a detailed statement of the 
amount raised for the several benevolent causes, we have reason to 
believe the reports of the pastors will show an increase over last year: 


Our Opportunities and Needs. 


The Centralia district embraces all of Southwestern Washington, 
a country rich in mineral, timber and agricultural resources as well 
as fisheries and oystering, a country capable of supporting a large 
population. We have our work established in the more impor- 
tant places. but there are many small anl growing communities without 
the Gospel—a prey to the tramp preacher and the many isms that 
abound in this Western country. 
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These places do nct promise much at present in the way of 
financial support, but afford opportunity for laying foundations for 
future work. 

First, we need large missionary appropriations for this work. 
Secondly, we need consecrated young men cf gcod gifts that are will- 
ing for a time to give themselves to the work of the Lord and Method- 
ism in these places on very small pay. 

I beiieve we ought to have a missionary to the fishermen and 
small towns along the Columbia River, a man who could at least 
speak the English and Swedish languages. Such a man equipped with 
tne word of God and a gasoline launch could visit the canneries and 
fishing hamlets along the Columbia and lead many souls to Christ.

Presiding Elder’s Report to the Puget Sound Conference, 1905. 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


The year has had its perplexities and difficulties, but it has been a 
period of faithful and successful work on the part of pastors and 
members. The general health of the preachers and their families has 
been good, with a single exception. On the 19th of June the death 
-angel visited the parsonage at Ballard and Sister Mary E. (White) 
Joslyn, beloved wife of the pastor during his entire ministry, peace- 
fully passed to her reward. While we mourn with our dear Brother 
Joslyn, we thank God that one cf so beautiful Christian character was 
spared him and the Church of Christ so long. 

Some changes have occurred in Conference membership and pas- 
toral relations. George Gable was transferred early in the Conference 
year to the Cincinnati Conference, and W. H. Forsyth came from the 
West Nebraska Conference to take his place in Grace Church. S. J. 
Buck has been transferred to the North Dakota Conference, and W. B. 
Marsh came from the same Conference to us and has filled out the year 
at Issaquah. Rey. H. D. Brown has withdrawn from the ministry and 
Memopership of our church. His ordination papers are in the hands 
of our Secretary. I trust the Conference will authorize such endorse- 
ment as is allowed by our discipline and that they will then be re- 
turned to Bro. Brown. 

Two or three months after our last Conference session, Pastor 
McGill suggested to me that perhaps it would be desirable to change 
the location of Battery St. Church to Queen Anne Hill. The idea was 
new, and at first I hesitated, but subsequently gave the proposition my 
unqualified endorsement for the following reasons: (1) In the develop- 
ment of Seattle it had come to pass’ that the old site was not favorable 
for: building a strong and permanent society. (2) Most of the official 
. members of Battery St. Church had moved, or were about to do so to 

the: new locality and the time seemed providentially opportune for such 
change. The society will hereafter be known as “Queen Anne Church.” 
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Since cur last session our new church at Hillman has been dedi- 
cated, a chapel has been erected on Madrona Heights, and a house of 
worship is in process of erection at. Woodinville. The basement walls 
are up for the basement on Queen Anne. Since spring that congrega- 
tlon has been worshiping in a temporary tabernacle, but they expect 
_ soon to be better housed. A fine parsonage has been built and is now 
occupied by Bro. McGill and family. Work on the Green Lake Church 
is being pushed. The audience room will probably be ready for dedi- 
cation by the first of next year. At Fremont we have the best ar- 
rangements for the Sunday School of which I know in the West, and 
by throwing the Sunday School and main audience rooms together we 
can care for a thousand people. As at Green Lake, so at Fremont, 
pastor and people have worked diligently, with excellent results. 

The churches at Bothell, Port Orchard, Haven and Trinity have 
been greatly improved by paint and otherwise, and the same is true 
ot several of our parsonages. i 

‘he burdensome church debt at Kirkland has been paid, and our 
people are rejoicing in their new found freedom. 

The Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and Junior Leagues of 
Seattle district are most of them in good condition, and some of them 
are doing extremely well. We are coming to emphasize the fact that 
the childhood pericd is most important in shaping habits, life and 
character. Every charge should have a Junior League, but it is often 
Gifficult:for the pastor to find a suitable person for Superintendent. 
When such a one is secured blessed results follow, the full measure 
of which will not appear for many years. The same may truthfully 
be affirmed of the Sunday Schocl and the Epworth League. When 
these departments have chief officers who by nature and grace are 
fitted for their work, and consecrated to it, success is certain. 

The city missionary work has been prosecuted with fidelity and 
vigor. Two missions in Ballard, each having a chapel, were given 
into the care of the Seattle city missionary. He has charge of two 
other missions also, one at Interbay and the other at West Green Lake. 
At each of these places a lot has been secured and arrangements are 
made for building a chapel. If Bishop McDowell consents West Green 
‘Lake will appear as a separate charge this year. 

In the prosecution of the missionary work I have leaned heavily on 
the Seattle City Evangelization Union for counsel and financial support 
Composed as it is of pastors and representative laymen, this organiza- 
tion has been of great service. This year more money has been raised 
for this cause than heretcfore and we expect to do still better next year. 

Although we have not yet measured up to our privilege in this, 
regard, the revival spirit has been quite general and many conversions 
have been reported. In several cases, as Madison St. and Green Lake, 
it has been the best revival year the charges have known. 

Bro. James Crookes has been in charge of the mission organized 
and financed by First Church, and has had large success In turning 
men to Christ. In twelve months he has held more than 900 meetings. 

ln two years the amount asked of this district for Missions has 
been advanced nearly 100 per cent., and I believe that our reports will 
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show that we have the amount asked of-us this year, and perhaps 
more. The other benevolences have received satisfactory attention.. 
In the two years just preceeding the presnt, the total for all ben- 
evolences advanced 129 per cent. 

In estimates for pastoral support we are eight and one-half per 
cent. above last year, and 4 per cent. more than three years since. 
In nearly all charges the amount estimated has been raised in full, 
but I regret that we have not reached that happy condition everywhere. 
It is also true that in some charges the estimate is entirely inadequate. 


. Comparing Seattle district with the Puget Sound Conference, we 
have <ing and Kitsap Counties, comprising six per cent of the territory, 
a little more than 30 per cent. of the membership, and 46 per cent. of 
the population. We have 21 per cent. more appointments than three 
years ago. 

Although the force has been somewhat depleted, we have con- 
stantly at work two excellent Deaconesses, the Misses Jones and 
Hepburn. Arrangements are being perfected for a training school 
which is expected to open soon. In this way it is hoped that efficient 
help for our pastors will be provided, and that the practical results will 
certify to the value of this department. 


The Seattle General Hospital is doing a noble and efficient work. 
A recent addition to the building practically doubles its capacity. The 
structure is an imposing one, with the best modern appliances and, so 
far as I can learn, is ideal in superintendency, medical attention, in- 
terior arrangements and help. The public spirit and generosity of Mr. 
T. S. Lippy and such hearty aid and counsel as others have been able 
to give, have made this fine institution a success. 


The Seattle Seaman’s Friend Society is prospering under the 
management cf Chaplain West. In the four years of his service he 
uas wrought heroically. He secured a good location on Western Ave- 
nue, between Stewart and Pine Sts., and has erected the commodious 
‘‘Seaman’s Institute,” which has four stories, counting the double 
basement, thirty bedrooms, and other apartments essential to such an 
enterprise. The property is valued at $18,000. It is already over- 
crowded. Bro. West has the ‘Sky Pilot,” a mission launch used to 
visit ships and nearby ports. The institution provides a circulating 
library. There are frequent conversions. Mrs. West is a great help 
in this important work. 


The Japanese Methodist Mission in Seattle is having quite a de- 
gree of success. Drs. Johnson and Fisher have given it considerable 
attention during the year. A night school is sustained, which, together 
wiih the religious services, are held in a leased building. It is hoped 


ae property will soon be secured and the Mission put on a permanent 
asis. 


Thankful for divine favor in the past and trusting that through 


grace the work may be more efficiently administered in the years to 
come, this report is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT FROM SWEDISH DISTRICT—19C5. 


Dear Bishop, Fathers and Brethren: 


With thankful heart to our Heavenly Father for His merciful 
dealings with our people in the Swedish district, I hereby present this, 
my annual report. 

Our district is one among the larger districts in Methodism, a 
territory including the three Northwestern states with a numerous 
Swedish population. Urgent calls have been received to enter the 
state of Montana, where thousands of Swedish people are located, and 
in this whole state we have no Swedish Methodist preacher. We hope 
that some action will be taken so that the church wi!l heed the call, 
include this state, also, in our district. It will indeed be an empire; 
but with consecrated men of God, and means for their support, the 
extension of Christ’s Kingdom and the upbuilding of our church in this 
great Northwest will be assured. 


Evangelistic Work. 


Faithful efforts have been made in evangelistic work. At all our 
appointments special meetings have been held, and God has mani- 
fested his power in the salvation of souls and special blessing to His 
people. j 

Spiritual and Financial Growth. 


; Cedarhome —Here we have about held our own. The Sunday School 
is good and growing. The district Epworth League held its conven- 
tion here this summer, which was an inspiration to the charge. 


Everett-Edmonds.—This is among our new works, and stands about 
the same as last year. The Sunday School, however, at Edmonds is 
encouraging. 


Fremont-Seattle.—This charge is also of our new works located in 
one of the important parts of the city of Seattle, and we have one of, 
our most commodious churches in this district. Special evangelistic 
services were held during the first part of the year, which God richly 
blessed. A number of members have left to go to other parts of the 

country. Others have come in and taken their places, so that the 
church is advancing. We have here an Epworth League and Junior 
League, and a good Sunday School. Harmony and Christian -fellow-: 
ship are the prevailing spirit in this church. Improvements have 


been made on the church building. 


Nora (Idaho), Albion (Wash).—Here God has specially blessed 
the work. In the Nora charge at the time of our last quarterly Con- 
ference, we held evangelical meetings for several days, which proved 
a great blessing to the work in the spiritual upbuilding of our people 
and addition to cur church membership. Good improvements have been 
made here on our church property. 
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Olympia.—This charge was taken up a little over two years ago. 
Here we have a splendid church building, located in the very heart 
of the city. Some members have moved away, which has to some 
extent handicapped our work; but as a great number of Swedish peo- 
ple and Swedish Finns live in and around the city on the islands, we 
have formed a circuit with eight preaching appointments—seven of 
them outside of the city—where the people gladly receive the Gospel. 
The interior of the church has been improved and beautified. 


Pleasant Ridge:—Here we have not only the church, with its regu- 
lar services, but also a chapel about five miles from the church called 
“Harmony Chapel,” where the pastor preaches every Sunday afternoon. 
This chapel is located in the center of our Swedish population in this 
colony. We have in this charge twoSunday Schools and two Epworth 
Leagues. During mid-summer evangelistic services were held in a 
tent near the Harmony Chapel. 


Portland, Oregon.—Here, in the mid-year, Bro. E. J. Falk, who was 
appointed pastor last Conference, gave up the pastorate, but the pre- 
siding elder was very successful in securing Bro, Svante Moody, of 
Northville, Massachusetts, to come out to this Western country and 
take charge of the work, and we have indeed had cne of the best years 
in the history of the church. The spiritual life has been greatly re- 
vived and we have received a substantial addition to our church mem- 
bership.. A concrete sidewalk has been laid, the interior beautified 
and new pews have replaced the old ones. A furnace has been placed 
in church. We have here also an Epworth League and a go-d Sunday 
School, with increasing attendance. 


Seattle.—This is one of our most important charges. Good revival 
services were held here te first part of the year. The need of a new 
church building has been greatly felt for some time, but owing to the 
rise in value of the property in that part of the city where the church 
was located, is was kept from saleuntil the time came when an offer 
of ‘twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) was made. Then, after 
finding out that the taxation of a goodly sum was to be levied on the 
property for street improvements, the decision was made to sell. Two 
centrally located lots were purchased cn the corner of Boren Avenue 
and Pine Street, for the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), and 
a church, building is now in course of erecticn which, when finished, 
will cost about ten thousand “dollars. Plans. are also being made to 
build a parsonage near the’church. The services are yet held in the 


old church, and we have here also a good Sunday School and Epworth 
League. 


: Skagit City——We are about hclding our fort here and hope, with 
the help of God, to make advances in the near future. We have a 
Sunday School with increasing attendance, 


Spokane.—We held here about two, weeks’ revival meetings at the 
time of our second quarterly meeting, which proved to be a blessing 
for the church. We have here a centrally located church building, on 
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valuable ground near the center of the city, and we have this year 


built a parsonage in connection with the church. We have here an 
Epworth League and a Sunday School. The outlook for the future 
of this church is bright. 


Tacoma.—This bcing one of our leading cities, we have here also 
a very important field for Swedish Methodism. We have been for- 
tunate in securing our good brother A. J. Gustafson to supply the 
charge this year, which has been ably done. The church has a steady 
growth, and we have great hopes for the future. 

While our church has not advanced as rapidly as we would wish, 
yet we have had some substantial gains. We will, for example, take 
the three last years, and make a comparison. We had, three years ago, 
something over three hundred members. We have now about four 
hundred members. But it is well to note here that the gain 
in membership in our Swedish churches does not represent all the 
souls saved through the instrumentality of our preachers and people, 
as not a small percentage of conversions in our churches help to swell 
the number of members in our American churches, wherein some take 
a prominent part in the affairs of the church. So we do not only build 
up Swedish Methodism, but also are feeders to our good American 
churches. And we say, “May it be so.” — 

Three years ago we had eleven churches. Now we have thirteen 
enurches. The church properties were valued three years ago at 
thirty-seven thousand dollars; now we have church property valued at 
fifty-seven thousand dollars, an inerease of twenty thousand dollars. 
The support of preachers, which has always been meager, was, three 
years ago, two thousand, three hundred and eighty dollars. Now it 
will be nearly four thousand dollars, an increase of about sixteen 
hundred dollars. 

Although we have no rich members, and but few who are moder- 
ately well off—most are struggling for a foothold, and have the ex- 
pense of church puildings—yet, for missionary contributions, we are 
in Class One. For all church benevolences we gave about one dollar 
and ten cents per member. The average of the whole Methodist Epis- 
copal church is about sixty cents per member. This shows the loyalty 
and piety of our people, and that God’s blessing has not been withheld. 


Schools and Colleges. 


We have in our midst a school of higher learning, well situated and 
aply governed; a school not only for our boys and girls to be educated 
in, but a school whose spirit is to help build Christian character, namely, 
the University of Puget Sound, and we have had the privilege to send 
some of our young people there, to be fostered under this Christian 
guardianship. A collection has been taken in our charges for the 
maintenance of this school, which has not been as large aS we would 
wish; but we hope to be able to do more each year for this one of our 
church’s greater institutions in the Northwest. mas Reke 

We have also our Swedish Seminary at Evanston, Illinois, which is 
of great importance to our Swedish work. From this school we receive 
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most of our young men to occupy our pulpits. A collection for this 
school is taken in most charges, and we hope also that this collection 
will be increased year by year, 


- Church Literature. 


Next to the Bible, Methodist discipline and the church hymn book 
we need our church papers. The Pacific Christian Advocate is ably 
edited, and is our organ in the Northwest for all Methodist people, 
and should be in every home. I am sorry to report this paper is not 
generally taken among our people. But I hope that even in this we 
will do better. 

Sande-budet, the organ for our Swedish work in America, is a paper 
which no Swedish Methodist can well be without. It has quite a few 
Subseribers,, but not the patronage it should have, and our aim is to 
make a strong effort to have this paper placed in every Swedish Meth- 
odist home. In this literary age we greatly need to be careful to 
select the best literature which will feed the mind and help to build up 
useful, loyal and true Christian character. 

While we have our encouragement, we have had at times what 
would make us to some extent discouraged, if it were not for the strong 
tpholding power of our Almighty God, who abides in the shadow as 
well as in the sunshine, and who has promised “never to leave or for- 
sake” us. We have placed ourselves unreservedly at his service and 
will bravely meet the future responsibility which he and our beloved 
church may place upon us. 


In Conclusion. 


I will say that from the depth of my heart I will thank my brethren 
who have stood by me in the “labor of love” and I can say that as I 
have traveled through the district I have found in the parsonages, and 
. in the homes of the laity a most hospitable and devoted, Christlike 
spirit, which has made my burden light and the service a pleasure. 

May God richly bless his Zion.

REPORT OF TACOMA DISTRICT. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


We greet you in the name of the Ministry and Laity of the Tacoma 
District, 
Realizing our failures, we yet come to this Feast of Tabernacles 


with rejoicing because of what the Lord hath done for us, and through 
us as His co-workers. Only one of our parsonage homes has been 
bereft; that of Brother and Sister George w. Frame, of St. Paul’s

Church, Tacoma, from which their beautiful little daughter, Orpha, 
was transplanted to the Father’s House on High. 


“Shall I have naught that is fair?’ saith He, 
Have naught but the bearded grain? 
Though the breath of the flowers is sweet to me, 
I will give them all back again. 
O, not in cruelty, not in wrath, 
The Reaper came that day; 
’*T was an angel visited the green earth, 
And took the flowers away.” ¥ \ 





The losses by death suffered by St. Poul’s Church within about 
two years will form a page in‘its history that will read like a tragedy. 

Only three weeks since, Bro. Geo, L. Cuddy, the Secretary of this 
Conference and pastor at Fowler Church, Tacoma, met with a painful 
accident, the breaking of the bones of the right leg just above the 
ankle joint, that keeps him from this Conference session. He is 
graciously sustained by that help. which he has so often preached to 
others in like need, is making progress toward recovery, and sends 
his-love and brotherly greetings to Bishop McDowell and to the 
Brethren of the Conference. 

Hindrances. 


The first half of the year was characterized by the continued de- 
pression of the lumber trade, which markedly reduced the financial 
ability of our churches and prevented an advance in the estimates for 
pastoral support and the other financial interests of the church. Some 
nine charges on the District were ‘left to be supplied” at the last 
session of the conference. The impossibility of obtaining men for all 
of them, non-success of some who were secured, and some changes of 
pastors have greatly retarded the success that might have been ob- 
tained had every charge been properly manned all through the year, 


Successes. 


Despite these hindrances we believe that the reports will show an 
advance on the District in nearly every particular. My record of the. 
Quarterly Conference shows that there have been received into the 
churches more than twelve hundred members. The losses have been 

- about 400, leaving a net increase of 800. This will no doubt be con- 
siderably decreased by the pruning of the church records during the 
past month. 

Five churches 
construction one ,year . ago. 


have been dedicated. Three of these were under 
Grace, costing $1,200.00, and Bismarck, 
costing a like amount, were dedicated free of debt December 18th, 
Bishop Moore preaching the dedicatory sermons. St. Paul’s, costing 
for the new auditorium, $5,500.00, was dedicated March 19th, after 
raising a subscription of $3,200.00. Dr. D. L. Rader was the preacher 
of the occasion and managed the finances with great skill, These new 
churches mark a distinct advance in the history of Tacoma Methodism 
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and we are greatly indebted to the Board of Church Extension for 
what has been accomplished. 

At Little Rock the old church building that stood near the camp 
ground was taken down and what is to all purposes a new building was 
erected in the village and dedicated July 28rd. August 13th we dedi- 
cated a church at Grand Mound. The building of these two churches 
must be placed largely to the credit of the pastor, R. T. Irwin. He 
not only managed wisely but did much labor on the Grand Mound 
church, an appointment where Methodist preachers have labored for 
the past fifty years, but where we have never before owned a church 
building. We look for a gracious revival at these points in the year to 
come, because each has builded anhouse unto the Lord. 

New church buildings are in prospect at Chimacum, Hadlock and 
Vashon. A small parsonage has been built at Sequin and one at Haton- 
ville. An excellent eight-room parsonage is nearly ready for occu- 
pancy at Fowler church. When completed the building wil be worth 
about $1,800.00 and there will be little, if any, indebtedness. Bro. 
Cuddy has managed this enterprise with great skill, has done much 
work with his own hands, and it was while trying to accomplish certain 
work himself and thus save the expense that he met with the accident 
that causes his absence from this session of our Conference. 

The reports will show that extensive improvements have been 
made at Buckley, Dungeness, Gig Harbor, Orting, Lincoln Heights, Port 
Angeles, Port Townsend, Puyallup, Sumner and at Asbury, Epworth, 
tern Hill and Park, Tacoma. The value of church property on the 
district will pe increased by about $12,000.00. 

The debt of $250.00 on the parsonage at Dungeness has been paid, 
and I want to make special mention of this accomplishment for the 
reason that not only the debt of $250.00 but the $25.00 of interest, the 
improvements on the church property costing $150.00, and the pastor’s 
salary of $500.00 have largely been contributed by good friends who 
are not members of our church. 

Olympia has’ paid on its indebtedness $200.00; Central, $100.00; 
Fern Hill, $50.00; Mason, $121.00, and First Church, $1,500.00, clearing 
it of all indebtedness. 


Benevolences and Pastoral Work. 


We believe the reports will show the benevolences paid up in 
full on most of the charges, and that the totals will show a good ad- 
vance over the previous year. The pastoral support, while not advanced 
as in previous years in the apportionments made, will be much better 
paid up this year than last and will show a good increase in the aggre- 
gate receipts. 

Auxiliaries. 


Our Sunday Schools continue to improve in their effectiveness as 
well as in their membership, which will exceed 5,000 on the district 
A great need of our church in this state is Sunday School Field Work. 
ers. Other churches have had such workers on this field for 25 years 
greatly to their advantage. The Congregational church has five such 
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workers in this state and are expecting another soon. They are ex- 
pending more than $5,000.00 per year for this special work, where we 
have not a man nor are using one dollar. ’ 

The Epworth Leagues have a membership of something more than 
1,200 and are increasing in their efficiency. There are 17 Junior 
Leagues, with a membership of 766. There are 31 Ladies’ Aid Societies, 
with 1,048 members, and their usefulness is shown in the fact that 
they have raised $4,600.00 for church and local benevolent purposes 
during the year. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has 11 auxiliaries on the 
district, with 327 members, and they have contributed for their work 
$919.00. There are six auxiliaries of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society and they have 175 members and have raised about $400.00. 
The City Evangelization Union of Tacoma, while yet in its infancy, has 
- proven a marked help to the advancement of the work and we con- 
fidently look for its steady advancement along all jines of usefulness 
for which it was organized. 


Four Years of Growth. 


It will be for our greater encouragement and a cause for devout 
thanksgiving if we consider the advance that has been made during 
the past four years—1901 to 1905:

D. D. Benedict and Bro, and 
Sister Frank L. McCarty, who have assisted our pastors in the evan- 
gelistic work. We have found them to be safe, tireless in endeavor, 
- and commendable co-workers in the Master’s vineyard. 

University of Puget Sound. 

The report of President Williams and that of the Board of Trus- 
tees will give you information in detail in regard to the work cf the 
past year, and it only remains for me to say that the success of the 
school, as manifested in the character of the work accomplished by the 
faculty and students, and in the spirit of harmony and enthusiasm 
maintained throughout the year, cannot be too highly commended. 
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The prospect is that we shall be thronged with students during the 
coming school year, and the crying need with our school, as with every 
other, is for money—for land, buildings, maintenance and endowment. 
Let the Methodism of Washington arouse itself to its day of oppor- 
tunity and the time will speedily come when we shall have a univer- 
sity that will challenge the admiration and receive the support of all 
friends of Christian education.

| MEMOIRS | 


Orpha A. Frame was born July 6, 1900, and went home to Heaven 
Noy. 5, 1905, enjoying four happy years of life on earth. She was bap- 
tized in November of 1902, by Presiding Hider B. F. Brooks. Her 
illmess was of brief duration! _She came in from her play and com- 
plained of feeling bad. Her mother, thinking it to be a little trouble 
incident to childhood, was not alarmed. She grew rapidly worse, the 
physician was called in haste, but in three days she was not, for God 
had taken her. She was delighted with the prospects of the Sabbath 
when she could attend the Sunday School. From the church she loved 
her little form was carried after the funeral services to the Tacoma 
cemetery. The service was conducted by Brothers Brooks and LeSourd. 


Mary HE. White, wife of the Rev. A. J. Joslyn, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in the city of Ballard, passed to the reward of 
the Saints in Heaven, from the parsonage on the 19th of June, 1905. 
She was born in Dubuque, Iowa, May 6th, 1849. In 1850 her parents, 
Charles and Mary J. White, crossed the plains by ox team and settled 
in Yamhill County, Oregon. After a few months the family came to 
Giympia, where the father was employed in the United States Customs 
Service, returning to Yamhill County after two years. Later, they went 
to The Dalles, Oregon, where Colonel White became a prominent 
citizen, serving for a number of years as Sheriff of Wasco County. 
There our sister grew to womanhood, and in 1866 was married to 
James E. Baker, of Thurston County, Washington. In less than four 
years Mr. Baker was taken away, leaving to the tender care of the 
mother two children, Cora A., now Mrs. W. W. Stevens, of Hillyard, 
in this state, and Mary Elmina, whom many of us know so well and 
regard highly. August 16, 1871, she was united in marriage with our 
dear Brother Joslyn at Dayton, Oregon, Rev. John Howard officiating. 
Four children were given them. Edwin L. lived to be 8 years old, and 
exactly 23 years before his mother’s translation, precedéd her to the 
home of the redeemed. Charles H. did August 17, 1885, being 13 years 
of age. The two daughters, Lou D.—Mrs. I. C. Evans, Everett, Wash- 
ington—and Edith C., the wife of G. F. Johnson, of Seattle, are widely 
and very favorably known among us. 

The day before their marriage Brother Joslyn was appointed to 
Baker City, Oregon, and their wedding journey took them to their new 
home. They traveled from Dayton to Portland by stage, thence to 

allula by steamer, then again by ‘stage to Walla Walla, and com- 
pieted the journey to Baker City by freight wagon. It is almost impos- 
sible for us who have come later to understand the labors and priva- 
tions of those days. Their subsequent fields of labor have been, Can- 
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yon City, Ore., “Dayton, Wash., Boise, Idaho, Idaho City, Idaho, Walla 
Walla, Wash., Ketchum and Hailey, Idaho, Astoria, Ore., Shoshone, 
Idaho, Vancouver, Centralia, Aberdeen and Olympia in Washington, 
Tacoma district, and finally Gilman Park Church in Ballard. 

Timid as Sister Joslyn was by nature, she loyally stood by her 
husband and with dignity, grace and efficiency met the great respon- 
sibilities of the Mistress of the Manse in the home, and in the various 
departments of the work of the church, where her services were 
needed. Her husband ever safely trusted her; her children rise up 
to call her blessed; the members of the churches where her lot was 
cast will long recall the nobility of her character and the readiness 
of her service; and the multitude of remaining friends will ever carry 
precious memories of the sweet counsel they have taken. together. 

Our Sister was thoroughly domestic and a superior home maker. 
Her hospitality was not effusive, but so evident that the guest never 
questioned his welcome. Refined by nature, no one would venture 
coarseness in her presence. Retiring. in disposition, tender of con- 
science, she was a devoted, exemplary. follower of Christ. She was a 
Ghbristian from early childhood. Anything like duplicity, or unfairness 
of any kind, repelled her and she had abiding esteem for those whom 
she found genuine. 3 

Her last illness was of only three days’ duration, and her depart- 
ure was unexpected.. Her memory is an ointment poured forth, and 
is a blessed heritage shared by husband, children and friends. 

The funeral services were held in our church in Ballard and were 
conducted by J. P. Marlatt, D. D., of Tacoma, a former pastor of Sister 
Joslyn. He was assisted by Drs. F, L. Wharton, J. EB. Williams and R. 
C. Glass and the Revs, Atwood and Wm. Leech. Several ministers of 
the Puget Sound Conference and a large number of citizens of Ballard 
and Seattle, with numerous friends from more distant points, thronged 
the church at the funeral services, 


On the 9th of July appropriate memorial services were held by the 
Ballard Auxiliary of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, our de- 
parted Sister having been President. 

The writer deeply regretted his absence in Alaska and consequent 
inability to be present at any of these services. 

It was the expressed desire of Sister Josslyn that the family should 
not put on mourning because of her decease, and they have not done 
. So. She believed in being cheerful at all times, and this was her uni- 

form practice. So, calmly and trustingly she folded her hands and 
passed from the home which she had graced for so many years. 

That the sustaining power of Divine Grace and a double portion 


of the Spirit may be experienced by Brother Joslyn as he takes up . 


anew his work and pursues his lonely way, is a prayer in which the 
members of this Conference heartily unite.

She was converted in her fifteenth year and 
united with the Methodist Expiscopal Church South. She was married 
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in 1860. She is the mother of the Rev. John W. Flesher, pastor of 


First Methodist Episcopal Church, Bellingham. 


She was a member of Hennepin Avenue Methodist Episcopal ' 


Cnurch, Minneapolis, Minn., for nearly a quarter of a century, and all 
her pastors of that church speak highly of her Christian character. 
For the last two years she has made her home with her preacher son, 
and her presence was as the ark of the Lord in the house of Obed 
Edom. She was never known to put her influence on the wrong side 
of any question. She had been blessed with unusual health, though 
frail looking, and her first serious illness' took her from this world. 
She was anticipating the translation. In reply to the inquiry of her 
son and his wife, about April 15th, if they were to have the pleasure 
of her company to Portland, she said, “T won’t be here then.” 


On April 12th was her last testimony of absolute and final conse-' 


eration to which she bore public witness. Two weeks later she took

Report of President of Board of Trustees.

I am glad to report to you that the University of Puget Scund has 


oe ee 
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had a more prosperous year than was expected at the beginning. There 
has been unity and accord between all the members’ of the faculty 
and the Trustees, our patrons seem to have been generally satisfied 
with the school, and while some change has been made in the faculty 
it has been chiefly in favor of economy. 

We cannot place too high an eStimate upon the necessity of our 
school to the church and social life of this section of our country. We 
cannot depend upon the state institutions to raise us up a native 
ministry, and in self-defense the church must build its own schools. 
Great as the state schools are, they cannot give attention to religious 
and den2minaional work, and so far none of their graduates have 
entered the ministry. To us is committed the duty and honor of 
raising up preachers for our churches, as well as sending men and 
women into the walks of life with the inspiration of Christian life and 
ideals. The church school has a place in our day, and as it adds 
Christianity to science it presents the broadest and most liberal ideals 
of the present time. 

For various reasons it has been found best to divide the year 
into two semesters instead of three as heretofore. The tuition 
remains about the same for the year. 

I am happy to say that the election of Prof. E. Sidney Zollman A. 
M., to the head of the DepartmentofMusic has put new life into that 
department, and he is now obliged to ask for help in his work, with 
the prospect that still further help will be needed. This department 
is entirely self-sustaining. 

‘he report of our Financial Secretary shows that our debt is over 
$2,900.00, on which we will have some collections, and subscriptions 
to apply, but we undoubtedly need $1,700.00 from some source to re- 
lieve us of all debt, as we can never collect all the subscriptions on 
our books. This whole debt must be raised that the school may have 
the oppcrtunity of meeting its current expenses in full every year. 
No financial obligation should lay nearer the hearts of our pastors 
and churches. We need our collections to be taken in full on every 
charge, new subscribers for the maintenance fund, and some contri- 
butions for the debt.

_ To the Puget Sound Annual Conference: 

Your special committee for auditing the accounts of the University © 
of Puget Sound begs to report: 

We did not conceive that your intention was that we should 
expert the books of the University, which duty we would not have 
been able to do without much time and some expense. 

The chairman of the committee, Bro. Cuddy, not being able to 
meet with us, two of the committee carefully examined the books of 
the Secretary of the corporation. ‘ 

We found a complete system of books so carefully related that 
it is easy to trace every dollar from its donor through to the man 
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to whom it is paid, and just how it benefited the University. We 
traced at random several accounts and found absolute clearness and 
accuracy. 

The records consist of cash pook, a deposit book with Treasurer’s 
receipt stubs attached, a ledger with full individual accounts, a requisi- 
tion or bill book with vouchers signed by parties to whom bills are 
due, a warrant or check book with returnable vouchers showing both 
payment and purpose cf the same. This system is founded in part on 
the system of the City of Tacoma, of which Bro, Lister, the Secretary, 
was formerly Controller. . There is also a subscription record for the 
Association of the University of Puget Sound, showing both amounts 
subscribed and amounts paid on same. The tuition and other student 
accounts are also kept by the Registrar, whose books are checked 
with the Secretary’s books. 

A notable feature is a detailed statement made’to the board bi- 
monthly, and then entered as a part of the permanent record of 
their proceedings, so that the board has accurate knowledge of 
financial conditions all through the year. 

We heartily commend the system in use, and report that, so far 
as we are able to judge, every dollar received or expended by the 
University corporation is accurately and systematically accounted for, 
and any individual donor can find at any time whether money con- 
tributed has been received and how it has beenexpended. 

We congratulate the University that it has such officers as these 
prominent business men, Bros. Secretary Lister and Treasurer Hill.

1. The Washington Children’s Home Society. 


It is with a sense of satisfaction and congratulation that the great 
work of caring for homeless, neglected and abused children in the 
State of Washington is done by Christian people under Christian aus- 
pices in a Christian way. ; 


The work is interdenominational and rests upon the hearts of 


the good people generally throughout the State. 

We are rejoiced particularly in the increasing efficiency and pros- 
perity of the Washington Children’s Home Society. An impetus has 
been given the work by the National Society granting the award of 
the grand prize for the best known plan of caring for homeless and 
dependent children, known throughout the world. 

Washington is one of the federated States forming the National 
Society. % 

Last year 284 children received the fostering care of the Society. 
Of tuis number, 124 were relieved for the first time, 60 were returned 
to be repiaced in good homes, and 100 received temporary care and 
assistance as the circumstances demanded. 

It is still the motto of this society that there is a childless home 
for every homeless child. 


The “Home Finder” has a circulation of nearly 4,000 copies, which 


is pub’ished by the Society. :

welfare, but, above all, a Bethel of their own, where the gospel ser- 
vices are held daily. Such an Institute has been erected during the 
past year by the untiring labors of Chaplain West and his wife. 

‘voday will be found a magnificent four-story building, costing 
$10,000.00, on a beautiful lot bounded by three streets in the center of 
the city waterfront, where it can be seen from any part of the bay. 

In addition to the Bethel work, sociables, entertainments and, 
school work, the chaplain visits and preaches on board the ships at 
Port Blakely, Eagle Harbor, Ballard and Blliott bay by traveling in his. 
gasoline launch, the Sky Pilot. 

Realizing the importance and great need of this work among the 
seamen, and feeling that it is necessary that the work should have our 
support and sympathy, we would 

First—Commend the work to our respective congregations and 
invite the chaplain to present the cause in our churches; 

second—That we request the Bishop to appoint G. F, West as 
chaplain for the Seattle Seamen’s; Institute; 

Third—That we as members of this Conference will endeavor to 
visit this Institute whenever we can.

“While we believe that every Methodist preacher should be to a greater 
or less degree an evangelist, we believe that God calls some of His 
servants especially to the evangelistic field: “For He gave some 
Apostles, and some Prophets, and some Evangelists,’ and some 
pastors and teachers, for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ.” Therefore, after 
looking over the needs of the Conference so far as possible, and the 
available men at our command who are best adapted to this kind of 
ministry, we request the recognition and hearty support of the Rev. 
D. D. Benedict, a member of the Northwest Iowa Conference, who is 
at present under appointment by that Conference as Conference 
Evanglist.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPISCOPAL FUND 


Your committee is compelled to report an embarrassing deficiency 
of $260 in Episcopal Fund receipts. According to the basis upon 
which we were asked to pay last year, on the Centralia District the 
deficiency was $21.00, on the Seattle District $89.00, on the Tacoma 


District $52.00, on the Bellingham District $46.00, and on the Swedish 
District $14.00. If this had all been paid it would have left a de- 
‘ficiency of $38.00, according to the book committee estimates. This 
deficiency is due to three causes: 


1. A wrong basis of apportionment. 


2. Inadequate apportionment to the charges which appears from 
pastors’ reports. 


3. A sad failure on the part of many charges and pastors to 
pro rate this claim according to the requirements of paragraph 288 
of the discipline. 


In view of these facts we recommend the following: 


1. That the Conference hereby apportion to charges, for next 
year, a sum equal to 1% per cent of salary receipts for the past year, 
including house rent and exclusive of missionary appropriations. 


2. That the Conference, through its Committee on Episcopal 
fund, collect at the seat of conference all delinquent sums upon the 
above basis.

CHURCH INSURANCE. 


Whereas, The climatic influences of this Conference is such that 
for a long period in each year by the constant rains property is 
almost perfectly secure from loss by fire; 

Whereas, Property in general is no more exposed and no more 
hazardous in this country than in any place in the Middle West from ~ 
fires; further, there is no such thing as lightning in this country, 
which is a great risk in the Middle West; 

Whereas, The old line insurance companies operating in this 
state, under. the laws of this state, make insurance almost prohibitive 
to our church and parsonage property because of its excessive high 
rates, Our own insurance company, “The Church Mutual,” in their. 
applications furnished, request us to quote them the regular rates 
as charged by companies in this state, they proposing to give us a 
small difference in the price as charged by local agents; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, as the agents for the Church Mutual Insurance 
Company, receiving no commission for the insurance solicited, there 
being no expense attached in the securing of the business, not even 
the 15 or 25 per cent. paid to agents in ordinary business, deem it best 
to recommend the appointment of an insurance commission in this 
Conference for adjustment purposes, consisting of one member from 
each presiding elder’s district and one at large, the one at large being 
chairman of the commission, to investigate and plan for rates corres- 
ponding to the rates charged by this same company in other states.

Resolved, That unless we can secure rates, as cheap, or nearly 
SO, aS are charged by the Church Mutual in other states, that we 


recommend the insuring by local agents where the agents will donate 
their commission to the expense.

OF THE 


Preachers’ Aid Society 
OF THE 


PUGET SOUND CONFERENCE OF THE METHO- 
DIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 





ARTICLE I, 


NAME AND LOCATION. 


Sec. 1. Name.—This corporation shall be known as The Preach- - 


ers’ Aid Society of the Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 


Sec. 2. Location—The home Office and principal place of business 
of this corporation shall be at Seattle, Washington. 


AIRTICLE: IT, 


MEMBERSHIP. 


Sec) 1. ‘Classes.—The membership of this corporation shall be 


divided into two classes, the non-beneficiary class and the beneficiary 
class. 


Sec. 2. Non-Beneficiary.—The non-beneficiary class shall consist 
of those who become members of this corporation solely for the pur- 
pose of promoting the declared objects thereof, having no claim on the 


benefit provided thereby. Any person of good moral character is eli- 
gible to membership in this class. 


‘ Sec. 38. Beneficiary —The beneficiary class shall consist of those 
members who under the provisions of these by-laws may receive ben- 
efits from this corporation. Only effective members of the Puget 
Sound Annual Conference shall be eligible to admission into this class. 

Sec. 4. How Acquired.cMembership in either of the above classes 
may be acquired in the manner following: 

(a) Application for admission shall be made in writing to the 
secretary of this corporation. : 

(b) An admission fee of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) shall be 
paid into the treasury of this corporation in cash or by promissory 
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note. If by note, then such note or unpaid’ part thereof shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable annually in ad- 
vance until the whole is paid. 
: (c) If said application be within the rules herein given govern- 
ing admission Into this corporation, a certificate of membership signed 
by the President and Secretary of this corporation shall be issued to 
the applicant; if the application be rejected, then any fee given there- 
with shall be returned to the applicant or his legal representative. 
Sec. 5. Forfeiture—No beneficiary member shall forfeit his mem- 
bership in this society by reason of transfer from the Puget Sound 
Conference, provided he retain membership in some annual conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE IU1. 
OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES. 


Sec. 1. Officers.—The Board of Trustees shall consist of nine per- 
sons, elected as hereinafter provided, from whom the officers of the 
corporation, consisting of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer, shall be elected by ballot annually at the annual meeting of 


the corporation. 


Sec. 2. Trustees’ Election.—The Board of Trustees shall be divid- 
ed into three classes of three members each. At the election in 1903 
class first shali be elected, to serve one year; class second, to serve 
two years, and class three, to serve three years; thereafter the trus- 
tees in each class shall be elected to serve three years or until their 
successors are elected. 


Sec. 3. Vacancies.—Vacancies in the Board of Trustees or corps 
sof officers may be filled by appointment of that Board, and the persons 
so appointed shall hold office until the next meeting of the corporation 
and until] their successors are elected. 

Sec. 4. President.—The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the corporation and trustees, and shall have the casting vote, He 
shall sign, as president, all certificates of membership, all contracts 
and other instruments in writing, which have first been approved by 
the Board of Trustees or by the corporation, and shall perform sucna 
_ other duties as pertain to his office. é 

Sec. 5. Vice-President.—It shall be the duty of the Vice-President 
to preside at all meetings in the absence of the President, and to 
perform all duties of that office at said meeting. 

Sec, 6. Secretary.—lt shall be the duty of the Secretary to re- 
ceive and receipt for all moneys paid in on account of admission fees 
or dues or on any other account for the penefit of the corporation. He 
shall pass the same to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; to 

eep the records of the meetings of the Board of Trustees and of the 
corporation; he shall keep the records and blank certificates of mem- 
bership. and shall have authority to fill out and issue such certificates 
to persons who have met the requirements of admission to member- 


~ 
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ship as set forth in Article II. of these by-laws; provided, that the 
rresident of this corporation shall have signed the said certificates. 
He shall sign, as Secretary, all contracts and other instruments in 
writing issued by order or in behalf of this corporation. He shall keep 
the seal of the corporation and shall affix the same to all papers re- 
quiring such seal. The books and papers in the possession of the Sec- 
retary shall at all times during business hours be open to inspection 
of the Board of Trustees, and to any of the members at all proper 
umes. He shall submit a full report of his doings to each annual meet- 
ing of the corporation. At any meeting of the Board of Trustees he 
shall make such statement as the Board may require. He shall fur- 
nish a’ bond for the faithful discharge of his duties in such sum and 
with such security as the Board of Trustees may approve. 

Sec, 7. Treasurer.—The treasurer shall execute to the corporation 
a bond in such sum and with such security as shall be approved by 
', the Board of Trustees in qualifying for his office. He shall receive 
from the Secretary all moneys of the corporation, receipting therefor; 
and shall pay out moneys on warrants authorized by the Board of 
Trustees and signed by the President and Secretary of the corporation, 


Sec. 8. Duties of Trustees——The Trustees shall have power to’ 
acquire, held, manage and maintain real and personal property for the 
use and benefit of this corporation, and shall have the general man- 
agement and regulation of its affairs; they shall have power to carry 
on all kinds of business within the objects and purposes of this cor- 
poration as set forth in its agreement to incorporate; provided, that in 
the matters following they shall have no power to act until after they 
have been instructed so to do by majority vote of a meeting of the cor 
poration. 

(a) Selling, mortgaging or otherwise incumbering with debt or 
disposing of any real estate belonging to this corporation. 

(b) Entering into a contract to purchase or otherwise acquire 
any real estate involving a mortgage indebtedness. 

(ce) Contracting debts of any nature on account of this corpora- 
tion when such debt would swell the aggregate of the corporation’s 
unapproved liabilities to more than One Hundred Dollars $(100.00). 

(d) Appointing salaried agents, or fixing compensation for agents 
who have been appointed, 

Sec. 9. Salaries —No officer or trustee of this corporation shall 
be entitled to receive a Salary nor any compensation for services ren- 
dered this corporation, nor reimbursement for expenses incurred in 
attending its meetings. 


ARTICLE IV. 
AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


Sec. 1. At each annual meeting of the corporation an auditing 
committee consisting of three members shall be elected to serve one 
year. No person who holds an office in the corporation shall be eligi- 
ble to election on said committee. All matters of account shall be

PATRONS, 


: Sec. 1. The payment of Five Hundred: Dollars ($500.00) or more 
into the treasury of this corporation by any one person shall consti- 
tute the donor a patron-member of this corporation for life, and said 


person shall be an honorary member of the Board of Trustees. ; 


ARTICLE: VI. 
MEETINGS. 


i" Sec. 1. The regular annua! meeting of this corporation shall be 

held on the FIRST AFTERNOON of each session of the Puget Sound An- 
nual Conference in the place named.in the call. At this meeting all 
distributions of funds shall be made. 


Sec. 2. Special Meetings.—Special meetings of the corporation 
may be called at any time by the Board of Trustees, or by the Presi- 
dent at the request of ten members. Written notice of the time, place 
and object or objects shall be delivered personally or mailed to the 
postoffice address of each member of this corporation at least ten days 

before any special meeting. 


Sec. 3. Trustees’ Meetings—The Board of Trustees shall meet 
regularly for the transaction of business on the second Tuesday of 
February of each year, and may hold special meetings at call of Pres- 
ident when necessary. 


Sec. 4. Quorum.—One-fifth of the members of this society resid- 
ing within the bounds of Puget Sound Conference shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business at a meeting of this corpora- 
tion. Five members of the Board of Trustees shall constitute a quor- 
um for the meeting of that body. 


ARTICLE VII. 
FEES AND DUES. 


Gec. 1. Fees.—Every Person admitted to membership in this cor- 
poration shall pay into the treasury an admission fee of One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00), as provided in Section 4 of Article II. of these by- 
Jaws; the said One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) shall be passed imme- 
diately into the permanent fund of this corporation. 


e Sec. 2.. Payment by Beneficiary.—In case the One Hundred Dol- 

lars or any part thereof has not been paid when any member or mem- 
bers of his family become beneficiary, one-fourth of the benefits to 
which said’ person would otherwise be entitled shall be withheld and 
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paid into the permanent fund each year until the said sum of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) is fully made up. 

Sec. 3. Interest.—The interest upon the unpaid part of said sum 
shall be paid annually in advance at the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers, and any one failing to meet such payment by the first day of 
March next following shall forfeit all his rights of membership in said 
corporation unless reinstated by the next annual meeting of the mem- 
bers, 


Sec. 4. Dues.—Each effective beneficiary member of this corpor- 
ation shall also pay into the treasury, on or before the date of each 
annual meeting, the sum of Fifty Cents, to apply on the incidental ex- 
penses of the corporation. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
FUNDS. 


Sec. 1. This corporation shall have three distinct funds: (a) The 
permanent fund, (b)The distributive fund, (c) The contingent fund. 


Sec. 2. Permanent Fund.—The permanent fund shall consist of 
all sums which are paid into this corporation by any person acquiring 
‘the distinction of a patron or life member, or otherwise donated to 
this fund, and the moneys paid in by members on account of the One 
Hundred Dollars designated as admission fees. It shall not be avail- 
able for current expenses or distribution under any circumstances, but 

Shall be held intact and invested or loaned on real estate security 
under the direction of the Board of Trustees. 


Sec. 3. Distributive Fund.—The distributive fund shall consist of 
the annual interest paid by members on the unpaid part of the admis- 
sion fee, and the net proceeds of the permanent fund and any other 
moneys acquired for such purpose. It shall be divided into two por- 
tions. 


(a) The annuity portion, which shall equal three-fourths of the 
distributive fund. 


(b) The necessitous portion, which shall equal the remaining 
one-fourth of the distributive fund, 

Tne entire amount of the distributive fund shall be subject to dis- 
tribution to beneficiaries of this corporation, as provided in Article 


VIII. of these by-laws, and no part of said fund shall at any time! be 
used for any other purpose. 


~ec. 4. Contingent Fund.—The contingent fund shall consist of 
the annual dues paid by the members, as provided in Section 4 of 
Article VII. of these by-laws, and any other moneys which from time 
to time may be contributed to that specific fund, and shall be used to 
pay the incidental expenses of this corporation, 


At any annual meeting of the corporation, after all claims against 


this fund have been paid, any amount in excess of $10.00 still remain- 
ing in said fund shall be passed to the distributive fund. 


\ 
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ARTICLE IX, 
BENEFITS. 


Sec. 1. To Superannuates——A beneficiary member shall be en- 
titled to benefits when he takes superannuated relation to his confer- 
ence, provided he has been a member of this society for three years 
or more and has paid the admission fee in cash at the time of admis- 
sion or the full amount of interest thereon during such time as it shall 
have been unpaid. 


Sec 2.. To Widows or Child-Children.—In the event of the death 
of any beneficiary member, his wife, or, if she be dead, his dependent 
chudren under sixteen years of age, counting as one beneficiary, shall 
be entitled to benefits at the néxt annual meeting of the corporation. 

Sec.3, Marriage of Widow.—On the marriage of a widow of a ben- 
eficiary member of this corporation she shali cease to receive bene- 
fits and cannot thereafter be restored to the beneficiary list, and only 
children of the deceased beneficiary member whose parents are bota 
dead shall in such case be entitled to benefits. 

Se. 4. Maximum Benefits No beneciary shall be entitled to re- 
ceive more than Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars from both portions of 
the distributive fund for any one year. 

Sec. 5. Annuity—The annuity portion of the distributive fund 
(see Article VIII., Section 3) shall be divided equally among all bene- 
ficiaries, subject to the restriction of Section 4 of this Article; pro- 
vided, that whenever the number of beneficiaries does not exceed four 
and the amount in said portion of fund is less than One Thousand Dol- 
lars, a beneficiary shall not be entitled to receive more than one- 
fourth of the amount in said portion of fund. 

Sec. 6. Necessitous.—The necessitous portion of the distributive 
fund (see Article VUI., Section 3), shall be divided among all bene- 
ficiaries according to their several necessities, subject to the restric- 
tion of Section 4 of this article. 


AMENDMENTS. 


These by-laws may be amended at any regular annual meeting of 
the corporation, provided that the proposed amendment shall have 
first been published and mailed to the postoffice address of each mem- 
* ber of the corporation at least ten days previous to such meeting.

CONSTITUTION OF THE METHODIST LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION

ARTICLE I. 


NAME. 


This Association shall be known as the Methodist Laymen’s 
Association of the Puget Sound Conference. 


ARTICLE II. 


OBJECT. 


The object of the Association shall be to encourage a wider and 
more intimate acquaintance, to secure concert of action, and to arouse 
enthusiasm in promoting the spiritual, intellectual, benevolent and 
social interests of the Methodist Episcopal Churches and institutions 

of the Puget Sound Conference. 
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ARTICLE III. - 
MEMBERSHIP. 


All Laymen eighteen years of age or over, members in good stand-

MEETINGS, 


Annual Meetings.—The annual meeting of the Association shall 
be held at the time and place where the annual conference may con- 
vene, and each charge shall be entitled to one voting delegate, who.

Special Meetings.—Special meetings of the Association may he 
called by the President and Secretary or by seven members of the 
Association, who shall be representatives of different charges, the ob- 
ject of the meeting being stated, and at least three weeks’ notice of 
tne same being sent to each charge. 


ARTICLE V. 
OFFICERS. 


he officers of the Association shall be a President, and a Vice- 
President from each Presiding Elder’s District of the Conference, a 
Secretary-Treasurer, and they shall be elected by a majority of votes 
cast by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall respectively perform 
the duties usually devolving upon such officers and such special duties 
as may be imposed by this Constitution and By-Laws, and shall hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors have 
been duly elected. 4 

ARTICLE VI. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, ay 


Composition.—The officers of the Association shall constitute the 
Executive Committee of the Association, and the officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be the officers of the Executive Committee. 


Meetings and Duties—The Executive Committee shall meet at 
such time and place as the President may designate, and the Secretary 
shall send notice to each member of the committee five days before 
such meeting. 

The Executive Committee shall have the power to elect special 
or sub-committees, declare and fill vacancies occurring in its own 
body or among its officers, and have control and disposition of all the 
funds, and transact all other business of the Association, and shall 
make full report of its work at the annual meeting. :

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RULES OF ORDER 


I—The Conference shall open its session at 8:30 A. M. and ad- 
journ at 12:00 M. The first thirty minutes shall be devoted to devo. 
tional services. 

Il.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preach- 
ers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 

III.—A1l motions shall be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member request it; and no report from committees shall be re- 
ceived until duplicate copies are placed in the hands of the Secretary. 

IV.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
questions unless, for special reasons, the Conference excuses him; 
but no member ‘who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the Conference, 

V.—The vote on any question before the Conference shall be 
taken by roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 

VI—No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than fifteen minutes at any time, without permission of the 
Conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till every one 
desiring to speak shall have done so. 

VII.No member shall object to the passage of a brother’s char. 
acter on questions implicating his moral standing or administration, 
without giving him previous written notice of his intention, and the 
grounds of it, unless by the consent of the Conference. 

VIII.—At the opening on the first day of the session, each preach- 
er who has been in charge shall submit his statistical and financial 
reports when his name is called, 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the Conference. 

[X.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and, 
when approved and printed, the Minutes shall be the official record 
of the Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and all other 
Conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no person to take 
a copy of any papers, except with consent of Conference, and bring 
or send them to the place of the Conference session, 

X.—The Secretary, Statistical Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
nominate their assistants; and the officers and: managers of the differ- 
ent Conference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill any 
vacancies which may occur during the year. 

XI.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an ap- 
portionment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, 


giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the districts 
and charges. 
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XII.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution 
of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where 
the pro rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, presiding elder, 
bishop and conference claimants, 

The Secretary is authorized to collect all arrearages from such 
delinquents and forward to the Treasurer, making such report of same 
as may be necessary. Failure to comply with this requirement shall 
be sufficient cause for careful inquiry by the Committee on Confer. 
ence Relation. é 

XIII.—The Committee on Conference Relation shall inquire as to 
the age, physical condition, personal habits, financial obligation, fam- 
ily and Christian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, 
and report upon the acceptability of each when his name is called for 
admission. 

It shall also report upon all candidates for admission into full 
membership. Applicants for change of relation and supernumerary 
preachers who desire to remain.in that relation. 


To Be Added to the Rules Governing Conference Examinations. 


I—WNo person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five 
years of age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 

II.—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to 
the Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a 
course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, 
or of the preparatory department of the University of Puget Sound. 

III—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement 
of Conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


Standing Resolutions, 


I—The presiding elders shall constitute the committee for mak- 
ing the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the bishop 
presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, and cause 
the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate at least one 
month before the Conference convenes. 

JIl—The Secretaries shall be the official editors and publishers of 
the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized to make provision, 
by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this expense and all other 
secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 

IlIl.—Upon receiving fromthe Official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this Con- 
ference for these causes, the presiding elders shall apportion the 
game among the districts upon the following basis: (1) total mem- 
bership (2) unincumbered Church, but not parsonage property, (3) 
total ministerial support, including house rent, but not missionary ap- 
propriations, (4) total official benevolences, which were reported for 
the previous year. 

Each presiding elder may call to his assistance a committee of 
laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make the appor- 
tionments on above bases to the charges of that district; and this 
shall be reported to the meetings of the District Sewards, who shall 
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have the powers of a Board of Equalization, provided that they shall 
. not reduce the original total apportionment to the district, ; 

The apportionments for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
Funds shall be included in these reports, and the bases decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 

IV.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

On recommendation of the Committee on Conference 
Relations J. T. Smith was continued in the supernumerary 
relation, notice being given him that if he did not locate, at the 
next session of the Conference charges would be preferred 
against him of unacceptability. \ 


QUESTION XXIIL, “Who are the superannuated 
preachers?” was taken up. The Committee on Conference 
Relations recommended that J. W. White be granted the 
superannuated relation, and the recommendation was adopted. 


W. M. Welch requested that he might be placed on the 
superannuated list, and on motion of J. P. Marlatt the rules 
were suspended, and his request was granted without refer- 
ence of his case to the Committee on Conference Relations, 
and he was referred to the Conference Stewards for their con- 
sideration. He was called forward and addressed the Confer- 
ence. 


William McWatters, Ebenezer Hopkins, C. R. Pomroy, 
H. H. Walkinton, J. A. Anderson, Albert Atwood, D. M. 
Ellsworth, John Flinn, L. E. Wornom, J. W. Patterson, W. H, 
Jordon, A. H. Marsh and G. D. Dimick were called, their 
characters were passed, and they were continued in the super- 
annuate relation. Brother McWatters and Brother Patterson 
addressed the Conference in a few words on their love for the 
brethren and their spiritual outlook. The Secretary read a 
letter from Brother Hopkins, who had been compelled by ill. 
health to return home, expressive of his affection for his old 
comrades. The following letter from John Flinn, Nestor: of 
this Conference, was read by his Presiding Elder:

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A. Enslow, who was not present at the Conference, by Oak-

L. Sprague, by Gilman Park Church, of Ballard. They meee 
represented by their Presiding Elders, the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations and the Registrar reported favorably in each 
case, and they were received; the rules being suspended in 
the case of ‘W. E. Rossmen, he being above the age limit. 


On motion of S. S. Sulliger, Harry K. Kline was elected 
to Deacon’s Orders under the missionary rule.

Dr. Spaulding, representing the Chautauqua enterprise at 
Three Tree Point, was introduced to the Conference, and 


asked for our co-operation in that undertaking. 


Announcements were made, and the Conference ad- 
journed after the benediction by the Bishop.

BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Bishop Warren and Brethren: 


In all ways the last year has been decidedly the best of the four 

years that I have been officially connected with Bellingham District. . 

: In membership, in amount paid on salary, and in the aggregate 
raised for benevolences, there have been substantial gains. Prop- 
erty values have been increased by improvements, new buildings and 
the rise in realty. 

A temporary church building has been erected at Eureka, Bel- 
lingham, and new church enterprises are now being started at Maple 
Falls, Deer Harbor, Eureka, Silver Beach, Laurel, Burlington and 
Darrington. ; y 

New parsonages have been built at First Church, Bellingham, and 
at Custer, and a parsonage purchased at Stanwood. 

Church or parsonage improvements have been made at Anacor- 
tes, Arlington, Blaine, Burlington, Crescent Harbor, Coupeville, Hast 
Sound, Ferndale, Friday Harbor, Lynden, Marysville, Monroe, Mount 
Vernon, Nooksack Indian’ Mission, Bay View, Wallace, Sultan and 
Sumas. 

The University of Puget Sound never had a larger place in the 
hearts of our people than now. We have cordially welcomed to our 
pulpits the scholarly president, Dr. Williams, and the enthusiastic 
corresponding secretary, Rev, E. H. Todd. Bellingham District gives 
a hearty support, both in students and money, to ‘Our University.” 

The Pacific Christian Advocate has received the endorsement of 
' the District by many words of praise and a gain in subscribers. The 
iliness of Dr. Rader, the editor, is regretted, and we hope for a speedy 
and full recovery. 

Revivals have resulted in many conversions and accessions to 
the church and the building up of spiritual life. More and more the 
preachers and people are depending less on special meetings and 
more on the regular services of the church; less on special evan- 
gelists, as good as many of them are, and more on pastor-evangelists 
and lay-evangelism. Special meetings are in no way discredited and 
have been held in almost every charge in the District, but stress has 
been placed on the regular services of the church. Special evange- 
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lists have been used, and with marked success. in some cases, but 
pastors and people have concluded not to surrender their God-given 
commission as soul-winners. | 

All too briefly I note some features of the splendid work that 
has been done in the Bellingham District. If I were to mention 
charges and preachers by name who are deserving of commendation, 
I would. simply call the roll of the District. Neither time nor space 
permits me telling of the special acts of devotion and sacrifice by the 
preachers of the District. Indeed, these same preachers would rather 
not have mention made of these things. God knows, and He has rec- 
ord of some most signal victories. I treasure such in my memory 
and trust the All-Father to more than repay these deeds of sacrifice 
by rich spiritual blessings. 

And the laity have not permitted the clergy to do all the sacri- 
ficing and hard work. I have not words to give full credit to the sac- 
rifice, devotion. and. work of many of the laymen of the District. Loyal 
to the doctrines and polity of the Methodist Episcopal Church, many 
of these laymen have counted no sacrifice too great to help make 
possible the splendid report of the District this year. And, what is 
a personal pleasure to the writer, the laity of Bellingham District 
do not ask for less of service of a Presiding Elder, but. would gladly 
have more. They are willing to, and do, pay for that service. I find 
no call for larger districts and, consequently, less of service from Pre- 
siding Elders, 

Tha development of new work in the District has been gratifying, 
but I could open up some fields that would richly repay in. the salva- 
tion of the unsaved now, and in returns to the church for years to 
come. But I have not the missionary money that is absolutely neces- 
sary to do the work. I fear the general church is not fully aware of 
the marvelous opportunities for our church in this new field. Unless 
we put more men, and that means more money, into some of these 
rapidly developing fields, our church will feel the loss for years. Men 
and money are being put into some of these fields by other denomina- 
tions, and I have been compelled to see places that legitimately be- 
longed to Methodism occupied by other denominations. And, far 
worse than this, some fields have been blistered and rent by religious 
fakirs. I have put some men into new fields when I just had to shut 
my eyes to the situation and trust God for their support. 

If the present relationship shall. continue for another year we 
‘have some cherished plans. The further perfecting of the present 
financial system that has well-nigh stopped the unbusiness-like meth- 
od of paying the salary by pink teas and grab-bag methods is one. 
The more fully caring for the children and the converts by class 
organizations and instructions on doctrine and polity of. the church. is 
another. Many other plans are being worked out, but the supreme 
desire of my heart is to reach the unchurched regions of Bellingham 
District, and to have the special and regular services of the church 
so conducted that business, professional and laboring men will. be 
attracted to the church in larger number and be saved. 

For personal favors and kindnesses I am grateful to the preach- 
ers and laymen of the District. They have always planned so that 
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time and energy could be the best used. For the hearty support re- 
ceived for the plan to more fully observe the Love Feast I am grate- 
ful. Quarterly meeting services are more and more meaning a Love 
Feast as well as the Communion. Indeed, for the most cordial and 
willing support given to the different plans for the District, as have 
been outlined from time to time through circular letters, I thank both 
preachers and laymen. Sincerely,

CENTRALIA DISTRICT. 


The past year has been one of faithful and earnest work on the 
part of both pastors and people, 

We have had our problems and difficulties, but the Lord has 
blessed our united efforts and good reports Will be made from nearly 
all charges. ; 

With few exceptions there have been no serious illness or deaths 
in the families of our pastors. The sickness of a son and little daugh- 
ter in the family of W. HE, Thompson, of Aberdeen, necessitated a 
change of climate in the middle of the year, and an exchange was 
effected with Dr, Whitfield of Walla Walla. After the exchange was 
arranged, but before the removal of the family, an infant child passed 
to the home above. , 

T. BH. Elliott, our pastor at Vancouver, passed through a severe 
illness during the summer that necessitated a couple of months’ rest. © 
We are glad to report complete recovery. 

D. L. Rader, a member of the Vancouver Quarterly Conference 
and editor of our Advocate, as you all know, has been seriously ill. 
After months of incessant toil and the doing of three or four men’s 
work, he had a nervous collapse and is slowly convalescing. We all 
sincerely hope and pray that he may be speedily restored to his 
wonted health and strength. We are all anxious that the Pacific 
Christian Advocate shall live, but we do not desire the sacrifice of so 
valuable a life as that of Dr. Rader in sustaining the paper. 

Barly in the year C. W. Geiszler, our pastor at Yacolt, had a severe 
attack of la grippe. A little later Mrs. Geiszler was taken seriously 
ill and for some weeks there was little hope of her recovery, but the 
good Lord raised her up again. The first of July their baby boy, 16 
months old, took sick, and after nineteen days of intense suffering 
went to join the angels above. Little Hirschel was a bright boy and 
brought much joy and sunshine into the home. We greatly sympa- 
thize with all these brethren in their afflictions, 

Some pastoral changes have been made during the year. At the 
close of Conference there were six charges left to be supplied. With 
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the exception of Pleasant Valley, these were all soon provided with 
pastors. HE. Hughes was transferred to Satsop charge, and Seldon 

‘wing, of the West Nebraska Conference, transferred and stationed 
at Oakville. Lloyd G. Knight of Colorado Conference was secured 
for Toledo. William Porter, a young local preacher of Aberdeen, and 
Ezra Hayes, a former member of the Columbia River Conference, have 
Supplied Pioneer circuit. Other changes have been made, but they 
have not to any appreciable degree hindered our work, and in some 
instances have certainly been very favorable, 

H. L, Townsend comes to us from the Upper Iowa Conference 
and has supplied Ilwaco for a few months. 

W. BH. Rossman was secured as a supply for Fishers charge. He 
comes to us from the United Brethren Church. He is rated as a big 
preacher. 

C. H,. Cowdy. has served Camas charge the last half of the year. 
He comes to us from the Emerald Isle. He very wisely brought with 
him an assistant pastor. He and his good wife have found favor with 
the people. James Buckley Gooding, a transfer from the Troy Con- 
ference, has traveled the Boisfort and Littell circuit a part of the 
year and seems to have fallen in love with the West. 

We have had a good year of spiritual growth and revival power. 
My district record book shows a net increase of about 375 members. 
This will be reduced somewhat by the pruning of church records, but 
we feel highly gratified at the results obtained. 

D. D. Benedict and F, A. Enslow have been valuable helpers as 
evangelists among us. We commend them and their work. 

There has been an increase in the amount raised for ministerial 
Support, but in many charges salaries are yet very low, and we find 
great difficulty in securing men for the weaker charges. The District 
will make a good report on benevolent collections and we believe all 
apportionments to the District will be met in full, 

The debt on the church at Castle Rock that was of long standing 
has all been paid, as well as a debt of $100.00 on the parsonage. 

Two hundred and eighty-seven dollars has been paid on the house 
and lot purchased at Chehalis last year, 

Three hundred and fifty dollars has been paid on debt at Centralia 
and the balance of $700.00 provided for in two annual installments. 

At Fishers the old parsonage has been sold and a new parsonage 
is being built and $500.00 additional is being expended. 

The debt of $746.00 on church at Kelso has all been paid. ~ 

New churches have been built and dedicated at Chinook and Lit- 
tell, the former costing $2,350.00 and the latter worth $1,000.00, in- 
cluding lot. The new church at South Bend is nearly ready for dedi- 
cation; value, including lot, $2,900.00. 

Improvements have been made ag follows: The church at Win- 
lock has been removed to more favorable site and a new parsonage 
built; value of improvements over property exchanged, about $500.00 
On parsonage at Centralia, $400.00. On parsonage at Yacolt, $85.00. 
New bell at Yacolt, $45.00. New bell at Maple Grove, $45.00. On 
church and parsonage at Elma, $1,200.00. On church at Mayfield, 
$100.00. On church at Sara, Pioneer charge, $35.00. On church at 
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La Center, Pioneer charge, $100.00. On parsonage at Toledo, $75.00. 
On new pews at Morton, $50.00. On church at Vancouver, $204.00. 
On church at Orchards, $40.00. On church at Willapa, $35.00. Om 
church and parsonage at Skamokawa, $31.00. On parsonage at Grays 
River, $120.00. On church and parsonage at Kalama, $360.00. Ilwaco 
acetylene gas plant for church and parsonage, $165.00. On church at 
Ostrander, $75.00. On church at Cosmopolis, $174.00. On church and 
parsonage at Hoquiam, $1,976.00. On church and parsonage at Mon- 
tesano, $100.00. On church and parsonage at Oakville, $69.00. On 
ehurch and parsonage at Pe Ell, $80.00. On church and parsonage at 
Satsop, $93.00. A new church built at Raymond, costing $1,000.00. 
Total for building and improving church and parsonage property,. 
$13,507.00. : 

A District Ministerial Association was held the first week in June 
at Elma and was well attended. The papers presented were of more 
than average literary merit. The evangelistic services were deeply 
spiritual and we believe sruitful of much good. The entire meeting 
was very helpful to pastors and’ we believe a blessing to our people 
in Elma. 

We have not been able to take up much new work for lack of 
suitable men and the means of support. 

Lake Shore and Gardners were added to Pioneer circuit. This 
circuit must be divided this year and one or two more points taken up. 

Some work has been done in East Vancouver by W. J, Gilbert 
of the Vancouver circuit. A chapel should be built here at once and 
a class organized. Another new circuit ought to be opened in Clarke 
county, with Battle Ground, an appointment of the Yacolt circuit, as 
the head. i 

There are eight or ten school districts on the Toutle river, in 
Cowlitz county, without religious services. We ought to give these 
people the gospel, but where is the man, and the money for support? 

South Aberdeen has been supplied this year from First Church, 
Aberdeen. Lots have been selected in West Aberdeen for a church, 
and a good brother has advanced the money to pay for same and is 
holding the lots for the church. in East Hoquiam one lot has beer 
donated to us and another contracted for, where we ought to build a 
church immediately and organize a class and Sunday school. We 
must have a man for this new work on Grays Harbor at this Con- 
ference. 

: There are other needy fields that could be occupied if we had 

any assurance of support, but we must take care of the work already 
organized and so strengthen it that it may help us to furnish the 
Gospel to the regions beyond. 

The Sunday schools and Junior and Epworth Leagues on the Dis- 
trict are most of them doing good work, and some of them most ex- 
cellent work. We are seeking to impress upon all our people the 
necessity of Christian culture and training for the children and youth, 
through these agencies of the church. 

In conclusion, we desire to acknowledge our gratitude to God for 
his many mercies, and thank the brethren for their uniform kindness 
and courtesy. G. A. Landen.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


In an extraordinary sense I may say of the year now closing, “I 
have not passed this way before.” The statement is made in view 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the marriage of my good wife and my- 
self. Reference is made in this public way that we may express our 
gratitude for the consideration shown us and the many tokens of 
esteem we received. Words fail to express the joy we experienced 
in realizing, as never before, the affectionate regard of our many 
friends. God’s people do appreciate the pastors who are doing their 
best, even if that best be faulty, and by no means up to the best 
ideals. 

This Presiding Elder, together with the pastors of his district, 
have opportunities seldom equaled, and, so far as I have knowledge, 
never surpassed. We know our limitations, but we rest in Him who 
Says, “If any man lack wisdom, let him ask of God, who giveth to all 
men liberally and upbraideth not, and it shall be given him.” : “Thus 
far the Lord hath led us on,” and we render devout thanksgiving for 
the victories achieved, but “there remaineth much land to be pos- 
Sessed.” May He, whose we are and Whom we serve, so guide, quick- 
en and inspire that we may in our further march continue to have 
the swing of victory, 

The pastors have given faithful attention to the material and 
Spiritual interests of the churches, and there has been marked pros- 
perity. The following changes have occurred: Richard Oates came 
from Colorado to Bothell, hoping that change of climate might re- 
store the health of his excellent wife. This hope was not realized. 
They were only a few weeks in their new parsonage home when Sis- 
ter Oates was translated to the house not made with hands. A. H. 
Marsh filled out the year at Colby, the health of Brother White hav- 
ing failed. J. R. Ball, desiring to pursue his studies in Evanston, left 
Rainier Beach in July, and W. A. Scott completed the work of the 
year. In March an exchange was effected between Nathan Evans and 
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reports on benevolences are not all in; there will be excess over ap- 
portionments at some points, and very few, if any, charges will fall 
short of the amounts asked. 


In about one-half the charges repairs on church property have 
been made, and in some cases the repairs have been extensive and 
costly. A new parsonage has been provided at Port Orchard, and 
three rooms added to the parsonage at Bothell. Houses of worship 
have been dedicated at Ballard Park, Bay View, Interbay, Green 
Lake, Pleasant Hill, on the Snoqualmie circuit, Queen Anne, Sunny- 
dale, Woodinville, and Woodland Park. The churches at University 
and Silverdale are nearly ready for dedication. The great enterprise 
undertaken by First Church has not progressed as rapidly as expect- 
ed, but the various causes of delay are being removed, and it is be- 
lieved that the proposed fine house of worship will soon be erected, 


One can hardly speak too highly of the service rendered by the 
Seattle City Evangelization Union. The wise counsel, the spirit of 
sacrifice and the ready service bestowed by the members of this or- 
ganization have given proper direction to effort, made new work and 
weak charges successful, and developed a spirit of unity and solidar- 
ity in the Methodism of. the city. Never has our Church in Seattle 
manifested a more solid front and aggressive spirit than now. 


The Life Boat Mission and the City Missions each occupy an 
important field, has been wisely and successfully managed, and has 
had a successful year. It is probable that a new charge will be 
carved from our City Missions, leaving the missionary free to enter 
new fields. 

The Deaconess Training School has successfully passed its first 

year, and has done excellent work. There is fine prospect of growth 
and increasing efficiency. Miss Elizabeth Jones is in charge, and 
Miss Mary Hepburn superintends the Deaconess Home. Their high 
Christian character and ability enable them to command the confi- 
dence of the church, not only for themselves, put also in their work. 
One department of their work is represented in the following report: 
Calls made and received, 1,682; letters written, 407; 73 baskets of 
food and 552 garments supplied to persons in need, and, in addition, 
$94.47 in cash; 53 churches have been visited, and $1,494.73 received 
from collection. 
: The Seaman’s Bethel work continues to grow. Services have 
been held every Sunday on board ships in the harbor, and every Sun- 
day night in the Bethel. Pastors, other Christian workers and Ep- 
worth Leagues have assisted in midweek services and social work, 
helping quite a number of gailor boys to a better life. The Superin- 
tendent reports that ‘‘the future is bright for still greater work in 
this field.” 

In conclusion: we have notable cases of pastors who are doing 
their work cheerfully, ably and successfully, but at great sacrifice, 
not receiving enough to meet their family necessities. Not only 
these, but the pastors of the Seattle district as a whole, have been in 
labors abundant, and they constitute one of the most able, devoted 
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and noble body of men with whom it has been my privilege to as- 
sociate, Respectfully submitted,

Swedish District, Puget Sound Conference. 


At the last Conference the Swedish District was left to be sup- 
plied, and Dr. Sulliger has kindly looked after our interests first, 
second and third quarters. I received my transfer from Bishop Fowler 
the 25th of May, and appointed to take charge of the Swedish Dis- 
trict of this Conference. I arrived at Spokane June 17th, where i 
found our Church without pastor, very discouraged and ready to sell 
out. By a good deal of correspondence I succeeded to get John A, 
Willman transferred, and he is at present in Spokane. During the 
quarter I have supplied the work the best I could. 


I have visited all charges and all preaching places on the District, 
except two, and some charges: I have visited twice. I am not an 
entire stranger to the demands of this field because I was sent from 
the California Conference by Bishop Warren in the year 1883 to open 
up the Swedish Mission in the Sound Country and have put in three 
years of hard pioneer work, I was also one of the charter members 
of this Conference at the time it, was organized, and now, under the 
providence of God, I have returned to assist in the work of God. 


Following improvements have been done: The Church at Pleas. 
ant Ridge has been painted outside and cleaned up inside, At Cedar 
Home the Church has been painted outside. At Seattle a Church 
with seating capacity for 400 has been erected on corner of Pine 
Street and Baren Avenue and the Trustees had planned to build a 
house in rear of Church, but was hindered because of regrade of 
streets. We have a good building and hope that we may be able to 
remain in this locality. We were unfortunate to lose our Church at 
Everett through fire last winter, The insurance, $195, was paid to 
Board of Church Extension. 


In spiritual work we have also done something. The District 
Epworth League meeting was held at Pleasant Ridge, and was a suc. 
cess; also a ten days’ camp meeting at Skagit City resulted in several 
conversions and additions to our membership. Our present member- 
ship is about what it wag a year ago. The benevolences have been 
looked after where pastors have been stationed, and the results are 
good. 


For myself, I have been well received, and the length of my stay 
among you at this time depends on if I, by God’s grace, can lead the 
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District to success, and then I may possibly be able to put in twenty 
years of active work among you.

Bishop Warren and Brethren: 


We bring to you the hearty greetings of the Methodism of Taco- 
ma District—a people alive to the upbuilding of Christ’s Kingdom, 
true to the doctrines and traditions of our beloved Church and loyal , 
to her tried and effective polity. 

It is with gratitude to God that we report that no sickness unto 
death has entered any of our parsonage homes, and the health of our 

-people generally has been excellent. Sister Gellerman, the wife of 
our pastor at Sumner, had to be taken to a hospital in March, and 
she must have a year of rest from the cares of a pastor’s wife. It is 
hoped that Brother and Sister Gellerman will be able to take up the 

_ work again at the next session of our Annual Conference. The pas- 

tor at Hpworth Church, Tacoma, Rev. A. B. Chapin, has been quite ill 
for several weeks past, but is now on the way to recovery and expects 

to be able to take up his work after a few weeks of rest. 

I cannot let this occasion pass without a reference to the death 
of one who, while numbered among the laity, was in a large sense 
one of our number—Mrs. Mary E. Whitney, for many years president 
of the Tacoma District W. F. M. S., and more widely known as the 
treasurer of the Columbia River Branch of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. The death of no member of our Methodism in the 
great Northwest could have brought sorrow to more hearts. We can- 
not enumerate here her virtues or tabulate her labors, but we do pay 
‘to her memory a tribute of love and admiration for what she was 
and what she did. Truly, a princess in Israel has fallen, but her 
lines of cheer and helpfulness have gone out into all the earth, and 
she, being dead, shall yet speak to the ends of the world. 


Pastoral Changes. 


We began the year with the charges all manned save three, and 
these were not long vacant. Rev. J. C. Reed was secured as supply 
for Second Church, Tacoma; Rev. William E. Williams was trans- 
ferred from the Montana Conference for the Eatonville circuit, and

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Rev. M. L. Sanders from the Iowa Conference for Tumwater. In 
March, Rev. J. A. Voris, who was supplying Lincoln Heights, Port An- 
geles, resigned, and Rey. William Hatch took his place. Rev. A. B. L. 
Gellerman having to give up his work because of his wife’s sickness, 
Rev. Thos. A, Graham of the North Indiana Conference came to take 
his place. Owing to failure of health, Rev, Henry Ward, of Park 
Church, Tacoma, was compelled to leave school and relinquish his 
charge. Another student, G. H. Newland, was secured to supply the 
place. These new brethren have wrought faithfully and well. 


We may appropriately, we think, note here the fact that great 
joy has come to our parsonage homes at Bucoda, Burton, Gig Harbor, 
First Church, Port Angeles, Tumwater, and Second Church, Tacoma, 
by the coming to each of a beautiful babe. 


Membership, 


Not all that our hearts have desired has been attained during the 
year, but we have great reason for devout thanksgiving in what has 
been accomplished. Necessarily, my records are incomplete, but they 
are sufficiently accurate to give us a very correct idea as to the ad- 
vances that we have made. There have been received into the 
churches on the District more than 1,000 members; the losses by re- 
moval, death and withdrawals will aggregate about 400; so there is 
an ‘apparent net increase of 600 members. This will be considerably 
diminished by the pruning of the records that has occurred within 
the past few weeks. 


Buildings and Improvements. 


But one new church has been dedicated during the year—that 
at Hadlock. The property is valued at $2,000 and it gives us a beauti- 
flu house of worship where it has long been needed. Bro. Davis, the 
pastor, deserves great credit for what has been accomplished. The 
new church at Buckley will soon be ready for dedication. When it is 
completed it will give the congregation there exceptionally good ac- 
commodations for their work, and it will stand as a monument to the 
energy of the pastor and the liberality of the people of the commu- 
nity. An incompleted chapel and lots have been secured at Kapowsin 
alid a chapel is under construction in Tacoma. All arrangements have 
been completed for the new church at Vashon and it will be under 
wy this fall or early next spring. We hope to build during the com- 
ing year at Milton, Edgewood, Midland, and at least two points in 
Tacoma. Lots have already been secured at Milton and Midland. 
The Fern Hill Church, First Church, Puyallup, and First Church, Ta- 
coma, have each purchased new locations with a view to enlarging 
their borders. The parsonage at Little Rock, just commenced one 


year ago, was speedily completed and has been occupied during the: 


year. Grace Church, Tacoma, has erected a very commodious parson- 
age, valued at $1,200. 
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Valuable improvements have been made at Bucoda, Burton 
Batonville, Olympia, Sequin, Shelton, South Prairie, Summit, Sumner, 
Tumwater, and at Asbury, Bismarck, Epworth, Fowler, Mason, St. 
Paul’s and Wesley, Tacoma. The aggregate value of buildings, im- 
provements and land secured will amount to $12,450. 

The indebtedness of $300 due the Board of Church Extension by 
the First Church, Olympia, was paid early in the Conference year, and 
the church at South Prairie has also cancelled its long-standing obli- 
gation of $500; so that but one church on the District, that at Burton, 
owes the Board anything save to love it and give to ita large annual 
eollection. 


Pastoral Support and Benevolences. 

Most of the Quarterly Conferences made an advance in their 
estimates for pastoral support, and we expect that they will generally 
be paid in full. We also look for the largest offering for the benevo- 
lences that the District has ever made. 


Auxiliaries, 


Our Sunday Schools continue to make advances in enrollment and 
in the efficiency of their work. In May our Methodist Sunday Schools 
in Tacoma held a union picnic at Spanaway Lake, and the crowd of 
over 3,000 that turned out was a striking object lesson demonstrating 
the fact that Tacoma Methodism is a living, active force. The enroll- 
ment of officers, teachers and pupils in the Sunday Schools in the 
District will aggregate over 6,000. 

The membership of the twenty-eight active Epworth Leagues is 
1,200. The eighteen Junior Leagues have an enrollment of 700. The 
thirty-three Ladies’ Aid Societies have a membership of 1,000 and 
they have raised during the year $4,500. There are eleven Auxiliaries 
of the W. F. M. Society and six of the W. H. M. Society, all doing 
excellent work. The Tacoma City. Evangelization Union has con- 
tinued its good work during the year and is planning for more aggeres- 
sive work during the year to come. 


The University of Puget Sound, 


The work of our University will be represented to you by President 
Williams, Secretary Todd and by the report of the Trustees, so that 
it only remains for me to say that advance has been made along all 
lines, and that the outlook for the future is full of encouragement. 
Let the Methodism of Washington stand to a man, loyally and 
enthusiastically by this great movement for Christian education, and 
the shibboleth, “Our University,” will soon be not only a rallying 
ery for our militant hosts, but its joy and chief pride. 

The year has been one of much toil, but it has been a glad ser- 
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vice. A more royal band of Methodist preachers of a nobler body 
of laity, no Presiding Elder could expect to find. We might well 
record many examples of self-sacrifice and heroic endeavor, did time 
not forbid. The record is written on high, where it shall never be 
effaced, and it is also enshrined in the hearts and incarnated in the 
lives of living men. 

We are all fallible and have no doubt come short of accomplishing 
all that we might have done; but, with these allowances, I think 
that we may say of every pastor on Tacoma District that “he hath 
done what he could.” 

Invoking the Divine blessing upon the work of the year now 
closed, and turning with hope and confidence to the year that lies 
before us, we submit this, our fifth annual report.

Memoirs 


MRS. FANNIE BEST OATES 


Fannie Best was born in Cornwall, England, November 17, 1860. 
She was converted and joined the Methodist Church in early life. She 
was married in Tines, England, August 5, 1886, to Richard Oates, by 
Rey. John Dale. She, with her husband, served in the pastorate of 
charges in the Victoria Methodist Conference in Australia ten years. 

Our brother labored in the Colorado Conference seven years. He 
with his family came to the Pacific Coast in March, 1906, and has sup- 
plied the Bothell charge since that time. Sistes Oates took an active 
interest in the work of the Church, and gave over twenty of the best 
years of her life in earnest and prayerful effort for the accomplish- 
ment of good. With kindly spirit and loving hands she sought to be 
helpful to others, and many were benefited by her ministrations. 

Her religious experience was clear, deep and abiding, 

Her confidence in God and His Word was a foundation of strength 
to — amid the toils and discouragements incident to her life and 
work. 

In the high altitude of Colorado she became affected with heart 
disease, and came to the Pacific Coast, hoping thereby to improve her 
health. On Good Friday she asked: “Isn’t this Easter week?” Upon 
receiving an affirmative answer, she said: “This is a good time to 
die.’ On Easter Sunday she asked to see her children. They were 
called one by one, beginning with the youngest. She gave them her 
parting blessing and bade them good-bye. 

To her husband she said: “You will miss me, but your public 
and pastoral work will afford you relief.” 

She made suggestions about her funeral service, and left mes- 
gages and mementoes for surviving relatives and friends. She suf- 
fered much, but was calm and trustful. At eventide it was not dark, 
for the hand divine drew aside the curtains of the night, and the 
light of an eternal morning resplendant and peautiful broke upon her 
vision. Just before she passed away ghe exclaimed: “God is good, 
God is good, and I am going to live with Him forever. 

She died April 18, 1906, at Bothel, and was buried in the beauti- 
ful cemetery at that place. Her husband, Rev. Richard Oates, and 
four children survive her, viz: Nellie and Alberta, both of them en- 
tering upon a promising young womanhood, and two boys, Melbourne, 
13 years of age, and Bernard Douglass, aged 11 years.

Spirit, that they may rest Om their labors, and their works do follow 
them.”

EDUCATION. 


We recognize the higher education of our Christian schools as a 
fundamental auxiliary to the continuous quickening of evangelism. 
In the present day stress of the work: of the Church, we urge that 
the truth, found in whatever field, comes to meaning and permanent 
relationship only as it lives in Jesus Christ, the Word of the Father. 

The expanding work of the Board of Education is cause for 
gratitude. We note with pleasure the report of the work of the past 
year. Nearly two thousand students have been assisted to attend the 
institutions of the Church, more than $108,000 being distributed 
among our institutions for the purpose of aiding worthy young men 
and young women, 

We are highly gratified to note that there was an advance in 
the receipts of the society of more than twelve per cent. upon the 
total receipts of the precedimg year. The contribution of our own 
Conference to the Children’s Day fund, for the year ending November 
30, 1905, amounted to $460.70. The society appropriated to students 
who gave their residence as within our Conference territory during 
the same year $252.50. It will therefore be seen that we share in the 
prosperity of the society. We earnestly recommend the observation 
of the disciplinary requirement touching the Children’s Day collection 
for the Board of Education in every charge within the bounds of our 
Conference. 

We rejoice in the growing usefulness of ‘The Christian Student” 
and heartily commend it to all our people. We would also call the 
attention of the heads of all our schools, and the attention of our 
pastors, to a series of leaflets recently published by the Board and 
known as “The American Student Series.” 

j All our pastors should see to it that the program prepared by 
the Board of Education be used on Children’s Day. 

We cordially commend the work of the Board in the emphasis 
which it places constantly upon high Christian ideals of education. 


Theological Schools. 


We are grateful to God and congratulate the Church in the fact 
that our schools of theology are so conveniently located throughout 
the land and so efficient in work done.

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We have every confidence in our Board of Bishops as to their 
supervision. of the teaching force in these schools, and therefore 
endorse and urge our preachers, as they have opportunity, to take 
a full course in theological school subsequent to his college course,

The University of Puget Sound. 


Believing that our vast natural resources are Providentially de- 
signed to the upbuilding of a great Christian organism in our civic 
life, we ask for our school the patronage of its logical territory, both 
in money and students. The trans-continental lines of railways enter- 
ing Puget Sound from the eastward make our school easily accessible 
and the natural center of a region that is to take first rank in popu- 
lation, commerce and wealth on the Pacific coast. We feel it, there- 
fore, not only a privilege, but also a high moral obligation, that all 
naturally affiliated sections of our Methodism should come to the 
support of “Our University.” 

We renew the recommendation of last year that the sum of 
twenty-five cents per member be apportioned by this Conference for 
the coming year. 


We heartily endorse the work of President Williams, the manage- 
ment of the Board of Trustees, and the successful labors of Edward 
H. Todd, corresponding secretary. 

The past year has proven the wisdom of providing for the repre- 
sentation of “Our University,” throughout its patronizing territory, 
in the office of the Secretaryship as filled by Brother Todd, and we 
pledge to him our co-operation in the effort to raise “Our University” 
apportionment in our several charges, to further his financial plans 
in creating an endowment, and to encourage our young people who 
are anticipating University study to attend our own school. 

We especially emphasize “Our University League” as an organi- 
zation in which all the members of our Churches, and scholars in 
our Sunday Schools, as well as the members of our Young People’s 
societies, should be connected. 

In accordance with the legal provision for the election of mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees, we recommend, to succeed themselves, 
the election of the following, for three years, whose term of office 
expires this year: Bishop David H. Moore, of Portland, Oregon; J. P. 
Marlatt, of Tacoma; T. S. Lippy, of Seattle; E. S, Collins, of Ostran- 
der; E. R. Rogers, of Puyallup; and W. P, Hopping, of Tacoma.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, UNIVERSITY OF 
PUGET SOUND. 


Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 19, 1906. 


Dear Brethren: It affords your Trustees of the University of Puget 
Sound great pleasure to report that we have had a very successful 
year in all respects, but we have not fully realized all our expec- 
tations. The enrollment of the year was 322 in all departments, not 
counting any duplicate enrollments, and a general condition of good 
will and interest prevailed among the students. Financially we made 
no progress in current expenses, but kept about even, aS our expenses 
were somewhat heavier than the year before, and must continue to 
increase as the number of students shall increase. : 

Your attention is called to the appended statement of our finan- 
cial secretary, which shows only outstanding notes, all current bills 
being paid; but I regret to say that $1,390.84 was paid out of the 
tuitions of this year, making it necessary for us to look forward to 
another deficit next June, unless we can increase our current income 
by at least $2,000. ! 

We have purchased all of the property facing on Sixth avenue 
alongside of the original piece of land bought for the school (except 
one lot with a house on it), which property is not all paid for, and 
it does not appear in the statement of the financial secretary. The 
amount still due on this property is $4,925, in addition to the $2,300 
of debt reported by him. 

I am glad to state that we have now a very excellent faculty of 
highly educated professors, who are doing the best kind of work, 
unexcelled, I believe, by any school in the state. 

The loyalty and enthusiasm of our students is most worthy of 
note. They have brought in many new students, given the school 
wide popularity, and shown their deep interest by the erection of the 
gymnasium, at a cost of more than $2,000, which they and the faculty 

-have contributed and solicited. When completed it will be the finest 

building of its kind in our city, and has attracted the attention of 
athletic people and organizations. The number of students is sub- 
stantially increased for the present semester. 

Our corresponding secretary, the Rev. E. H. Todd, has done 
most creditable work, as his report will show, and as he has started 
a general interest in the school and its support, we unanimously 
request his reappointment to his present position, to which we have 
already elected him. 

The financial needs of the school deserve your earliest considera- 
tion and the support of all friends of Christian education in this 
state, which we look upon as our exclusive patronizing territory. 
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The Conference collections are a great disappointment to us, being 
only $1,104.85 up to the time>Conference convenes, whereas they 
should be $3,672.00, if the order of the Conference had been heeded 
for the year in the Churches. We ask that twenty-five cents per 
member be apportioned again this year to the charges, and a more 
earnest effort made to secure it in full. 


The time has also come when an endowment should be provided 
for the University, adequate to support its work with success and 
dignity. The present plans can be only temporary, and are sure to 
fail us ultimately, and the school can never be sustained by tuitions 
alone. At the present time the tuitions do not pay much more than one- 
third of the expense and we can never hope for a better condition 
of things, as our expenses must increase with the increasing number 
of students. 


We trust the Conference will commend the school most heartily 
to charitably disposed people, that it may be made the chief object 
in their wills and benefactions. We would also recommend that the 
pastors stimulate their people to meet their pledges in full, and to 
give it first rank in all collections.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 


The whole Church is to be congratulated on the marvelous extent 
and influence of our Book Concern. Each year it is becoming greater 
and more powerful as an agent of good. The sales of the two houses, 
last year, aggregated nearly one and one-half million dollars. The 
dividends from these sales set apart for Conference claimants the past 
year amounted to $130,000, which is $10,000 in advance of last year. 
Our own Conference received this year $1,012, being $145 more than 
last year. Year by year the concern is becoming more stable, 
growing in magnitude and in moral and intellectual influence. This 
institution belongs to the whole Church and should be loyally patron- 
ized by all our people. One of the duties as pastors is to circulate 
good books, and the opportunity for this was never so favorable as 
now. Within thirty days after the depository at San Francisco was 
destroyed, a full stock of supplies was set up ready for business.

Resolved, That we hereby express our emphatic disapproval oz 
the wide-spread of Sabbath desecration as we deem it a flagrant 
violation of God’s commands and a serious menace to the interest 
of Home, Church and State.

Divorce Laws,

Tobacco, 


Resolved, That in veiw of the ravages of the cigarette, the deadly 
enemy to physical, mental and moral welfare of the growing child, 
we favor the adoption of a law which shall make it a misdemeanor, 
and which shall be punshed by a sufficiently severe fine, of the parent 
or guardian for every offense committed by the child under 18 years 


of age. 
Temperance. 


Resolved, That we rejoice in the work of the W. C. T. U., the 
Good Templars and all kindred reform organizations in their efforts 
to create a healthy civic conscience upon the temperance question. 

Resolved, That we heartily endorse the Anti-Saloon League as the 
agent of the federated church in the great warfare against the saloon, 
pledging to it our co-operation and earnest support. 

Resolved, That we favor Local-Option and the Direct Primary, 
and that in all matters pertaining to government be placed as far as 
possible in the hands of the people. 
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This committee recommends the appointment of J. HB. Williams 
and C. B. Sears as members of the Board of Trustees of the Anti- 
Saloon League of Washington. Also of the appointment of J. W. 
Frescoln as the representative of this Conference to the National 
Board of Directors of the Anti-Saloon League and the delegate from 
this Conference to the tenth national Anti-Saloon convention to be 
held at St. Louis. 


The Christian Man at the Polls. 


Resolved, That we esteem it the sheerest folly to elect to places 
in our legislature saloonists, political ringsters and their ilk and 
expect them to enact laws satisfactory to the Church, such as the 
Direct Primary and the Local Option. 

That is it high time for the Church to learn wisdom from the 
saloon and cease from nullifying its own power by voting against 
itself, but to solidify its influence and votes by standing together for 
men, as against the cause of partyism.

PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY. 


Your committee appointed last Conference on the relation of 
the Preachers’ Aid Society to this Conference makes the following 
report: 

During the year several amendments have been made which we 
think will meet your approval and make membership in the society 
more desirable. These amendments are as follows: 


1. Changing the time of the annual meeting from the first after- 


noon of the Conference to Friday afternoon. 


2. Changing the time of the Trustees’ meeting from February to 
May. 


3. Changing the time limit for the annual payment of interest 
from March to May. 

4. Adding a new section to Article VII. as follows: 

Sec.’ 2b.—In case all the beneficiaries of any Claim are dead, 
or the claim otherwise becomes void, the claim shall be sustained as 
a live claim until the admission fee of $100.00 has been fully paid into 
the Permanent Fund. 

5. Changing Art. IX., Sec. 5, so that after the word “provided” 
it shall read as follows: “that whenever the numbér of beneficiaries 
does not exceed eight and the amount in said portion of the fund is 
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less than One Thousand Dollars, no beneficiary shall receive more 
than $100.00 of the annuity portion, nor shall any beneficiary receive 
more than $25.00 from the Necessitous portion during any one year 
unless the society at its annual meeting orders otherwise.” 

The society has forty-eight beneficiary members and one non- 
beneficiary member. 

The total assets of the society are $4,900.00. 

The Distributive fund had at the beginning of the Conference 
$558.85, out of which two claimants have been paid One Hundred 
Dollars each, leaving a balance of $358.85.

JAPANESE WORK. 


Inasmuch as there are now in the states of the Pacific North- 
west in the neighborhood of seven thousand Japanese people, and the 
number is being rapidly increased by the swelling tide of immigra- 
tion, and 

Whereas, There are established only seven missionary Church 
stations to reach these people, three being Methodist Episcopal, 
which, on account of the widely scattered location of the people, 
minister to but a fraction of them, we would therefore impress upon 
our pastors and churches the responsibility of showing a sincere 
interest in their welfare. We know of no class of people more 
deserving of sympathy and friendly consideration than the hundreds 
of young but energetic Japanese boys and girls who set foot every 
month upon the docks of our cities, strangers and poor in an 
unfamiliar land. 

Surely the duty of the Church in this matter is very plain, Herein 
lies a double duty one to the welfare, spiritual, mental and physical, 
of these, our brothers, who have come to us as a Christian nation 
and ought not to be disappointed in us. The other duty, that as 
citizens, to Christianize every possible immigrant and thus prepare 
them for the greatest usefulness in our midst. The strange anomaly 
presents itself of the Church greatly interested in the Japanese in 
Japan and very negligent of the Japanese in America. 

The proposed union of Japanese Methodism will presumably for- 
ward the Japanese ideal of Church amalgamation with their Ameri- 
can brethren. 

Therefore, in commending and expressing our appreciation of the 
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ability and fidelity of our brother, the Rev. Semei Yoshioka, whose 
labors within the bounds of this Conference have been crowned with 
merited success, we urge upon the pastors and churches, not only in 
Seattle, but wherever there may be found representatives of his race, 
to respond to his earnest plea for help in teaching the Japanese 
‘night-schools, in receiving them into our Sunday Schools, and inyit- 
ing their membership in our churches.

Christian homes, with people who will care for the child as a son or 
daughter. Practically the only provision for orphan children cover- 
ing the entire State of Washington is the Washington Children’s 
Home Society. This organization is affiliated with the National 
Children’s Home Society, comprised of 30 states. 

The National Society received, at the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition, the award of the Grand Prize for the best known plan of 
caring for homeless and dependent children throughout the world. 

The work is non-sectarian, but interdenominational, and rests 
upon the hearts of Christian people generally throughout the state. 
We rejoice, particularly, at the increasing efficiency and prosperity of 
the Washington. Children’s Home Society. It is the motto of this 
society that there is a childless home for every homeless child. “It 
is better to rescue a child than to restrain a criminal.” 

During the past year 135 children were received into permanent 
care, 74 were returned, for replacement, 15 were on hand at the 
beginning of the year, and 140 received such assistance and tem- 
porary care as their circumstances demanded. The society therefore 
cared for 364 children, or an average of one per day for each day in 
the year, save one. The wards of this society now number 816. 

Reselved, therefore, that we heartily approve of this plan of 
uniting all denominations in this child-saving work and that we will 
heartily welcome and co-operate with the. representatives of the 
Washington Children’s Home Society in the care of the orphaned, 
neglected, ana abused children. 

We re; amend the appointment of Rev. L. J. Covington as 
superint: -nt of the Washington Children’s Home Society. 


Seaman’s Institute and Bethel Work. 


After hearing the statements and report of Rev. R. S. Stubbs— 
Chaplain of the American Seaman’s Friend Society, which was

RULES OF ORDER - 


I—The Conference shall open its session at 8:30 A. M. and ad- 
journ at 12:00 M. The first thirty minutes shall be devotional 
services. 

Il.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preach- 
ers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 

IlI.—All motions shali be reduced to writing, if the President or 
any member request it; and no report from committees shall be re- 
ceived until duplicate copies are placed in the hands of the Secretary. 

IV.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
questions unless, for special reasons, the Conference excuses him; 
but no member who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the Conference. 

V.—The vote on any question before the Conference shall be 
- taken by roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 

VI.—No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than fifteen minutes at any time, without permission of the 
Conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till everyone 
desiring to speak shall have done so. 

VIIL—No member shall object to the passage of a brother’s char- 
acter on questions implicating his moral standing or administration, 
without giving him previous written notice of his intention, and the 
grounds of it, unless by the consent of the Conference. 

VIll.—On the first day of the session, each preacher who has 
been in charge shall submit his statistical and financial reports. 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the Conference. 

IX.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and, 
when approved and printed, the Minutes shall be the official record 
of the Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and all other 
Conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no person to take 
a copy of any papers, except with consent of Conference, and bring 
or send them to the place of the Conference session. . | 

X.—The Secretary, Statistical Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
nominate their asistants; and the officers and managers of the differ- 
ent Conference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill any 
vacancies which may occur during the year. 

XI.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an 
apportionment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, 
giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the districts 
and charges. 

XII.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution 
of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where 
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the pro rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, presiding elder, 
bishop and conference claimants. 

The Secretary is authorized to collect all arrearages from such 
delinquents and forward to the Treasurer, making such report of same 
as may be necessary. Failure to comply with this requiremnt shall 
be sufficient cause for careful inquiry by the Committee on Confer- 


' ence Relation. 


XII.—-The Committee on Conference Relation shall inquire as to 


the age, physical condition, personal habits, financial obligation, fam- 


ily and Christian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, 
and report upon the acceptability of each when his name is called for 
admission. 

It shall also report upon all candidates for admission into full 
membership. Applicants for change of relation and supernumerary 
preachers who desire to remain in that relation. 

To Be Added to the Rules Governing Conference Examinations. 

I—No person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five 
years of age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 

II.—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to 
the Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a 


‘course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, 


or of the preparatory department of the University of Puget Sound. 


III—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement 


of Conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


Standing Resolutions. 


\ 


I—The presiding elders shall constitute the committee for mak- 


ing the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the bishop 


presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, and cause 
the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate at least one 
month before the Conference convenes. 

Il.—The Secretaries shall be the official editors and publishers of 
the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized to make provision, 
by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this expense and all other 
secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 

Ili—Upon receiving from the Official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this Con- 
ference for these causes, the presiding elders shall apportion the 


‘same among the districts upon the following basis: (1) total mem- 


bership (2) unincumbered Church, but not parsonage property, (3) 
total ministerial support, including house rent, but not missionary ap- 
propriations, (4) total official benevolences, which were reported for 
the previous year. 

Each presiding elder may call to his assitsance a committee of 
laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make the appor- 
tionments on above bases to the charges of that district; and this 


‘shall be reported to the meetings of the District Stewards, who shall 


have the powers of a Board of Equalization, provided that they shall 
not reduce the original total apportionment to the district. 
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The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
Funds shall be included in these reports, and the bases decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 

IV.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

II. On the ratio of ministerial representation, changing the ratio 
from 14 and 45 to 25 and 90, from the Iowa Conference.

Ill. On changing the ratio of ministerial representation from 14 
and 45 to 14 and 60, from the West Wisconsin Conference. A vote 
was taken. Affirmative, 38; negative, 67. 


IV. On changing the ratio of ministerial representation from 14 
and 45 to 25 and 75, from the Illinois Conference. The vote stood 12 
for, and 85 against. ; 


V. On making the Presiding Eldership elective, received from the 
New York Conference. The vote on this proposition was 21 for, and 
“88 against. 


VI. On restoring the “Time Limit,’ from the Troy Conference. 
The vote was 17 in favor of the propositon, and 90 against. 


VII. Petitioning the General Conference to request the Board of 
Bishops to so arrange the plan of Episcopal visitation that the indi- 
vidual assignment be made as far as possible to a group of contiguous 
conferences during a period of not less than four consecutive years, 
received from the New Hampshire Conference. The vote stood 2 in 
_ the affirmative and 118 in the negative. 


GENERAL CONFERENCE DISTRICT—E. H. Todd offered the 
following resolution, and on his motion it was adopted: “Resolved, 
That Puget Sound Annual Conference instruct its delegates to the 
General Conference to work for the formation of a Fifteenth General. 
Conference District with the following territory ingluded: Montana,

ALASKA-YUKON EXPOSITION—F. A. LavViolette presented the 
report of the committee on the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition, and 
moved its adoption. It was adopted.

BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 
Bishop Moore and Brethren: 


I have spent eleven years as a Presiding Elder in the Puget Sound 

Conference; five of which have been with the preachers and laymen 

: of Bellingham District. It certainly has 

never been my privilege to work with 

truer people. A detailed report of the 

District for the past year would present 
a year of financial and spiritual victory. 

We have well-nigh completely elimin- 
ated: deficiencies and reduced to the 
minimum the paying of Pastor’s salary by 
any other means than that of direct 
Christian giving. 

The Love Feast is not only a part 
of the Quarterly Meeting service, but a 
very important part. When the Presiding 
Hilder is to hold an evening service the 
Pastor gives the morning hour to the Love 
Feast and Holy Communion. In spiritual 
power, as well as in soul-saving results, 
many of these morning services have been 
ideal. I do not believe that any one feature of the public services on 
the District has resulted. in greater good. 

There has been considerable illness among preachers and families, 
but death has not entered a parsonage on the District. 

Six churches have been dedicated or are now ready for dedication, 
one each at Burlington, Gold Bar, Lynden, Darrington, Everett and 
Eureka, Bellingham. Mt. Vernon has purchased a new building site 
and will soon have splendid church property. The remodeling of the 
church at Sedro-Woolley is in progress now, and that city will have 
a modern church before long. Fairhaven Church, Bellingham, has been 
remodeled and is now a beautiful and convenient building. Cherry 
Valley Church, Monroe charge, has been remodeled and looks like a 
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ence year; Trinity, Seattle, 1899, 1900 and 1901; First Chureh, 
Everett, 1902-3-4; Epworth, Tacoma, 1905. 
. These years of service were marked by intense devotion, by 
earnest endeavor and by large success. 

At Trinity, Seattle, a debt against the church was paid; needed 
improvements were made, the membership was increased, sinners 
were converted, and Methodists who were strangers in the city estab- 
lishing homes within the patronizing territory of his church were 
looked up and urged to cast their lot. with his people. At Everett 
the large church building which had been enclosed previous to his 
appointment to that place was finished, and put in first class condi- 
tion. The accomplishment of this work taxed the energies of our 
brother to the utmost, but-his efforts were crowned with success. 

Epworth, Tacoma, had the benefit of his gifted leadership one 
year. 


For some time previous to his death it was evident that he was ‘ 


laboring beyond his strength, and that a season of rest and recupera- 
tion was necessary. ; 

The day immediately preceding the Conference session last year, 
it was ascertained that he was in a very critical condition, and that 
it was probable that he could survive but a short time. 

The announcement of this fact when his name was called in the 
opening session occasioned great surprise and grief, and a message. 
of sympathy was ordered to be sent him by the Secretary in behalf of 
the Bishop and the Conference. 

In reading the appointments at the close of the Conference, 


Bishop Warren spoke with much tenderness of Bro. Chapin, and ~— 


expressed the regret that all felt because the labors of this man of 
God were ended. tg 

The weeks that followed were filled with alternating hopes an 
fears. ‘The atmosphere of his sickroom was laden with aroma of 
Heaven. : 

He spent much time,in singing and repeating his favorite hymns, 
and in quoting the blessed promises of the Book. His heart was 
filled with cheer, and his lips attuned to praise. 

To him the chamber of suffering became in some sense what 
Pisgah was to Moses, what Bethel was to Jacob, and what Tabor was: 
to Peter, James and John. 

-The end came under the inspiration of a scene like this: On 
the morning of December 7, 1906, sitting at his bedside speaking. words 
of praise and thanksgiving to God, he stepped into the waiting chariot . 
and was not, for God had taken him. ‘ 

As a Pastor, our brother was devoted and faithful in the dis- 
charge of his duty. Every charge in which he labored was greatly” 
strengthened spiritually and financially by his ministrations. 

As a sermonizer he excelled. He presented his subject logically 
and forcefully, and gave expression to his thoughts in choice language. 
He was dignified and chaste in demeanor. He. was cordial in his. 
greetings and friendly to all.

REV AUSTIN BURNETT CHAPIN. 

Rey. Austin Burnett Chapin was born near Newcastle, Pa., June 
26, 1854. He was of Scotch linéage, and of Methodist parentage. He 
was educated at a Presbyterian college 
near his father’s house. He was married 
to Miss Mary Mendenhall, daughter of 
Rey. J. K. Mendenhall of the Erie Con- 
ference, January 26, 1873, the father of 
the bride performing the ceremony. 

During a gracious revival three years 
later, our brother gave his heart to God, 
and entered into the experience of pardon. 
The week following his conversion, the 
Pastor being absent, he was called upon 
to lead the prayer meeting. Soon there- 
after he felt that God called him to enter 
the ministry. He was given license to 
exhort, then was made a local preacher, 
and appointed as Supply in the West 
Nebraska Conference. 

At the meting of the Mission in Sep- 
tember, 1885, the West Nebraska Mission 
was organized into the West Nebraska 
Conference, and the name of A. B. Chapin appears in the list of those 
who were admitted on trial. 

He thus became one of the charter members of that Conference. 
' He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Andrews in 1885, and ordained 
Elder in 1889 by Bishop Vincent. 

His appointments in that Conference were as follows: Sharon, 
1884; Armada, 1885; Indianola, 1886; Cambridge, 1887-8; Holdridge, 
1889-90-91. : 

He was transferred to the Missouri Conference and stationed at 
Hopkins, where he remained until the spring of 1894, when he was 
transferred back to the West Nebraska Conference and stationed at 
Gibson-Gottenbourg, 1895 and 1896. 

In 1897 he was transferred to the Black Hills Conference and 
stationed at Hot Springs, South Dakota. 

He was transferred to the Puget Sound Conference in May, 1899, 
and was stationed at Mt. Vernon for the remainder of that Confer. 
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inspiration and guidance of the Pastors and people of the Tacoma Dis- 
trict during these years of service that we have enjoyed together.

and by Certificate—which makes up the gains, than the losses made up 
of those dismissed by Certificate, withdrawn, excluded, deaths and 
those dropped from the list of Probationers and the members marked 
“Removed without letter.” These last two items form a more serious 
loss than is generally known, for they will nearly equal the removals. 
by Certificate and are a source of loss that can be greatly lessened 
by faithful pastoral supervision on our part in looking after the lambs. 
of the flock and after the sheep that are absent from our folds. 


Pastoral Support and Benevolences. 


There was a generous advance in the estimates for Pastoral support 
at the’ beginning of the year, and we trust that the reports will show 
that these estimates have been fully met. Nearly all of the pastors 
will report all of the benevolences ‘raised in full, and the totals will 
show that the Tacoma District has kept up its record of advance. 


Auxiliaries. 


Our Sunday Schools have an enrollment of 6,400, the Epworth 
Leagues have an enrollment of 1,200, the Junior Leagues 600, the 
auxiliaries of the W. F. M. S. number 11, and have a membership of 
400. The W. H. M. S. has fixe auxiliariessand a membership of 200. 
The Tacoma Evangelization Union has prospered during the year in 
the task of founding and sustaining the mission enterprises of our 
Church in the city of Tacoma and vicinity. The University of Puget 
Sound will be so fully represented before the Conference that I am 
sure that no detailed report is needed from myself at this time. 


The Growth of Six Years on the District. 


The Church membership has increased from 2,555 to 4,800; the 
enrollment in the Sunday Schools from 3,761 to 6,400; the property 
valuations have increased from $70,500 to $170,200; the benevolent 
contributions have gone up from $3,267 to $13,160; the Pastoral support 
has increased from $15,208 to $30,857; The amount raised for all 
purposes from $23,082 to $76,850. 


To God be all the praise for what has been accomplished by His.

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The family of Rev. Horace Williston, Pastor at Port Townsend, has 
been sorely afflicted by the sickness of the three boys and the conse- 
quent quarantine of four months. All are grateful that the oldest 
son, Horace, whose life was for a time dispaired of, is completely 
recovered. 

Rev. George Arney was in poor health one year ago, but returned 
to his charge full of hope for the future and confident that his depleted 
strength would be restored. After trying a protracted vacation, taken 
in the early winter, he became convinced that he would have to seek 
a change of climate, and he has since been serving the Church at 
Needles, in the Arizona Mission. This step was greatly regretted by 
all, for he and his devoted and accomplished wife were greatly loved 
by their people and were very successful in their work. fn a aa 

Because of impaired health, Rev. H. F. Pemberton, pastor at - 
Buckley, secured transfer to the Montana Conference in January. 

Rev. T. J. Gamble, pastor at Bismarck, Tacoma, was relieved of 
his charge in June that he might go to his old home in Kansas and 
prepare to enter the Boston School of Theology this fall. 


Pastoral Changes.. Li 


We began the year with six charges for which we had no pastors, 
and the other vacancies, which have been created by the changes 
above noted, have kept us short-handed throughout the year and greatly 
crippled the work. It has been so difficult to secure men (because of 
our small salaries) that some of these charges were without a Pastor 
for six months. I was greatly assisted in caring for some of these 
charges temporarily by some of the Superanuate and Supernumerary ~ 
Brethren, to whom I wish to express my gratitude. : 

In June, H. C. Leavenworth came to us from Boston, and was 
appointed to supply at Barneston. E. J. Huston came from the Mon- 
tana Conference and was put in charge at Buckley. E. H. Rubicam was 
transferred from the Columbia River Conference and stationed at 
Gig Harbor; Ray M. Brown, from the Southern Illinois Conference, 
for Hadlock and Chimacum. O. R. Davids came from Dakota to be- 
come Supply at Midland and Summit. G. H. Simons and J. C. Dorwin 
were transferred from the Northern Indiana Conference—the former 
for First Church Port Angeles and the latter for Shelton. Olney L. 
Kendall came to us from the Idaho Conference and was put in charge 
of Bismarck, Tacoma. W. O. Phlaum succeeded G. H. Newland as 
Supply at Park, Tacoma. 


Buildings and Improvements. 


The church at Buckley, which was under construction one year ago, 
was completed and dedicated last January, Bishop Moore having charge 
of the services. : : 

Neat Church buildings have been erected at Milton and at Midland 
by the heroic efforts of the Pastors, Brothers Kendall and Davids. 

A beautiful and commodious edifice is nearly ready for dedica- 
tion at Vashon. It will supersede the historic log church (perhaps the 
last one in our Conference) which has done service for more than 
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TACOMA DISTRICT. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


Six years ago I entered upon the Presiding Eldership of Tacoma 
District with much of trepedition and lonesomeness because the sphere 
of service was an untried one and I 
seemed to have no people that were mine. 
I confess to you today that there has 
been a severe pulling at the heart-strings 
as I have gone to each of the Quarterly 
Conferences for the last time, for the 
Pastors and the Laity of the District have 
come to be my people, their every interest 
my personal interest, and friendships have 
been formed which shall endure for the 
life that now is and that which is to come. 
Like all of my Brethren, I have been 
ambitious to be faithful and to succeed 
in my task for the work’s sake—and to 
me there has been given an added spur in 
the fact that I was the first of those who 
have begun their work in this Conference 
to come to the Presiding Eldership, and I 
have desired to succeed for the sake of my Brethren who have, and 
will, commence their work in the Puget Sound Conference, for they 
are in, some degree put at a disadvantage by that fact. The people 
of Prosperity Circuit are inclined to discount them because it is well 
known that they once served on Poverty Circuit, and it has been 
my task to try in some measure to demonstrate that the men who 
have transformed the Poverty Circuits of this Northwest into the 
Prosperity Circuits are quite as capable of large service and responsi- 
bility as are the brethren who commenced their work elsewhere. 

It will be remembered that Rev. A. B. Chapin was critically ill 
at the time of our last Conference session. He lingered with us much 


‘ longer than was expected, at that time, but passed away éarly in 


December. The Committee on Memoirs will present to the Conference 
a suitable review of his life and labors, and hence I will not take the 
time to eulogize Brother Chapin as a man nor the great work that 
he did for the Church of Christ. 

Harly in April, Rev. William M. Ludwick went to a logging camp 
for the purpose of preaching to the men and there met with the painful 
accident that broke one of his legs and has laid him up for four 
months. We are thankful that he is now able to be with us, and 
we trust he may speedily have a complete recovery. 
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history of the Church there. Everything works in/harmony and the 
outlook is good. 


Seattle First Church, S. Moody, has had a very prosperous year. 


On account of regrade of Pine street, raising it fourteen: and a half 
feet at the main entrance of the church, the city allowed us $2,000 
damages. Some time in the future it will be necessary to raise the 
building level with the street. The Pastor reports a.good increase in 
members and everything in good working order. ; 


Skagit City has been looked after by K. O. Bergtund, who has 
a large attendance of young people Sunday evenings. We held a 
ten days’ camp meeting here the first week in August, which was well 
attended, and we gained sevéral converts and strengthened our cause. 
A good increase in members is reported, and this is a good field. 


South Bend has never had a preacher station, but we have some 
property, acquired several years ago. The Church Extension held a 
mortgage on this for $250, and we sold for this amount and settled 
this claim. 


Our church at Spokane has had a good year, led by J. A. Will- 
man. A year ago, when he was put in charge, everything was in bad 
shape and nobody thought it worth while to do anything but sell out, 
But the Pastor succeeded in organizing the work again, and has a real 
live Epworth League to assits him. Here we have an pergraer field 
and a future. 


Tacoma has had J. N. Burdell as Pastor. It was necessary to 
reorganize much of the work here on account of trouble that has 
come down to us since four years ago. Bro. Burdell has succeeded 
well in this difficult work, and reports a good increase of members. 
The Trustees saw a chance of getting corner lots, centrally located, 
for our work, and secured the same. As soon as we can get a good 
price for the old property it is the intention to build a church and 
a parsonage on this location. 


The benevolences have been looked after, and I think we are up 
to the apportionment where preachers have been stationed. For the 
District Wwe can report 20 per cent. increase in membership, a united 
company of preachers, with confidence restored and a good outlook

The past year has been a year of success. The preachers are 
united and have done their best to carry on the work. We have 
all been spared from sickness and God’s 
blessing has rested upon us. 

At Cedar Home, K. O. Berglund has 
labored in connection with Skagit City. 
He has preached here every other Sun- 
day to good congregations. Of late years 
many of our members have moved away, 
but there are people enough to labor 
among and a prospect to win them for 
God. 

Everett and Edmunds have had the 
care the Presiding Elder could give. At 
Everett some very peculiar conditions 
exist which have made it nearly impos- 
sible to do anything. Our church burned 
more than a year ago, and the location 
was not desirable, so it was decided to 
sell, and we realized $750 for the prop- 
erty. The church extension had a claim of $684, which was fully sat- 
isfied, and the $66 remaining was consumed in completing the trans- 
action. There is a future for our work, and we plan to put a man here 
next year. At Edmunds there are very few people settled, and I 
have preached here at regular intervals. We have a church building 
here nearly finished and no debt. 


Freemont has been supplied by the Presiding Elder the first 
seven months of the year. In April I succeeded to get a preacher 
from Chicago, who has labored the last five months with success. 
The church has been painted outside, and other improvements made, 
at a cost of $200, all provided for. 


’ Nora, in Idaho, and Albion, in Washington, have been looked 
after from Spokane. Many of our families have moved away, and 
our church is not in a desirable location, so very little has been done, 
but here is a large field for a man with push. In Albion there is 
only a few families, and preaching service is given them occasionally. 

Portland, Oregon, has had as Pastor, O. N. Johnson, and he has 
labored under great difficulties. He reports, however, a small increase 
in membership and improvement in the church property to the extent 
of several hundred dollars, and it is provided for. A good Epworth 
League is maintained. We have a future for our work here. 

Pleasant Ridge has had a good year with Brother John Johnson as 
leader. He reports this year the largest increase of members in the

and a career of great usefulness in the Master’s vineyard. Nothing 
further on this line, just now. 


Pastoral Support. 


The estimates for pastoral support were 20 per cent. above the 
former year, and there is reason to suppose that in nearly every case 
these estimates have been paid in full. 


Benevolences. 


Under the new arrangement, we are asked, I think, about 25 per 
cent. more for Missions and Church Extension than any former year. 
A small number only have failed to raise the required sums, and this 
because of unforeseen local conditions, but we believe the statistical 
report will show that Seattle District, as a whole, has exceeded the 
amount asked. Other benevolences have not been neglected, and 
there has been a healthy growth in receipts. 


S The Spiritual Department. 

We recognize this as primary, and all other departments are of 
service only as they have this in view. I believe that the sermons 
preached, and the personal work done by the Pastors of Seattle 
District are increasingly spiritual and evangelistic. During the last — 
year more than usual attention has been given aggressive evangelism. — 
The results have not been so great as hoped, but the seed has been 
sown, and God’s Word will not be in vain. I trust that our summing 
up will show substantial gains. The evangelists, Hart and Magann, 
are to begin service in this city on the 22nd of this month. A large 
tabernacle, in a central location, has been erected, and we earnestly 
request your prayers that very many of God’s people may be sanctified 
wholly, and that multitudes may be brought to Christ. 


Personal. 


I give thanks unto God that, although two years on the bright 
side of three-score-and-ten, He has graciously permitted me to con- 
tinue my work during the year, and that my brethren, ministerial 
and lay, have been so loyal, generous and hearty in their sympathy 
and support. If the Bishop shall permit me to continue this work 
for the final year of the term, I trust that by Divine grace, we who 
are to work together may be able to reap a more abundant harvest 
than at any time in the past.

Seamen’s Bethel. 


We are fortunate in having one of our number, so vigorous and 
successful, in charge of this interest in Seattle. During the year 
the following visits have been made by Bro. West: MHospitals, 75; 
sailors’ boarding houses, 158; ships, 350. In the same time 2,934 
sailors have been in the Bethel Home, 1,559 lodgings have been given, 
and 350 meals, free. Services held, 125; sailors defended, 200; and 
$28,450 have been entrusted by the sailors to Bro. West for safe keep- 
ing, or investment for them. The Epworth Leagues of First Church, 


Queen Anne, Ballard, Madison Street, and Grace Church have rendered 


willing and helpful service in the meetings they have held at the 
Bethel. 


The Seattle General Hospital. 

' During the past year it has been operated as heretofore, under 
strict rules of business management. While the expense of running 
the institution has been more than $60,000, all expenses have been 
paid, the hospital is out of debt, and, best of all, an average of eight 
free beds has been supported during the year. Our people are not 
asked to contribute toward the maintenance of the hospital, but are 
urged to contribute toward the free bed fund, as the work of that kind 
to be done is only limited by the withholding from the world’s poor. 

The hospital, with 125 beds, is running to its full capacity, and 
daily people are being turned away for lack of room. 

A new wing to the building is in the mind of the management which 
will relieve the present overcrowded condition. The hospital was 
liberally remembered in the will of Miss Denny. 


Births. 


‘The parsonages of Seattle District have not added much to the 


| population since our last annual gathering. Brother and Sister Gillett 


have a lovely little girl, nearly one year old; a young Sprague came 
to a welcome home a week ago, and under the District parsonage roof 
we exhibit with pride a granddaughter. Nothing more can be reported 
at present. ' 


Marriages. 


On the 4th of September Richard Oates and Miss Lillian Durham 
Were joined in holy matrimony. His brethren of the ministry unite 
in wishing them long life, the happiest of relations to each other, 
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Silverdale was dedicated by A. J. Joslyn, and last Sabbath the Presid- 


ing Elder dedicated the church at Pacific City. 


We have a new, but small, parsonage at Colby, and one recently 


built at Silverdale which is larger and very comfortable. The one 
erected at South Park is commodious and elegant. In each case 
mentioned much is due to the business ability, hard work and devotion 
of the Pastor. 

To name the places where improvements have been made on 
house of worship or parsonage, or on both church and parsonage, 
would require us to list nearly every charge on the District. 

Our great First Church enterprise, so long delayed, has so far 
advanced that it is hoped that the first story may be ready for 
occupancy before winter. This is to be the cathedral of Methodism 
for this Conference. Dr. Rees has proved himself to be an enthu- 
siastic and successful leader, and, notwithstanding the difficulties, 
the society has grown rapidly and is greatly prospered financially. 

Payment of Debts. 

In the case of two of our churches there has been indebtedness 
to our Church. Extension Society for many years. When built, some 
time in the remote past, this Society made loans to our church in 
Issaquah, and to Wesley Church. It is greatly to the credit of Dr. 
Marsh that the Issaquah debt has been paid. His skill and persist- 
ence has accomplished what, a few years since, seemed almost impos- 


sible. In the case of Wesley Church, the property having been turned 


over to the City Evangelization Union, that society promptly sent draft 
in payment to Dr. J. M. King. In both these cases the Board of Church 
Extension generously remitted the interest, accepting the amount of 
the principal as payment in full. 

Some of the other societies have cleared themselves from debt, 
but that indebtedness was incurred in building during the present 
administration. Indebtedness against church property that is reported 
at this session of our Conference is of recent origin, and in almost 
every case there is adequate provision for meeting the same. 

Our Deaconess Work. 

The Deaconess Home and School have been at 1803 Highteenth 

Avenue during the last year. Five students were enrolled, one of 


whom completed the course of study and training. Commencement 


exercises were held in the Madison Street Church, and at the Home. 
‘Besides conducting the work of the Home and the School, the 
Deaconesses in charge have spoken in sixty-two churches. The pub- 


licity committee of the Deaconess Home Association has issued and 


sent out a large amount of printed matter, and this work has been 
better advertised than ever before. 

Initial steps toward the selection of a site and erection of a 
permanent building for Home and School have been taken. The 
importance of having a suitable building owned by the Association can 
hardly be overestimated, and it is hoped that those who are prompting 


this enterprise vgill be welcomed and assisted by all to whom appeal.

Pastoral Changes. 

Soon after the close of our last ses- 
sion, Bishop Warren put A. J. Joslyn in 
charge of Capitol Hill, and Grant Stewart 
at Madison Street. For about five months 
J. W. Spangler has been supplying Ma- 
drona Heights. He has managed wisely 
and has had excellent results. Mid year, 
G. W. Carr was placed in charge of Wes- 
ley Church, and R. W. Paul appointed to 
Silverdale. The removals from Wesley 
Church have so decimated the member- 
ship that it became necessary to transfer 
the property to the City Evangelization 
Union, I recommend that for a time that 
appointment be placed with City Mis- 
sions. Since our last session, George 
C. Poolton has been transferred to our ranks, and also Seimei Yosh- 
ioka. Bro. Poolton has been engaged in evangelistic work with good 
results, and Bro. Yoshioka has charge of the Japanese Mission in 
Seattle. 





Deaths. 

The home of Brother and Sister A. H. Marsh has been twice 
invaded by death. Two daughters, the older of whom, Grace, was 
well known as a Christian worker,*have been called to their heavenly 
home. The only child of Brother and Sister George C. Poolton, a 
bright and promising Christian of 14 years, was so badly burned on 
the night of June 22nd that he died the next morning. The father was 
away from home. Physicians had worked all night to save the life 
of the dear boy. When the Sabbath morning came, the mother and 
son prayed together. Then the start for the hospital was made, but 
was not reached, for God translated him. 

Church Property. 

The beautiful edifice in which we now are has been in use for 
some time, but not completed until recently. It was dedicated July 
7th by Bishop Moore. The Bishop also dedicated the Lakeside 
Church earlier in the year. Our fine church at University was dedi- 
cated by Dr. H. C. Jennings on the 28th of April. The church at 
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of church records. Pastors and churches are getting tired of carrying

Reports are not all in, but I feel safe in saying that our benevolent 
apportionments will all be met in full, and! we hope for an increase 
over the large contributions of last year. 

Very little new work has been taken up for lack of suitable men 
and reasonable support. Calls are coming to us that ought to be 
answered, but it seems to be increasingly difficult to secure Pastors 
for the weaker charges. We need a larger missionary appropriation 
to meet the needs of these growing communities. Three charges 
on the District became self-supporting this year, and will not need 
missionary aid. This is encouraging. i 

A District tent has been purchased and is being used to good 
advantage. With this we hope to reach the people in some of these 
places where we have no church buildings. 

Our District Ministerial Association and Epworth League Conven-- 
tion were held in South Bend the latter part of April and were well 
attended. We were loyally entertained by the good people of South 
Bend. From a literary point of view, the program was excellent. 
A deep spiritual atmosphere pervaded the meetings. The street meet- 
ings and evangelistic services in the evening were largely attended 
and were very profitable. 

Our Epworth and Junior Leagues and our Sunday Schools are do- 
ing good work among our young people, and we: purpose to make 
them a greater source of power the coming year. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate has been a welcome visitor in the 
homes of our people and the pastors have been able to add many new 
subscribers to their lists. We are glad to greet the editor, Dr. Rader, 
amongst us again with his health restored. May he be spared many 
years yet for service for the Church. 

“Our University” has not only become better known, but more 
favorably known. The Corresponding Secretary, Dr. E. H. Todd, 
has found open doors wherever he has gone on the Centralia Dis- 
trict, and with his proverbial optimism he has enthused others till 
even the children are shouting “Our University.” 

The Centralia District has been well represented in the student’ 
pody and will send up a large delegation this year. We congratulate 
the Vice President, Prof. L. L. Benbow, and all interested in the 
University on the favorable outlook for the coming year. 

The relations of the Presiding Elder and Pastors have not only 
been harmonious, but pleasant. A more loyal and faithful body of 
Methodist preachers cannot be found. If our relations continue for 
another year, we are planning for an aggressive campaign along 
evangelistic lines, and’ by the blessing of God we expect large results. 

With gratitude to God for His blessings and to the Brethren of the 
ministry and laity for courtesies and kindnesses received, I most 
respectfully submit this my third annual report.

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new church. The Fourth Quarterly Conference of Snohomish adopted 
a plan for a new church building and will proceed to get ready for 
the building of a modern church. Minor, but very important, improve- 
ments have been made at other points on the District. 

Special revival services have been held on almost all the charges, 
and the spiritual life of the District has been such that the work of 
soul-saving has not stopped when special meetings closed. The dis- 
tinctive doctrines of the Methodist. Bpiscopal Chureh, Conversion, 
Witness of the Spirit, and Entire Sanctification have been intelligently, 
fervently and sweetly presented by preachers and evangelists, and there 
has been hardly a note of wild-fire or come-out-ism in any of the 
meetings. 

Epworth League, Sunday-School and kindred societies have flour- 
ished, and have done much of real, aggressive spiritual work. 

None of the auxiliaries of the Church have done better work than 
the Ladies’ Aid Societies, and the Woman’s Home Missionary and 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies. 


“Our University,” the child of the Conference, has been so faith- 
fully and ably presented on the District by Corresponding Secretary 
Todd, that it is no longer even a vigorous child, but a lusty youth. 
O, they all know how to yell “Our University” on the Bellingham 
District, and then give liberally to support the yell. And we are going 

» to do even better next year than this. 


If my relationship to the District continues next year two very 
important movements will be projected. First, the holding of a number 
of Prayer Meetings for the consideration of the benevolences, the polity 
and doctrines of our Church. These meetings will not be only for 
the consideration of these great matters, but free-will offerings for the 
benevolences will be received, and the actual work done of getting 
the lost saved and the believer into the fullness of the blessing of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. I expect to see some of the most intensely 
helpful prayer meeting services, as well as a great increase in the 
spiritual life and power of the regular services of the Church. I believe 
the plan holds in its embrace the most marked advance in all depart- 
ments of church work that has ever been the experience of the District. 
I expect to spend one Thursday night with each charge on the District 
during the year. 


Second—About the middle of October we expect to hold a four 
days’ meeting of the preachers of the District at which Dr. Henderson 
or Dr. Baskerville will lead in a forward movement. The plan is to 
give the mornings to the consideration of the plans and methods of 
successful revival work; the afternoons to a consideration of the doc- 
trines of our Church that are vital to successful revival work, and 
the night services to the actual work of using the lessons of the morning 
‘and afternoon meetings. Special services, at a number of points, will 
immediately follow this central meeting and be continued until the 
whole District will be engaged in a great forward movement.

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Reports of Committees 





REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, FREEDMAN’S AID 
AND SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Your Committee is happily embarrassed with the scope’ and 
meaning of this enlarged and centralized phase of our great connec- 
tional work. We accept the adjustment as a step in the direction 
of simplicity, increased efficiency, and relief to our churches. We 
do not believe the collections will suffer, but rather that the weaker 
and perhaps as needy causes will be strengthened. / 

Methodism was born in a college, and we contend that the pre-- 
eminence of a world-moving evangelism must preserve its intellectual 
ascendency. As, therefore, our great Church has wisely provided that 
mental preparation and discipline so necessary to the purposes of 
redemption, we speak directly of those agencies to which this report 
is limited. 

Sundiay Schools. 

We commend the introduction of methods that have graded our 
Bible Study, and the development of normal work for advanced 
students. We believe that the gospel can be so adapted to the child 
mind as to insensibly lead him, from the earliest years, to a voluntary 
acceptance and devotion to Jesus Christ. 

Freedmen’s Aid. 

We are justifiably proud of the history of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church toward the freedmen of our nation. We are glad that the 
collection for this cause has taken more systematic form. In the 
face of a propaganda that would discount the place and worth of a 
man with a black skin, as a civic factor, we declare with all possible 
force that our Methodism should answer these disclaimers with 
intensified fidelity to the purpose of the education and evangelization 
of our brother in black. By this process alone do we see a solution 
to the problems that so seriously confronts the future of our country. 
While national self-preservation may seem the lower motive, we hold 
that this issue is indissolubly joined to our duty of love and sacrifice 
in their behalf. 

Board of Education. 

We rejoice that our altars are still providing an undiminished 
supply of volunteers for the ranks of the ministry and the world’s 
missionary fields. While we realize gratefully the work of the Holy 
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Spirit in cailing the best of our youth to a dedication of their lives” 


for the ends of the Gospel ministry, we also are grateful that there 
is increasing provision for the education and equipment of all worthy 
applicants. We commend the “Christian Student.” We welcome the 
modification in the administration of the office that makes more 
responsible and certain of communication the beneficiaries of this 
fund. 


Our Theological Schools. 


We reaffirm our confidence in the work of our Theological 
Schools. We recommend that, as far as possible, the candidates for 
our pulpits should be college-bred, seminary-trained men, and that 
policy of our Conference administration should be to encourage that 
tempering and discipline which our theological schools afford, and 
which the importance of our territory requires. 


The University of Puget Sound. 


Another year of splendid services has placed “Our University” 
farther removed from a problematical place in the sisterhood of our 


Methodist universities. We feel that room for doubt no longer remains . 
» Tegarding the providential location and permanency of this promising 


Christian institution of higher education. We have assurance to call 
upon our denominational constituency for their unstinted support. 
The time has come to ask for larger gifts. An endowment of half 
a million dollars is needed. More of our sons and daughters are 


coming. The newly added buildings to the equipment on the campus, 


though a handsome addition, are still inadequate. So rapidly is this 
Strategic section of our church and state developing that one birth- 
right of heroism calls upon us to meet fully these emergencies. 

We are pleased to be able to present the following report of the 
Board of Trustees, concerning the past year’s work, together with 
the financial summary. 2

We ask for the renewal of subscription to the “Share Fund” on 
the part of all those whose five-year term of subscription expires this 
coming November. 


We again call attention to our “University League” as an organi- 
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zation worthy the enrollment of our young Methodist host. Our 
churches may thus provide a body of young people in training and 
anticipation for ultimate matriculation at “Our University’ which they 
have learned to love.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, UNIVERSITY OF 
PUGET SOUND. 


Dear Brethren: “Our University” has had the most successful 
year in its history, and faces the future with greater’ confidence than 
ever before. The conduct and good will of the students has been most 
excellent, and they labor in unison with the faculty and trustees to 
build up the institution. Their infectious enthusism has attracted 
the attention of other young people, and to them we largely owe the 
prospect of a greatly increased attendance for the coming year. The 
faculty has abounded in labors and won an enduring place in the 
hearts of the students and patrons. i 

Early in the spring Prof. Edward Johnson died, leaving the chair 
of history and economics vacant. He was a scholarly and gentlemanly 
teacher. This and other vacancies have been filled, and we believe 
we open school with a faculty that insures success for the future. 

Our president, Rev. J. BE. Williams, D. D., resigned after three 
years of hard and efficient work, in which he proved a great blessing 
to the school. Indeed, it is thought that his coming to the school 
was providential, and that few men could have successfully met the 
situation that then existed. Hundreds of young people esteem him 
as one of the greatest benefactors of their lives, and we hope that 
“his future years may at least be as.useful to the Church as these have 
peen, and that the richest blessings of God may be upon him. 

This last summer has been one of building with us, three new 


structures being now in course of erection. The exact cost cannot , 


be given until they are completed, but we know that we shall have a 
deficit of five to six thousand dollars when they are ready for occu- 
pancy. One of them will furnish dormitories for thirty-two men, 
another dormitories for thirty women and a dining hall for seventy- 
five or more. The third building will house one of the best equipped 
business schools on the coast, furnish chapel room for 600 to 700 
persons, and contain the pipe organ donated by the First Church 
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in Seattle. All the buildings are being painted a pure white, and 
the heating plant has been reconstructed at a cost of over five hundred 
dollars. The entire campus has been graded, at a cost of over one 
thousand dollars, and adds much to the appearance of the school. 
A block of lots has been purchased on the north side of the campus, 
on which the dormitories for men is being erected, and which ‘will 
give room to increase these dormitories to accommodate two hundred 
men or more. Important gifts have been made to the equipment of 
the University for scientific purposes, and additions of great value 
made to the library. These items will give you some idea of the 
visible results of the year’s work. 


I am sure you will be glad to note the fact that both our business 
and normal departments become real schools from this date, each 
with its own head and complete equipment. The normal school 
will receive the special attention of Prof. L.. L. Benbow, recently 
elected vice-president of the University, and in charge for this next 
year, and it is ready to prepare candidates for the profession as 
completely as they are prepared in our state normal schools. Gradu- 
ates of our normal course will hereafter receive state certificates and 
life diplomas from the state board of education virtually on the same 
terms as graduates of our state normal schools and our State Univer- 
sity. There is no longer a reason why our people should send their 
children elsewhere to prepare for teaching. We can do for them 
all that any other school can do, with the addition of the moral 
and religious influences for which our school is noted. 


The business school will have handsome rooms, unequaled in the 
Northwest, beautifully furnished and lighted, in which to conduct its 
work, which will be in the hands of experienced and competent 
teachers. The charges will be the same as those in other commercial 
schools. These schools will more than pay their own expenses. 

During the year about a quarter of a mile of street paving has 
been laid around our property. It will cost us several thousand dollars, 
but it adds greatly to the value of our property, and we have ten years 
in which to pay it. A financial statement is attached which will 
show our total indebtedness, except something which may yet be 
added by the erection of the new buildings. When the Conference 
collections are in we will have enough to pay all current bills of the 
school, without touching the income for next year. 

It would be ungracious and unappreciative to close this report 
without commending the earnest and unstinted labors of our Cor- 
responding Secretary, the Rev. Edward H. Todd, D. D. He has be- 
come one of the most familiar figures in our churches throughout 
the state, and is welcomed everywhere, both for his cause and for 
himself. His work has added thousands of dollars to our income, 
but we still have work for him in raising the balance due for building, 
real estate and street paving, and therefore we unanimously request 
his reappointment to his present position as Corresponding Secretary 
of our University. | 

A list to fill vacancies on our board of trustees will be handed 
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to the Committee on Education. We ask that twenty-five cents per 
member be again apportioned to our churches, and an earnest effort 
made to collect it. ' 

In closing, I commend to you our Vice President, Mr. L. L. Ben- 
bow, a graduate of Northwestern University, and a man who has spent 
his life in the educational work of this state. The greatest educators 
of our state tell us he is the equal of any of them, and it is with 
the greatest confidence we present him to the Church and the general 
public. Give him a hearing in your churches, and remember him and 
all the laborers in “Our University’ before the throne of grace.

REPORT OF THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY OF THE UNIVERSITY

What 
is true of our Conference is true largely of every Conference in our 
Church. 

We believe that as our people come to understand, they will 
consecrate themselves and their means to these great and worthy 
causes. It devolves upon us as pastors to inform our people by every 
possible means regarding these claims and to present them intelli- 
gently, faithfully and prayerfully.

SPECIAL CHARITIES. 


Washington Children’s Home Society. 


This is a Society operating in harmony with the State law for the 
protection and care of homeless, abused, dependent and orphaned 
children. Its special business is to find them Christian homes, into 
which they can enter as sons and daughters. It is practically the only 
Society covering the State. 

The Society is one of thirty recognized Societies constituting the 
“National Children’s Home Society.” The work is not in any sense 
sectarian, but a general Christian charity appealing to and recognized 
by all Protestant denominations. 

The methods employed have the endorsement of the charity 
workers of national and international reputation as the best methods 
of caring for such helpless little ones. 

During the year ending June 1, 1907, the Society cared for 296 
children; permanently placed in good homes 232, and has 172 in tem- 
porary care, a total of 468. 

During the years of its organization, it has placed about 1,000 
children, most of whom are still visited under their sytsem of super- 
vision. 


. 1. 
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_We believe that the Society needs our help and the help and con- 
fidence of all Christians. We must be eyes to see the need and ears 
to hear the cry of the helpless and report to the Society; it will be 
hands for us to relieve the need. 

Resolved, therefore, that we approve heartily of this plan of unit- 


_ ing all denominations in this great charity which is doing so much for 


the helpless children of our State. 

This Society has raised and paid out about $15,000 for the care 
of these iittle ones during the year—a small sum if it saves these 
helpless ones to God and good citizenship. During the year it has also 
raised about $20,000 for a permanent receiving home to be owned and 
controlled by the Society, in the piace of the present leased building. 

We recommend, therefore, the appointment of Rev. L. J. Coving- 
ton as Superintendent, he having been elected to that position by the 
trustees of that Society, and we bespeak the co-operation of all our 
people in this blessed work. 


DEACONESS’ BOARD. 


The Seattle Deaconess’ Home and Training School, with the Se- 
attle General Hospital, under the management of the Deaconess’ 
Home Association of Seattle, are institutions of genuine helpfulness 
and great future promise, both of which richly deserve our sympathy 
and more liberal support. 

The property interests of the Deaconess’ Home and Training 
School consists at present of its equipment only. With a committee 
in the field looking up what is hoped may become a site for its per- 
manent location, the outlook for which is quite promising. 

Three deaconesses are employed in the Seattle Deaconess’ Home 
‘and Training School, and one deaconess as a field worker within the 
limits of the city of Seattle. 

The proper authorities having passed upon the character and ap- 
proved the work of Hlizabeth N. Jones, May J. Hepburn and Jane 
Chaffee as deaconesses, we suggest the endorsement of said action. 

Bertha V. Holcomb was by action of your Conference Deaconess’ 
Board duly licensed a deaconess. 

The amount received the past year in support of the Deaconess’ 
Home and Training School was $2,255.55, and that expended in its 
maintenance was $158.28 in excess of its income, the amount of its 


_ annual expense being $2,413.83.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


We, your Committee on Epworth League, report as follows: 

We recognize in young people the great opportunity of the 
Church. The Epworth League offers a unique and unsurpassed agency 
for winning, saving and training young people, and should receive the 
care of pastors in bringing it to its highest spiritual efficiency and in 
advancing its membership among young people and training them 
to its leadership. 

Gratifying progress has been made in the work during the past 
year. One thousand new chapters have been formed, and these have 
added many thousands to the membership. Bible Study Classes have 
increased over 50 per cent. Great activity has been shown in per- 

sonal evangelism and other forms of Church work. 

We recommend the formation of a Conference Board of Epworth 
League and the organization of Bible Study courses in every chapter; 
the distribution of literature on Christian stewardship and aggresisve 
evangelism, especially mentioning that splendid text-book, “Letters 
on Evangelism,” by President Edwin H. Hughes of De Pauw Uni- 
versity. ' 

We also recommend more efficient organization in Junior League 
work and the adoption of the revised and improved course of study 
now in use in eleven denominations besides our own; also corre- 
spondence courses by which skilled Junior workers may be developed 
upon every charge. There has been an increase of over 2,000 mem- 
bers of the Junior League during the year. 

We commend the new development of Epworth League Institutes 
and their remarkable results in discovering unreailzed and immeasur- 
able reosurces among our young people, and recommend that such an 
institute be held in this section. 

International Convention 1909. 


We approve and support the action and efforts of the Methoidst 
Ministers’ Association and the City Epworth League Union of Seattle 
to secure the International Epworth League Convention for 1909. We 
shall do all we can to secure the Convention and work to make it a 
great success and blessing.

We most heartily approve the methods of administration adopted 
' by the central office. We believe that from a business standpoint they 
are pre-eminently sound, and from the standpoint of spiritual effi-

CITY EVANGELIZATION. 


We, your Committee on City Evangelization, desire to speak with 
approval of the organization known as City Evangelization Union, which 
is doing a splendid work among the unreached classes and neglected 
portions of many of our large cities. 

In an especial manner do we desire to commend the work done 
through this organization within this Conference in the cities of Seattle 
and Tacoma. 

During the period of less than five years that this society has been 
organized in Seattle it has assisted in the establishing of our work in 
sixteen churches and has been the direct means of the organization of 
six new churches. Thus a splendid work has been the result. 

This organization has ben in operation in the city of Tacome, some 
three years, and in this short time several mission churches hava been 
helped, and three new missions formed and one new church estallished. 

In both Seattle and Tacoma this society has maintained a city 
Missionary whose entire time has been given to the extension of our 
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Lord’s kingdom in neglected and isolated portions of these cities. We 
therefore commend this work to our Missionary Board and money 
therein expended will be wisely invested.

Report of the Committee on the erection of monuments commem- 
orative of the work of pioneer Methodists within the bounds of the -

Dear Brethren: After carefully considering the number of places 
deserving memorials and the cost of erecting the same, your committee 
recommends: ‘ 

First. That a monument be erected at Steilacoom on the site of 
the first Protestant church in the state. 

Second. That some suitable mark be placed upon the site of the 
old Nisqually mission. 

Third. That negotiations be entered into with the proper repre- 
sentatives of the United States government for the purpose of obtaining 
the privilege of suitably marking the spot within the military reserva- 
tion at Vancouver, where the first Protestant sermon preached in North 
America, west of the Cascade mountains, was delivered by Jason Lee 
in 1834. 

Fourth. That this Conference accept the proposition of the Wash- 
ington State Historical Society to secure sites, wherever practicable, 
for such monuments as we may now, or hereafter, plan to erect, and 
to keep and maintain the same perpetually. 

Fifth. That a committee be appointed to co-operate with the 
officers of said society in all matters of common interest, and with 
authority to raise money sufficient to pay the cost of the erection 
of the monuments herein named, or such of them as this Conference 
may be pleased to order erected, and to perform such other acts as 
may be necessary to the speedy erection and appropriate unveiling

ALASKA-YUKON-PACIFIC COMMISSION.

(c) One minister and one-layman from the Methodist Church 
in British Columbia. 

(d) The Superintendent of the Alaska Mission. 

(e) The resident Rishop to be honorary chairman. 

Second. That should the Commission decide to erect a building 
on the grounds of the University of Washington, that said building 
shall be planned with a view of presenting the same to the Young 
Men’s. Christian Association of said institution. 

Third. That said Commission shall have power to appoint an Ex- 
ecutive Commissioner to have charge of the work, and should said 
person selected be a member of this Conference, the Bishop is hereby 
authorized and requested to appoint such person to that duty. 

Fourth. That the scope of our exhibit shall be a presentation of 
the general work of Methodism in its missionary, philanthropic and 
educational institutions with special reference to the Pacific North- 
west, British Columbia, Alaska-Yukon, with representatives from China 
and Japan.

Whereas, the birthday of a Christian nation of more than ninety 
millions deserves a worthy and appropriate celebration, which appeals 
to the honor and patriotism of all lovers of peace, sobriety and good 
order. ' 
Therefore, be it resolved, that we will make special effort to have 
our congregations and Sunday Schools observe the Fourth day of July 
of each year as a day consecrated to the promotion of the temperance 
reform. That we will especially seek to interest our children and 
young people in this movement, that with songs, music, addresses 
and various services in our churches, public halls or groves, we will 
strive to promote the proper and Christian celebration of the birthday 
of the nation in the cultivation of a sound temperance revival. And, 
finally, that we invite the co-operation of all religious bodies, temper- 
ance societies, young people’s societies of whatever name, Sunday 
Schools, pastors, patriots and philanthropists in this effort to save 
our nation from the curse of strong drink and the domination of the 
lawless saloon. 


Tobacco. 


Resolved, that we are greatly encouraged by the splendid victory 
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won in the last session of our legislature by the moral forces in our 


state against the deadly cigarette in the passage of the anti-cigarette . 


bill. . 

Therefore, be it resolved that we call upon our people and all 
who are interested in the preservation of the majesty of the law 
to lend their earnest support to the enforcement of this law. 


Temperance. 


Resolved, that. we have great cause for thanksgiving for the 
great progress of the temperance work in the United States as 
indicated by the many victories coming from all parts of the Union, 
among the most notable being that of our sister state of Georgia, that 
now stands in line for state prohibition with Maine, Dakota and Kansas; 
also that half of the territory of the United States is within local 
option or prohibition territory. 

Be it further resolved, that we note with great satisfaction and 
increasing admiration the unity of action among the temperance forces 
‘ef our country to accomplish the one end: the overthrow of the 
liquor traffic. 

Be it-further resolved, that we note with pleasure the work of 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Good Templars and 
all kindred organizations, and in particular the great success that has 
attended the movement of the federated churches under the name 
of the Anti-Saloon League, and that the remarkable success of this 
agency of the past in dealing with the liquor traffic calls for a renewed 
expression of confidence. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we heartily endorse the Anti-Saloon 
League as the agent of the federated Church in the great warfare 
against the saloon, pledging our earnest co-operation and support. 

The Committee recommends the appointment of J. E. Williams 
and C. B. Sears as members of the Board of Trustees of the Anti- 
Saloon League of Washington.

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BY-LAWS OF THE 


Preachers’ Aid Society 
OF THE PUGET SOUND CONFERENCE 
OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 





ARTICLE 1I.—Name and Location. 


Section 1. This Corporation shall be known as the Preachers’ Aid 
Society of the Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 


- eopal Church. 


Sec. 2. The home office and principal place of business of this 
Corporation shall be at Seattle, Washington. 


ARTICLE !1.—Membership. 


Section 1. The membership of this Corporation shall be divided 
into two classes, the non-beneficiary class and the beneficiary class. 


Sec. 2, The non-beneficiary class shall consist of those who be- 
come members of this Corporation solely for the purpose of promoting 
the declared objects thereof, having no claim on the benefits provided 
thereby. They shall be entitled to participate in the business meetings 
of the Society. Any person whose application is endorsed by a member 
of the Puget Sound Conference is eligible to membership in this class. 


Sec. 3. The beneficiary class shall consist of those members who 
under the provisions of these By-Laws may receive benefits from this 
Corporation. Only effective members of the Puget Sound Annual Con- 
ference under fifty years of age shall be eligible to admission into 
this class. 


Subsequent to the annual business meeting of the Society in the 
year 1910, only’ effective members of the said Conference, who have 
not been in full connection more than eight years, shall be eligible 
to membership in this class. Provided: that effective members of said 


\ 
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Conference under forty years of age who have been received from 


other disnominations, or by transfer from other Conferences of Metho- 
‘dism; shall be eligible to membership in this class. 


Sec. 4. Membership in either of the above classes may be ac- 
quired in the manner following: 


(a) Application for admission shall be made in writing to the 
Secretary of this Corporation. 


(b) An admission fee of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars shall be 
paid into the treasury of this Corporation in cash or by promissory 
note. If by note, then such note or unpaid part thereof shall bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, payable annually in ad- 
vance until the whole is paid. 


A certificate of membership cannot he issued to any applicant 
until such amount of cash as he proposes to pay on account of his 
admission fee, with his note for any unpaid portion thereof and a cash 
payment equaling the entire amount of interest which such note would 
yield from the date thereof to the time of the next ensuing annual 
meeting of the Society, have been deposited with the Secretary. Pro- 
vided that less than One Dollar will not be accepted as interest on any 
such note given in settlement of entire fee. 


(c) If said application be within the rules herein given governing 
admission into this Corporation, a certificate of membership signed 
by the President and Secretary of this Corporation shall be issued to 
the applicant. If the application be rejected, then any fee given there- 
with shall be returned to the applicant or his legal representative. 


Sec. 5. No beneficiary member ghall forfeit his membership in 
this Society by reason of transfer from the Puget Sound Conference, 
provided he retain membership in some Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Should he withdraw or be expelled from such membership he will 
by reason of such withdrawal or expulsion cease to be a beneficiary 
member of this Society. Should he then desire admission to the non- 
beneficiary class, he will, before the next annual meeting of the Society 
thereafter, forward written request together with his certificate of 
membership to the Secretary, who shall present the request to said 
meeting: If the Society approves he may .be admitted to the non- 
beneficiary class. If the Society does not approve, or if no request has 


been received within the given time his name shall be stricken from 
the roll of membership. 


For forfeiture by reason of non-payment, see Article VII., Section 3.

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ARTICLE 11!.—Officers and Their Duties. 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall consist cf nine persons 
elected as hereinafter provided, from whom the officers of the Cor- 
poration, consisting of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer shall be elected by ballot annually at the annual meeting of 


the Corporation. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees shall be divided into three classes 
vf three members each. At the election in 1903 class first shall be 
elected to serve one year; class second to serve two years, and class 
third to serve three years. Thereafter the Trustees in each class shall 
be elected to serve three years and until their successors are elected. 


Sec. 3. Vacancies in the Board of Trustees or corps of officers 
may be filled by appointment of that Board, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall hold office until the next meeting of the Corporation and 
until his successor is elected. 


Sec. 4. The President shali preside at all meetings of the Corpo- 
ration and Trustees, and shall have the casting vote. He shall sign, 
as President, all certificates of membership, all contracts and other 
instruments in writing, which have first been approved by the Board 
of Trustees or by the Corporation, and shall perform such other duties 
as pertain to his office. 


Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to preside at: 
all meetings in the absence of the President, and to perform all duties 
of that office at said meeting. ; 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to receive and receipt 
for all moneys paid in on account of admission fees or dues or on 
any other account for the benefit of the Corporation. He shall pass 
the game to the Treasurer taking his receipt, therefor; to keep the 
records of the meetings of the Board of Trustees and of the corpora: 
tion. He shall keep the records and blank certificates of memberships. 
and shall have authority to fill out and issue such certificates to per- 
sons who have met the requirements of admission to membership 
as set forth in Article If. of these By-Laws; provided, that the President 
of this Corporation shall have signed the said certificates. He shall 
sign as Secretary, all contracts and other instruments in writing 
issued by order or in behalf of this Corporation. He shall keep the 
seal of the Corporation and shall affix the same to all papers requiring 
such seal. The books and papers in the possession of the Secretary 
shall at all times during business hours be open to inspection of the 
Board of Trustees, and to any of the members at all proper times. He 
shall submit a full report of his doings to each annual meeting oi 
the Corporation. At any meeting of the Board of Trustees he shall 
make such statement as the Board may require. He shall furnish 
a bond for the faithful discharge of his duties in such sum and with 
such security as the Board of Trustees may approve. 


. 
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Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall execute to the Corporation a bond 
in such sum and with such security as shall be approved by the Board 
of frustees in qualifying for his office. He shall receive from the 
Secretary all moneys of the Corporation, receipting therefor, and shall: 
pay out moneys on warrants, authorized by the Board of Trustees and 
signed by the President and Secretary of the Corporation. 


Sec. 8. The Trustees shall have power to acquire, hold, manage 
and maintain real and personal property for the use and benefit of this 
Corporation, and shall have the general management and regulation 
of its affairs. They shall have power to carry on all kinds of business 
within the objects and purposes of this Corporation as set forth in its 
agreement to incorporate; provided, that in the matters following 
they shall have no power to act until after they have been instructed 
so to do by majority vote of a meeting of the Corporation. 


(a) Selling, mortgaging or otherwise incumbering with debt or 
disposing of any real estate belonging to this Corporation. 


(b) Entering into a contract to purchase or otherwise acquire any 
real estate involving a mortgage indebtedness. 


(c) Contracting debts of any nature on account of this Corporation 
when such debt would swell the aggregate of the Corporation’s un- 
approved liabilities to more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars. 


(d) Appointing salaried agents, or fixing compensation for agents 
vho have been appointed. 


See. 9. No officer or Trustee of this Corporation shall be entitled 
to receive a salary nor any compensation for services rendered this 
Corporation nor reimbursement for expenses incurred in attending its 
meetings. 


ARTICLE IV.—Committees. 


Section 1. At each annual meeting of the Corporation an Auditing 
Committee consisting of three members shall be elected to serve one 
year. No person who holds an office in the Corporation shall be 
eligible to election on said committee. All matters of account shall 
be referred to and passed upon by the Auditing Committee before final 
action thereon is taken by the Corporation. 


Sec. 2. At each annual meeting of the Corporation a Distributing 
Committee shall be appointed to serve one year. All beneficiary 
claims shall be referred to this committee, which shall make report 
concerning all such claims and recommendations as to dispcesition e+ 
same to the annual meeting for final action. 
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ARTICLE V.—Patrons. 





Section 1. The payment of Five Hundred ($500.00) polars or 
more into the treasury of this Corporation by any one person shall 
constitute the donor a patron-member of this Corporation for “ife, and 
said person shall be an honorary member of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VI.—Meetings. 


Section 1. The regular annual meeting of this Corporation shall 
pe on Friday afternoon of each session of the Puget Sound Annual 
Conference in the place named in the call. At this meeting all dis- 
tributions of funds shall be made. 


Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Corporation may be called at 
any time by the Board of Trustees, or by the President at the request 
of ten members. Written notice of the time, place and object or 
objects shall be delivered personally, or mailed to the postoffice ad- 
dress of each member of this Corporation at least ten days pefore any 
special meeting. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Trustees shall meet regularly for the 
transaction of business on the second Tuesday of May of each year, 
and may hold special meetings at the call of the President when neces- 
sary. 


Sec. 4. One-fifth of the members of this Society residing within 
the bounds of the Puget Sound Conference shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business at a meeting of this Corporation. Five 
members of the Board of Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the 
meeting of that body. 


ARTICLE VII.—Fees and Dues. 


Section 1. Every person admitted to membership in this Corpora- 
tion shall pay into the treasury an admission fee of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, as provided in Section 4 of Article II. of these By- 
Laws. The said One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars shall be passed imme- 
diately into the permanent fund of this Corporation. 


Sec, 2. In case the One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or any part 
thereof has not been paid when any member or members of his family 
become beneficiary, one-fourth of the benefits to which said person 
would otherwise be entitled shall be withheld and paid into the per- 
manent fund each year until the said sum of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars is fully made up. 


(Sec. 3. In case all the beneficiaries of any claim are dead, or the 
claim otherwise becomes void, the claim shall be sustained as a live 
claim until the admission fee of One Hundredd ($100.00) Dollars has 
been fully paid into the permanent fund.) 


Sec. 4. The interest upon the unpaid part of said sum shall be 
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paid annually in advance at the annual meeting of the members, and 
any one failing to meet such payment by the first day of (May) next fol- 
lowing shall forfeit all his rights of membership in said Corporation, 
UNLESS REINSTATED BY THE NEXT ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE MEMBERS, until such interest is paid in full. If any member 
fails during a period of three years to pay the interest due from him 
his name shall be stricken from the roll of membership. 


Sec. 5. Each effective beneficiary member of this Corporation 
shall also pay into the treasury on or before the date of each annual 
meeting the sum of Fifty (50) Cents to apply on the incidental ex- 
penses of the Corporation. Upon completing the payment of his One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars admission fee, a member becomes exempt 
from the payment of dues. 


ARTICLE VIII.—Funds. 
Section 1. This Corporation shall have three distincts funds— 
(a) The permanent fund. 
(b) The distributive fund. 
(c) The contingent fund. 


Sec. 2. The permanent fund shall consist of all sums which are 
paid into. this Corporation by any person acquiring the distinction 
of a patron or life member, or otherwise donated to this fund, and the 
moneys paid in by members on account of the One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars designated as admission fees. It shall not be available for 
current expenses or distribution under any circumstances, but shall 
be held intact and invested or loaned on real estate security under the 
direction of the Board of Trustees. 


Sec. 3. The distributive fund shall consist of the annual interest 
paid by members on the unpaid part of the admission fee, and the 
net proceeds of the permanent fund and any other moneys acquired 
for such purpose. It shall be divided into two portions— 


(a) The annuity portion, which shall equal three-fourths of the 
distributive fund. 


(b) The necessitous portion, which shall equal the remaining one- 
fourth of the distributive fund. 


The entire amount of the distributive fund shall be subject to dis- 
tribution to beneficiaries of this Corporation as provided in Article IV. 
of these By-Laws, and no part of said fund shall at any time be used 
for any other purpose. 


Sec. 4. The contingent funu shall consist of the annual dues paid 
by the members as provided in Section 5 of Article VII. of these By- 
Laws, and any other moneys which from time to time may be con- 
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tributed to that specific fund and shall be used to pay the incidental 
expenses of this Corporation. 

At any annual meeting of the Corporation after all claims against 
this fund have been paid, any amount in excess of Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
still remaining in said fund shall be passed to the distributive fund. 


ARTICLE 1!X.—Benefits. 


Section 1. A benefiicary member shall be entitled to benefits when. 
he takes superannuated relation to his conference, provided he has 
been a member of this Society for three years or more, and has paid 
the adimssion fee in cash at the time of admission or the full amount 
of interest thereon during such time as it shall have been unpaid. 

Sec, 2. In the event of the death of any. beneficiary member, his 
wife, or if she be dead, his dependent children under sixteen years of 
age counting as one beneficiary, shall be entitled to benefits at the 
next annual meeting of the Corporation. 

Sec. 3. On the marriage of a widow of a beneficiary member of 
this Corporation she shall cease to receive benefits and cannot there- 
after be restored to the beneficiary list, and only children of the de- 
ceased beneficiary member whose parents are both dead shall in such 
case be entitled to benefits. 

Sec. 4. No beneficiary shall be entitled to receive more than 
Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars from both portions of the 
distributive fund for any one year. 

Sec. 5. The annuity portion of the distributive fund (see Article 
VIII., Section 3) shall be divided equally among all beneficiaries sub- 
ject to the restriction of Section 4 of this Article; provided, that when- 
ever the number of beneficiaries does not exceed eight and the amount 
in said portion of the fund is less than One Thousands ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars, no beneficiary shall receive more than One Hundred ($100.00) | 
Dollars of the annuity portion, nor shall any beneficiary receive more 
than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars from the necessitous portion during 
any one year unless the Society at its annual meeting orders other- 
wise. This section shall not be construed as a basis of claim for the 
sums named therein, if the award) at any annual meeting be less. The 
action of said meeting shall be final. 

Sec. 6. The necessitous portion of the distributive fund (see Ar- 
ticle VIIL, Section 3) shall be divided among all beneficiaries according 
to their several necessities subject to the restriction of Sections 4 
and 5 of this article. 


ARTICLE X.—Amendments. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular annual meeting of 
the Corporation, provided that the proposed amendment shall have 
first been published and mailed to the postoffice address of each mem- 
ber of the Corporation at least ten days previous to such meeting.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
LAY ASSOCIATION. 





Brethren of the Laymen’s Association :— 


It is with pleasure and regret that I come before you at this time; 
pleasure in the splendid work of our Conference during the past year 
and its rapid growth and victories all along the line; regret that the 
Laymen’s Association as an organization has had so little part in 
this growth and these victories. I recognize, however, that the 
individuals of the organization have been great factors in the success 
of our Conference work. My hope and desire for the organization is 
that you may select for your president a capable man who will make 
this his special church work, and who, with the aid of the Executive 
Committee, will make this organization the force and power in this 
Conference which it ought to be and which it may be if given the 
thought and attention which the work deserves. With the great op- 
portunities for results in the Conference I think there can be no 
greater service rendered in any department of church work within 
the Conference than may be rendered along the lines of organization 
and encouragement of the specific lines open to this Association, and 
I wish to suggest what I believe this organization can do. 

First, and one of the most important, the payment of pastors’ 
salaries in full, and the increase, where necessary, to a fair living 


\ 


support. If you will glance over the statistical report and notice what 


very small salaries are paid men in the Conference for their year’s 
work, it will probably make you feel, as it has me, that it is a dis- 
grace to the members of the church to ask men to devote themselves 
to this work for less than a living support, especially men who have 
given years of preparation for their life work, and who; with the same 
amount of preparation in almost any other line, would be able to 
secure an income which would give them all the necessities and many 
of the luxuries of life. I think this organization ought to do its utmost 
to relieve this situation. This can be done through the encouragement 
among the laymen by correspondence and by systematic educational 
effort to increase knowledge.along the line of Christian beneficence 
and tithing and by the members of the Association becoming in a 
measure responsible for the raising of the amount among the mem- 
bers of the church. 

Second, by conferring with the pastor on the stated church bene- 
volences and becoming interested by gaining a knowledge of the great 
benevolences of the church and then assuming the responsibility of 
aiding the pastor in securing the benevolences in full, increasing the 
amount asked for, wherever practicable, especially aiding as far as 
possible in securing a liberal allowance for Conference claimants. 
With the great prosperity of our Conference along business lines we 
cannot afford, if for no higher reason, permitting our worn-out preach- 
ers or their widows being in want in the midst of our plenty. 

Third, we ought to free all church property from indebtedness. 
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This can be done and will be done if our representative laymen will 
urge upon the pastors the necessity of a strenuous effort along this 
line and will lend all aid possible to this end. What a splendid thing 
it will be for our Conference to be entirely out of debt. As soon as 
this is accomplished we may then build parsonages where there are 
none and improve properties by painting and other decorations and’ 
fixing up the grounds about the churehes, giving the air of prosperity 
which is so needed in many quarters. 

Fourth, through an intelligent, united effort, we may develop a. 
series of evangelistic meetings which shall take in all parts of the 
Conference and result in the conversion of a very large number of 
people, with accessions to the church of active workers, which will 
not only increase our numbers very greatly, but should increase the 
efficiency of our working force. 

In addition to these departments of our regular church work we 
can, by becoming more widely acquainted with the broader lines of 
Christian service in our Conference, secure generous support for our 
University and a larger attendance of students, if we will but become 
acquainted with the University and the work which it is now doing 
and speak a word in season to those of our young friends who are 
going away to school. You will hear more about our University dur- 
ing the day, so I will not attempt to enlarge on its work. 

We have another line of church work which should be of interest 
to every member in the Conference. It is the Deaconesses’ Training 
School, under the auspices of the Deaconesses’ Home Association of 
Seattle. You will also hear about this during the day. 

We have, too, one of the largest of the Methodist hospitals of 
our country, which should be known by all active laymen of our Con- 
ference. The hospital is being run very successfully, and while its 
capacity is only one hundred and ten patients, we have had as many 
as one hundred and twenty-nine patients at one time during this past 
summer. Much good can be done through your sympathetic help for 
the sick poor. You will hear from Brother Efaw about the work 
which the hospital is doing. 

I have outlined in the few brief words here enough work to 
keep all the members of this Laymen’s Association busy during the 
coming year, which, if properly organized and prosecuted, will bring 
great good to many persons and will increase the efficiency of our 
Conference work many fold, and last, but not least, bring great blessing 
to those who participate in the work. 

The plan of organization which I would suggest is to have a chair- 
man for each committee of the four lines of special work, who will 
make that line his special work, giving him authority to secure a com- 
mittee of representative men from different portions of the Confer- 
ence to aid in pushing his special department. This plan may be 
followed under the plan of our present organization, making each of 
the vice presidents a chairman of a committee and holding him re- 
sponsible for his own department of work. By thoughtful, intelligent 
effort we can assist very materially in raising the standard of effi- 
ciency in the work of our Conference and aid our pastors in doing 
a much larger work than they are already doing.

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RULES OF ORDER 


I—The Conference shall open its session at 8:30 A. M. and ad- 
journ at 12:00 M. The first thirty minutes shall be devotional 
services, 

Il.---The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preach- 
ers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 

III.—All motions shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
nr any member request it; and no report from committees shall be 
received until duplicate copies are placed in the hands of the Secre- 
tary. 
IV.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
questions unless, fer special reasons, the Conference excuses him; 
but no member who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the Conference. 

V--The vote on any question before the Conference shall be 
taken by roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 

VI.—No person shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, nor more than fifteen minutes at any time, without permission 
of the Conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till every- 
one desiring to speak shall have done so, 

VII.—No member shall object to the passage of a brother’s char- 
acter On questions implicating his moral standing or administration, 
without giving hin previous written notice of his intention, and the 
ground. of it, unless by the consent of the Conference, . 

VIiJ.—On the morning of the first day of the session, each 
preacher who has been in charge shall submit his statistical and 
financial reports. 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the Conference, 


IX.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and 


when approved and printed, the Minutes shall be the official record 
of the Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and all 
other Conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no person 
to take a copy of any papers, except with consent of the Conference, 
and bring or send them to the place of the Conference session, 

X.—The Secretary, Statistical Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
nominate their assistants; and the officers and managers of the differ- 
ent Conference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill any 
vacancies which may occur during the year, 

XI.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an 
apportionment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, 
giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the districts 
and charges. 

XII.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution 
of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where 
the pro rata shares have not been paid to the pastor, District Super- 
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intendent, Bishop and Conference Claimants. 

The Secretary is authorized to collect all arrearages from such 
delinquents and forward to the Treasurer, making such report of 
same as may pe necessary. Failure to comply with this requirement 
shall be sufficient cause for careful inquiry by the Committee on 
Conference Relation, 

XIIIl—The Committee on Conference Relation shall inquire as to 
the age, physical condition, personal habits, financial obligation, fam- 
ily and Christian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, 
and report upon the acceptability of each when his name is called for 
admission. 

It shall also report upon all candidates for admission into full 
membership, applicants for change of relation and supernumerary 
preachers who desire to remain in that relation. 

To Be Added to the Rules Governing Conference Examinations. 

I—No person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five 
years of age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 

IIl.—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to 
the Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a 
course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, 
or of the preparatory department of the University of Puget Sound. 

IIl—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement of 
Conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


Standing Resolutions. 


1—The District Superintendents shall constitute the committee 
for making the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the 
Bishop presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, 
and cause the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
at least one month before the Conference convenes. 

Il.—The Secretary shall be the official editors and publishers of 
the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized to make provision, 
by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this expense and all other 
secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 

Il].—Upon receiving from the Official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this Con- 
ference for these causes, the District Superintendents shall appor- 
tion the same among the districts upon the following basis: (1) 
Total membership (2) unincumbered Church but not parsonage 
property, (3) total ministerial support including house rent, but not 
missionary appropriations, (4) total official benevolences, which were 
reported for the previous year. ‘ 

Each District Superintendent may call to his assistance a com- 
mittee of laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make 
the apportionments on above bases to the charges of that district; 
and this shall be reported to the meetings of the District Stewards, 
who shall have the power of a Board of Equalization, provided that 
they shall not reduce the original total apportionment to the district. 

The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Cla*mants’ 
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Funds shall be included in these reports, and the bases decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall’ apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 

IV:—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

The Puget Sound Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church met in Epworth Church, Tacoma, Washington, Sep. 16, 1908, 
at 9a. m., with Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, D.D., LL.D., in the chair.

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District Superintendents’ Reports 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Bishop Hughes and Brethren: 


My sixth report of Bellingham District might well have for a 
caption, “Six Beautiful Years.” I have spent seventeen years of my 
life in the Puget Sound Conference, twelve of which have been given 
to District work. The last six years have been years of enjoyable 
work, not excelled by any period preceeding them. 


The change in boundary lines of the District, as well as my 
general practice of giving but little, if any, space to statistics, keeps 
me from any comparative figures. The growth of the District has 
been well-nigh marvellous, and if I should tell but a fraction of the 
sacrifice of preachers and laymen, you would know the why of the 
growth. I need not tell of the loyalty and faithfulness of clergy and 
laity of the District, for every department of church work tells of 
that. If you will notice the tone and the spirit of the preachers 
when they make their reports, as well as the statistics of the re- 
ports, you will know why I have no need to mention the details of 
the work. I do not want to underestimate statistics, for they are 
important. But, after all, statistics do not always tell the real work 
that has been done. And some most faithful and hardest of toilers 
are not able to make a very great statistical report. 


I have sought to attain unto three things during these six years. 

First:—A complete organization of the District in every depart- 
ment of church work. Instead of having it said, when a man is 
prompt and. successful in business, ‘““He does business like a bank,” 
it seems to me that the Church of Jesus Christ ought to conduct all 
its business affairs so that the highest commendation that could be 
paid to a man’s business promptness, honesty and integrity would 
be to say, “He does business like a Church.” To that end I have 
sought a most complete organization for all the business of the 
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Church. While I enjoy a chicken dinner, I consider “the ch‘cken 
dinner plan” a poor method of finance for a church. I also enjoy 
ice eream and strawberries, but to conduct the business affairs of 
a church on “the ice cream and strawberry plan’ is unbecoming the 
-Church. Without almost an exception the salaries of the District 
have been paid by straightforward giving, and we have eaten our 
chicken dinners, ice cream and strawberries because we enjoyed 
the social surroundings of such functions, and not because we wanted 
to raise so much money for the preacher’s salary. We have aimed 
to have the salary placed as high as business sagacity and sensible 
faith would warrant a reasonable expectation of paying. Then ner- 
sistently pressing the duty.of paying every dollar promised; thus 
pressing upon the Church the wrong ‘n not paying what it promisea, 
and demonstrating to business men in the community that Christian 
business principles are as sacred to the Church as prayer and testi- . 
mony. As the prompt payment of the incidental expenses of the 
Church is just as sacred as the prompt payment of the salary, 
the same methods of business have been urged for every part of 
Church finance. 


Second:—The maintaining of the old and peculiar services of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, modified only to meet the changed con- 
ditions of the age. The Love Feast has been made to add materially 
to all the services of the Church. The Communion services have 
rarely been closed without an invitation being given to those who 
would give up sin and accept Jesus Christ as their personal Savor 
to come forward. bow at the altar and thus give public profession 
and confession of their faith. During the six years many responded 
to this invitation who are now most faithful and efficient members ot 
the Church. 


Third:—The development of genuine Wesleyan revival svirit and 
methods. Not a religious spasm—a few weeks’ “spurt” with a pro- 
fessional tramp evangelist, who often has less than five years ex- 
perience as a Christian and none as a pastor, and whose sermon stock 
consists of stereotyped cry-stories, bowerv witticisms and slangy abuse 
of steady, faithful Church members. This language does not apply 
to the evangelists who have been Christians for years, whose methods 
are sensible and successful, and whose lives are pure. But, after all, 
_the writer believes that the pastor, with what help he can get from 
fellow-pastors and a thoroughly organized Church, can do the best 
work. And even then, it will not be done by holding a few weeks of 
special meetings and then spiritually hibernating until the next “big 
meeting.” Permanent results will come only by making whatever special 
meetings that may be held but an important part of the revival that 
lasts for three hundréd and sixty-five days each year. Every meeting 
held—business, social or other—should aim to equip the Church for 
work, and press upon the unconverted the intelligent acceptance of 
Christ as their personal Savior. The transformed, Holy-Ghost-regener- 
ated life, developed and trained in the atmosphere of sanctified educa- 
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#ional methods, is the one great work of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 2 


To help in the development of these three ideas we have given 
six years of joyous labor. I say “we” advisedly, for two of us have 
been at work, Mrs. Sulliger having missed but few of the quarterly 
meetings, during the six years. Whether riding on the boats or cars, 
walking over wagon rcads, or, perched on the spring seat of a road 
wagon, bumping over rough roads, our one central purpose has been 
the development of a spiritual high type of Methodism in this wonder- 
4ul new ceuntry. Kindnesses without number have been freely given 
us. We treasure them in memory’s gallery and will take a keen de- 
light in often using the mental kinetoscope in marshaling them be- 
fore us. 


I could not better close: this report or address than by quoting 
the following words from my last letter to the District: 


“T am sure I never spent six more satisfactory years than with 
whe splendid people of Bellingham District from 1902 to 1908. I could 
recount a multitude of blessed experiences and include but a small 
percentage of the whole number. During the six years some most 
trying and difficult Church problems have been adjusted, and I have 
received words of approval and disapproval about some of the ad- 
justments. But only a very, very few have given evidence of aught 
else but Christian love in their disapproval. 


“J planned for a closing year of intense activity and frequent 
personal visits to every point on the District. But my serious illness 
—the first in eighteen years—lasting from January until April, my 
absence at General Conference, and now Mrs. Sulliger’s illness, have 
made sad inroads in all my plans. But, oh, what a view it has given 
me of the loyalty, devotion and love of the clergy and laity of Belling- 
ham district! Letters from everywhere have come, richly freighted 
with words of tenderest sympathy and offers of help. I have filled 
the storehouse of my memory with some of the gems of loyal devo- 
tion and love that have thus come to me. God richly bless you all 
for the wealth of Christian solicitude you have showered upon me! 


“T cannot say more, I ought not to say less, than this: You have 
given me, during these blessed six years, a good look into your heart 
ef devoton, and loyalty, and love, and I have tried to give you the 
dest that God could bring to you through me. Doubtless many could 
Rave done better, but I have ever tried to do the best I could. 


“Mrs. Sulliger joins me in these words of appreciation and love. 
May the God of love keep your hearts and minds through Jesus 
@hrist, our Savior.” 


And now, Bishop Hughes, to the man whom you shall select as 
my successor, I will have the pleasure of committing as true, as loyal 
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and as Methodistic a body of preachers and laymen as anyone should 
ask for. If they will be as helpful and as loyal, as true and as frank 
with him as they have been with me (and that they will be this, there 
is not the shadow of a doubt) the past success will be but the vestibule 
to the greater success that will come to the District.

CENTRALIA DISTRICT. 


Bishop Hughes and Brethren: 


In presenting my fourth report of the work of the Centralia Dis- 
trict, I acknowledge with gratitude the goodness and blessing of God. 
No deaths have occurred in the families of the pastors on the District 
and no real serious illness has entered any parsonage home. 


Wm. McWatters, one of our honored veterans, has suffered much 
during the year, but has kept graciously sweet and trustful and has 
been an inspiration to his pastor. 


E. Charles Parker, a member of our Conference, who went from 
the Centralia District three years ago to work in the Utah Mission 
died a few weeks ago. He was a man of high ideals and pure Christian 
character. A suitable memoir will be presented by the Committee. 
Wie extend to his wife and two little girls our earnest sympathy and 
prayers. May God, indeed, be a husband to the widow and a father 
to the dear children. 


An unusual number of parsonages have been brightened and made 
‘more homelike by the advent of new members in the families. 
Daughters have gladdened the homes and hearts of C. H. Cowdy and 
wife, O. H. McGill and wife, E. J. Huston and wife, John F. Long and 
wife, and W. T. Greene and wife, But they have not all been girls,. 
though they are two in the majority. Boys have been welcomed by | 
W. I. Cowell and wife, E. L. Bowers and wife, and R. C. Hartley and 
wife. There will certainly need to be an increase in salaries on 
Centralia District next year. 


Pastoral Changes. 


Ww. J. Rule was transferred from the Ilwaco to the Littell charge 
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where he labored for three months. The closing of the saw-mills, cut 
off the prospect of support and he was released from the charge and 
W, I. Cowell, a supernumerary member of this Conference has sup- 
plied the charge since. 


David Leppert was transferred from the Oregon Conference by 
Bishop Moore and stationed at Ilwaco, 


BE. J. Huston has supplied the Camas charge. 


A. E. Derby, a young local preacher, served Yacolt for six months 
when he was released. A little later, Wm. Porter was secured for this 
work. 


Skamokawa has only been supplied half the year and Pleasant 
Valley has been without a shepherd. 


On account of ill health, HE. L. Bower was compelled to resign 
his pastorate at Oakville, early in May, and Karl R. Gilmer of the 
Cent. Illinois Conference was transferred for this charge. 


T. A. Graham has supplied the LaCenter charge to the best of his 
ability in connection with his business. 


Pastoral Support and Benevolences. 


There was a general increase in the amount estimated for pastors’ 
salaries on the District last fall, but the financial stringency has in- 
terfered with raising the amounts estimated. Nevertheless, we be- 
lieve the salaries will mostly be met in full. 


Our benevolent apportionments were considerable higher than 
last year, but an earnest effort has been made to raise all asked of 
us and we believe the reports will show at least an increase over 
last year. 


Spiritual and Evangelistic. 


There has been a good degree of revival spirit, but not as many 
conversions as we hoped for at the beginning of the year. John 
Lewtas, our Conference Evangelist, held meetings at Kelso, Ostran- 
der, and Raymond, early in the year, in which the Church life -was 
quickened and some souls were converted. 


Tent meetings were held at Castle Rock, Porter, and Oakville, 
in charge of James Clulow and wife, assisted by their daughter Pearl. 
~The Christian people were strengthened and helped and some sinners 
were converted. 


A number of pastors conducted special meetings with good re- 
sults. My records show a net increase of considerable over two hun- 
dred full members. This will doubtless be reduced by the pruning of 
Church records. 
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New Buildings. 


A new church has been built at East Vancouver, worth, includ- 
ing lots, $3,229.00. This is a growing community and we expect soon 
to have a strong society at this point. 


We have had a small society at Washougal for a number of years 
with no place to worship, except a hall. A very neat little chapel has 
been erected and with lot is valued at $925.00. 


The Church begun at Lebam last year, has been completed and 
was dedicated last Sunday, free from debt, value, including lots, 
$1400. 


A Church is being erected at Ridgefield on the Pioneer charge, 
and is being used for services, cost thus far, $954.00. We hope to 
complete it this fall. 


Nearly fifty years ago, a Church was built at Pioneer and named 
in honor of one of our worthy Pioneer preachers, Hines Chapel. This 
building has been replaced by a new frame Church, costing $1,400.00. 
This is a great victory for this small society. 


_ Work was begun on a Church in East Hoquiam last fall and a 
concrete foundation was laid, but financial conditions made it neces- 
sary to suspend work. We hope to erect this building this fall. 


A new and more central site has been purchased for the proposed 
new Church at Aberdeen, and an active canvass on the building fund 
will be started in the near future, 


A fine new pipe organ was installed in the Hoquiam Church soon 
after Conference and the entire cost, $2,400.00, has been provided for 
in reliable subscriptions. A beautiful eight-room parsonage is near- 
ing completion and will be one of the best on the District. It will 
cost complete, about $2,500.00. 

New walks have been laid around the Church property and a 
concrete foundation placed under the Church building. All this in 
the midst of hard times. 

Improvements have been made on Church and parsonage prop- 


erty and furnishings to the amount of $3,633.60, making a total for 
building and improving Church and parsonage property of $16,550.60. 


Debts. 
The Church extension debt of $250. which has stood against the 
Winlock Church for many years, has been paid. 


A floating indebtedness at Aberdeen of nearly $500 has been 
liquidated. A debt of $224 on parsonage at Raymend has been paid 
in full 
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Some minor obligations in- other places have been met and we 
are seeking as rapidly as possible to clear all our Church property. of 
debt. 


The Sunday Schools, Epworth and Junior Leagues, have proved 
valuable helpers in training our young people in Christian service and 
leading other young people to Christ. 


The Ladies Aid Societies have been what their name indicates, 
an aid to the Church in all its work, especially in strengthening the 
weak places. God bless these noble Christian women. 


The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are help- 
ing to’spread the Gospel in all lands, 


Our District Ministerial Association was held in March at Kalama, 
twenty-six pastors were present and found this a profitable gathering. 


The pastors find the Pacific Christian Advocate to be a valuable 
assistant. We were gratified at the liberal considerataion accorded 
the paper by the General Conference. We pledge*our hearty sup- 
port to Dr. Rader in his earnest efforts to increase’the circulataion 
and efficiency of the paper. The editor always receives a cordial 
welcome amongst us, we only wish he could come oftener. 


Our University lies close to the hearts of the people and we hope 
may get still closer to their pocketbooks, Dr. Todd may have found 
it a little hard to raise money this year, but he has always found a 
welcome from pasturs and people, and some response to his earnest 
appeals. A number of new students will enter school this year from 
Centralia District. 


I congratulate myself on the privilege of working-with such a 
loyal and brotherly lot of Methodist preachers and such kind and 
considerate laymen, ; 

The year has been full of pressing duties, and some anxieties but 


God has blessed us more richly than we could expect. To Him be 
all the glory.

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PORT TOWNSEND DISTRICT. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


In presenting to you our first report of District work, we car 
truly say, that no former service ever gave us so large a view of 
the work our Church is doing, or its claims upon us for service, thar 
that of the year closing. : 


Port Townsend District, is indeed a HOME MISSIONARY dis- 
trict; two-thirds of the stations are under the care of the Missionary 
Board, and the coming years, will increase the number. The con 
struction of the railroads now projected, will add hundreds of miles, 
within the bounds of this district, opening up to settlement some of 
the richest sections of land in this great Northwest. 


The financial depression, has retarded the development of new 
work. and to some extent, affected the salaries and benevolences im 
the District. 


The Port Townsend Church met with the loss of its parsonage, 
by fire, in January. The trustees purchased a building near the 
Church, and fitted up a parsonage home, better than the one lost, 
at an expense of about $1.200, all paid for. Cement side-walk o# 
the Church lot has been laid and paid for. The Epworth League 
has placed a new piano in the Church, and have half of its price 
paid. Horace Williston is closing his third year with this people, 
with.the Church in better spirtual condition, perhaps than any other 
church in the district. 


Port Angeles, First Church, has been served by Geo, H. Simons, 
but whose health gave way early in the conference year, and for 
many weeks he was unable to conduct the public services of the 
_Chrreh. This will prevent as good a report as otherwise would have 
been given. 


Lincoln Heights was left to be supplied, J. H. Avery, a locat 
-preacher, was placed in charge, early in the conference year. He 
has done excellent work. His return to the charge is requested bY 
the Quarterly Conference. 


Brother Avery has been giving a mid-week service at East Clat 
lam, 40 miles distant by boat. This place was once served by our 
Conference, but has been neglected of late. We have a good church 
building and a Sunday School is maintained here. 
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Port Orchard, with Bethet has been well served by Frank R. 
Gillett, a probationer of the Conference. His success speaks well 
for the future. A gracious revival visited the Port Orchard Church, 
greatly strengthening the work at this important center. Lots have 
been purchased for a new location of the Church building, these will 
enable the society to build the addition needed for Church purposes. 


Crescent Harbor:—This charge has had a good year. Sickness 
entered the parsonage, and its pastor, E. B. Reese, for weeks was laid 
laid aside, and during this time death entered the family circle 
and took his saintly mother, Mary Bynon Reese, to her eternal home. 
Something more than passing notice is due to this event, for she was 
no ordinary woman, even when measured by Christian standards, 
During the Civil War she was active in the work of the Christian 
Commission and her poetic pen helped to arouse the patriotism of 
the North. In 18738 she joined the Ohio Crusade and in 1874 with 
thirty-two other women suffered imprisonment for holding a gospel 
meeting on the street. In 1885 she was made National Organizer 
of the W. C. T. U. Not until the burden of years was heavy upon 
her did she desist from her active labors. 


Few Churches can boast of a more loyal society than this. The 
regular Sunday and mid-week services were maintained during the 
absence of the pastor. : 


Bremerton:—The strongest Church in many ways, of the District, 
stands at the head on Church debt payments this year.. Under the 
leadership of Richard Oates, the THOUSAND DOLLAR debt has 
been nearly all paid, the parsonage has received two coats of paint, 
and other improvements have been made. Every department of the 
Church work is flourishing. 


Colby: has enlarged its Church building ‘by an extension, costing 
some three hundred dollars, which has been paid; leaving no debt 
upon Church property. A. J. McNamee has had one of the best years 
in his ministry, and the people he is serving ask for his return. 


Coupeville:—In the parsonage home, at this place, sickness en- 
tered and tarried the whole year through. Yet the pastor, C.. N. 
Goulder, has besides his regular work, opened up more new work 
than has been developed at any other point on the District. La V. 
Davis was secured to take the extra work, and form a new charge, 
comprising Camano, Langley, and Lone Lake. 


Coupeville entertained in December q District meeting that re- 


pied in a great spiritual blessing to the Church, and those attend- 
ng. 


The congregations have grown throughout the year, the Sunday 
School the largest probably in its history, 
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Dungeness:—A revival meeting, in which Chester F. Bennett 
was assisted by Miss Stella MeNutt, resulted in much good, and 
brings, we think, the first report of conversions for a number of 
years. 


East Sound has been well served by J. W. Moles. The congrega- 
tions never were better than during this year. Additions have been 
made to Church membership, and important improvements made upon 
the Church building. Two out-side points have also been served 
by Bro. Moles and in all his work, he is in favor with the people. 


Hadlock has felt the shutting down of the places of employment 
greatly, but regular services have been maintained. There has been 
loss by removals, but good reports will be given. H. Cc. Leavenworth 
not only serves this charge but that at 


Chimacum:—Here the work has developed and a new Church 
is the hope for the coming year. 


Center and Tarboo has been given mid-week services. This 
gives to Pastor Leavenworth a twenty-mile ride, and will help to 
develop good material for our Conference, out of a Boston Theolog- 
ical student. 


Lopez:—E. O. Harris, not discouraged because of sickness in 
his home, has with faithful, constant service carried on the work 
upen this charge, and God has blessed his labors, by giving him 
souls for his hire. 


Sequim has been supplied this year by A. Davis, of Minnesota 
Conference, and he has done grand, faithful, work. With his other 
duties he has superintended the erection of a large addition to the 
parsonage, and will report all bills paid. 


Silverdale and Tracyton:—H. P. Waldron, .in connection with 
his work as teacher, has supplied these charges: We have a neat 
Church and parsonage, with a debt of $450, at Silverdale, and a 
Board of Trustees have been organized at Tracyton, and some money 
is on hand for a new Church enterprise. The circuit should have 
the entire time of a consecrated man to establish firmly our work 
in this growing community. 

For some of the new work, as at Brennon, and other points, we 


were unable to place stated supplies, but have done personally what 
we were able for these places. 


‘During the conference year closing, we have preached 164 times, 
attended 60 or more Quarterly Conferences and many business and 
other meetings on the District. 


We have rejoiced in seeing souls saved, and the work of Christ’s 
kingiom built up. 
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We desire to express our gratitude to the Brethren of the Min- 
istry, and of the Laity for their kind co-operation with us during 
the year in the work of the District.

It is with more than ordinary emotion that I make this, my final 
report as Overseer of the interests of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church within the bounds of Seattle District. ~ 


The six years of my incumbency have constituted a period of 
opportun:ty. With our best intelligence and with steady persistence 
we have sought to build up the Kingdom of our divine Lord. Con- 
siderable has been accompilshed, aud in that fact we rejoice. There. 
have been other opportunities, full of promise, that we have not 
been able to grasp. That we were not wise and strong enough to 
do so has been a source of much humilation, 


Necrology. 


The death angel has reaped a large harvest. No one of our 
conference members has fallen, but numbers of parsonage homes 
have been devastated by death. 


The wife of our Brother Franklin, who had left the Trinity par- 
sonage for his post as Presiding Elder of Tacoma District; the wife 
of my predecessor on the District, Dr, Whitfield; the four year old 
baby boy of Brother anq Sister V. C. Evers; Mrs. Catherine Paine 
Blaine, widow of a former member of this conference; Helen S. 
Moody, daughter of the Pastor of our First Swedish Chureh, com- 
pletes the cad list of those who have died from our conference homes, 


and each will be remembered at the memorial session with a fitting 
memoir. 


J. W. Spangler, a retired member of the Columbia River Con- 
ference, for a time Supplied the Madrona Heights Church. He was 
thrown from a street car in October and, after long suffering, he 
passed away, “Like a shock of corn fully ripe,’ at the age of sixty 
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eight years. In his lengthy ministry he was a consecrated, alert 
and successful herald of the cross. His funeral was held on the 
81st of January. 


On the 7th of March we were again called together to pay the 
tribute of our respect to the memory of Sister McIntosh, the wife 
of the Rev. J. H. McIntosh of the Detroit Conference. Their golden 
wedding anniversary was celebrated a couple of years previous to 
her death. Prepared by a life. of devotion, made perfect through 
suffering, she welcomed the messenger who gave release from the 
frail earthly tabernacle and introduced her to the home where suf- 
fering in unknown. ° 


Deaconess Work. 


Interest in Deaconess work is steadily increasing. Our pastors 
are realizing more and more the need of this strong factor for efficient 
service. Both in school and in service with individual churcbes our 
sisters of the white tie have been faithful. Miss Cady has come to 
us from St. Louis to take charge of the Deaconess school, and we 
have reason for believing that she is fully capable of filling this 
important position. Through a very liberal gift of the Rev. George 
W. Carr and his excellent wife a permanent home for our Deacon- 
nesses has been secured. It is in the central part of the city and 
will also be the location of the Deaconess school. The home will 
be known as “The Spencer Carr Memorial Deaconess Home’ and 
is in memory of a deceased son of Brother and Sister Carr. In 
addition to the $3,000 given as indicated, Trinity Church made very 
liberal terms in transferring the property for the uses named, and 
quite an amount has been expended in fitting up the home. It is 
estimated to be worth $8,000 as it now stands. 


Seattle General Hospital. 


This hospital is under the management of a committee of five 
-of our Methodist laymen, chosen by the Deaconess Home Associa- 
tion. The administration is along conservative business lines and is 
among the few of our hospitals that has been kept clear of debt- 
The reputation of the hospital among physicians and the general 
public is excellent, and work done is up to the limit of capacity. 
About $6,000 worth of free work has been done during the year. 
We may look with just pride on this Methodist Institution. 


Seattle Seamen’s Friend Society. 


This interdenominational institution, under the care of one of 
our. number, Chaplain G. F. West, is doing efficient work, and has 
a great mission. It has grown along all lines beyond all expectation. 
Religious services are held in the chapel and on vessels; a library 
is maintained; comfort bags, tracts, and Bibles are distributed; free 
meals and lodgings are furnished destitute sailors; and in many ways 
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those who go down to the sea in ships are ministered to. As a sample 
of some of the results of this Christlike work, a young man was 
converted by reading Wesley’s sermons, On the Cruiser Washing- 
ton to which he is attached, he started a Bible class and has won 
fourteen to Christ. 


Washington Children’s Home Society. 


This organization appeals to churches of all denominations and 
to the public at large. Our brother, L. J. Covington, is State Super- 
intendent, and is doing efficient and satisfactory service. The in- 
creasing demands upon the Society tax the office and field workers 
to the utmost. In no previous year has there been so much to do 
and, after many years service on the governing board, I can testify 
that the work has never been better done than during the past twelve 
months. <A new, costly, fire proof Homgy is in process of erection, 
a part of which is already occupied. C. C. Pratt, C. S. Revelle and 
R. C. Glass, all members of our Conference, are doing excellent 
service in this Society. 


I am pleased to report new vigor in the work of the Epworth 
League. During the year the district officers have manifested much 
interest, have sought to encourage and assist the smaller chapters, 
and have studied to give greater efficiency to this important depart- 
ment. Jn the new arrangements advised by the General Secretary, 
our own Dr. Randall. I am certain that we shall find our League 
work greatly strengthened. It is a pleasure to know that our Con- 
ference Ieague, at the enthusiastic gathering at Green J ake, voted 
to adopt the methods which have proved to be so successful in some 
of the eastern conferences, 


City Missions. 


The werk of this department has been vigorously administered 
by cur City Missionary, C. J. Kallgren. The missions inaugurated. 
in former years were made separate charges at our last Conference 
session to such extent that Wesley Church was the cnlv one left 


under his care. To this he has given careful attention with promis- 
ing results. 


Outside the city limits, he canvasséd the field at Thomas station 
on the Interurban, helped to secure ground on which to build, etc., 
when Dr, G. M. Irwin was put in charge, and a fine house of worship 
has been completed. At Juanita and at Foster lots have been se- 
cured, preaching and Sunday School services established, and the 
outlook is promising for new churches in the near future. At Ross, 
in Seattle, he has established a prom‘sing work which, we trust will 
develop into a strong, self-supporting society, Work on 83rd avenue 


has begun, but has been temporarily suspended until a building lot 
can be secured. 
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The City Mission work for the year has been very satisfactory. 
Miscellaneous Notation. 


BE. E. Morris, has given Des Moines good care during the year. 
We have not been able to secure a church site on Capitol Pl Ji. 
Taylor Wright has for some months rendered faithful service at 
Madrona Heights. Haven Church seems to be poorly located for 
successful work, and it has been decided to sell their valuable prop- 
erty and locate where there is better promise. The Woodland Park 
Society has secured an admirable location and is ready to dispose 
of its present holdings and erected a commodious, up-to-date house of 
worship. Conditions at Ballard Park demand increased facilities 
for Sunday School and congregation, and it is hoped that their needs 
may soon be provided for. 


A new charge. christened, ‘Saint Paul” has been born during 
the year. This colored child starts off with a good degree of vigor, 
and under the pastoral care of James N. Wallace promises to become 
strong and vigorous. Bishops Moore and Warren took great care 
in the selection of a pastor. and Brother Wallace is proving to be 
the right man in the right place. 


The organization of a Swedish Mission Conference removes our 
two Swedish churches from our jurisdiction. May: the Lord bless 
them in their new relations. 


The building enterprise of our great First Church has been de- 
layed by the financial depression, but the basement is now occupied 
for religious service, and there is good reason to suppose that the 
whole building will be completed in the near future. This new Tem- 
ple, in my judgment, has no superior in Seattle, and I know no finer 
house of worship in Methodism. 


At Kennydale a pleasant chapel has been erected, and churches 
have during the year been built at Sunnydale, Redmond and Thomas. 
Each of these represents a recently occupied field which is full of 
promise. At Auburn, where we have been embarrassed for want of 
room, a church in every way worthy of the age is being erected and 
pushed to completion. 


Parsonages have been built at Trinity and at Des Moines. Par- 
sonages are also planned at University and at Rainier Beach. 


Then and Now. 


Building on the foundation so well laid by my predecessors, con- 
siderable has been accomplished during my term of office. 


The indebtedness which I inherited, much of which was very 
difficult to provide for, has all been liquidated. Most of the new 
houses of worship and parsonages have been entirely paid for al- 
though, in the aggregate, considerable indebtedness remains, but 
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in nearly every case good and sufficient provision to meet the debt 
has been made. 


The following list embraces some now in Port Townsend District, 
but when erected, were in Seattle District:—Asbury, Ballard Park, 
Bay View, Bremerton, Colby, Des Moines, Green Lake, Hillman, In- 
terbay, Kennydale, Lakeside, Madrona Heights, Pacific City, Pleasant 
Hill, Queen Anne, Rainier Beach, Redmond, Renton, Riverton, Silver- 
dale, Sixty Second Street, Sunnydale, Thomas, University, Woodin- 
ville, Woodland Park, York, and the two not completed, Auburn 
and First Church, and the First Swedish Church. Thirty in all. 

Parsonages have been built as follows:—Asbury, Bothell, Bremer- 
ton, Colby, Green Lake, Haven, Port Orchard, Queen Anne, Shaw 
Memorial, Silverdale, Snoqualmie, Sunnydale, Trinity, and one that 
is being built at Des Moines. Fourteen. 


Within the six years City Mission work has been established, 
and the Seattle City Evangelization Union has been organized. These 
agencies have been of great service. The members of the Union 
have ever been ready to respond to calls for counsel, money, and 
other forms of service. For their hearing ears, words of wisdom, 
ready and hearty sympathy with every movement to advance our 
cause, I shall ever be grateful. 


Six years since we had twenty three charges; now, with part 
of our territory taken away, we have more than thirty. Then, our 
church property was valued at $126,450; this year it approximates 
and perhaps will exceed, $400,000. The pastoral support of 1902 was 
$17,963; this year, if results are as I think, we shall have an agegre- 
gate of $40,000. For Missions and Church Extension we have ad- 
vanced 100 per cent. or more. In the first five years of this term 
the total benevolences increased more than $40,000 and we believe 
that our reports will be better this year. 


These advances have been made possible by the rapid growth 
of Seattle, the loyalty and liberality of our members, and by the 
wisdom, ability, and devotion of our excellent corps of pastors. I 
love them for their high character, stern integrity, genuine consecra- 
tion and faithful work. It has been a great privilege to labor with 
them in the vineyard of the Lord. 


“And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the word 
of His grace, which is able to build you up, and to give you an in- 
heritance among all them which are sanctified.” “The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ be with you all.”

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TACOMA DISTRICT. 


In submitting this, my first annual report of the Tacoma District, 
¥ desire first of all, to gratefully acknowledge the good Providence 
of God, which in all the arduous toil of the year, has been with us to 
direct, encourage and strengthen in every hour of service. Second, 
to bear testimony to the faithful endeavor of pastors to avail them- 
selves of every providential indication for successful work, thereby 
making it possible for us to report to this body the continued prosper: 
ous condition of the Tacoma District. 


The organization and plan of the District under the efficient 
and painstaking administration of my predecessor, B. F. Brooks, 
was such as made it comparatively easy for a stranger to adjust him- 
self to the conditions and the more readily to become acquainted with 
the work in each charge. 


Revival. 

The revival and evangelistic spirit has been manifest tnroughout 
the district. The beginning of the year awakened general desire for 
the promotion of spiritual life and garnering. Well-matured plans 
were devised with that end in view. While the results have not been 
all we coveted, yet we are not without evidence that God is able to 
ssave souls even in this age of commercialism and self-indulgence. 
Pastors report the conversion of 500 souls, and increase in member- 
ship of 400. Careful examination of Church records will show a fall- 
ing off in a few charges. Aside from this feature of the work, the 
Church has been richly blessed and quickened in Spiritual life, notably 
at Olympia, Shelton, Tumwater, Mason, Epworth, Grace, Fowler, As- 
bury, Central, Puyallup, Orting, Bethany, Midland, and Milton, and 
all other charges have shared to a greater or less degree in the 
gracious showers of blessing. 


Benevolences. 


Prayerful consideration has been given to the spirit and polity 
of our Methodism in her service of world-wide evangelism. We have 
endeavored to maintain the equity of all claims and to give to each 
in order, due attention and support. We believe and teach that prac- 
tical and applied Christianity finds its best expression in deeds 
wrought, thereby giving emphasis to the word of God. The life of 
Jesus was given in helpful service for others, and we as pastors and 
people, have sought to emulate this fact and prove our faith by our 
works. I am unable to give the final totals for each cause, owing to 
the fact that collections have been pressed to the last hour. Reports 
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from pastors, Saturday, September 12th, indicate that the District © 
will duplicate the report of last year. 





Church Property. 


Our Church and parsonage property is in good condition. In 
many instances, special attention and care is given to it. We feel 
that our churches and parsonages should be as neat and tidy as any 
in the community, and we note with pleasure the rule which obtains 
in this respect. Bethany Church has been enlarged and made more 
suitable for use at a cost of $240.00. The Church at Gig Harbor 
has been painted without and within, walls and ceiling tinted, and now 
presents a greatly changed and inviting appearance. The parsonage 
has also been painted and a good water supply secured—all at a cost 
of $340.00. Improvements have been made on the Midland and Summit 
churches, aggregating $110.00. Orting has painted the Church, and 
with other incidentals, has expended $120.00. The Church at Fern 
Hill has been moved to a more desirable location, and remodeled, at 
a cost of $615.00. Shelton has utilized $305.00 to good purpose on the 
Church and parsonage. Sumner has expended $130.00 to the better- 
ment of Church and parsonage. Central Church and parsonage have 
been improved as a cost of $410.00. About $75.00 has been used in 
tinting walls and ceiling of Epworth. First Church has paid out 
$208.00 on chureh repairs, and parsonage furniture. $664,00 has been 
profitably expended in remodeling Fowler Church, and they now have 
a greatly improved auditorium, New and elegant pews have been 
placed in Grace Church and $700.00 has been wisely expended in im- 
provements and additions to Church values. The beautiful, modern, 
up-to-date Church at Vashon, costing $4,000.00, was’ dedicated August 
30th, by the District Superintendent. This splendiq Church takes the 
place of the old historic log church of pioneer days. It is a model 
of neatness and utility and is a credit to the heroism of pastor and 
people. The entire cost of the building had been paid in coin of 
the realm before the day of dedication and a jubilant people gladly 
gave the temple to the Lord for his dwelling place. Bro. Ward is 
the happy pastor of this enterprising people. : 


A newly organized society at McKinley Park, a charming residence 
section of the city, has built and dedicated a beautiful church, cost- 
ing about $900.00. It is admirably adapted to the needs of our peo- 
ple and forms the nucleus about which will be gathered one of the 
strong, enterprising churches of the city. Bro. Rubicam has toiled 
industriously for the success of this enterprise, and has reason to 
rejoice over the signal victory won. Puyallup is busily engaged in a 
new building enterprise. The Church when completed, will be one 
of the best in the district. It is modern in all of its appointments and 
will give wonderful impetus to our work in that wide awake city. 
Puyallup Methodism believes in, and does things worthy of note, 
and has had a year of great success. Bro, Frame is the jubilant pastor 
of this aggressive people. The Church when completed will cost 
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about $10,000. A splendid parsonage home has been erected on lots 
adjoining the Church at Olympia. Dr, Flesher has skillfully led in 
this enterprise and rejoices in a well-equipped modern home at the 
Church door. The old parsonage was too far away from the Church 
and was not at all suited to a pastor’s convenience and needs. Under 
‘the new order, pastor and people are correspondingly happy. Our 
Capital City Methodism is rapidly coming to the fore among the suc- 
cessful churches of our Conference. ; 


Bro. CG. E. Todd has fully demonstrated his skill and efficiency 
as a leader of his people in a much-needed parsonage building enter- 
prise. A modern up-to-date parsonage costing about $2,500.00 now oc- 
cupies the lots adjoining the Church, adding not only to the comfort 
of the parsonage family, but to the appearance and value of our St 
Paul equipment. 


Bismark has built a neat, comfortable parsonage on the Church 
lots, costing about $1,200.00. Bro. O. L. Kendall, the pastor, has 
wrought well in this enterprise, and enjoys the fruit of his toil in the 
shelter of the new home. ; 


The Sunday Schools of the District are in a prosperous condi- 
tion and growing in interest. The Epworth League chapters are also 
doing good work, proving efficient help to the pastors in many 
instances. Both the League and Sunday School have been carefully 
inquired after at each Quarterly Conference. I am convinced that 
every branch of our Chureh work has shown a good degree of sub- 
stantial improvement during the year. 


Our University has had a prosperous year, as will be shown by 
the report of the Board of Trustees. President Benbow and Secre- 
tary Todd have diligently toiled for the success of the Institution, and 
have reason to rejoice because of the results achieved. No more loyal 
student body can anywhere be found than that of our University. 
The enthusiastic co-operation of students with faculty and trustees is 
one of the marked features. More than $1,000.00 of actual labor has 
been donated by the students in improvement of the grounds and 
buildings. The combined efforts of all interested factors spells suc- 
cess for the University of Pyget Sound, 


Pastors report 500 Advocates in the homes of our people, Our 
Church papers are second to none and should have a wider circu- 
lation. 


The 34 pastors appointed by Bishop Moore one year ago, have 
wrought well in the field to which they were assigned. It has not been 
found necessary to change the order made at the beginning except 
in the case of Bro. Rubicam, who was appointed Assistant Pastor at 
Fowler Church. By consent of Bishop Moore, he was, early in the 
Conference year, appointed pastor of the newly organized McKinley 
Park Church; and we are all here today, with ranks unbroken, ready 
for marching orders for another year of toil and triumph. All hail! 
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eur Methodist Episcopal Itinerancy, obedient, ready, victorious. 

The health of our pastors and families, with one or two excep- 
tions, has been good, and the Death Angel has in mercy passed Over 
eur parsonage homes, for which we render devout thanksgiving to 
ihe God of all Graze. 


My relation with pastors and people has been of the most cordial 
and delightful character. Permit this personal word: Looking back- 
ward through the months of the year where falls the light and shade, 
the joy and sorrow, I would bes record to the unfailing Grace of 
God, which has been my rich porcion, and also to the generous expres- 
sion of brotherly kindness which without exception has been mine. 
Owing to circumstances, I have not been able to be to you, my 
brothers, all that was in my heart to be, in helpful ministry, but I 
have done what I could and have carried in my heart your joys and 
sorrows, your hopes and fears, and such has been your close relation- 
ship to me in this never-to-be-forgotten year that you have bound my 
heart to you with cords which cannot be broken. 


Mr. Chairman, I believe I can truthfully say, we have done our 
very best for every interest committed to our care. Knowing this, 
that even our best service is far below the standard, and for it we can 
hi claim the merit of Christ Jesus our Lord, that we feel we must 

ave.

Memoirs 


EAMES CHARLES PARKER 

Eames Charles Parker was-born in Wisconsin, November 27, 1863. 
His parents removed to Michigan when he was one year old, and his 
early life was spent in that state. He was converted and united with 
the Church in his youth. He came west at the suggestion of Rev. Ss. 
S. Sulliger and was stationed at Skamokawa, and the folowing year 
was appointed to Willapa. He jcined the Puget Sound Conference in 
1898. 

He served the Columbia charge in 1898, 1899 and 1900, and during 
that time he attended school at the Portland University, Camas, 
1901 and 1902. Ilwaco, 1903 and 1904. He removed to Utah in 1905, and 
was stationed at Eureka. He was closing his second year in Liberty 
Park Church, Salt Lake City, when he was stricken with typhoid fever, 
and passed to his reward, August 7, 1908. 

Dr. H. J. Talbott, Superintendent of the Utah Mission, says of his 
work: “He did excellent service in each of these charges. He was 
prominent in the Sunday School work of the State, being Secretary of 
the Sunday School Union of the State over two years. 

“His diligence and fidelity were phenomenal, He was sincere and 
just; a ‘man of faith and Christian courage, and was held in high 
esteem by those who knew him. He was repeatedly elected Secretary of 
the Ministers’ Association in this city.” 

Our brother was elected to Deacon’s Orders and ordined September 
16, 1900, by Bishop Andrews at Hoquiam, He was ordained Elder at 
Tacoma, September 27, 1903, by Bishop Hamilton, Of him it may be 
said: He has fought a good fight and finished his course.

CATHERINE PAINE BLAINE. 


Catharine Paine Blaine, a woman of affairs, a pioneer of Seattle, 
always and everywhere a Christian, has completed her earth life of 
seventy-eight years, two months and twenty-four days, and has entered

upon eternal felicity. 

: She was born He Dutchess County, New York, December 14, 1829, 
and passed away on the 9th of March, 1908. In heredity, and in early 
environments, she was greatly blessed, her parents being cultured, 
Christian, well-to-do people. At an early age she entered into covenant 
relations with God, and from that time walked with Him all the days 
of her life. In her religious life, she was intellectual, rather than 
emotional, yet she knew in whom she believed, and her’s was a 
conscious salvation. There is good evidence that in the days of her 
strength she was active in spiritual work. ; 

August 11, 1853, she was married to the Rev. David E. Blaine, of 
the East Genesee Conference. This happy union continued until No- 
vember, 1900, when Brother Blaine passed away. Three children 
were born of this union—John J. and Edward L., of Seattle, and Mrs. 
M. Louise White, wife of the pastor of our Church at Adams, Mass. 
John was born in Seattle during the Indian troubles of 1856, and when 
only three days old, was taken, with his mother, on board the good 
warship Decatur, that they might be safe from attack. Edward L. 
is one of the able and prominent Methodists of First Church, to 
which he belongs, and of the city in which he resides. 

In October, 1853, the newly married couple sailed for Panama, 
crossed the Isthmus on the back of mules, proceeded to San Fran- 
cisco by steamer, and from that city to Olympia by sailing vessel. 
Being assigned by the Superintendent of the Puget Sound Mission 
District, the Rev. Benjamin Close, to Seattle, they traveled in an Indian 
canoe from Olmpia to Alki Point. reaching there on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 20. The next day, Brother Blaine preached at that place, and on 
Monday, crossed Elliott Bay to Seattle. Of Seattle, Mrs. Blaine speaks 
in a paper, now in my possession, as “‘a hamlet not yet two years old.” 
There were about 100 white inhabitants—and perhaps three or four 
times as many Indians. It was all unbroken forest except a small 
piece extending as far north as Madison, and as far east as Second 
street. Here were located the homes and places of business—houses 
unpainted, stumps and logs where streets should be—everything be- 
tokening newness. We were welcomed by A. A. Denny, and hospitably 
entertained in his family until a home could be secured for us. On 
December 4, 1858, a Church was organized with four members, of whom 
I am the only one remaining in connection with our Church at the 
present time.” There are many other very interesting statements in 
this communication from Mrs. Blaine, but we may not take time for 
them now. Mrs. Blaine lived to see the four charter members multi- 
plied more than a thousandfold in this city, we having now more than 
four thousand members. 

Mrs. Blaine, taught the first public shcool in this place. Now, we 
have 712 teachers, 27,176 day scholars, 3,036 night scholars, making 
a total of 30,212. 

: During this first pastorate, the Indians attacked Seattle. Of 
this, Mrs. Blaine says: “The work of the Church was not seriously 
interrupted until late in January, 1856, when Seattle was attacked. 
The battle lasted all day, and when the Indians retired at night, they 
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burned or destroyed nearly all improvements in the county, outside 
of Seattle, driving away cattle and leaving desolation in their path. 

ie aa the summer of 1856, not more than a dozen families were left 
ere. 

Soon after the Indian troubles, Brother Blaine was sent to the 
pastorate of Taylor Street Church, Portland. In 1856, they were trans- 
ferred to Central New York, and did not return to Seattle until 1882, 
after which Brother Blaine was not in the effective ranks of the 
ministry. When they came back here, they immediately connected 
themselves with First Church, of which I was then pastor. Of the 
many additions to the Church during that pastorate, these were among 
the most highly prized. It seems to me that there were no better or 
more appreciative hearers than was Mrs. Blaine at that time, Her 
presence in the congregation was an jnspiration and a benediction. 

Mrs. Blaine was in every way a strong: woman. She endured the 
hardships of pioneer life. With her husband, she did pastoral work. 
Picture to yourself this young woman walking with Brother Blaine 
around the head of the Bay, and up the Duwamish and White Rivers, 
searching out the people. Neither roads nor trails; dense forests and 
almost impenetrable underbush, dripping with moisture. Surely any 
one without a strong constitution, would have broken. 

Mentally, she was very alert. A great reader and a strong thinker, 
she had well-matured opinions, and could express them clearly. One 
need have no doubt as to where she stood in any matter of public 
interest. She had great business ability, and exercised it wisely. Her 
intellect was unclouded to the end of her life. 

In spiritual things, sh had a deep and abiding jnterest. Of her 
own experience, she talked but little, but what she said testified to 
her unfaltering devotion to God and to her abiding confidence in Him. 
trying events of her life. She was ever interested in the progress of 
the Kingdom of our Lord. In the latter years, during which she has 
pbeen so much shut in, she has often said io me: “I have been wanting 
to see you and enquire about matters.” Then she would ask about 
the different charges by name. Where I could give good report, her 
face lighted up, and she expressed much satisfaction. 

She has been a generous giver. For some time there has not been 
a year when she has not put into my hands a substantial sum for the 
promotion of the cause of Christ. Where her judgment approved, she 
could be depended on to help according to the need, and as she had 
ability. 

These sons and the daughter in the east, too far away to get here 
for the last sickness and this service, and the grandchildren, how much 
they will miss the departed, how inexpressible their loss. But, the 
comfort—is there, can there be comfort at such a time as this? Yea, 
verily. Think of the well-spent life; of the “well done” of the world’s 
Redeemer; of “the home over there’; of the reunion of the husband 
and wife who had been separated for nearly eight years; of the future 
and glad reunions as one by one you shall be called to your eternal 
home! 
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“Oh! sweet and blessed country, the home of God’s elect, 
Oh! sweet and blessed country that eager hearts expect. 
Jesus, in mercy bring us to that dear land of rest: 

Who are, with God the Father, and Spirit, ever blest.”

SARAH B. G. FRANKLIN. 


Sarah Bertha Graham was born in Prince Edward Island, May 
10, 57 years ago, and passed peacefully and triumphantly to her re- 
ward October 14, 1907, from her home in Tacoma. 

She was married to Rev. D. C. Franklin in 1872, and for over 
35 years she was the devoted wife of the itinerant Methodist minister. 
She fitted into her work admirably—she had some qualifications that 
especially adapted her to the station she was called in the good provi- 
dence of God to fill. She was a good home keeper, domestic in her 
taste, she made her home attractive to her family, and hospitable to 
her friends and they were many. In the home she shone as queen. 
Here she found her great work, and her praise is in all the Churches 
her good husband served. She was careful in her conversation, she 
held a still tongue which is evidence of a wise head. She was a safe 
counselor to her husband. Quick to detect a sham and equally quick 
to discern the good. She spoke evil of no one and I have heard her 
frequently apologize for persons who did not always merit it. She 
was considerate, cautious, and prudent in her speech. Then she was 
a spiritual woman and was devoted to Christ and His Church. She 
loved the Church above all else and rejoicing in her prosperity, was 
pained when she languished. These three characteristics could not 
but commend her to all with whom she labored in the Gospel. She 
exemplified in her protracted suffering—and patient waiting the sum- 


mons home—the all sufficiency of the grace of Our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. 


Rev. W. C. Martin, a prominent and leading member of the Des 
Moines Conference, a long time friend of Dr. Franklin who has been 
in the Franklin home frequently, said in a private letter to Dr. 
Franklin: “I think of Sister Franklin ag one of the best women of 
my acquaintance; so kind, so patient, so free from anything like crit- 
icism, or faultfinding; such a model housewife, so angelic in every 
place and condition. I think I knew her better than any other member 
of the Des Moines Conference, anq I say these things of her because 
they are in my heart. I am a thousand times so glad that you were 
untiring in your devotion to her—she was worthy of it all.” 
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God’s providences are not always easy of interpretation here, 
but we shall understand them on the other shore.. We look with 
tear-dimmed eyes after our loved ones as they leave us, but have not 
been able to catch a vision of them. Just as one is blinded by a 
look into the face of the sun, so looking up into the supernal glory 
into which our loved ones have gone, we have, because of the bright- 
ness, been blinded that we could not see, but, after awhile we shall 
know as we are known and look with rapture upon the faces of those 
we loved. 

“If we could push ajar the gates of life, 
And stand within, and all God’s workings see, 
We could interpret all this doubt and strife, 
And for each mystery find a key. 
But not today! Then be content, poor heart! 
God’s plans like lilies pure and white unfold, 
We must not tear the close-shut leaves apart, 
Time will reveal the calyxes of gold.”

ISABEL GLASS WHITFIELD. 


Isabel Glass was born in Monroe County, Ohio, February 21, 1848, 
and died November 6, 1907, in Seattle, Wash. 

The family moved to Iowa when she was a mere child; there she 
was educated, grew to womanhood, and spent most of her life. She 
was converted in 1866 and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Her brother, and our brother in the ministry of the Lord Jesus, Dr. 
Robert CG. Glass, found Christ in the same meeting. 

She was married to Rev. Dr. Wilmot Whitfield in 1868, and entered: 
heartily into the work with her husband when he joined the ranks of 
_the ministry of the Lord Jesus in 1872. They remained in the Middle 
West most of the time in Iowa, until 1894, when they came to Portland, 
Ore. After two happy and successful years as pastor of the Central 
Church in that city, Dr. Whitfield was transferred to the Puget Sound 
Conference and appointed Presiding Elder of Seattle District. After a 
full term in that osition, they removed to Skagway. Dr. Whitfield hay- 
ing been made Superintendent of Alaska Mission. 

It is probable that while climbing an Alaskan glacier, Sister Whit- 
field laid the foundation of the heart difficulty that resulted in her 
death. Leaving Alaska, they wrought successfully in the Columbia 
River Conference until a little more than two years ago, when they 
returned to Western Washington. At the session of our Conference, 
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Dr. Whitfield asked to be superannuated because of the illness of his 
life companion. During her prolonged sickness, Sister Whitfield 
courageously and uncomplainingly endured intense suffering, desiring 
recovery and usig the very best means at had to that end, but in 
full submission to the will of the Lord. 

Four children came to the home—Mabel, who went from the family 
circle at the age of six and one-half years old, and three sons, Wilmot, 
Robert, and George, all of whom, to the great joy of their mother, be- 
came members of the Church of Christ. 

No outline can adequately set forth the sixty years of her devoted, 
active, useful life. We had been acquainted for a score of years, and 
TI had been her pastor,.so that I knew her well and could but hold her 
in high regard. She was the child of a Christian home, and was care- 
fully trained by her Presbyterian parents in those things which a child 
of God ought to know in order.to the soul’s health. Truly, such train- 
ing brings splendid results. 

Mrs. Whitfield had excellent native talent and was well cultured. 
Noa one had trouble in finding where she stood. She had great capacity 
for work. It seemed wonderful that she could do so much. She lavished 
physical, mental and spiritual strength to make the home pleasant and 
attractive. 

In the work of the Church she had great interest. In the days 
of her health she was a great help to her husband, and the charges they 
served were blessed in having one so active, wise and devoted to pre- 
side in the parsonage home. She was a natural leader and a talented 
public speaker. Greatly interested in the Woman’s Forign Missionary 
Society, in the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, and in the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, the workers in these organizations rec- 
ognized her ability, and for many years she was prominent as a gen- 
eral officer in one or more of them. Never inclined to be demonstrative, 
the current of her spiritual life was strong and constant. Her life was 
nct without severe trials; bereavement, financial disaster, painful and 
Jong continued illness, she knew, and of her it can truthfully be said: 
“She came up out of great tribulation, having washed her robes and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb.” For her to live was Christ 
ani to die was gain. Her death is a great loss to the home, to the 
Church, and to the community, but for her it was a translation from 
her months of physical agony to the rest and rewards of Heaven. 

The funeral services were held November 10, and were largely at- 
tended. Bishop Warren gave a very appropriate and beautiful address, 
The burial was in Lake View Cemetery,

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Reports of Committees 


BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 


We rejoice in the continued success of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern. 

The tone and vigor of our publications were never better than 
today. We commend the publishers for their enterprise in importing 
new books from England and Scotland as well as for securing the 
publication of many written by the strong men of this country. 

The agents, Jennings and Graham, are to be congratulated that, 
notwithstanding the financial depression of the past year, the business 
of the Book Concern the past twelve months has exceeded that of 
any previous year, 

We take pride in the fact that the San Francisco Depos‘tory, 
under the able management of Dr. Bovard, leads all the others in the 
sale of books, their business being now twice as great as four years 
ago. 

We greatly appreciate the splendid selection of books which the 
Depository placed on sale at this Conference, and the uniform kindly 
and courteous treatment of Brother H. W. Waltz, Superintendent of 
Sales of the Book Department. 

We recognize the special field and therefore the special need of 
a paper such as the Epworth Herald and commend it to the liberal 
patronage of all our young people. 

We are glad that the General Conference has continued the pub- 

-lication of the Pacific Christian Advocate. We welcome Dr. Rader 
as our re-elected Editor, and are pleased to know that he has been 
released from all business responsibilities, thus enabling him to de- 
vote his whole time to the editorial and literary work of the Advocate. 

Having been promised by the publ'shers that if the Advocate 
subscription list is raised to ten thousand by January 1, 1909, they 
would give us a thirty-two page paper, we recommend that this 
Conference increase their l'st by twelve hundred, and to this end we 
recommend that the District Superintendents apportion that number 
(1200) out to the various charges; and that each Pastor be expected 
to do his utmost to secure his apportionment of new subscribers. 
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EDUCATION, FREEDMEN’S AID AND SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Methodism cannot accomplish her mission of spreading scriptural 
holiness over the land without conscientious attention to her springs 
of learning. That proverb of John Wesley that Methodists are 
not more holy because they are not more knowing, should incite us 
to a deep concern for our educational institutions. 

Your committee submits its report in the following items: 


Board of Education. 


The General Conference of 1908 ordered the dissolution of the 
consolidated societies known as “The Board of Education, Freedmen’s 
Aid, and Sunday Schools.” To this board was to be committed the 
work done by the Board of Education prior to the consolidation; the 
maintenance and administration of the schools for persons of the 
white race in the South, originally cared for by the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society; the work of assisting and maintaining institutions of Christ- 
ian learning and of promoting the cause of Christian education in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

‘Nearly 17,000 students have been aided in their preparation for 
life’s best work. During the year closing June, 1908, 2,082 students 
were aided. The aid is no longer confined to those who are candi- 
dates for the ministry or for missionary work. Any worthy young 
Methodist preparing for a useful career, is eligible if he be enrolled 
in one of our Methodist institutions and comes properly recommended 
by his home church and by the faculty of the college. 

Beneficiaries are required to pay back at least five dollars per 
year from the date of their final graduation, and if they return the 
entire amount borrowed within five years, no charge is made for 
interest. As the fund is much smaller than the ever-growing needs, 
we urge all our pastors to give earnest heed to this collection, to 
see that it is as large as possible, and to forward it promptly to the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Education, 150 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City. 

The new trust committed to this board in the form of’the schools 
for white people in the South entitles it to increased attention on 
the part of this Conference. The special collection asked for this 
purpose should be taken at the earliest possible moment and for- 
warded to the Secretary in New York. It is the purpose of the Board 
to supply this need, in part at least, from the proceeds of the col- 
lection taken in the churches on Children’s Day. The Student Loan 
Fund is derived from the collections taken in the Sunday School or 
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in services held under the auspices of the Sunday School, but the 
collection taken in the church congregation on the same day is for 
the aid of our Southern schools. We urge our pastors to make this 
plain to Our people, and to be specific in their designation of the 
amount of money intended for each purpose when they send it to 
New York. 


Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education. 


The laudable record of our church in its attempts to convert and 
educate the freedmen and whites of the Southland, should be better 
known by the people of our Church. Recent chapters of striking 
significance have been added to their results in manual training and 
religious and civic achievements. The actions of the last General 
Conference which separated this department of our educational sys- 
tem, will, doubtless, lead to a more convenient and successful pres- 
entation of the several educational claims. 


Theological Schools, 


Every candidate for the ministry should have such training as is 
to be had by completing the full course in our College of Liberal Arts. 
We also believe that additional training should be had to fit the candi- 
date for the special work which he desires to enter, That training 
can be received in any one of our Theological Schools. Each minister 
should be well versed in Biblical literature, skillful in Old and New 
‘vestament exegesis, masters of Historical and Systematic Theology, 
and well drilled in Oratory and Music; we, therefore, advise and urge 
all of our candidates for the ministry and all of our young men in the 
ministry, if they have not hitherto done so, to attend, if possible, 
some one of our Theological Seminaries—Drew, Boston and Garrett 
Biblical Schools are well known for their character as excellent train-- 
ing schools for our young ministers, 


The University of Puget Sound. 


The report of the board of trustees over the signature of Dr. 
J. P. Marlatt, is worthy a place in the minds of all our people, “Our 
University” is our superior local trust and deserves our supreme effort 
to command aright its formative years. 

Our Faculty: L. L. Benbow, has been elected to the presidency 
from the vice-presidency, and brings to his work a liberal culture, 
a wide experience in the educational work of the state, an extended 
acquaintance with educators, and a fine Christian character. The 
University is to be congratulated on the elevation of Prof. L. L, Ben- 
bow, to his present position. The Faculty has been greatly strength- 
ened by the addition of Francis W. Hanawalt, who has been elected 
to the Chair of Mathematics and Astronomy, Mrs. Mabel R. Simpson, 
who is to teach Botany and Biology, and Miss Gertrude M. Horner, 
who has charge of voice culture, in the musical department. These 
together with the former faculty and the continuance of Rev. E. H.. 
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Todd, D.D., as Corresponding Secretary, make the outlook for the 
University most hopeful, indeed. 


Student Work. 


Special commendation should be given to the students who during 
the year have labored in helping to put the ground and gymnasium 
in the excellent condition in which they are now found. A finer stu- 
dent body it would be difficult to find. We would express our delight 
in the marked gain in the enrollment this present term of advanced 
students of the College of Liberal Arts and the increase of attendance 
beyond our Conference borders. We hail these new students as the 
beginning of a more liberal attendance from Eastern Washington. 
The entire state should afford undivided patronage to our University. 


Norwegian-Danish Indorsement. 


In view of the interest taken by our Scandinavian brethren in 
adopting the University for their student young people, the privilege 
of electing one of their number to serve the Board of Trustees of 
“Our University’ should be given them. ; 

We recommend for election as trustees for the ensuing three 
years, or until 1911, the following members, three of whom are new: 
u. A. Landen, J. O. Rudine, B. F. Brooks, S. S. Sulliger, Alfred Lister, 
R. L. McCormick, P. J. Brix, J. P. Atkins. For one year, 1909, Bishop 
Charles W. Smith, D. D. L. L. D. 


Normal Outlook. 


Too great stress cannot be placed on this new departure that 
encourages the attendance of school teachers of the state. Since 
the recent Legislative enactment, that provides for state teachers’ 
certificates, we have the proud distinction of the first two successful 
applicants. This school and its work are approved by the school au- 
thorities of the state and should become popular among our young 
people who seek a normal training. 


Share Fund. 


Inasmuch as over 1,200 shares of what is known as the “Share 
Fund,” lapse this year, by expiration of time, we ask for a renewal 
of subscriptions to that fund, and that an active campaign be in- 
augurated to replace the shares lapsing and to increase the fund 
thus created. 


Apportionments to the Conference. 


_We recommend an apportionment of 25 cents per member as a 
Lasis of our Conference collection for the University. It is our judg- 
ment that the Woman’s University League should be more enthusiasti- 
cally endorsed. Their plans for the immediate future are very com- 
mendable. While the committee desire to commend the liberality of 
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our Methodist laymen toward our University, special mention should 
De made of R. L. McCormick, who, although not a member of our 
Church, has manifested great interest in the University and has con- 
tributed liberally toward its support. The year book of 1908, is an 
excellent commendation of the progress of our University. We fur- 
ther recommend that as soon as it may seem advisable on the part 
of the Trustees, President Benbow and Corresponding Secretary E. 
H. Todd, an aggressive movement be made to provide for the $20,000 of 
indebtedness which stands against ‘““Our University.” 


Library and Equipment. 


The committee has investigated the need of a better library and 
more thorough laboratory equipments and call upon the Conference 
to assist in all possible ways to build up these very necessary school 
requisites. We suggest that our Epworth League co-operate with the 
school authorities in creating a library fund. 

We recommend the following.as Conference visitors for the en- 
suing year: Joseph E. Williams, Grant Stewart, F. A. LaViolette, and 
J. M. Canse. 


JAPANESE WORK. 


We commend the work now being done in Seattle and Tacoma for 
the Japanese and by the Japanese in the schools, night schools, Sun- 
day Schools and regular Church services. We are convinced that in 
the practical neglect by many churches of the 10,000 Japanese within 
the bounds of our Conference, that a great field of usefulness has been 
overlooked. The Japanese now in our midst are most susceptible to 
and anxious for Christian teaching and training and we urge upon 
our pastors the necessity of establishing classes whenever possible 
for the instruction of these people in the English branches and the 
formation of Japanese Sunday Schoo] classes in our English speaking 
Sunday Schools as a means eventually of their conversion. 

We earnestly commend the work accomplished and being prose- 
cuted by the Rev. Seimei Yoshioka in Seattle, and the Tacoma Jap- 
anese church to the Rey. F. Sackasawa, who has just been appoint- 
ed, and we appeal to the Methodism of these two cities to extend to 
these pastors and their churches the encouragement and support

procure and use the same. Resolved that we recommend that all our 
preachers by voice and influence do all in their power wtih our mem- 
bers and officers of the law and with the youth themselves, by advice 
and teaching, to obtain the enforcement of this law and discourage the 
pernicious use of the cigarette. 


The Union of Reform Forces. 


In the contest in the recent election the fact has been revealed 
that different reform forces, instead of operating in harmony and 
unison, have, in a large part, worked independently and often at cross 
purposes. We are convinced that the Anti-Saloon League and the 
federated church forces will do well to co-operate with and have a 
thorough understanding with the forces of organized labor and any 
and all other movements working for social and civil reform. 

Resolved, that we note with great satisfaction, the work of 
the W. C. T. U., the I. O. G. T. and all kindred organizations, in 
particular the great success of the federated churches under the name 
of The Anti-Saloon League, which has breught consternation into the 
ranks of the liquor traffic, and inspired hope and faith in the hearts of 
the federated Church of God in its final and speedy overthrow. 

To J. W. Frescoln, District Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League we express our appreciation for his contribution to the  suc- 
cess of the movement that resulted in the two most prominent polit- 
cal parties placing local option and _ prohibition planks in their 
platforms. 


Interstate Liquor Shipment. 


Whereas, complete enforcement of state and local prohibition laws 
will not be possible until the passage of the ‘Inter-State Liquor Ship- 
ment” bill, or a similar measure, to protect the States in the enforce- 
ment of their valid enactments; and, whereas, this measure is sO 
reasonable and the sentiment in favor of it so strong that itis gen- 
erally believed that it will pass whenever it is brought to a vote; and, 
whereas, although it has been pending at least five years, Congress has 
not yet been allowed to vote upon it; and, whereas, the Speaker of 
the National House of Representatives, Jos. L. Cannon, absolutely 
controls the procedure of the House; Therefore, be it 

Resolved, that we respectfully petition Congress to pass. this mea- 
sure in the form approved by the accredited representatives of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, and be it further resolved, that we 
advise our people to vote this fall for candidates for Congress who 
will not only vote, but will also agree to support for Speaker a man 
who will give them a chance to vote upon it.

City Evangelization Union. 


We, your Committee on Evangelization Union desire to commend 
to this Conference and to the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension the work accomplished in the past year in the cities of 
Tacoma and Seattle. 2 

During the year, two missions in Tacoma have been organized 
into churches and in Seattle, five new missions were opened, Two 
lots have been secured in Tacoma and a new mission will be soon 
established at that point. 

_ A city missionary has been maintained in Seattle, whose entire 
time has been given to the work. of establishing new missions and 
fostering those already organized. We-recommend that the churches 
in Seattle and Tacoma lend their aid financially and otherwise, in 
extending the Lord’s Kingdom in the neglected and surburban portions 
of these cities. We would likewise recommend that the District Sup- 
erintendents, with the local churches and pastors in the rapidly grow- 
ing cities of Everett and Bellingham, organize at an early ‘date a 
City Evangelization Union to meet the demands of the incoming 
population, which cannot be properly cared for by the local churches. 
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And that these unions, as soon as organized, take proper steps to get 
this needed work before the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension,

CONFERENCE STEWARDS. 


We would respectfully recommend that the several pastcral 
charges throughout the Conference shall raise for the support of Con- 
ference Claimants, a sum equal to 3 1-2 per cent. of the pastor’s salary. 
And, that 5 per cent. of the amount so raiseq shall be forwarded to 
the Secretary of the Board of Conference Claimants at Chicago for 
the connectional relief fund. And, also, that the committee for esti- 
mating the pastor’s salary shall be.so instructed. 

We are glad to report an increase of $293 over last year. There 
have been an increased number of claimants. From the best informa- 
tion obtainable by the committee, we are compelled to believe that 
we should have at least 50 per cent, more placed at our disposal to 
give a reasonable support to those who depend largely upon the 
funds from the Conference for their living. We have omitted some 
claimants from the list whom we had reason to believe have a legal 
cla‘'m on the fund. This was done solely because of the lack of funds 
in our hands to meet the cases where we knew there would be actual 
suffering if we did not render substantial aid. 

To have met all claims for help we would have needed $7500. 
To meet this, we have received from the Conference collections $2,982, 
Book Concern, $1,426, Chartered Fund, $22, the Sunday Collection, 
$158, total, $4,588. After carefully and prayerfully considering each 
claim, we recommend for your approval the following distributions:

Conference Entertainment. 


1.—Your Committee on Conference Entertainment beg to report 
as follows: We believe the time has come when we should make a 
start toward self entertainment as a Conference on some plan which 
will permit us to avail ourselves of all the hospitality which is offered, 
and at the same time, to relieve the entertaining church of all fi- 
nancial obligations arising therefrom which would be burdensome te 
it. 

2.1We, therefore, recommend that this Conference elect a 
Bureau of Conference Entertainment, composed of (5) five ministers 
and (5) five competent laymen, to be nominated by the District Super- 
intendents, to serve ror 5 years, two to be elected each year, and that 
the pastor of the entertaining charge and one layman, be added tem- 
porarily to the Bureau, and upon the request of the pastor of the 
entertaining charge, and his District Superintendent, the Bureau shall 
act in entertaining the Conference, 

3.—We further recommend, that in case it becomes necessary for 
the Bureau to assist, or to take full charge of the entertainment of 
the Conference, that the said Bureau shall have power to fix assess- 
ments for the churches throughout the Conference on the basis of mem- 
bership and salary, and to provide for the entertainment, on the New 
England plan for Conference entertainment, 

4—We recommend that the matter of drafting a Constitution for 
said Bureau organization be left with the members thereof to be re- 
ported at the next Annual Conference.

Epworth League. 


We note with gratitude the splendid growth of the Epworth 


e 
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League. During the past quadrennium, after many years of organiza- 
tion and extension throughout the Church, there was a net increase 
of more than 2,000 senior chapters, with a corresponding advance in 
membership, besides a rapid increase of junior chapters, It is clear 
tnat this movement is still in the vigor of youth and its per‘od of 
usefulness has but begun,’ 

We commend the new financial system of self-support, volun- 
tarily attained by the League during the last quadrennium and estab- 
lished by the legislation of the last General Conference. We urge our 
pastors to see that their Leagues meet this important obligation and 
to bring this collection in full to the Annual Conference. 

We welcome the Epworth League Institute movement. A single 
Institute held under the direction of the central office in 1906, grew to 
three such institutions in 1907, and six in the summer of 1908. 

We hope institutes under the direction of the central office, may 
soon be held throughout the church, and urge our pastors to heartily 
support this movement and to send large delegations of their young 
people to these gatherings whenever one is accessible. 

We deplore the occasional tendency of the older members, many 
of whom have been in the League from its very beginning, to continue 
to dominate its activities and to appropriate to themselves the op- 
portunities of leadership afforded by the meetings of the League. The 
Epworth League was designed by the Church for a specific work 
among the young people. We call upon our members everywhere 
to co-operate with the pastors in training the capable young people 
for leadership and constantly passing down to the younger leaders 
the control of the Jocal chapters. 

We cordially commend the revised plans of work in the Junior 
League by which provision is made for boys and girls from 13 to 18 
years of age, effectually closing the gap between the Junior and 
senior Leagues. We urge our pastors to introduce these plans and 
especially to use the correspondence course provided for the train- 
ing of junior workers. 

We commend the plan of Conference Organization as outlined 
by the Central Office, which provides for a Conference Board of Ep- 
worth League composed of the District Superintendents, the Presi- 
dents of the District Leagues, and two other members from each dis- 
trict, to be elected by the District Cabinet. We believe this plan unifies 
the work of the League in the Conference, and will prove an excel- 
lent working plan. 


BEQUEST OF CATHERINE P. BLAINE. 


“Third: I hereby give, devise and bequeath to my son, Edward L. 
Blaine, the sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,000) Dollars, to be held in 
trust by him for the following uses and purposes, to wit.: 
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“One-half of said sum, to-wit.: the sum of Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000) Dollars, shall be used for the extension and support of the work 
jof the Methodist Episcopal Church within the boundaries of the 
Puget Sound Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and may 
be divided and applied as to said trustee shall seem to meet my de- 
sires. Upon the final distribution of said fund said trustee shall re- 
port to the session of said conference next following such distribution 
a full account of his doings under this provision of my will and the 
acceptance of said report shall operate as a discharge from this trust 
without further action on his part or on the part of any other person, 
board or tribunal.” 

(The other one-half of said sum is to be held in trust for other 
interests and purposes.) 


BENEVOLENCES. 


We note with interest the large amount that has been raised dur- 
ing the year but sincerely wish that it might have been larger. $16,- 
534 has been raised this year for the benevolences or $385 less than 
last year. 

Your committee feels that it is fundamentally wrong for any of 
us to come to the Annual Conference without a creditable offering for 
each cause indicated by our General Conference, 

Some charges fail to report anything for the Student Aid Fund, 
the American Bible Society or for Freedman’s Aid and Sunday Schools 
which shows the lack of a proper interest in these causes. Since we 
believe in progression we trust that we may as a Conference fully 
meet our apportionments for 1908-1909. 

God has put us in touch with divers nationalities and we would 
emphasize the need of raising money for educating and evangelizing 
the Japanese, the Chinese, the Italians and other foreigners among us 
and therefore would commend the work of the city evangel‘zation 
societies. 

We would call attention to the fact that there are now five great 
boards in our Church, Foreign Missions, Home Missions and Church 
Extension, Freemen’s Aid, Conference Claimants and Sunday Schools 
We note that our own Conference has received since Nov all 1907. 
from Board Home Missions and Church Extension, $3312,85 and that 
there is $2,252.66 due this Society on principal and $1,186.73 in inter- 
est for loans on our church property. ate 

It is scarcely necessary for your committee to call attention to the 
great achievments of these societies. but may we remind you that we 
are still building more than 365 churches each year; that more than 
12.000 teachers and 3000 ministers have come from our Freeman’s Aid 
arate ey that in a remarkable way, self-help is being developed 
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Trusting that we may be able to render more valuable service in 
the year to come. we recommend that literature be placed in the 
hands of every pastor which may supplement his efforts in giving such 
intelligence to every member of our Church as may be helpful in reveal- 
ing the needs and possibilities of these societies. We cannot expect 
people to give who do not know the needs of causes represented, nor 
their businesslike methods employed to extend God’s Kingdom among 
us.

SPECIAL CHARITIES. 


We recognize in the Washington Children’s Home Society, an or- 
ganization that is dealing in a unique manner with the question of the 
future of the dependent children of the State of Washington, The time 
was, when a homeless child must be sent to the Reform School, or 
kept at the poor farm or even, in some cases, be kept in jail, but these 
difficulties are obviated by the Children’s Home Societies of the various 
states, with which the Washington Society is affiliated. 

The children are received through the courts, or directly from the 
parents. Each case receives individual attention. It is the aim of the 
Society to place each child in a family home where the child will be- 
come a son or daughter. A temporary home is maintained where the 
children are well cared for until’permanent homes are found for them. 
A new fire proof structure is in process of erection, to be completed 
within ninety days. This will accomodate forty or fifty children at a 
time. 

Twelve hundred have become wards of the society, two hundred 
having been received during the past year. Besides these one hun- 
dred and three were returned for replacement, and nearly three hun- 
dred were assisted temporarily. The greatest need is to find more 
Christian homes open to receive the homeless little ones. 

Resolved, therefor, that we heartily approve of this plan of unlt- 
ing all denominations in this child-saving work and that we will hearti- 
ly welcome and co-operate with the representatives of the Washing- 
ton Children’s Home Society in the care of orphaned, neglected and 
abused children. 

We commend Bro. L. J. Covington and the work he represents, 
and recommend his appointment for this work for another year. 
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Seamen’s Bethel Work. 


The work of the American Seamen’s Friend Society among _the 
seafaring men, meets with our hearty approval, and we especially 
commend the work of G. F. West as Seamen’s Chaplain on Puget 
Sound.

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RULES OF ORDER 


I—The Conference shall open its session at 8:30 A. M. and ad- 
journ at 11:45 A. M. The first thirty minutes shall be devotional 
services. 

II.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote; but preach-. 
ers’ wives and visiting clergymen are invited to sit within the bar. 

IIl.—All motions shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member requests it; and no such written motion and report 
from Committees shall be received until duplicate copies are placed in 
the hands of the Secretary. 

IV.—It shall be the duty of every member to give his vote on all 
questions unless, for special reasons, the Conference excuses him; 
but no member who is not within the bar shall be allowed to vote 
except by leave of the Conference. : 

V.—The vote on any question before the Conference shall be 
taken by roll call, if such is asked for by thirteen members. 

VI.—No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than fifteen minutes at any time, without permission of 
the Conference; nor shall anyone speak more than once till everyone 
desiring to speak shall have done so. ; 

VIIL—No member shall object to the passage of a brother’s char- 
acter on questions implicating his moral standing or administration, 
without giving him previous written notice of his intention, and the 
grounds of it, unless by consent of the Conference. 

VIIlL—On the morning of the first day of the session, each 
preacher who has been in charge shall submit his statistical and 
financial reports. 

The publication of reports handed in later than the second day 
is not required, unless so ordered by the Conference. 

IX.—The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings, and 
when approved and printed, the said journal shall be the official 
record of the Conference. He shall take charge of the journals and 
all other Conference papers, preserve them with care, suffer no per- 
son to take a copy of any papers, except with the consent of the 
Conference, and bring or send them to the place of the Conference 
session. 

X.—The Sécretary, Statistician and Treasurer shall nominate 
their assistants; and the officers and managers of the different Con- 
ference societies are authorized to appoint persons to fill any vacancies 
which may occur during the year. 

XI.—The Board of Conference Stewards shall report upon an 
apportionment to the Conference for the Conference Claimants’ Fund, 
giving the basis on which this shall be apportioned to the Districts and 
charges. 

XIIl.—The Auditing Committee shall report upon the distribution 
of funds received for ministerial support, noting each instance where 
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the pro rata. shares have not been paid to the pastor, District: Super- 
intendent, Bishop and Conference Claimants, and shall, if, possible, 
collect the arrearages from such delinquents and pay the same.to the 
Conference. Treasurer. Such failure to properly pro. rate the. pastoral 
support shall be sufficient cause for careful inquiry by the Committee 
on Conference Relation. ; 

XIil.—The Committee on Conference Relation shall inquire. as to 
the age, physical condition,, personal habits, financial obligation, fam- 
ily and Christian experience of all candidates for admission on trial, 
and report upon the acceptability of each when his name is called 
for admission. 

It shall also report upon-all candidates for admission into full 
membership, applicants for change of relation and supernumerary 
preachers who desire to remain in that relation. 


To be Added to the Rules Governing Conference Examinations. 


I—No person shall be admitted on trial who is past thirty-five 
years of age, without a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 

II.—No person shall be admitted on trial who cannot furnish to 
the Board of Examiners satisfactory evidence of having completed a 
course of study equivalent to that of the high schools of the state, 
or of the preparatory department of the University of Puget Sound. 

TIL—No candidate shall be examined after the commencement of 
Conference without the consent of the Board of Examiners. 


Standing Resolutions. 


I—The District Superintendents shall constitute the committee 
for making the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the 
Bishop presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, 
and cause the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
at least one month before the Conference convenes. 

IL—The Secretary and the Statistician shall be the official editors 
and publishers of the Conference Minutes; and they are authorized 
to make provision, by assessment or otherwise, for meeting this ex- 
pense and all other secretarial expenses incident to Conference work. 

Ill.—Upon receiving from the Official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this Con- 
ference for these causes, the District Superintendents shall appor- 
tion the same among the districts upon the following basis: (1) 
Total membership, (2) unincumbered Church but not parsonage 
property, (3) total ministerial support including house rent, but not 
missionary appropriations, (4) total official benevolences, which were 
reported for the previous year. 

Each District Superintendent may call to his assistance a com- 
mittee of laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make 
the apportionments on above basis to the charges of that district; 
and this shall be reported to the meetings of the District Stewards, 
who shall have the power of a Board of Equalization, provided that 
they shall not reduce the original total apportionment to the district. 

The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
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Funds shall be included in these reports, and the basis decided upon

Society was read by C. A. Williams, recommending the appointment 
of W. S. Harrington as agent for the Society. The report was adopted.

RESOLUTION—A resolution offered by J. W. Flesher relative to 
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the recent death of the wife of Bishop Harris was adopted. (See 
Resolution). , 


ADJOURNMENT—Announcements were made, the ‘ benediction 
was pronounced by W. H. W. Rees, and the Conference was ad- 
journed.

Williams; Japanese Work, by D. S. Kerr; Books and Periodicals, by

REPORT OF STATISTICIAN—The Statistician presented his 
report and it was adopted. See Statistical Tables). 


BLANKS FOR REPORTS—Upon motion of S. S. Sulliger the 
Statistician was authorized to have special blanks printed for pastors’ 
reports next year. 


The Committee on Education recommended that the following be 
named as a Committee on the Federation of Methodist Brotherhood: 
Charles A. Bowen, Richard Oates, J. T. McQueen, W. H. Forsyth, 
R. J. Reid. On motion of S. S. Sulliger the recommendation was 
adopted. 


Upon motion of T. E. Elliott J. W. Frescoln and O. H. McGill 
were elected delegates to attend the National Anti-Saloon Convention 
_in Chicago Dec. 6, 1909. 


CONSECRATION OF DEACONESSES—The time set for the 
Consecration of Deaconesses having arrived the Bishop proceeded 
with this service and Miss Louise Godfrey was consecrated to the 
office and work of a Deaconess. 


DELINQUENT ASSESSMENTS—wUpon motion of W. H. W. Rees 
the Conference Secretary was authorized to communicate with the 
District Superintendents after the close of Conference, giving the 
names of any pastors on their districts who have not paid their 
assessments to the Conference Journal Fund. 
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Upon motion of Horace Williston the Conference Secretary was 
authorized to audit the former Secretary’s cash book. 


Upon motion of F. A. LaViolette the Auditing Committee was — 
instructed to furnish a list of the charges that are deficient in the 
pro rata claims for pastoral support to the Conference Treasurer, 
and that the Treasurer be authorized to collect the deficiencies. 


AFTERNOON SESSION ORDERED—G. A. Landen moved that 
when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at 1:30 this afternoon. The 
motion carried.

Flesher presided. Hymn, “Come, Thou Fount of Every Blessing,” 
was sung. W. H. Forsyth led in prayer. 


The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 
REPORT OF TREASURER—The Treasurer read his report and it 
was approved. (See Report). 


The Treasurer announced that there was a balance of $55.00 
in the treasury in excess of the five per cent asked for by Dr. Hingley. 
Upon motion of B. F. Brooks the amounts collected for the Board 

of Conference Claimants were ordered sent to the Secretary at 
Chicago. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES—J. T. McQueen read the report of 
the Committee on benevolences and it was adopted. (See Report). 
The Committee on resolutions reported through G. A. Sheafe and 
the report was adopted. (See Report). 


WASHINGTON CHILDREN’S HOME SOCIETY—Luther J. Cov- 
ington, State Superintendent of the Washington Children’s Home 
Society, was given the floor and in a brief address told of the year’s 
progress and work of that society. 
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INTRODUCTIONS—H,. H. Ashbaugh, of the South Kansas Con- 
ference, and Dr. HE. Parsons, of the North Ohio Conference, were 
introduced. 


PACIFIC CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE—Mr. R. H. Hughes was in- 
troduced and presented the interests of the Pacific Christian Advo- 
cate. 


DEACONESS HOME TRAINING SCHOOL—Miss Anna M. Cady, 
Superintendent of the Seattle Deaconess Home and Training School, 
was introduced and spoke of the gratifying progress of the Deaconess 
work during the past year. 


QUESTION VI. RESUMED—Upon motion of E. H. Todd, T. J. 
Gambill was advanced to the students of the third year. 


S. S. Sulliger read nominations for the Conference Board of 
Home Missions and Church Hxtension, which were approved. (See 
Lists). 


S. S. Sulliger moved that after the reading of the appointments 
and the usual religious services the Conference stand adjourned 
sine die. It was so ordered. 

The Bishop then addressed the Conference and read the ap- 


pointments, offered prayer and pronounced the benediction and ad- 
journment. 
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District Superintendents’ Reports 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Bishop Smith and Brethren:— 


In submitting this, my first report of the work in the Belling- 
ham District I desire to gratefully acknowledge the goodness of God 
in His unfailing mercies and blessings which have been ours during 
the year. . 


I wish also to express my appreciation of the uniform kindness 
and hearty co-operation of both pastors and laymen in-all the work 
of the year. 


There has been very little serious illness and only one death 
among our pastors and their families. 


Rev. W. H. Forsyth, the pastor of First Church, Everett, was 
suddenly stricken down with nervous prostration early in the spring 
and had to be away from his charge for a number of weeks, but 
rest and proper care has almost perfectly restored his health and 
former vigor so that he is able to discharge his duties in this im- 
portant pastorate. 


Mrs. E. O. Harris suffered an attack of pneumonia in the winter 
that terminated in a nervous break that was quite serious for a 
time. She is slowly regaining her health and strength very much to 
the joy of her husband and family. 


On the 27th day of February the wife of Brother S. V. Warren 
suddenly ceased to labor and entered into rest. She was a devout 
Christian, a helpmeet indeed to her husband in his work and a 


devoted wife and mother. She was loved by all the people at 
Monroe. 


While not a member of our Conference I feel I ought to speak 
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of the departure of our brother, Dr. Henry Harpst, a superanuated 
member of the Central New York Conference, who resided at Bur- 
lington. He was a man of God, full of faith and of the Holy Ghost. 
He was always successful in his ministry. He was loyal to the 
pastor where he resided, a bible class teacher in the Sunday School 
and a personal evangelist among the people, a brother beloved by 
all who knew him. He was a most devoted friend and loyal sup- 
porter of the District Superintendent and was greatly interested 
in all his brethren. 


Pastoral Changes. 


At the close of Conferenée Acme and Maple Falls, Bay View, Grace 
Church at Everett and Lakewood remained to be supplied. Acme and 
Maple Falls have been without a pastor ali year for lack of sufficient 
support. 


Soon after Conference, J. R. Ball. a probationer in this Confer- 
ence who had been away at school, was secured for Bay View. A. 
Brady, a local preacher in our Church, bas supplied Lakewood. 


In May, W. G. Dann, a young local preacher from Canada, was 
placed in charge of Grace Church, Everett, and has served very 
acceptably to the people. 


The latter part of December, R. D. Snyder, who was pastor of 
Marysville, was transferred to the Columbia River Conference and 
F. I. Baldwin, of the Rock River Conference, has supplied the 
charge. 


New Work. 


For lack of sufficient support for men we have not been able 
to open up much new work though doors were open to us that 
ought to have been entered. In November, at our request, Brother 
Sears, our Sunday School Missionary, visited Edwards and held a 
few days’ meeting and organized a Sunday School. 


C. W. Stevens, a local preacher, supplied the work until June. 
Since that time C. L. Carroll has been in charge. We now have a 
class of twenty-one members and a Sunday School numbering nearly 
one hundred. 


Through the labors of Brother Sears a Sunday Schoool and 
class have been organized at Belfast and they are asking for past- 
oral supervision. 


I may say here that Brother Sears has done most excellent 
work in organizing Sunday Schools and preparing the way for 
permanent organization of our work. He should certainly be con- 
tinued in his precent position. 
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Pastoral Support and Benevolences. 


Financially this has been a strenuous year for both pastors and 
Churches but notwithstanding the conditions that prevailed salaries 
in many places were advanced and with few exceptions will be paid 
in full. 


The pastors have been faithful in presenting the benevolent 
causes. We have had an unusual number of special calls this year, 
nevertheless I believe our apportionments will be very nearly if not 
quite fully met. 


Revivals. 


A goodly number of the pastors have held special meetings and 
have been their own evangelists. Large numbers have not been 
converted, but some have been saved and the spiritual life of the 
Church quickened. My record shows a net increase of full mem- 
bers of 407. This will be cut down by the usual pruning of Church 
records. What to do with the Church members who give the Church 
and all its interests absent treatment is a problem that grows more 
serious every year. 2 


Debts Paid. 


Anacortes has liquidated a floating indebtedness of $200. I misson 
Memorial Church, of Bellingham, has paid $119.00 on debt and Bur- 
lington has reduced their debt $1075.00 during the year. 


New Churches and Improvements. 


A new Church, 48x52 has been erected at Lyman on the Hamilton 
charge costing, including lots, $2300.00. A new Church is being 
built at Silver Beach, Bellingham, and is up and enclosed so that it 
is being used. This building, 28x40, with full basement, will give 
us when completed a property worth $1600.00. 


A school house and one acre of ground has been purchased at, 
Laurel for Church purposes. This property is valued at $600.00. 


At South Bellingham the people are improving their Church by 
the addition of a basement at a cost of approximately $1000.00. 


At Sedro-Woolley the basement of the Church has been com- 
pleted, the audience room replastered and an addition to the Church 
for pulpit and choir costing in all $1098.00. 


The First Church at Everett has enlarged the Sunda 
rs y School roo 
by the addition of a number of class rooms at an expense of $1000.00. 


Other improvements to Churches and pa 
made amounting in all to $3689.00. peihinecabr ef 


The Sunday Schools on the District have grown in number and

efficiency. More modern methods are being. used in order to make 
our schools yet more successful. 


The Epworth and Junior Leagues are in a healthy condition 
and are doing good work. We have a splendid corps of District 
officers that are co-operating heartily with the pastors and the Dis- 
trict Superintendent in adding strength to our Leagues. The Mission- 
ary Study and Bible Study classes are to be made a special feature 
for the coming year. Here in the city of Bellingham we have 
organized an Epworth League Federation with a view to unifying 
our efforts and increasing the usefulness of the Leagues. 


The Ladies’ Aid Societies have done most excellent work dur- 
ing the year. They have added much to the social and spiritual life 
of the Church and have raised and expended $5082.00 to assist the 
temoral side of the Church. 


The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have 
sought in every possible way to spread the gospel in all lands. These 
women are among our most spiritual and helpful Church workers. 


Temperance. 


The wave of law enforcement for the overthrow of the liquor 
traffic is coming our way. While the local option law given us by 
the last legislature is not what we desired we are seeking to make 
the most of it. Skagit County is organizing for a vigorous cam- 
paign and seeking for a county vote on local option early in Nov- 
ember. 


Other counties and towns will follow until the licensed liquor 
traffic will be outlawed. 


Mid Year Meeting. 


Our District Ministerial Association and Epworth League Con- 
vention was held in Anacortes the last of April. We were royally 
entertained and a very interesting program was given, greatly to the 
profit of all in attendance and I believe a blessing to the Church 
and town. 


The Pacific Christian Advocate is growing in favor with our 
people. This of itself speaks well for the editor, Dr. D. L. Rader. Our 
pastors have secured a goodly number of new subscribers this year. 
The new motto of the Bellingham District is an Advocate in every 
Methodist home. 


The pastors have been true and faithful in their labors and 
have all had reasonable success. The most serious complaint that 
comes to the ears of the District Superintendent is in relation to 
pastoral visitation. The men who visit from house to house and 
pray with the families generally succeed in leading souls to Christ 
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and in building up the Church spiritually. It is a mistake for any 
preacher to depend almost wholly on the pulpit to draw men to 
the House of God. We need strong preachers but above all we need 
faithful shepherds. : ; 


The outlook for the coming year is encouraging and we are 
praying and hoping for victory all along the line.

OLYMPIA DISTRICT. 


The Capital of the State of Washington was recognized in the 
organization of the Puget Sound Conference, and one of the Districts 
_ Was named “Olympia,” which name was unchanged until 1889. In 
1896 it appeared again in the list of districts, remaining until 1899. 
Last year Olympia became the name of the district of which I now 
give the ninth annual report; though it is my first report of its work. 


The territory included in its boundary has been a problem as 
how best to serve it, and will indeed be a problem until the great 
peninsula containing ten to fifteen thousand square miles has been 
opened up to the commercial world by the railroads that are now 
seeking to enter this territory. Then with the development of its 
land, rich in agriculture, timber and mineral, and the opening up of 
its rich valleys for homes, it will appear in our journals as the 
“Peninsula District.’ Later there will come the day of transfers 
from the Puget Sound Conference to that of the “Peninsula Con- 


ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the State of Wash- 
ington.” 


This has been a year of activity with pastors and district super- 
intendents. We have visited most of the Churches at least four 
times during the year. Only once have we failed to meet an appoint- 
ment. That was during the great storm and cold weather of Jan- 
uary. We were caught in the storm while in the waters of the 
straits, where our steamer was covered by tons of frozen spray, 
and, enveloped in a storm of snow, was tossed by the fierce wind and 


waves. For these reasons’ we failed to make our appointment on 
this occasion. ' 


There have been few changes in pulpit Supplies during the last 
year. Langley Circuit was left to be supplied, and Rey. A. J. McNamee 
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was transferred from Colby to this charge. Rev. L. D. Cook from 
Dakota supplied the Colby charge. Rev. John H. Dill, once of the 
Oregon Conference, was placed in charge of the Porter Circuit. Rev. 
N. V. Moore, a supply for Satsop, because of ill health, was released 
_ from that work, and Rev. J. N. Rush was placed in charge. 


Sickness of Rev. C. W. Goulder, of Port Townsend, interfered 
greatly with the work he was carrying forward in this charge. So 
severe has he suffered that he will drop out of the active ranks at this 
session, for a while at least. But he hopes by the return of health 
to yet add much to his twenty-four years service as a Methodist 
minister. 


The angel of death entered early this Conference year the par- 
sonage home at Tumwater, and claimed the eleven-months-old child 
of Brother and Sister George F. Graham. 


So many of our pastors in this District have been associated with 
Dr. Harrington they feel that in the death of his beloved wife the 
District has suffered a great loss, and we all sorrow that at this 
annual meeting we shall not see her kindly face, but expect to see 
her by and by. 


The Rev. F.. LaViolette, pastor at Aberdeen, was seriously injured 
in a railway accident last winter, while on a visit to the east, but in 
a short time took up his work again. 


There have been developments in the District that will add 
greatly in the work of the future. Of these we mention the fol- 
lowing: 


At Aberdeen the new lots secured at the close of last Confer- 
ence been paid for; also the street improvements and work on the 
lots—a total cash outlay this year of nearly $6000.00. The plans 
for the new Church are finished. A subscription of $8000.00 has 
peen secured. This, with the additional subscriptions and the old 
Church property, will enable this society to construct a $25000.00 
building. 


Rev. M. B. Phillips, sent by last Conference to East Hoquiam, has, 
during the year, erected a Church and parsonage, giving to Simpson 
Avenue ‘Society a property of $6000.00 value, with a debt of $1800.00 
- and $1100.00 of this is covered by subscription. This property is 
located in the center of a rapidly growing community that gives 
promise of a strong Church in the near future. 


A new and pretty Church has been erected and dedicated at Tracy- 
town, by the work of Rev. H. R. Merrill. This property is free from 
debt. 


On August 29th there was dedicated at Chimacum, on the Had- 
Jock and Ghimacum charge, a modern Church, with vestry plan in 
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basement. Rev. H. C. Leavenworth, the pastor, was able to have 
this Church dedicated without an appeal for money. Cost of Church 
property about $2500.00. 


At the close of a nine months’ pastorate Rev. J. H. Dill had 
the new Church at Porter ready to dedicate the last Sunday of 
Conference. Besides the Church, a four-room cottage has been 
erected this year, and all bills have been provided for by good 
subscriptions. / 


Rev. A. J. MicNamee, after six months’ services on the new 
work at Langley, has a new Church nearly ready to dedicate, located 
on a very desirable corner lot. 


These five Churches have been helped into existence by the 
kindly assistance of the Board of H. M. and Church Extension. 


The modern parsonage of First Church, Hoquiam, has been com- 
pleted this year (under construction at Conference time), and the 
family of Rev. C. A. Williams have enjoyed its privileges for ten 
months. 


Lots have been secured in the city of Charleston for our new work, 
and Rey. F. A. Gillette has had erected a Tabernacle upon the same; 
and, assisted by the Rev. C. B. Sears, S. S. Missionary, a two weeks’ 
meeting has just been held and a Sunday School organized. 


First Church at Port Angeles, Rev. J. W. Hixon, pastor, has 
made a trade for a much needed parsonage at this charge, and we 


now have a property there of $2000.00 value, with a $1000.00 debt 
on it. 


Our Church property at Bremerton, Rev. Richard Oates, pastor, 
has been greatly improved this year. The approach to the entrance 
to the Church has been covered, and the Church given a coat of 
paint. Besides this the old debt has been paid, and the last pay- 
ment made on the expensive street improvements on the corner lots. 


There were held two Sub-District preachers’ meetings last fall. 


erik Port Townsend and one at Shelton. Both were of great 
profit. 


The Secretary of these meetings, Rev. F. A. Gillette, was em- 
powered to edit a history of Olympia District for the “A. YseP.

Northwest. We refer to Rev. Wm. M. Ludwig, of Little Rock Cir- 
cuit. He reports 149 paid yearly subscriptions. 


Successful canvassers for 
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The benevolences will not be “in full’ on several charges, and the 
same will apply to the salaries. There has not been a full recovery 
from the depression of two years ago, in many, of the charges. But 
there has been earnest effort by the laymen of the District to raise 
the salary in full. 


There has been no large revival in the District this year, but 
in many places special meetings have been held and in most charges 
additions have been made to the Church from conversions. 


Death has been very busy among our laymen this year, and 
many of our leaders have fallen. While we cannot refer to them 
all in this paper, we pause to mention the death of Brother and 
Sister Izett, of Crescent Harbor. They were pioneers of the Church 
in that section and their high characters have left their stamp upon 
the Church and community. 


The decision to change the meeting of the Annual Conference from 
Olympia was wise, as the fear expressed that the street improvement 
would hamper such a gathering was well founded, as may be seen 
in that city today. The Church greatly regretted to have the change 
made. The work of this Church has been one of constant gain dur- 
ing the year under Rev. C. H. Todd, pastor. 


While new fields are opening up in this District—like the new 
circuit at Shelton, yet we close the year with five of our workers 
dropping out of active work; and at least two supplies. So that the 
coming year will of necessity present a new force to man the work 
of the District. but they can hardly excel the faithful, earnest 
workers that have so well worked in harmony with the district super- 
intendent in the year closing. May God’s blessing rest upon these 
consecrated: men that have so cheerfully attended to the work as- 
signed to them.

SEATTLE DISTRICT. 


Seattle, Wash., September 8, 1909. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


This District does not include all the Churches in King County, 
to which it is limited, yet it probably has the largest population of 
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any District in the Northwest, Portland alone being a rival in that 
respect. All parts of the earth are represented in our population, 
there being more than 125,000 foreigners among us, a great and 
important mission field in itself. The Gospel plowshare has been run 
through this soil by some of the best men ever known on the coast, 
among them none being more honored than the Rev. W. S. Har- 
rington, D. D., whose impress is on every foot of the District, twice 
as pastor and six years as District Superintendent. During his ad- 
ministration the District more than doubled in every respect, while 
several charges were cut off and added to other Districts. Loving 
respect abounds for him everywhere. To him came the greatest 
loss of his life less than three weeks ago when the beloved companion 
of more than half a century departed for the heavenly mansions. 
Divine grace and love sustain him in his gore bereavement, and 
multitudes pray for his consolation. 


Brother and Sister V. ©. Evers received the sad intelligence 
on January 22 of the death of their son, Oscar V., in Texas. He 
leaves a wife and two children. The news was unexpected and the 
trial greatly increased by the fact that the great distance made it 
impossible for his parents to attend the funeral. 


Judging by the reports to the last Quarterly Conference, the 
District will show a good gain in membership and in the Sunday 
Schools and Epworth Leagues. A few of the smaller charges will not 
quite meet the apportionment for benevolences, but some will show 
decided gains. 


By the natural growth of Seattle all the Churches in the northern 
part of the city are having a rapid, wholesome growth, and through- 
out the District there is manifest progress and hopefulness. Three 
or four charges seem to be stagnated, but a little time will surely see 
improvement even there. 


It became clear in the early part of the year that our colored 
Church, St. Paul’s, could not sustain its pastor, and with the con- 
currence of the Conference Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension and the consent of Bishop Hughes, it was agreed that Rev. 
J. N. Wallace should be transferred to the Lincoln Conference, and the 
Church has been without a pastor ever since. There is no immed- 
iate prospect of doing very much with it, as the colored population is 
very limited, and they already have two Churches among them. 

Haven Church was sold about the Holidays for $10,500.00 and a 
new site, 120 feet front by 128 feet deep, was purchased at North 
Tenth and Hast Lynn, a beautiful location in one of the most desirable 
neighborhoods in the city. Here the Sunday School part of the 
Church will soon be erected at a cost of about $8000.00 and the 
money is all in the bank to meet it. A mortgage of about $4000.00 
will remain on the lots. W. W. Batchellor served the charge faith- 
fully until early in the Summer when he resigned and Grant Stewart 
was placed in charge, he also doing faithful work. There is good

an 
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reason to expect great things of this Church in future years, although 
the old membership has been nearly all scattered. 


The Sunday School Missionary, the Rev. C. B. Sears, has given 
efficient aid in establishing a Sunday School at Wilburton and in 
starting the Tibbetts Memorial Church in West Seattle. But the 
most of the work for the Tibbetts Memorial was done by our City 
Missionary, C. J. Kallgren, a man remarkably fitted for that kind 
of work. This Church was made possible by Mrs. Hmma M. Tibbetts, 
of Grace Church bequeathing a lot to the Seattle City Evangelization 
Uninon, on condition that the Church should bear her name, and 
upon her decease the Evangelization Union gave $200 to erect a 
Church. We have an uncompleted building there with all indebtedness 
provided for, a membership of nearly fifty persons and a congre- 
gation and Sunday School that fill the house. Paul H. Ashby, a 
graduate of Washington State College, was assigned as pastor at 
the beginning of July, and there are fine prospects for future growth. 
Societies have also been organized at Tukwilla, Bryn Mawr and 
Ronald Station. An Italian Sunday School has been maintained in 
rented quarters, and the 7,000 Italians in the city make a promising 
field for work; many of them being favorably disposed to us if we 
can only find a way to put the mission on a firm basis. 


We have acquired a lot for a new Church at Ronald Station, 
and steps are being taken to secure lots at Bryn Mawr and at Ross 
Station in the city. The new Church at Auburn has been com- 
pleted and was dedicated by Bishop Quayle July 4th. The heroic 
zeal of the pastor deserves commendation. Bay View and Ballard 
Park have been united and have purchased a site midway between ° 
them where a new and modern Church will soon be erected to be 
known as Caivary Church. The prosperity of this community justi- 
fies the hope of a great Church in this location. Gilman Park 
is the beginning of a new Church enterprise to cost $15,000.00 or 
more, with about $10,000.00 pledged. Kent has begun a building 
which will be by far the finest between Seattle and Tacoma, costing 
about $10,000.00 to $12,000.00 without the furniture. The furnishings 
will be the gift of one of the members, and over two-thirds of the 
cost of the building is subscribed. Steps are being taken to double 
the capacity of Green Lake Church and over $3,000.00 has been 
pledged. The wonderful growth of this Church necessitates the 
hasty completion of this enterprise that we may improve our op- 
portunity in that vicinity. Woodland Park has sold its old site and 
now worships in a temporary structure on the new lots at 72nd and 
Greenwood Ave. This Church should soon become one of our most 
desirable Churches. New buildings are also being planned for at 
Ronald Station, Monohon and Bryn Mawr. The great building of 
First Church remains incomplete, but it is now hoped that work 
may be begun very soon upon the auditorium. The completion of this 
enterprise is a matter of serious interest to all of Seattle Method- 
ism and would give courage and inspiration to all our work. The 
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great number of loyal and“competent laymen assembled in that con- 
gregation have a very large task upon their hands, but they can 
and will finish it in such manner as to make it a credit to the Meth- 
odism of the Northwest. The pastor has been a tireless and devoted 
workman and will have this enterprise to crown a life of great use- 
fulness in the Church. A magnificent parsonage has been erected 
at University Church and a comfortable house of six rooms at 
Rainier Beach. New pews have been placed in the Bothell Church 
and new pews and carpet in Queen Anne with more improvements 
and a pipe organ in sight. A change of location to a more desirable 
site is planned for Shaw Memorial, but it is difficult to carry for- 
ward such an undertaking in that part of the city. 


The needs of this field can hardly be appreciated, for we have 
much Missionary territory, both in the city and the country, and 
it would be utterly impossible to carry on much of our work if it 
were not for the sacrificing labors of many superanuated, super- 
numerary, and local preachers, who give acceptable service for al- 
Most no compensation. Fifteen charges now receive Missionary 
money and at least seven more need it badly. One circuit, Sno- 
qualmie, is a very trying field because no person: stays there any length 
of time; the six Sunday Schools are conducted by people belonging 
to other Churches; at most’ of the seven points no person preaches 
but our pastor and at the others the competing Churches are with- 
out a pastor half the time. During the year a delegation waited 
upon our pastor, J. Taylor Wright, and kindly offered to get up a 
dance for his benefit, as they liked him so well. There is a very 
long petition here signed by about everybody, including a saloon- 
Keeper, whe wishes to be delivered from his bondage, earnestly re- 
questing the pastor’s return. Surely there is no better Missionary 
field on earth. We could well employ three pastors where we have no 
work today, but it is impossible to make the start at present. 


A word must be said relative to our duty to the foreigners. We 
must have an Immigrant Home in Seattle, and the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society is taking some steps to supply the need. Brother 
Yoshioka must be relieved of the crushing burden of the work among 
the Japanese women, and a Missionary and a teacher must be em- 
ployed among the Italians at once, if we do not wish to bring con- 
demnation upon our heads for neglecting a providential opportunity, 
and these features may be the initial steps to founding the Immi- 
grant Home. There must be 12,000 to 15,000 Italians within the 


Special recognition must be made of the Seattle City Evangel- 
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ization Union, which has aided twenty-six (26) different Churches 
in various ways, and in these Churches and Missions we now have 
nearly 2,500 members and over 3,000 in Sunday School. Without 
it progress would be impossible. It is the only method to do work in 
a great city. Among its multifarious works the Life Boat Mission 
must be noted as an agency of great value in the life of our great 
city. At the Mission 550 meetings were held since we took charge 
last December, resulting in 300 hopeful conversions, with an expense 
of $1124.00 besides the salary of Brother James Crooks, the missionary 
in charge. He received $100.00 per month from December ist. In 
connection with the Mission a lodging house is operated at Sixth and 
Jackson streets, where over 56,000 clean, wholesome lodgings have 
been sold at 15 cents per night or $1.00 per week. It cost us nearly 
$3,000.00 to furnish the building, 200.00 per month rental, and $227.37 
per month for help. The total expense for the lodging house has 
been $8,390.00, to which if we add the expense of the Mission we have 
a grand total of $9,514.00. Of this amount only $1324.00 was donated. 
A debt of $750.00 remains which will be paid by November ist. 


The Seattle General Hospital continues to do a great work of 
mercy for the suffering, and is still managed by a Committee of laymen 
selected by our Deaconess Home Association. The total expense for 
the year has been nearly $75,000.00 and about one-tenth (1-10) of that 
amount of free aid was given to persons who could not pay. A new 
home for nurses and the Training School has been erected under 
lease, which is one of the finest on the Coast. A new wing to cost 
about $75,000.000 is greatly needed for the hospital building which 
would make it possible to care for 200 patients at one time. The 
present quarters are utterly inadequate to accommodate the number 
of applicants. Patients for the year 1908 numbered 2,103. 


Our Deaconess Home and Training School has been doing a 
blessed work throughout the year. There are now nine deaconesses 
in the Home, and there were several pupils in the Training School 
the past year. The total expense was $3,048.00. An enlargement for 
the Training School became necessary but it has been made with 
great econemy of money. 


The total expenditure of Seattle Methodism for the Hospital 
Evangelization Union, Life Boat Mission and Deaconess Home was 
over $90,000.00, the donations in this amount being about $4,000.00, 
the balance being earned by the various institutions. 


Thanking God for a great field, served by consecrated and 
capable preachers, swarming with zealous and devoted Christian 
men and women, an opportunity more precious than life, I respect- 
fully submit my report.

Bishop Smith and Brethren:— 


“Not ourselves, but the truth in life we have spoken, 

Not ourselves, but the seed that in life we have sown, 
Shall pass on to ages, all about us forgotten, 

Save the truth we have spoken, the deeds we have done.” 


Thus with a keen sense of the responsibilities of each day of 
service, we come to this hour of reckoning and to render our account 
of stewardship. Joy and sorrow are closely related to retrospect. Joy 
because of what has been accomplished for the Master’s cause, and 
regret because of failure to realize our ideals, remembering always 
that “we pass this way but once.” 


The service of the year has been replete with earnest purpose, 
to care for every interest of th Master’s Kingdom, “as those who must 
give account to the Lord of the harvest.” The varied and complex 
problems peculiar to each charge, have tested the faith, diligence, 
tact, and skill of pastors and people, beyond the ordinary. We be- 
lieve and teach that the chief mission of the Church of God, any- 
where, everywhere, is to save men and thereby build the spiritual 
kingdom of Jesus in the world. 


To this end the beginning of the year revealed a burden of 
intense desire for genuine revival power, manifest in Pentecostal 
grace, resulting in a greater or less degree of spiritual quickening 
in every charge in the District. Our difficulties have not been un- 
like those common to all. The spirit of commercialism, pleasure 
seeking, and Sabbath desecration combined, form a barrier to spirit- 
ual progress which may not be overcome by mere suggestion. To 
successfully stem this tide, requires heroic service, and such has been 


rendered by the pastors and their people, the results of which will 
be revealed in eternity. 


The completion of the first round of quarterly meetings, gave 
a slight increase in the estimated allowance for pastoral support 
in a few charges, even though the best possible effort was made 
in every instance. Local conditions were such in a few cases that the 
sincere desire of the people to provide a comfortable support for the 
pastor and his family, could not be realized. A pleasing surprise 
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was manifest in other fields where the heroic spirit dared venture 
out upon God’s promise and undertake to do, and successfully carry 
out what the conservative spirit would regard as folly. We how- 
ever believe, that whatever ought to be done, can be done, for the 
Lord at no time calls his people to service, to mock them with 
failure. If slight deficits chall appear in a few instances, you may 
be sure that the best possible has been done to avert it, and the 
final report is fragrant with the perfume of self-sacrificing service. 
In the study of statistical tables comparatively, both in pastoral 
support and benevolences, you must bear in mind the fact that the 
past two Conference sessions took from the Tacoma District eleven 

in the formation of new boundary lines, and gave in return 
but one. Of this action we do uot complain, if the work as a 
whole is promoted thereby. Without making invidious comparisions or 
disparaging the needs and promise of other fields, we are fully con 
vinced that Methodism affords no more fruitful field for the prudent 
expenditure of money and wisely distributed work, than in this rapidly 
growing empire. throbbing with vital life and power along all lines 
of activities. The people are here from everywhere, and how to 
shepherd and house this restless throng, is the burden under which 
we stagger, and which the Church at large must help us to carry, 


_ $f the great end for which Methodism was born is attained in this 


portion of the Lord's whitened harvest fields. We need money, in 
order that we may put the best available talent to work in the 

ficlds which only await the touch of industry, spurred 
by a lively faith in the possible immediate results. We who study this 
probiem ai close range and daily contact, become enthused and 
burdened with a sense of the responsibility God has laid upon us, 
to eare for this goodly heritage. We are not pleading merely for 
the maintenance of that which we now have, but for the aggressive 
onward march which leads to the goal of ultimate triumph. Gur 
people are optimistic and as a rule liberal in their support of the 
Church We have many tithers and that feature of systematic 
orderly service is growing, especially among the middle aged and 
young people of our congregations. In our plea for money to en- 
large our work, We emphasize the imporiance and duty of self sup- 
port, and insist that each charge aided by our Missionary Board, 
must show their appreciation of such consideration, by liberal con- 


- tribution to.the local needs and to the general benevolences. The re- 


port of to this bedy in all of these matters oi duty and 
privilege, will be creditable to the ministry and laity of theTacoma 
District, and is cheerfully laid upon the altar of service for the glory 
of God and the well being of mankind Owing to the fact that col- 
lections have been pressed up to the last hour, I am unable to give 
the final result in each charge. Sufice it to say that the best pos 
gible has been done by as true and loyal brotherhood of Methodist 
preachers as ever went forth into whitened harvest fields at the 


King’s command 
The roster of the District remains about the same as at the 
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beginning of the year. No serious illness has invaded our parson- 
age homes and the spoiler’s touch of death has, through a merciful 
providence, been averted. Brother Hester, our pastor at Des Moines, 
gave up the work for a business career, and the vacancy was sup- 
plied by Brother Blanpied, from Kansas. Brother Rush, the supply 
at Gig Harbor, gave up the work at the end of the third quarter, and 
the charge has been supplied by Brother Hart, a local preacher 
Brother Newby, a student pastor at LeSourd, was compelled by rea- 
son of impaired health to give up the work in June, and Brother 
Tuttle has supplied the remainder of the year. 


The elegant new Church at Puyallup has been completed and 
dedicated by Dr. Rees. Brother Frame and a united jubilant people 
rejoice together over the signal victory. Brother Milligan has wrought 
miracles in his pastorate at Spanaway, in addition to his work at 
Wesley. He succeeded in building a Church at Spanaway well suited 
to our needs there, and the year closes without a dollar of debt. 
Brother Blackwell has built a neat, well appointed Church at Rainier, 
raising the money and doing most of the work with his own hands. 
The District Superintendent dedicated the Church and when the 
benediction was pronounced, every dollar had been paid, and we 
left them with $3.40 in the Treasury. The Roosevelt Heights Church 
under the supervision of Brother Vigus has been completed and 
dedicated, leaving but thirty dollars unpaid. Brother Blackwell has 
built an addition to the Church at Kureka, painted the Church inside 
and out and Eureka now has a neat and cozy place of worship. 
Bismarck is building an addition to the Church, with basement and 
other needed improvements costing about $1,100. First Church has 
been painted and improved in appearance, preliminary to the begin- 
ning of the new Church building enterprise, which will soon be under 
way, under the direction of Dr. Casey and his competent official 
Board, with such outlook that we hope to report at our next session, 
that First Church, Tacoma, has one of the very best Churches on the 
Coast. Other improvements have been made on parsonages and 
Churches, enabling us to report our Church property in good condition. 
The Sunday School and Epworth League work of the District is 
growing rapidly. Careful inquiry is made at each Quarterly Con- 
ference concerning these important interests and I may safely say 
that at no previous time has the work in these departments been in 
such hopeful condition as now. Junior League work is receiving 
special attention and care, and the Lord is raising up here and there 
splendid material for Superintendents, which gives assurance that 
this department for training well informed, well equipped, liberal 
workers for the tomorrows of our Church life is a potent foctor to be 
reckoned with.

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efficiency and usefulness. We must unitedly strive to make this 
one of the great educational institutions of this wide awake North- 
west Empire. 

Our Pacific Christian Advocate, (which was never better than 
now) has received careful attention by the pastors, and in our 
Quarterly Conferences. Much might be said commendatory of the 
work of each pastor and charge did time and space permit. Suffice it 
to say that such has been the fidelity and faithfulness of the 
toilers in every place that the “well done” of the Lord is today the 
joy of each pastor’s heart. 

My relation with the pastors and the ‘Official Boards has been of 
the most cordial character. Our unbroken fellowship, as with “sweet 
accord” we have labored together in the “King’s Business” is a de- 
lightful memory never to be forgotten. The responsibility of every 
hour has been great, the burdens of the office are heavy, the wear 
upon the heart strings, the baffled desire to do the impossible, namely 
satisfy the desires of the preachers and people, has all conspired to 
fill the year with tearful interest. I have shared in your joys and 
sorrows. your disappointments and your successes, they have been 
and are, a part of my own life, and in closing this report would 
leave you with three lessons, the terse and practical comment of 
Schiller: : 


“There are three lessons I would write, 
Three words as with a golden pen, 
In tracings of eternal light 
Upon the hearts of men:

Bishop Smith and Brethren:— 


The statistical result of the year’s work on the Vancouver Dis- 
trict will be told in the reports from the preachers, who have all 
wrought well. Some have reached better visible results than others, 
but if any have failed to give conscientious, faithful work on lines 
that each considered to be of greatest importance, I do not know of 
it. Because of this, and for other reasons, I do not, in this report, 
name either preachers or charges. 


The Pacific Christian Advocate. 


The interests of “Our Advocate,” that splendid religious journal, 
have received special attention, and the result is the largest list of 
subscribers the District has ever furnished. And it will be even 
larger next year. I have never heard as many words of commendation 
of the Advocate as during the past year. And the splendid editorial 
and business mahagement of Dr. Rader and his assistants deserves 
every word I have heard. 


The University of Puget Sound. 


The field work of Dr. BE. H. Todd will tell for years among our 
young people, and from the Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues, 
where they learned to shout, “Our University,” will come hundreds 
of students. A number of splendid young people from Vancouver 
District will attend the University this year, and under the leader- 
ship of such an able and genial Christian educator as the new 
President, Dr. Julius Christian Zeller, will return to us with a superior 
equipment for aggressive Christian work. 


The Sunday School. 


The great important work of the Sunday School has received 
careful attention. Much care has been given to secure the election 
of officers and teachers by the Sunday School Board only; in the 
putting of our own superior literature in place of that of any other; 
and in the more thorough organization of the schools for the definite 
work of soul saving. Vancouver did not have the services of our 
efficient. Sunday School Missionary, the Rey. CG. B. Sears, but notice 
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is now served that he belongs to us for “heap much” service, com- 
mencing early in the Conference year. 


The Epworth League. 


An excellent District Epworth League organization will push to 
the front the work of this great society. The Epworth League is at the 
threshold of boundless success or practical extinction. Two activi- 
ties must dominate the work. 


First:—An enthusiastic, sensible, Holy Ghost evangelism; so 
practical that theories which live only on the Mount of Transfig- 
uration and do not get down into the Valley of Helpfulness will 
have not even a back seat. To conduct a devotional service, in 
well-worn ruts, and hold a monthly literary and social service, even 
if it be entirely free from some of the kiss-me-quick games of the day, 
will not meet the obligation the Epworth League owes to both Church 
and State. 


Second:—An intelligent study of, and an active participation in 
a right solution of, the great industrial problems of the age. The 
Epworth League must be a practical helper of the toiler—both brain 
and brawn. No auxiliary of the Methodist Episcopal Church can 
do more to assimilate the two great armies of Capital and Labor, and 
turn out a product unselfish and naturally helpful, than the Epworth 
League. And we need not be scared by the goblin of radicalism. 
Better do something, even if that something be somewhat radical, 
than to die of dry rot. One had better do something radical than 
sit on his haunches and chew a cud. 


To these two great works—evangelism and industrialism—the 
Epworth Leagues of Vancouver District are going to give their con- 
secrated manhood and womanhood, both old and young. 


Women’s Work. 


The elect women of the District, through the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society and the Ladies’ Aid Societies, have done a great 
work. I have not the full figures for the two missionary societies, 
but the Ladies’ Aid Societies of the District raised $4,164 during the 
year. Kelso and Ostrander heads the list with $434.00 raised. But, 
after all, the great work of all these organizations has been in the 
- broadening of the view of our women and in their better equipment 
for the spiritual work of the Church. 


Revival Work. 


We have had a year of revival work, the result of which added 
many to the Kingdom as well as many to the membership of our 
Church. The revival situation needs most careful consideration. If 
we are to have an epidemic of “Billies” and “Dans” in the evangel- 
istic field, with all the grotesque features attending some of the 
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meetings, we will need to get ready for it. While we may justly 
question the propriety of some methods, if men,..women and children 
are truly converted by these methods, we-must do the best we can 
to conserve the results.. If they are only to be aroused and brought 
under conviction, and that conviction called conversion, then we need 
to redouble our efforts to instruct, indoctrinate and get fully into 
the experience of an intelligent and genuine conversion the proba- 
tioners who come to us from these meetings. Going forward and 
taking a front seat, shaking the hand of an evangelist—all under the 
pressure of pulpit buffoonery—will never take the place of personal 
work with seekers at the altar or in the inquiry room, all ending 
in a definite regeneration by the Holy Ghost and a knowable salvation 
from sin. 


The faithful, spiritual and conscientious pastor, with the aid of 
such a book as “At the Beautiful Gate of the Church,” a new Proba- 
tioner’s Handbook, and weekly meetings with the probationers, will 
be able to conserve to the highest possibility, and the results of 
revival work. But I stand where I have always stood, viz:. That there 
ought never to be a spiritual step-father to the converts. If the 
pastor has help, but let it be help, but let the pastor be the spiritual 
leader, set by God, over his flock. 


Finances. 


Believing that systematic and business-like management of the 
finances of the Church is a necessary foundation for successful re- 
vival work and _ spiritual power, I have urged living salaries for 
preachers and full and prompt payment of all financial obligations 
of the Church. For correct and systematic business methods, the 
Church of Jesus Christ has no right to allow itself to be truthfully 
classed as second to any institution on earth. 


Therefore, the plan for the District has been to close the Con- 
ference year on September Ist., thus giving one or more Sundays 
before Conference for the proper commencement of the finances of 
the new year. This places in the hands of the Church Treasurer 
money to pay on salary immediately after Conference. And whether 
it be the same person who comes as preacher or not, the payment 
of the sum thus accumulated on Salary, at the very commencement 
of the new year, will materially help. 


The fixing of the Salary at a figure that will save the pastor 
financial worry, and leave him perfectly free to do the greater work 
of the ministry, is done as early in the new year ag possible. Then 
follows prompt payment of the same by weekly offerings—mark you, 


that word is spelled w-e-e-k-l-y and not w-e-a-k-]-y— - 
ment, in full, on the first of each month. rie ie ae 


In these most desirable plans I have found most hearty en- 
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dorsement of the laymen, and the entire elimination of deficiencies: 
seems very probable for next year. ‘ 


Closing Words. 


In the thirteen years I have been in District work in the Puget 
Sound Conference I have never received more loyal support, from 
both preachers and laymen, than this year. The work has had a 
peculiar charm in the fact that for six years, from 1893 to 1897, 
I was privileged to be the presiding elder on the same territory now 
in the Vancouver District. The pleasure of being again associated 
with the men and women of God of the old District has been a 
delight. Some blessed faces I miss, but many of the old workers: 
are yet in the harness. And no less gratifying is the advancement 
made on the District, due, largely, to the leadership of Drs. Williams 
and Landen, both of whom have led the work since I left the, Dis- 
trict. 


And now, if I am privileged to continue in the work next year; 
and God will give. me as earnest and as sacrificing a body of preach- 
ers and laymen to work with as this year; and grant me the grace 
and good sense to appreciate and use their strong points and be 
forebearing with their weaknesses—as I expect them to be with 
mine—I surely will bring to the next Annual Conference a better 
report, even, than this year.

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1859 SEMI-CENTENNIAL DISCOURSE. 1909 


(Prelude) by Rev. W. S. Harrington, D. D. 


I greatly appreciate this recognition. For fifty years I have 
given myself wholly to the work of the ministry. The first three 
of these were spent in the Garrett Biblical Institute, serving mean- 
time as a “supply.” In 1862 the Rock River Conference received 
me ontrial. In 1863 I was ordained a deacon by Bishop Scott. In 1864 
the same Conference admitted me into full membership. In 1865, three 
years from the time of admission on trial, having completed the 
Conference course of study, I was ordained elder by Bishop Thomp- 
son. Of the two classes ordained at the times mentioned nearly all 
have passed away, although a few who are no longer effective re- 
main. So far as I have knowledge, James EH. Chadwick, of the New 
York Hast Conference, is the only one besides myself who has contin- 
ued to take appointments to the present time. Charles F. Fowler 
was probably the most talented of the number, and he became by 
far the most prominent. 


With this service in view, I have taken pains to study and com- 
pare the statistics of our branch of the Church for 1834 which was the 
year of my birth, with 1859, the year of my induction into the 
ministry; and to compare them both with our latest reports (that 
are for the year 1908). The gaps are, respectively, 25 and 49 years. 


In 1834 Conference members numbered 2,609; in 1859, 7,400, the 
multiple being approximately three. Last year 19,430 were reported, 
or more than two and one-half times as many as in 1859. 


Our membership for the same dates was, respectively, 600,000, 
940,000, 3,876,888. I think that we have averaged for the last fifty 
years a net gain of about six per cent per annum, which is good 
business. 

In reporting Missionary receipts I include those of the Mission- 
ary Board, the Home Missionary and Church Extension Board, the 
W. F. M. S., and the W. H. M. S.. In 1834 the gifts were $35,700; 
in 1859, $265,148; last year they were $3,153,762. The gain of ‘the 
first period was 642 per cent and of the latter 1089 per cent. 

Our educational reports as compared with 1859 show that we 
have about twice as many institutions, three times as many pupils, 
six times as many instructors, and twenty times as much property, 
including endowments. 

In. fifty years the business of our Book Concern has increased more 
than four fold. 


It may be of interest to compare our work in the territory now 
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occupied by the Puget Sound Conference with what it was in 1881, 
the year of my transfer from the Rock River Conference and of 
my appointment to Seattle. 


Charges in 1881, 18; membership, 745; ministerial support, $6,226; 
of which the presiding elders received $482; Conference claimants, 
$27; Church and parsonage property, $32,700; gifts for missions, $150. 


Charges in 1908, 157; membership, 16,268; ministerial support, 
$134,393, of which the presiding elders received 10,278; Conference 
claimants, $2,964; Church and parsonage property, $931,927; gifts 
for missions, $24,630. 


Many important agencies have come into being within the last half 
century. Among them are Lay Delegation, Church Extension, the 
W. F. M. §.,the W. H. M. 8., the Freedman’s Aid Society, the Hp- 
worth League, the Deaconess movement, Hospitals, Homes for the 
aged, Anti-Saloon League, College Settlements, City Evangelization 
Unions, and finally, District Superintendents. 

It is a delight beyond expression to have borne humble part in 
these mighty advances. We are face to face with enlarged oppor- 
tunity and possible greater developments. Yet, I do not regret that 
so much of my work is accomplished. Pleasant has been the labor 
of the years, delightful as are the associations with my brethren, I 
am not far from the Mount of Vision where will come the first 
glimpse of the “field beyond the swelling flood.’ Many dear to my 
heart over there, are watching and waiting for me. Through the 
mercy of God, my dear wife and myself expect soon to be with 
them. 

Do not misunderstand. We are in no hurry to go, but we know 
“the erossing’” cannot be many years away. Perhaps, and perhaps 
not, a few more seasons of work may be given us; that rests with 
the Bishop, and with God. We shall not seek to take the respon- 
sibility from them. When we do grow old we will joyfully put off 
the well worn harness, gather up our feet for departure, humbly 
hope for the approval of the Master and admittance through the 
Golden Gate into the City of our God. 


GOD'S METHODS WITH HIS HERALDS IN ALL THE AGES. 


Exodus 3:1-6. “Moses was keeping the flock of Jethro, his father- 
in-law, the priest of Midian: and he led the flock into the back of 
the wilderness, and came to the Mount of God, unto Hereb. And 
the angel of Jehovah appeared unto him in a flare of fire out of the 
midst of a bush; and he looked, and, behold, the bush burned with 
fire, and the bush was not consumed. And Moses said, I will turn 
aside and see this great sight, why the bush is not burnt. And 
when Jehovah saw that he turned aside to see, God called him out 
of the midst of the bush, and said, Moses, Moses. And he said, Here 
am I. And He said, draw not nigh hither; put off thy shoes from 
off thy feet, for the place whereon thou standest is holy ground. 
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Moreover He said, I am the God of thy father, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. And Moses hid his face, 
for he was afraid to look upon God.” yd 

This record, as we reflect upon it, causes the true minister of 
today to revert to his own experiences: the boyhood conditions ; the 
impressions of the spirit; the final yielding; the ministry to which 
we have given intellect, heart and life. 

1. Note the PREPARATION, IN HIS CASH, AND IN OUR 
OWN. First, He and Ourselves were the Children of Providence. 
This, in some sense, is true of every one; in these cases the fact 
has special emphasis. 1) In Nationality; he was one of the “chosen 
people,” we are of a nation which, at least, is the peer of any in 
our own, or any other age. 

2) In parentage; his parents intelligent, resourceful, and deeply 
pious, and we were born in homes of prayer, and reared under the 
best religious influences. 38) In varied experiences. To save the life 
of the infant Moses he was committed to the waters of the Nile in 
a little ark of bullrushes, providentially became a child of the palace, 
and was taught all that Egytian schools could give. So we, looking 
packward, trace in our history that which was clearly providential 
in preparing us for our life mission. 

Second. As child and man Moses was industrious. In no other 
way could he have acquired high rank in scholarship. In the home 
of his adoption he was busy, as we are informed in the text. The same 
is true of ourselves, otherwise we could have no place in the ministry. 

God does not choose the indolent man to do his work. Only 
the industrious man can make full proof of his call to this mission. 

Third. Deep religious experience is ever essential. Moses, in 
choosing to give up his connection with royalty that he might be with 
the people of God; in his daily intercourse with Jehovah, and abso- 
lute obedience to thedirections from above, gave clearest proof of 
such experience. And, in this department, we are at home. We know 
and commune with God. I trust that we are walking with Him in 
the highway of holiness. 

Fourth. Moses was observant of Divine Manifestations. Is not 
the same true of us? Did we not earnestly seek to know what God 
would have us do? To have the ear so attuned that we may catch 
and rightly interpret the divine message is to live in an atmos- 
phere above the common walks of life. 


Il. MARK THE DIVINE METHOD. 


First. God does not reveal Himself to the inattentive. Moses 
was induced to lead his flock to the foot of Horeb, “the Mountain of 
God.” There, watching his flock, meditating in those solitudes, he 
saw the burning bush which was not consumed. At first he did not 
recognize this flame to be an “angel of Jehovah,” but he was in- 
terested and he began an investigation. Not in vain was the atten- 
tion of this solitary man. When God would reveal to us His plan for 
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our life work, He in some way attracted our attention. We were 
busy with the’ affairs of life, we had plans, but our thought was led 
away from our work and from the pathway we had sketched, and 
our minds were turned towards the Christian ministry. We did not 
seek it, we did not want it, our desires went in another direction, 
but again and again the thought was thrust upon us. 


Second. That which attracts attention is merged into a voice. 
Jehovah had secured the attention of Moses and then He spoke. 
The will of God was made clear. God’s dealings with us followed the 
same general lines. Attention was drawn away from other things; 
the insistent thought of the ministry was with us. Then the voice is 
clearest revelation. God singled us out; called us by name as He 
did Samuel and Moses; then came the clear conviction that we must 
obey or God would depart from us. 


You, my brother, recall the time, the place, the environments, 
when the Voice came to you. 
4 It was a Voice, but you recognized it as the voice of Jehovah. 

He identified Himself. The things of time and sense faded from 

your vision. Your consciousness embraced but one fact—you were 
face to face with God. Like Moses, you were afraid and hid your 
face. 

After a time, not only did He talk to you, but you talked to Him. 
He made so clear the mission of your life that you turned at once and 
forever toward the ministry of the Lord Jesus. Since that time 
other voices have called, but you have put your fingers in your ears, 
and have said an emphatic “NO” to them all. To this day, as an 
under shepherd you have been feeding the sheep, as the Shepherd 
gave direction. The thrill of Charles Wesley’s poetic statement per- 
meates your being: 

“Happy, if with my latest breath I may but gasp His name; 
preach Him to all, and cry in death, Behold, Behold the Lamb.” 

Third. Favorable Response to God Introduces One to Elements 
Which at the Time are Unmeasured and Unknown. 1) This is often 
true as to the life work. How radical the change in the life of Moses. 
from the solitudes of the desert he went into the midst of densest 
populations; from the peaceful occupation of a shepherd he was 
thrust into most strenuous strife; from obscurity he came into prom- 
inence; from humble associations he was brought face to face with 
the mightest earthly sovereign of his day, in desperate conflict; from 
leading a few sheep in the wilderness he had the directing of a million 
or more of the chosen people on their way from the bondage of 
Egypt to the freedom of Canaan. 

Your life and mine have not been so spectacular as was that of 
Moses, but we have been led in a way we knew not—a way that has 
been wonderful to us. The approval given us will be cordial if we are 
as loyal and faithful as he was. 

2. Both he and ourselves have assurance of the Divine Presence 
all the way. How great, how absolutely insurmountable, seemed to 
Moses the difficulties. The four hundred years of bondage had left 
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sad marks on the Israelites; they were as petulant, changeable chil- 
dren; they were arrant cowards; ever were they ready to adopt the 
idolatries of the heathen nations by which they were environed; they 
were rebellious against their great leader and often were threatening 
him with bodily harm. But God was with him. Because of this 
Presence, the hard-hearted and vacilating Pharaoh was compelled 
to let God’s people go. The Divine One removed the Red Sea barrier 
and made an open and safe pathway. He directed and from the 
smitten rock flowed abundant waters to slake the thirst of the multi- 
tude. When the wolf of famine stood at the door the commissary 
department of Heaven drove him away. To guide through the un- 
tracked wilderness, to guard through the night watches, the pillar 
of cloud and of fire became the vanguard and the reward. When 
rebellion was rampant, the Glory of the Lord appeared at the door 
of the tabernacle, and Moses was assured, “My presence shall go 
with thee, and I will give thee rest.” Worn in body and mind, he 
was invited to an interview with God in the Mount; after forty days 
he left these holy associations, returned to his work with firm tread, 
and a face that so reflected the glory of Heaven as to dazzle the eyes 
of the beholders. 


My brother minister, you and I have had our perplexities, our 
difficvlt problems, obstacles that appeared to absolutely block our 
way. There have been periods of physical debility, frayed nerves, 
and hours of great depression. We have attended Conferences with 
dissatisfaetion as to the past, and painful uncertainty as to the future. 
We have learned that at such times there was only one way by 
which peace could he restored to the soul. We must get alone with 
God, as did Moses. We were not to talk much with others, but we 
should seek the Mount of Holy Communion. Then, in that solitude, 
the Voice again came, “be still, and know that I am God Lo, I 
am with you always, even to the end of the world.” Then peace, 
wonderful peace, coming down from the Father above, banished the 
heartache, and we found rest; we went forth to His appointment in 
His strength, and with the swing of victory. 

Qur ministry is broader than that of Moses. He was called to 
a single people, while we are to answer to the fulfillment of our 
part in the Great Commission, “go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 

Moses was of heroic mold, but no less of heroism is required in 
our day. His was a spirit of loyalty and constancy to His mission, 
and of gentleness to those whose minister He was; like qualities are 
demanded in us. He ministered to a childish, unrestrained people; 
we to the brightest and most cultured, who enjoy the highest type of 
civilization the world has known. Then the carnel mind turned to 
the coarser forms of evil; now, subtler phases of false doctrine and 
unbelief, and types of sin in which the more objectionable features 
are kept out of sight, make appeal. 

We need then, to be all that Moses was, to have all that he 
possessed of spiritual endowments, and more. 
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This “more” is to be found in the deeper consecration, and the 
higher offices of the divine spirit, which the fuller revelations of 
the New Testament warrant and require. Such self-effacement, such 
sinking of self into Christ, such fullness of the Spirit, as will make 
us “meet for the Master’s use,” fit representatives in word and life 
of Him “whose we are, and whom we serve,” and will ensure pente- 
costal power as we give His message, whether to an audience of one 
or of many. 


CONSIDER OUR PROBLEMS. 


Each age has its own. Human nature remains much the same 
through the centuries, and among different peoples, but its manifes- 
tations differ as do the grades of civilization. Virtue and vice are 
possible to the savage as well as to the civilized, but the forms they 
assume may be very different. We are never without the Achans 
who covet the golden wedge and the Babylonish garment; the Eph- 
raims who are joined to their idols; the Demases who have forsaken 
the right way, having loved the present world; and many others 
who were once of God’s people, but have gone out from them, being 
spoiled throughout, “philosophy and vain deceit, after the traditions of 
men, after the rudiments of the world, and not after Christ.” 

Thank God that, on the other hand, there are increasing num- 
bers of Lydias whose “hearts the Lord hath opened;” of Timothys, 
whose mothers and grandmothers have brought them up in the un- 
feigned faith of the gospel; of those who, like the Apostles, have 
heard and obeyed the call of the Master; of beloved physicians, as 
Luke; of Pauls, who have had a vision of Christ, and count not 
their lives dear if they may finish their course with joy; of vast 
numbers, unnamed here, whom the very God of peace hath sanctified 
wholly. 

What further progress may we make in winning the world for 
Christ? To answer this we must recognize and find a solution for 
the real problems of our time. AS we succeed, or fail, we will help 
to determine the conditions which will await coming generations and 
centuries. 

First. The ever present problem of the child. Through the 
children we must bless or curse those who come after us. How 

- grave the dangers, and at the same time, how sublime the possibili- 
ties for good with which the younger ones are face to face. 

I was not reared in the city full. An educated and wise father, 
a loving and careful mother, guarded and guided the nine children. 
In that simple life there were no luxuries. Time was given for 
recreation, but industry was the rule. Before and after school each day 
there were tasks suitable to the age of the child. The Word of God 
was read and, reverently, the household bowed around the family 
altar. The members of the family sat together in the House of God. 
The child reared in the midst of such environments can hardly go 
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How different are the conditions in many homes. Life is com- 
plex, temptations are multiplied, godly teachings and the family altar 
.are greatly needed. Our children should be prepared to live where 
evil abounds, and yet remain unspotted from the world. They may 
-be so innoculated with Gospel truth as to be practically immune to 
evil and have their fruit unto holiness. To this end the Church 
must aid the Christian family, and supply that which is lacking in 
the non-Christian home. The Sunday School must be a place where 
the child shall come to know God and shall enlist in His service. 

Second. The Problem of Commercialism. Material interests are 
important, but not of the first importance. Commercialism has justly 
held an advanced place in the improved civilization of our day. It 
so penetrates, permeates and possesses the business world as to 
make the possession of wealth the great purpose of life. But it is 
adversely affecting the moral standards, confusing the conceptions 
of right and wrong, and opening wide the door to many forms of 
injustice. 


For instance, take 1) Competitive Industries. Every trader and 
every close observer knows that the spirit of competition is rife as 
never before. It is so sharp that many employers are grossly injust 
to those whom they employ. Others, by means that will not bear 
the light; would strangle all competing companies. One has well said 
that “in business every man is at the mercy of his meanest com- 
petitor.” Sweater’s dens would keep the clothing business out of 
the hands of reputable men. The Golden Rule is supplanted by 
the flippant “do unto others as they would do unto you and do it 
first.” 


The religion of the New Testament must remove this dark blot. 
The Golden Rule must be restored, and make it possible for the right- 
eous man to do successful business on righteous principles. 

2) How unsatisfactory the Relation between Labor and Capital. 
Neither can prosper without the other and they should operate in 
harmony. But, somewhere, they are constantly at war. 

On the one hand, we have strikes and labor trusts which affect 
not a single contractor or capitalist. They bring their own adher- 
ents to want, put a check on the progress of a great city, stop the 
wheels of transportation, cause the bloodshed and loss of life, and may 
be agents of financial depression to the Nation. 

On the other hand, in many ways the poor are oppressed. They 
are denied the privilege of work, or compensation is inadequate. 
They are compelled to labor in unhealthy environments. Many girls 
in order to procure the necessities of life add to their earnings by 
the loss of virtue. Great trusts are formed which spell death to com- 
petitors, and slavery to employees. 

Has the Church no sufficient word in this case? Is there no balm 
in Gilead? The question is answered in the asking. If the Church has 
no mission in healing these gaping wounds what is the business of 
God’s people? Can we “sit and sing ourselves away to everlasting 
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cana while ignoring the hands that are stretched out to us for 
elp? 

3) Commercialism tends to the Classification of People from the 
Standpoint of Material Possessions. One’s worth is coming to be 
estimated by his stocks and bonds, and his bank account. In such 
an estimate, character, usefulness, real manhood and womanhood do 
not count. “The 400” are objects of envy. And yet, how often 
wealth is spent for gratification of lusts that destroy. Luxury ‘opened 
the way for the destruction of that nation of iron—imperial Rome. 
Is there not danger that we may go the same way? Turn your 
thoughts to the publicity given by courts, and by the “yellow press” 
to the illicit loves, the unmentionable filth, the divorces, and the 
capital crimes, which to our shame, are not very uncommon in this 
fair land. Material progress will become the handmaid of lust, rather 
than be helpful to man’s spiritual interests, unless the possessor be- 
comes right with God, and lives his life under the direction of the 
world’s Redeemer. Not only then should “the poor have the gospel 
preached unto them,” but lead the rich to humble themselves at 
the feet of Jesus. 


4) In Weakening the Law of the Sabbath. In late years I have 
been more than before impressed with the emphasis given the Fourth 
Commandment of the Decalogue. In various forms it is repeated in 
other portions of the word. Numerous illustrations are given of the 
profit in its observance, and of the loss and ruin resulting from 
its violation. The people and the nation that disregard the law of the 
Sabbath will certainly incur heavy penalties. One who really loves 
God will keep this commandment. Whatever militates against Sab- 
bath observance tends to deflect from the path of righteousness. 
A true indictment against much of the commercialism of our day is 
found at this point. It opens many places of business, and prepares 
the way for many forms of amusement, on the holy Sabbath. In this 
way attendance on the House of God is depleted, and habits are 
formed which often result in entire forgetfulness of God. 

The parable of the rich man and Lazarus tells of a great gulf 
which separated the man of wealth from Paradise. A fortune, per se 
is no sin, but often it has for attendante, begotten of itself, such 
habits, and conditions of mind and heart, as unfit the possessor for 
the kingdom of God. As the people develop. wealth, may God help 
us to save them from becoming ungodly. 

Third. A most serious problem is that of Popular Amusements 
and Entertainments. That many of them are harmful and destruct- 
ive is so well known as to need no discussion. The Church, in 
her various General Assemblies and General Conferences, strongly 
advises against them because they war against the spiritual life. 

The theater, according to the testimony of its own votaries, is 
becoming increasingly vile. The dance often proves the pathway 
to the death of virtue. Gambling is invading many homes. The 
drama and the dance have found their way into the public schools. 
Pupils who are restrained by personal views, or by parental restraint, 
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from participating in these affairs are brought into disrepute by their 
associates. In the narrow circle’of my own observation I have learned 
of several cases where these proceedings have resulted in sorrow and 
shame for reputable families. 


Here we find one of the strong arguments for our Church schools. 
We cannot afford to weaken in the advices given in No. 248, old Dis- 
cipline. 

This catalogue of great problems is by no means exhaustive. 
I take time to mention but one other, viz: 4th. The City. This is a 
recent problem. 

The Pilgrim fathers came to a wilderness. They were but a 
handful who confronted a host of aborigines. Immediately before 
them was the stern New England coast; beyond was a terra incognita 
of which they knew not the boundaries. In the nearly five centuries 
that have since elapsed, pioneers have extended the borders of civil- 
ization from the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico, and from Ply- 
mouth Rock to Puget Sound. Wigwams have given way for modern 
homes. The blazed trail has become the pathway of the iron horse. 
The deserts blossom as the rose. From the breasts of our mountains 
flow the waters which slake the thirst of the multitudes. From the 
bowels of our mighty ranges are taken coal, lead, iron, silver and gold, 
to meet the demands of our time. The lonely and weak bands of 
Plymouth Rock and of Jamestown have expanded into forty-six 
sovereign states, and these are banded into a Nation that we firmly 
believe to be the best, everything considered, upon the earth. 

A marked development of the later years is the drawing of the 
peoples to the cities. There are those who put emphasis upon the 
“Call of the Wild,” but far larger numbers respond to the drawings 
to the city. In time this centralization may be stayed by such conven- 
iences as rural postal delivery, telephones, and suburban electric 
lines, but the imperative problems of the great cities are now upon 
us. In city elections, the vicious class often determines results. As 
goes the vote of the city of- New York, so usually goes the state of 
New York; as goes the state of New York, so often goes the Nation. 
The vicious people of that metropolis may elect our President. In 
1776 about one in thirty of the people lived in cites and larger towns; 
now about one in three is to be found in them. The salvation of 
our cities is one of thg most urgent, vital and complex of our prob- 
lems. In them is’ dire peril, but of them may be made great centers 
from which healing influences, like the waters of Siloam, shall flow. 

Cities are the dictators, and should be made citadels of safety 
for our Nation. Their many vices and crimes are well known. 

What shall we do? We are doing something. Our efforts, so 
far are inadequate. We must gird ourselves anew, and give ourselves 
more earnestly to this mighty task. We should improve our methods 
and have a spirit of larger sacrifice. With the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God, the slaves of the most awful forms of sin 
must be tracked to their darkest resorts and the remedial agencies 
of the gospel must be applied. As representatives of the Divine 
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Government we must satisfactorily solve these tremendous problems. 
Then we may stand approved when we render up our accounts. 


CONCLUSION. 


First. These are but a few of the more recent phases of devel- 
opment which the Church of Christ must meet. The carnal nature 
pack of them all is the same as in the time of Moses, and the time 


of Christ. The expressions of this nature vary—in fact they are 
quite different from those of half a century since. 


Second. Can the Church of Christ cope with these, and other 
waves that threaten the very foundations of human welfare? These 
earthquakes of immorality that have their source in the nether world? 
Was Moses a failure? Did the Apostles labor in vain? Did Luther, 
Calvin and Wesley successfully stem the tides of false doctrine and 
unholy living? : 

Third. By what means did they succeed? 1) They set the 
sails of the old ship Zion so as to conform her course to the gospel 
chart. 2)In experience, life, and teaching they were exponents of 
Christ’s saving power. 3) They tarried pefore God until they were 
endued with power from on high. One skilled in electrical science 
was asked why lightning is so likely to strike telephone and tele- 
graph wires; the reply was that it was because these wires were 
already somewhat charged with electricity. This illustrated what 
must be our condition prior to enduement. 

Fourth. Who is sufficient for these things? Who can solve these 
problems and make every obstacle a stepping stone for the uplifting 
of humanity? Very humbly and reverently would I make reply. We 
are sufficient. “We can do these things. But our sufficiency is of 
God. “We can do all things through Christ who strengthens us.” 
Through Him we may be conquerors and more than conquerors. 

Fifth. The former heroes, of whom the world was not worthy, 
came up through great tribulation, having washed their robes and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb. 

It will be no different in the immediate future. God’s most 
successful heralds will not seek the easiest and most remunerative 
places. Rather will they ask, “Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do?” 
When the great Captain, He who turned aside for a time from His 
throne in the Heavens; who became the Man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief; who was wounded for our transgressions, bruised 
for our iniquities, and by whose stripes we were healed; when He, 
the victim of Gethsemane and Calvary, shall so indicate, the gospel 
herald of our day, like his brothers of former days, will go joyfully 
to the most difficult task. Then, in God’s good time, he will bring 
his sheaves and place them at the feet of his Lord. God grant to 
each of us to be a hero in this desperate battle for righteousness. 

The banner of the cross is to have even greater victories in the 
days at hand. He whose right it is to reign will soon be universally 
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acknowledged King of kings and Lord of lords. ee 

In that glad day we will forget our tribulation and join in the song, ~ 
“unto Him that loved us, and washed us from our sins in His own 
blood, and hath made us kings and priests unto God and His Father; 
to Him be glory and dominion forever and ever, 


AMEN.” 


REPORT NO. 1, BY THE EXECUTIVE COMMISSIONER. 


The question of having a Methodist Exhibit at the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition was brought before the Puget Sound Conference 
and its Laymen’s Association in 1906. A Commission of laymen and 
ministers was appointed to look into the matter and report at the 
next annual session. After considerable discussion by the Commission 
and the Conference the enterprise was authorized in 1907. Other 
Conferences were invited to share in administrative interests and 
appointed Commissioners. Counsel was also taken with the Bishops 
and other general officers of our Church, and the general Conference 
at Baltimore gave its endorsement. 


Early in 1908, on being assured by the Exposition management, 
that we could have ample free space in the gallery of one of the 
great central buildings it was decided to apply for such space rather 
than attempt the erection of a building. Dr W. S. Harrington was 
elected Executive Commissioner and looked after the interests of this 
work in addition to his many other duties which had prior claim 
until Conference, when for satisfactory reasons but to our regret he 
felt that he could not continue in this office. 


Of the work of the present incumbent in his efforts to comprehend 
what should be and what could be, to awaken interest, to secure 
funds, to assemble and display the exhibits, and to have a corps of 
assistants to care for and explain the exhibits, etc., you have seen for 
yourselves and know the nature of the results. 


Organization of the Commission and further plans were made at 
a meeting held Oct. 20, 1908. Rev. J. M. Canse was elected chair- 
man, Rev. J. P. Marlatt, Vice-Chairman; Rev. Wm. H. Leech, Secretary, 
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and J. W. Efaw, Treasurer, who with L. E. Kirkpatrick was to con- 
stitute the Executive Committee. Other meetings of the Commission 
or Executive Committee have been held to review and guide the 
work. 


The interests of this work have been presented in our Churches, 
at District and other representative gatherings as there has been 
opportunity. Thousands of circular and personal letters have been 
sent. 


A handbook, “Diamond Jubilee of Methodism of the Pacific,’ has 
been published and distributed quite extensively. The expense of 
printing this book will have been entirely met by sale of book and 
advertisements when a few small accounts have been turned in. 


For meeting expenses of installing and maintaining the exhibit 
there has been received $2144.48. Of this the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence has contributed $1764.00 from Districts as follows: Belling- 
ham, $69.80; Olympia, $79.35; .Seattle, $1360.14; Tacoma, $200.71; 
Vancouver, $54.00. 


To meet present deficiency and final expenses there is needed at 
least $500.00. This is provided for by personal subscriptions and 
apportionments which we hope will yet be paid. 


Many commendations have been spoken for the exhibit with its 
140-foot frontage, and we believe a favorable impression is being 
made for Methodism as a great religious and moral and philanthropic 
factor in this Northwest and in the world.

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Memoirs 





WILLIAM HENRY JORDAN. 


William Henry Jordan was born April 28, 1860, in Shasta County, 
California. He was the oldest of four children born to Charles and 
Mary Jordan. 


He was converted in Hastland County, Texas, in a revival in 
1880 at twenty years of age. He felt the call of God to the ministry, 
and in 1881 entered school at Fort Worth, Texas, to fit himself for 
his life work. 


In 1887 he came to the state of Washington and in the fall of 
that year entered school at Salem, Oregon. He was married to Miss 
Esther A. Smith at the close of his term of school at Willeymette. 


He entered the Puget Sound Conference on trial in 1893 and 
served in the pastorate of the following charges: Cosmopolis, two 
years; Elma, one year; Castle Rock, two years; Bay Center two 
years. While on this charge his health failed and he took the super- 
anuate relation. He was a man of courage and was irue to his con- 
victions. He was a good preacher, faithful in his work, and was 
highly esteemed in the charges where he lived and labored. 


He steadily declined after his retirement from his last appoint- 
ment. Some months before his death he spoke of the pleasure it 
gave him to know that there would be no consumption in heaven. 


Sister Jordan, in a letter I was permitted to read, says: “He 
suffered greatly, but his faith in God never wavered. He talked a 
great deal about going home, his only anxiety being about me and 
the children. We are lonely and the future looks dark.” 


Our brother and sister had three children, Deta, thirteen years 
of age; Lois, six years of age, and a baby boy three years of age. 


Our brother died May 7th, 1909 at Bickelton, Wash. He lived 
the life of the righteous and died their death: 
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ELIZABETH CLARK HARRINGTON. 


Wife of Rev. William S. Harrington, D. D., of the Puget Sound 
Conference, was born in Royalton, Vermont, March 6, 1836, and de- 
parted this life August 23, 1909, aged 73 years, 5 months and 17 days. 

This is the brief record of a very eventful and useful life. 

She was converted early in life and united with the Church when 
only fifteen years of age. When but six years of age her father and 
his family moved to Illinois and settled in De Kalb County. Hlizabeth 
attended the Dow’s Academy and was thus intelligently fitted for her 
life work. She was married to W. S. Harrington May ist, 1856, of 
which union four daughters came to bless their home, three of whom 
survive to mourn the mother’s going away. 

_ Mrs. Harrington was well adapted to the work which God in His 
providence called her. She was free from ostentation and pride; she 
was natural and simple; she was not arrogant, but humble and plain; 
she was not dictatorial, but always respectful of the opinion of others. 
Her home was most hospitable and all who entered it were made. 
royally welcome and were at once free from restraint. She endured 
the hardships incident upon the itinerary in Illinois in the earlier 
days, and appreciated the more the better conditions that came in 
later years. She never murmured nor complained, for her consecra- 
tion was so absolute and complete that in whatever state she found 
herself she was therein content. 

Mrs. Harrington had a deep religious experience. She did not 
parade her religion, she lived it. She had a light and she kept it 
shining. She was imbued with a deep missionary spirit and gave one 
of her daughters to the work in China. Her interest in Missions 
never waned, for she believed in the command of Christ to disciple 
all nations, and did her part faithfully. She journeyed constantly 
upward to her coronation. She had what has been called “the water 
mark of the finest character,’ Holiness, not a subterfuge, nor a 
make believe, but the real experience of a clean heart. Holiness is 
both a vision and a virtue: a mood of the soul and a movement of 
the life. That is the kind she had. Her soul was responsive to the 
Divine Word, and her life was a constant benediction. She left the 
impress of her beautiful life upon all with whom she came in con- 
tact. Her gentleness made her great. She exalted gentleness but 
not at the expense of principle. She had an Enoch experience and 
“Walked with God.” 

Her class meeting testimonies always had the true ring. One 
said of her, “I never heard her speak without profit to my soul.” 
She spoke out of a living, positive experience of the deep things of 
God. 
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She has gone to that land where darkness has faded into day 
and where the Lamb is the light thereof. The ground where her 
body lies was long since dedicated by her own prayer as she kneeled 
by the grave of her daughter and with earnest devotion renewed her 
consecration to God.

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SPECIAL CHARITIES. 


WASHINGTON CHILDREN’S HOME SOCIETY. 


This society has just completed its thirteenth year of successful 
effort in behalf of the neglected, homeless and abused children. The 
society is recognized as the only accredited placing-out agency in 
the state of Washington by the Juvenile and Superior Courts and 
the state officials. Within the year -ex-President Roosevelt called 
a great convention of experts to consider the problems of child de- 
pendency with this fore-word: ‘The best way to care for dependent 
children is the family home.” The nestor of that Conference pre- 
dicts, “that the time will come when the convening of this convention 
will be considered the greatest event in the Roosevelt administration 
and will be referred to as the starting point in the emancipation of 
childhood from the bondage of an evil environment.” 

The purposes of the Society are the home-care of deserving 
children; preventative work such as the eradication of the causes of 
dependency; home finding; the systematic supervision of the children 
so placed. 

In the state of Washington the work of providing for dependent 
children devolves Jargely on the Children’s Home Society, which in 
the past year established its work in this state by the erection and 
equipment of a $35,000 fire-proof receiving home well adapted to the 
care and training of children until placed in the family home. This 
is indeed applied Christianity. 

Fourteen hundred have become the wards of the Society, three 
hundred and fifty-six having been received during the past year. 

Resolved, therefore, that we heartily approve of this plan of 
uniting all denominations in this child saving work and that we will 
heartily welcome and co-operate with the representatives of the 
Washington Children’s Home Society in the care of the orphaned, 
neglected and abused children. 

We recommend Brother L. J. Covington and the work he repre- 
sents, and recommend his appointment for this work another year.

SEATTLE SEAMEN’S FRIEND SOCIETY. 


This Society is working to promote the moral and social welfare 
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and the physical comfort of seamen. It is non-sectarian and inter- 
denominational. Its-work is not simply preaching to sailors, but a 
large and helpful ministry to all the varied needs of seamen. It 
suplies good reading to men remote from books and news stands, and 
sends out libraries on the ships. It gives entertainments, receptions 
and attends to the social side of the sailor’s life, saving him from 
resorts of vice, often winning him to a better life. In sickness it 
administers to his many needs; provides gospel meetings both on 
sea and land which is all additional to the regular work of the Society. 

The building now occupied by the Society is inadequate to care 
properly for the great work which the Society is called upon to do. 
The Board of Directors have. decided upon the purchase of other 
lots and the erection of a modern pbuilding which will accommodate 
the rapidly growing work of the Society. 

Therefore, in consideration of the great work which Brother G. F. 
West has so faithfully done, we recommend his re-appointment by the 
Bishop to that work for another ‘year, and that the members of the 
Conference co-operate with Brother West in his labors.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ SOCIETY 
Report of Agent. 


It seemed to me that the work of your agent for this year must 
be in the following directions: 

First. Enlist the preachers in this benevolence. 

Second. Secure subscriptions from laymen. 

Third. Put this great interest on the hearts of our people. 

As to what has been accomplished: 

First. I have secured subscriptions and notes from members of this 
Conference, besides several as yet unfilled promises to make such 
subscriptions. The notes are for $100 each at six per cent interest. 

If the notes in the hands of the Preachers’ Aid Society be added, 
we have a total of $12,200 from the members of this Conference. 

Second. I have a conditional promise, in writing, from Brother 
E. L. Blaine for $5,000 from the estate of his mother, and of which 
he is the sole trustee. I have a few pledges of less amount. The 
cash realized, except from interest, is but little. — 

Third. I have visited the Preachers’ Meetings of each of the 
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Districts, and have presented the cause in various Churches as they 
have been opened to me. 

For more detail, see accompanying statement. 

As to general conditions during the year: 

First. This is a new General Benevolence, and our people must 
become familiar with it before they can be expected to respond freely. 

Second. We are not fully organized. Men of affairs must know 
just what they are subscribing to, and if the business methods are 
satisfactory. When we get in good shape, and I trust that we may 
before the final adjournment of this Conference, we can put our 
plans in print and give out copies to our people. If these plans 
commend themselves to business men, the way for the advent of an 
agent will be open. 

Third. The financial depression of the previous year has con- 
tinued until very recently. Business men‘ have been uncertain as 
to their own affairs, and have been reluctant to make subscriptions to 
any cause. The enhanced cost of living has made it difficult for 
wage earners to add in any way to their liabilities 
: Fourth. There have been extraordinary calls on the liberality of 
our people. Local interests have been on the plane of former pros- 
perity; there were new houses of worship demanded in old locations, 
and still others where before we had none; “Our University” has 
been in need; City Missionary work has made heavy demands; the 
International Epworth League Convention, in Seattle, required an 
outlay of thousands of dollars; and last, but not least, has been the re- 
quirements of the Methodist Exhibit at the A. Y. P. Exposition. 

Thus we get a bird’s eye view of conditions existing and of what 
has been accomplished. 4 

The next year should be much more fruitful than the one just 
past has been, for conditions are much better than twelve months 
ago, our people are becoming familiar with the cause itself, and a 
beginning has been made.

CITY EVANGELIZATION. 


The problem of the city is the real heart of the problem of the 
nation. The population is heterogeneous, being so largely composed 
of immigrants from various parts of the world. It is estimated that 
one-third of our people are congregated in the cities, and in many of 
them there is great preponderance of the foreign element. Churches 
abound, but saloons are more numerous. In the cities are large 
numbers of the best people to be anywhere found, and in them the 
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criminals find a hiding place. The latter are increasing more Yrap- 
idly than is our population. 

Walk our streets, visit the portions of our cities where foreign- 
ers of various nationalities find a home, and one hears a very babel 
of voices. A German statesman spoke of cities as “ulcers, cancers on 
the body politic.” The army of invasion from foreign shores is to 
continue. Our immigration laws are being more carefully and vigor- 
ously enforced, and perhaps they will become even more stringent, 
but the eyes of the downtrodden and persecuted of the nations, as 
well as many of the better class, are turned in this direction, and 
other millions are to make their homes within our borders. We 
must assimilate and Christianize them, or our government cannot 
continue; rather will they overweight us, and carry us down to 
destruction. Our cities are strategical points; to evangelize them 
is to ensure the future of the Church and the Nation, ( 

We rejoice that the difficult problem is in process of solution. 
Many of the wise and the godly are making careful study of the prob- 
lem. We are learning by former errors what not to do, and are 
making real progress in introducing the criminal and the careless 
into the pathway of life. If our cities are to be saved and they must 
be, we must be equal to the opportunities of the hour. If we can 
lead the representatives of foreign nations, now resident in our cities 
and a menace to our civic and religious institutions, into the fold of 
Christ, many of them will become evangelists to carry the gospel 
back to their own native lands. Thus we open the way for our 
own salvation and the discipling of all nations. 

We rejoice in the vigor and success of our great Home Missionary 
and Church Extension Board, and pledge our continued and most 
loyal efforts to its support. 

The organization known as the City Evangelization Union is 
more and more becoming an element of power in our city work. We 
commend that in every growing city where we have several Churches 
such unions be organized in accordance with our Discipline. 

We also recommend that more men who are especially adapted to 
such service be set apart for Missionary work among the unchurched, 
whether native or foreign.

TO THE PUGET SOUND ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


Your Bureau of Conference Entertainment has received from 
the Sound Trustee Company, of Seattle, the following proposition, by 
which a permanent place of entertainment may be secured to the 
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Conference without any assumption of financial obligation on the part 
of the Conference. . 

The proposition is this: The company will give one acre of 
ground for a permanent site and a commission of ten per cent of 
all sales made directly or indirectly through the members of the 
Conference. Said money to be used as a permanent building fund, 
the selection of the site to be left to the Conference Committee. 

Should the Conference decide to use the ground before it can build 
its own auditorium and dormitories the company agrees to furnish, free 
of charge, a large and suitable building for such purposes. 

The location will be at Redondo Beach, which is situated on main 
land, midway between Seattle and Tacoma and on the route of the 
new Seattle-Tacoma Shortline, which is to be completed by May ist, 
1911. At present adequate boat service makes easy tranportation to 
both Seattle and Tacoma. 

The Sound,Trustee Company own over 160 acres of ground at 
this point and over three-quarters of a mile of beautiful beach water 
front. This is subdivided into lots of an average of 40x100 feet, 
Streets are being graded, a city water system and electric light plant 
installed free of charge to the purchasers. The price of lots in the 
location selected by your Committee will range from $125.00 to $350.00, 
an average of about $200.00. These may be purchased on very easy 
installments at six per cent interest. 

Liquor and dancing restrictions are imposed and the business 
confined to a certain location. No obligation is imposed upon the 
Conference further than their co-operation.

Under the efficient 
management of the “Seattle Deaconess Home and Bible Training 
School” the work of the past year has been the most successful 
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in its history. Made possible by the blessing of God, the faithful, 
heroic work of the deaconesses in charge, the sympathy and generosity 
of its friends, and not least, by the generous gift of the Rev. G. W. 
Carr and the Trinity M. E. Church of Seattle, some eighteen or 
twenty months ago, of a permanent home for the institution, which has 
already becoming inadequate to the needs of the work, insomuch, that a 
temporary addition to the building has been constructed within the past 
year. 

Six workers of the institution have toiled faithfully and effi- 
ciently in the “Parish Visitation” department of the Home.

JAPANESE WORK. 


We commend, the work done in Seattle and Tacoma for the 
Japanese and by the Japanese in schools, night schools, Sunday 
Schools and regular Church services. 


We are convinced that in the neglect shown by many of our 
Churches of the 12,000 Japanese within the bounds of our Confer- 
ence, a great field of usefulness has been overlooked. 


Many of the Japanese now in our midst are most susceptible to 
and anxious for Christian teaching and training, and we urge upon 
our pastors the necessity of establishing classes, wherever possible, 
for the instruction of these people in the English branches, and the 
formation of Japanese Sunday School classes in our English speaking 
Sunday Schools. We desire to call the attention of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society to the necessity of work among the Japan- 
ese women, particularly in the city of Seattle, where there are so 
many Japanese families and girls. 

California has two homes for Japanese women, one in San Fran- 
cisco and one in Los Angeles, both of which are supported by the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society while they have no work for Jap- 
anese women. 

In view of the fact that so many of the Japanese in this country 
are unmarried or without families we recommend that as soon as 
possible a suitable building be constructed in Seattle for a dormitory 
and Church purposes. This would also save the enormous rent that 
is now being paid. 


We earnestly commend the work accomplished and being prose- 
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cuted by the Rev. Seimei Yoshioka in Seattle and by the Japanese 
Church in Tacoma.We appeal to the Methodism of these two cities 
and of every city and town in our Conference where there are any of 
these people, that kindness be shown them and that encouragement 
and support be given where it is: needed.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPWORTH LEAGUE AND SUNDAY

Epworth League. 


We are pleased to report a general advance in the work of the 
Epworth League. We note the enlarging scope of its activities, and 
believe that the organization is more and more demonstrating the 
wisdom of its founders. 

We have had the great privilege of having had the International 
Epworth League Convention at Seattle. We greatly appreciate the 
work of the local Committee in their successful work in entertaining 
so large a gathering. 

Recognizing the fact that the success of the Epworth League 
demands an intelligent activity among the young people of our Church, 
and that this intelligence is increased by Epworth League Institutes, 
and since the central office is favorable to holding one or more of these 
institutes in the Northwest, we, your Committee, urge the members 
of this Conference, and through them our local chapters, to co-operate 
with the Committees who shall have charge of the management of the 
Institute including the bounds of our Conference, so that the coming 
year may witness a decided rise in the work among the young people. 
We believe that no pastor has a right to neglect this very important 
part of the Church work. 

We urge upon all the chapters within the bounds of our Confer- 
ence the prompt payment of the sum of five cents per senior mem- 
ber and three cents per junior member, as asked by the central office 
for the support of the work. 

We heartily recommend the new song book, “Epworth Praises,” 
for general use by our chapters and also the Churches. It is a 
splendid collection of gospel songs suitable for worship in all services, 
and can be secured by ordering direct from J. W. Efaw, Seattle, the 
member of the Board of Control from the fifteenth General Confer- 
ence District. 
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We approve and recommend the use of the quarterly report 
blanks as prepared by J. W. Glenk and used in the Bellingham Dis- 
trict. The use of these blanks. will assist greatly in systematizing 
the work of the chapters, and enable the District and general officers 
to have a better knowledge of the League. 


Sunday Schools. 


Tt is an omen of promise that the Church is becoming more and 
more to realize the place and the value of the work of the Sunday 
School. The wisdom of the last General Conference in creating the 
new Board of Sunday Schocls is now clear to all. 

We heartily commend the work of this Board, and would es- 
pecially mention the work of its able Secretaries, Dr. David G. Downey 
and Dr. Edgar Blake. The Sunday School Institute held in Seattle in 
June last by these men and their able assistants was a great uplift 
in Sunday School work in this Conference. The work of this Board 
was most ably presented at this Conference session by U. F. Hawk, 
the Superintendent of the Spokane District of the Columbia River 
Conference. 

We commend the faithfulness, and are gratified with the success 
of our Sunday School Missionary, Charles B. Sears. This greatly 
needed work should be continued, and the success of our Missionary 
has been such as to recommend his re-appointment for another year. 
We therefore recommend that the Bishop be requested to re-appoint 
Cc. B. Sears as Sunday School Missionary for this Conference. 

We urge all the pastors and Sunday School workers in this Con- 
ference to enter at once upon the new corresponding course for 
teacher training prepared by the Board of Sunday Schools. The use 
of this course will surely increase the efficiency of our schools and 
their workers. 

Let the conversion of the children in the Sunday Schools be the 
first and greatest work of the ministry and laity. May this be im- 
ieee upon all, and the Church will then keep the lambs within the 
old. 

Because of the interests being distinctly peculiar to each we 
recommend that these two causes hereafter be considered by two 
separate Committees.

EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 


Methodism cannot accomplish her mission of spreading scriptural 
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holiness over the land without conscientious attention to her springs 
of learning. That proverb of John Wesley that Methodists are not 
more holy because they are not more knowing, should incite us to a 
deep concern for our educational institutions. 

Your Committee submits its report in the following items: 


University of Puget Sound. 


In the report submitted to your Committee by Dr. J. P. Marlatt, 
President of the Board of Trustees, we learn that the past year has 
been an advance on former years both in point of attendance and in 
the character of the work done. 

President L. lL. Benbow, the able faculty, Secretary Todd and the 
loyal student body all merit: our thanks and praise for the success 
achieved. ; 

The total attendance for 1907-8 was 385 and for the past school 
year, 544. 

The report of the Financial Secretary of the University was omit- 
ted from the Journal of last year and it is requested that the report 
for this year be printed in the Journal of this session. . 

Your Committee asks that careful attention be given to this finan- 
cial report. Owing to the depressed trade conditions, it was found to 
be impossible to raise the indebtedness of $20,000 as it was hoped, one 
year ago, might be done. Much of this has been carried for several 
years on the individual notes of the members of the Board of Trustees 
and this could not be continued. The renewal of the share-fund 
subscriptions which expired last year, have not been as largely se- 
cured as was expected, so that there was a falling off of $2480.00 from 
that source. The increased number of students has necessarily in- 
creased the current expenses and the result of all this is shown in 
the fact that the indebtedness has been increased by about the same 
amount as the defficiency in the share-fund. It should be stated also 
that the large expenditure for street improvements must necessarily 
continue for a number of years. It therefore became apparent to the 
Board of Trustees that some adjustment of the indebtedness must 
be arranged whereby it could be carried for a few years and thereby 
give time to raise it and enable our new President to become acquainted 
with the field and at the same time care for the large and increasing 
current expense budget. 

The Trustees have therefore issued $20,000 in 7 per cent bonds, 
half running for three years and half running for five years, and they 
are secured by a mortgage on the west third of the campus which 
contains the gymnasium. 

Your Committee commend this action of the Trustees as a wise 
arrangement under the circumstances, in order that the bills of the 
University may be met, the Trustees relieved of the arduous burden 
that they have carried as individuals and that our President may not 
begin his administration with his hands tied and the school crippled 
in its progress. 

We have faith to believe that business conditions are soon to 
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improve, that our President, Dr. Zeller, is the man sent of God to lead 
us on to the largest success, and we pledge him the heartiest co- 
operation on the part of both the ministers and the laity in a cam- 
paign to increase the share-fund by at least 1000 shares, in securing 
special gifts for equipment, in providing for the indebtedness and 
for the securing of an endowment. 


Personal Commendations. 


Rey. E. H .Todd, D. D., as Corresponding Secretary of the Univer- 
sity of Puget Sound for the past four years, has shown himself a 
‘workman that needeth not to be ashamed. He has not only laid 
the needs of the University upon the hearts of our people but has 
called forth their liberality and during the four years has added over 
$75,000 to its income. As he now returns to the pastorate by his 
own choice and against the protest of the Board of Trustees, we de- 
sire herein to express our appreciation of his fidelity, loyalty and 
manifest devotion to the work committed to his hands and-invoke the 
blessing of the Master upon him in his new field of labor. 

: We are greatly favored in the selection, by the Board of Trustees, 
of Rev. J. C. Zeller, D. D., as President of the University of Puget 
Sound. He is a worthy Christian leader, a minister of twelve years 
experience in the pastorate, a lover of young people and an enthusiastic 
and thoroughly equipped educator. 

During his four years work as field agent of the Illinois Wesleyan 
University, Dr. Zeller was eminently successful and we welcome him 
to our pulpits and pledge our hearty co-operation, anticipating a 
splendid growth in our beloved school. 


Visitors. 


We recommend the following as visitors to “Our University” for 
the ensuing year: C. A. Williams, G. W. Frame, R. J. Reed, C. A. 
Bowen and EH. F. Naftzger. 

We recommend an apportionment of 25 cents per member as a 
basis for the Conference collections for the University, as formerly. 


Change in Board of Trustees. 


Whereas, the Columbia River Annual Conference has passed a 
resolution asking that a re-adjustment of the membership of the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Puget Sound be made which 
will permit the said Conference to elect one Trustee each year, instead 
of three once in three years, and have designed the classification of the 
members elected by their Conference, therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the Board of Trustees are hereby authorized to 
make such re-adjustment, in harmony with the laws governing the 
corporation of said University. 

We recommend as Trustees of the University: Bishop Charles. 


W. Smith, J. P. Marlatt, T. S. Lippy, George Schofield, E. S. Collins, 
D. C. Franklin. 
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Theological Schools. 


We recommend to the consideration of all prospective theological 
students our three great training schools for the ministry: Garrett 
Biblical Institute, Boston School of Theology and Drew Theological 
Seminary, the high standard of which needs no elaborate commend- 
ation. We also desire to mention Kimball College of Theology, located 
at Salem, Oregon, and upon their generous request appoint two 
visitors to this school, and we therefore recommend the appointment 
of E. H. Todd and J. M. Canse. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To prevent confusion in the minds of our brethren in regard to 
the three subdivisions of the educational collection, at the request of 
our Board of Education, we submit the following: 

I.—The Children’s Day collection is to be taken in the Sunday 
School on the second day in June. This is for student aid and be- 
longs to the Board of Education, and is apportioned at 10 per cent 
of the Foreign Missionary collection. It should be sent to New York 
and should be carefully discriminated from the Rally Day collection in 
October, which is for the Board of Sunday Schools and which should 
be sent to Dr. David G. Downey, Chicago, Illinois. 

: IlL—The collection taken in the Church congregation as an addi- 
tion to the Conference or public educational collection, is apportioned 
by our Board of Education in an amount equal to 3 per cent of the 
apportionment for Foreign Missions and is for the aid of our schools 
for people of the white race in the South. The proceeds should be 
gent to the Board of Education at New York. 

Ill.—The Conference Educational collection is for the aid of the 
University of Puget Sound and should be promptly sent to the Finan- 
cial Secretary of the University, Alfred Lister, Tacoma, Wash. 


_ FEDERATION FOR SOCIAL SERVICE. 


Among the various recent movements striving to meet the social 
need of our times is the Methodist Federation for Social Service 
which was organized Dec. 3, 1907, in Washington, D. G. The avowed 
purpose of this organization as expressed in its constitution, is: 

“To deepen within the Church the sense of social obligation and 
opportunity; to study social problems from the Christian point of 
-yiew and to promote social service in the spirit of Jesus Christ.” 

The activities of the Federation are shown in these departments: 

I.—The Church in its relation to all laboring classes. 

Il.—The work of social settlements, institutional churches and 
other like agencies under Methodist auspices. 

Uil.—The promotion of the study of social problems. 

It is the conviction of the Federation that social service must be 
advanced to the side of evangelism to establish the perfect work of 
the Kingdom of God. The importance of this movement impressed 
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the last General Conference so greatly as to receive its official 
commission and sanction. 

The course of study as recommended should be adopted by all our 
Brotherhoods, and can also be pursued by ministers and laymen singly. 
Correspondence is invited with the Federation through its Secretary, 
Dr. W. M. Balch, Dover, New Hampshire. Information and litera- 
ture accompany the membership certificate upon the payment of a 
fee of $1.00. 

Convinced that the Federation for Social Service has a clear 
message on the gospel of labor and brotherhood we wish to express 
our hearty commendation and urge our ministers and laymen alike 
to avail themselves of its courses of study and its membership. 

We recommend the appointment by the District Superintendents 
of a Committee of five ministers to co-operate with a like number 
which have already been selected by the Laymen’s Association.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REFORMS. 


Temperance. 


We believe that we have great reason to hope for the speedy 
overthrow of the licensed liquor traffic as we note the victories of 
the united temperance forces of the past year. This is indicated by 
the great decrease of revenues, the constant extension of dry terri- 
tory and the attitude of the liquor forces as we note their new battle 
ery, “Reform the Saloon.” 

Resolved, that the saloon is inherently bad, that it has no sound- 
ness in it, but from the sole of its feet even unto the crown of its 
head, it is wounds and bruises and putrefying sores. It stands con- 
demned in the public mind as cause of three fourths of all crimes com- 
mitted in our country. 

We take note of the faithful and efficient work of the various 
organizations for the advancement of the temperance cause, prominent 
among them the W. C. T. U. and the I. O. G. T. We note with great 
satisfaction the efficient work of the United Churches under. the 
name of the Anti-Saloon League, and we heartily commend it as being 
the most effective and practical way of combatting the saloon traffic 
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and we urge our people to give it their enthusiastic support. 

Be it further resolved, that there shall be no compromise, no 
cessation of hostilities to this “source of all villainies” until this stain 
shall be washed forever from our flag. 


Law Enforcement. 


Resolved, that law enforcement is fully as important as law en- 
actment, therefore, be it resolved, that we give our earnest support to 
those officers who, in their discharge of duty, are attempting to 
enforce law. 


Local Option. 


Resolved, that we deem, local option a practical step in the 
direction of final and complete prohibition of the liquor traffic, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we give our earnest and hearty 
support to the practical application of the recently enacted local 
option law, looking forward with earnest expectation to a law that 
shall reflect the sentiment of those who believe in the entire pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic, holding tenaciously to the battle cry, 
“The Saloon Must Go.” 


The Sanctity of the Sabbath. 


“The Sabbath was made for man,’ and is the line of demark- 
ation between pagan and Christian, failure and success, a conservitor 
of all good, a glorious heritage from man’s innocency, proclaiming 
his need of devotion and rest from his fall. We therefore deplore the 
continual tendency of our times to ignore the divine command and: 
disregard the sanctity of the day, under the specious argument of 
recreation and personal liberty. We call all Christian people to 
express their desire in every appropriate way and opportunity for 
their right and privilege of a sacred day, and an unobstructed means 
of grace for all people. 

To this end we endorse the work of the Lord’s Day Alliance and 
pledge our support and sympathy. We were pleased to have Dr. 
Grannis with us and to hear his address. 


Uniform Divorce Laws. 


We heartily commend the action of President Taft. in his call of 
a meeting of the Governors of all the states in the interests of a 
TWENTY-TWO — Methodist : 
common divorce law, which must eventually work out for us the 
better and biblical condition of the marriage relation. Earnestly 
praying that the time may soon come when the whole nation will agree 
in its laws relating to this great question and a speedy eradication 
of the great evil of divorce.

DIAMOND JUBILEE OF METHODIST SETTLEMENT. 


In the light of that Scripture which admonishes us not to re- 
move the old landmarks, we are reminded of the adventures of our 
early missionaries in the Pacific Northwest country. It was seventy- 
five years ago on September 28, 1834, when Jason Lee preached the 
first sermons that were ever delivered west of the Rocky Mountains. 
This was at old Fort Vancouver, Washington, and before a motley 
crowd of traders, trappers, French-Canadians, soldiers, Indians and 
adventurers. Mr. Lee did not style his service at Fort Hall, now 
Blackfoot, Idaho, as a sermon, but regarding the latter event, he 
wrote: “I am thankful that I have been permitted to plead the 
cause of God on this side of the Big Mountains where the banners of 
Christ were never before unfurled.” 

There is just reason for gratitude that this historic event is re- 
ceiving greater recognition than formerly. The Methodist Exhibit at 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition has been so ably managed by 
our executive commissioner, Rev. W. H. Leech, as to present a 
worthy tribute to the Methodist pioneers of the Northwest and the 
marvelous growth of the Church. The volume by Rev. Albert At- 
wood, “The Conquerors,” and Bishop J. W. Bashford’s serial in the 
Pacific Christian Advocate are valuable additions to the literature 
of Methodism in her days of beginning on the Pacific Coast. 

It is therefore recommended by our Commission that a Diamond 
Jubilee of Methodist settlement in the far west. be observed in all our 
Churches in honor of Jason Lee, Dr. Richmond and their companions.

Such request shall be considered by the Commission and the Dis- 
trict Superintendent and they in their discretion shall apply to such 
other Church or Churches as they may determine for workers to assist 
in the line of work needed. 


This application shall be made to the pastor, president and Sec- 
retary of the local brotherhood in the Church from whom such aid 
is solicited. 


This application shall be considered and decided at a meeting 
of the Commission of the Federated Brotherhood, the District Super- 
intendent and the pastors, presidents and Secretaries of both Churches. 
This meeting may delegate its power to a Committee. 


It shall not be the intention or purpose to disturb the Church 
membership or financial support of any works so selected, and this 
shall as far as possible be left intact.

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District Superintendents’ 
Reports 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Rey. G. A. Landen, Supt. 


It is my privilege and pleasure to present to you a summary of 
another year’s work on the Bellingham District. There have been 
about the usual trials and afflictions, but many blessings. Person- 
ally I have never found work more pressing or more joyful. We 
have reason to thank God for the preservation of life and health. 
The Angel of Death has not visited any parsonage home during the 
year. 

At the close of the Conference session Cherry Valley, Lake- 
wood, Lopez and Maple Falls remained to be supplied. C. F. Pollock 
did not come as expected to supply East Sound, so that was added 
to the list. G. M. N. Magwood, a young man from Canada, was se- 
cured for Cherry Valley, Arthur F. Stearns for Lopez, James Irvine 
for Hast Sound. Brother Irvine only remained three months and 
Phillip Evans was put in charge. Lakewood and Maple Falls have 
remained unsupplied. 

The latter part of February Rev. L. H. Mitchell, who was in 
charge of Silver Beach and Bellingham Circuit, joined the Christian 
Church and left those charges without a shepherd. Rev. G. C. 
Squires, who had come west from Michigan, and was ready and will- 
ing tc work, was appointed pastor at Silver Beach. The fact that 
the new church has been completed and dedicated and the member- 
ship increased one thousand per cent is sufficient evidence that he 
has been a success. 

Rev. A. O. Quall was secured for Bellingham Circuit and has 
done good work. 

The last of May Rev. S. S. Guiler was compelled to resign his 
pastorate at Marysville because of illness, and Rev. W. W. Switzer, 
a recent graduate from Boston School of Theology, has supplied the 
charge since. 

During the year Rev. C. B. Sears, our Sunday School Mission- 
ary, has organized or caused to be organized in the District fifteen 
Sunday Schools, with a total enrollment of 481. Brother Sears has 
been instant in season and out of season, and has indeed proven 
himself to be a workman that needeth not to be ashamed. He cer- 
tainly deserves the highest commendation for his work. The Sun- 
day School Board asks for his appointment as Sunday School Mis- 
sionary, and I most heartily endorse this request. 
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New classes have been organized at McMurray and Erlich, in 
Skagit County. Those, with Clear Lake and Big Lake, would soon 
make a good charge if we only had the man and the money to open 
the work. 3 

A class of twenty-one members has been organized at Blanch- 
ard by Brother Sears, and we have given them what service we 
could. Rev. Shaw, a local preacher and business man of Bellingham, 
preached for them once in two weeks during the spring and early 
summer, but on Sunday night, June 19, he preached for the people 
and at the close of the service was hurrying to catch his train for 
home when he was stricken with heart disease and only lived a few 
moments. He was a good man, full of the Holy Spirit and faith. I 
wish we had more local preachers like Brother Shaw. Since June 
Brother Bowen, a young Y. M. C. A. worker of Bellingham, has 
preached for this society. Blanchard, with Edison and one or two 
more places that ought to have a preacher, would soon make an- 
other good circuit. There are many more small places that need 
the gospel, but how can they hear without a preacher, and how 
can he preach except he be sent, and where are we to get the money 
to send him? Bellingham District needs at least one thousand dol- 
lars more missionary money to properly pay men and develop our 
work. 


A more aggressive evangelistic campaign I have never known 
in any district than we have had this year. Billy Sunday and his 
helpers were in Bellingham for six weeks and in Everett for five 
weeks. Thousands signed cards and expressed a desire to live a 
Christian life. Several hundreds of these have found their way into 
our Methodist Churches. What the permanent results will be we 
are unable to say at this time. 


We had Osborne, the Drummer Evangelist, at Anacortes and 
Edmonds, and some forty or fifty were added to our churches. 

F, A. Enslow, of Chicago, conducted meetings at Sedro-Woolley 
and Burlington with good results. 


Dan Shannon, the ‘Cyclone’ Evangelist, is in the midst of a 
gracious revival at Arlington. Some lesser lights have labored at 
other points, but last but not least has been the work of our Dea- 
conesses. Miss Anderson assisted several of the pastors with grati- 
fying results. More than half of the year Miss Ora D. Wolfer has 
labored as District Deaconess. While large numbers have not been 
added to the church, her work has been eminently satisfactory. The 
spiritual uplift that has come to the churches has been helpful and 
abiding. We hope that she may continue with us another year. 

The new church at Silver Beach has been completed and is a 
very neat building. 

: The Grace Church at Everett has been enlarged and greatly 
improved. A new parsonage has been built at Cherry Valley. Last 
November a forward movement was inaugurated at Trinity Church 
Bellingham, under the leadership of Mr. J. W. Powell, of Buffalo N. 
Y., and a subscription of $28,000 secured for a new church to cost, 
one nee shoved or more. The work has been begun and 
e foundation is nearly complete, s 
be se hes ces pt ati y Dp o the corner stone will be laid 

The basement of the Fairhaven Church has b 

a new carpet placed on the floor of the sudiverind pape rte 
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New pews have been put in the church at Arlington. Other im- 
provements to churches and parsonages have been made, bringing 
the total expended for buildings and improvements of churches and 
parsonages up to $13,346. 

There has been paid on old indebtedness the sum of $4,961.. 


The growth in membership has been quite satisfactory. We 
report a net increase of full members of 942, and we have 466 per- 
sons remaining on probation. 

The continued stringency in the commercial world has had its 
influence upon our churches, and has increased the difficulty of 
raising the amount needed for ministerial support and benevolent 
apportionments. Nevertheless, in most cases they will be reported 
in full and all financial obligations met. This is largely due to bet- 
ter financial plans and more systematic giving. 

There has been a concerted and determined effort on the part 
of the Christian people and the lovers of righteousness to rid every 
county in the district of the legalized saloon. As a result the saloons 
have been closed in Friday Harbor, San Juan County, giving us one 
dry county. The counties of Snohomish and Skagit, outside of in- 
coroprated towns, have voted dry by large majorities. Bellingham 
and Whatcom County are to vote on Local Option at the general 
election in November, and the temperance forces are hopeful of add- 
ing this county to the dry column. There is no question but a 
county unit law would put the four counties in the district on the 
side of righteousness. The churches, the Anti-Saloon League, the 
W. C. T. U., and all other temperance organizations are united in 
this fight. 

Our Sunday Schools have grown in numbers and efficiency and 
are adopting more advanced methods in the way of training classes, 
Adult Bible classes and the graded lessons. 

The Epworth and Junior Leagues are loyal to all church inter- 
ests; enthusiastic in their labors, and are what they ought to be— 
an important factor of the church. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have done 
more than raise a few dollars for Missions. They have disseminated 
Missionary intelligence and inspired Missionary zeal in the church. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies never labored more diligently or were 
more helpful in their work than this year. These elect women of 
our churches are in many places not only the mainstay financially 
but spiritually as well. 

Our District Ministerial Association was held at Sedro-Woolley 
- March 14th to 16th. The meeting was well attended and was the 
most interesting and profitable meeting of the kind that I have ever 
attended. The papers were excellent and the spiritual atmosphere 
most wholesome and helpful. 

The pastors have not succeeded in placing a Pacifie Christian 
Advocate in every Methodist home, but many new subscriptions have 
been taken, and we fully appreciate this assistance, Pastors. We all. 
regretted very much the serious illness of the editor in the early 
part of the year and rejoiced in his speedy recovery. 

The pastors have in general, I believe, sought to do their best, 
and will bring a good report of their labors. 

My relations with pastors and people have been very pleasant 
indeed, and I thank one and all for their uniform kindness. The 
District is growing and the labors of the District Superintendent are 
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becoming more arduous, and for one, Bishop, I am not asking for 
enlargement of my territory. I have not even found time for a 
much-needed vacation. 

The Lord has been good to us all and to Him be all the glory. 


OLYMPIA DISTRICT. 


F. S. Pearson, Supt. 


It gives me pleasure to add my “words of welcome” to those 
of others, to the Homes and Churches of this beautiful city. 

Tt was from this city, and from the pastorate of this church, 
whose guest you are, that.I was called into the service of the dis- 
trict. That was three years ago. How rapidly these years have 
passed!—-none of them more so than this year just closing. 

The charges left “to be supplied,’ at the last session, upon 
Olympia District, were soon in charge of pastors. And the work has 
gone through the year with little interruption. 

Sickness entered the parsonage at Aberdeen, and Rev. B. F. 
Brooks and his daughter Mildred were for several weks confined to 
the house. Typhoid fever brought them “into the Valley and the 
Shadow,” but the answer of prayer came, and health has been re- 
stored to these two disciples of Christ. 

Rev. John H. Hill, pastor of Little Rock for the past three 
months or more, has been seriously afflicted. The Death Angel has 
come so near that the “hush” has come over the watchers. We are 
praying and expecting his early restoration to health. 

Three months ago Rev. H. R. Merrill was released from service 
upon the Dungeness Circuit. Lincoln Heights charge has been under 
the care of Rev. H. J. Hartsell, of the First Church of Port Angeles, 
but Dungeness has had no stated supply since June. 

June 1 George F. Graham was released from his work as a 
supply of the Tumwater charge, and Rev. A. Davis, supplying our 
work at Sequim, was placed in charge at Tumwater. Rev. C. N. 
Goulder, a supernumerary member of this conference, has been able 
Me give “full service’? upon Sequim charge during the fourth quar- 
er. 

Last year seemed to be a year of church building, while this 
has been a year of improvements upon church property to such an 
extent that nearly every charge has undertaken some betterment in 
church property. 

Montesano leads in this work, having expended $2,450 upon 
church and parsonage property. A concrete wall has been placed 
under the church building, and a beautiful vestry finished. That 
has added a greatly needed department, for Sunday School, Epworth 
League and social work of the church. Rey. T. F. Allen has led in 
the work, and there remains only $425 of debt upon the improve- 
ments made. 

Olympia has finished its tower. To do this it was made neces- 
sary to reinforce that which had been a semblance of one. Re- 
painting and repairing of the building made an expense of over $300. 
This with the annual payment upon street improvements, carried as 
current expenses, has all been paid for. Rev. C. E. Todd, the pastor 
will also report an advance on Benevolences. ‘ 
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Port Townsend has also laid out six hundred dollars upon 
church and parsonage, and a new carpet has been placed upon the 
church floor. 


Rev. J. C. Dorwin has witnessed a constant growth in each de- 
partment of church work during this year. The Benevolences will 
be in advance of any previous year. 


In Elma (J. W. Frescoln, P. C.) and Trinity of Aberdeen (sup- 
plied by H. L. Liffiton), church buildings have each been given two 
coats of paint, adding greatly to their appearance. 


First Church, Aberdeen, has disposed of the old parsonage and 
erected a modern home upon the new site. The new parsonage cost 
some $3,500. Twelve hundred dollars has been expended upon the 
new church lot, making ready for the construction of the new 
structure. The old organ in the church has given place to a new 
piano. The Pastor, Rev. B. F. Brooks, has all departments of church 
work well organized. 


Shelton has purchased a parsonage this year valued at two 
thousand dollars, and the pastor says one thousand is all that will 
remain unpaid by conference.. This makes a good showing for Rev. 
C. L. Gilbert. 

Port Angeles, First Church, under the leadership of Rev. H. J. 
Hartsell, has been earnestly at work on the debt of a thousand dol- 
lars upon the parsonage, purchased a year ago. A reduction of about 
half of the amount has been accomplished. 

Chimacum and Hadlock, with Rev. J. H. Avery as pastor, have 
had a good year; debts have been paid, stoves and other things have 
been added. . 

Rev. J. M. Hixson has developed the work at Oak Harbor, on 
the Crescent Harbor charge, greatly this year. The new Sunday 
School outranks that of the old, and the mother church is doing a 
great work toward developing the new work at Oak Harbor. This 
point gives promise of becoming a strong charge. Rev. EH. Persons, 
a superannuate of the North Ohio Conference, is a great blessing at 
this place, where he has “‘cast his lot’’ for a season. 

Langley has added a small one-room parsonage to its holdings 
this year. Indeed, Rev. A. J. McNamee would not be content if he 
did not build or repair a church or parsonage each year of his ser- 
vice. 

Silverdale has reduced its debt one hundred dollars. The 
church at Tracyton has raised funds toward a church bell. Rev. R. 
W. Curry has supplied this circuit. 

Satsop has purchased a new bell for the church, and Rev. H. B. 
Reese placed a new range in the parsonage. 

Rev. A. Anderson has developed the Shelton circuit, so that 
there is work for another man, if the man and missionary money 
could be obtained for this field. 

Tumwater has had its parsonage moved and remodeled, mak- 
ing great improvement in its parsonage home. 

Cosmopolis has moved its parsonage, graded its church lot, and 
in many ways improved its property. H. T. Yandle has supplied its 
work this year. 

At Oakville W. J. Gilbert has led in the fixing up of the church, 
and of the grounds of the church property. The church work is on 
an upward grade. 
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Rev. M. B. Phillips has placed a new organ in Simpson Avenue 
Church, Hoquiam, and continued the work of improvement upon 
the church property, and also in reducing the church indebtedness. 

The spiritual work has not been neglected, and revivals have 
been held in most of the charges of the district. 

Hoquiam First Church was greatly blessed by the “Shannon” 
meetings, and Simpson Avenue Church also received a number from 
these meetings. 

Aberdeen First Church was helped by special meetings, held 
by Dr. Turk, though the additions to membership were not large. 

Meetings held by Evangelist McCarty and wife at Simpson Ave- 
nue, Hoquiam, and at Elma, resulted in many conversions and in 
increase in the church membership. 

Special meetings conducted by the pastors at Montesano and 
Olympia and at Port Townsend did great good and resulted in addi- 
tions to the membership of the church. 

Rev. Boise conducted revival meetings at Langley and Little 
Rock during July and August, both resulting in about twenty addi- 
tions to each charge. 

Satsop and Colby held good meetings during the winter. 

The help of a deaconess in special meetings was had at Port 
Angeles and at Satsop, with great advantage to the churches. 

Sequim has increased its membership during the last quarter, 
under the earnest work of C. N. Goulder. 

Evangelist McDiardmid held successful meetings at Rochester, 
Port Orchard and at Bremerton. 

Crescent Harbor and Coupeville pastors assisted each other in 
special meetings, with helpful results to both charges. 

The District Superintendent assisted a number of the charges 
in revival meetings during the winter and spring.

It was a meeting full of in- 
terest, and was well attended by the pastors of the district and citi- 
zens of Olympia.

This has been a year of hard and faithful work among the pas- 
tors and churches in the Seattle District. Revival meetings have 
been more fruitful than a year ago, but the success has not been 
universal. There were splendid meetings, with many conversions, 
at Shaw Memorial, First Church, Queen Anne, Tibbetts’ Memorial, 
Asbury, Sixty-second Street and Green Lake, and with less success 
at University, Woodland Park, Grace, Madison Street, Gilman Park, 
Interbay, Trinity, Renton, Auburn, Bothell, Issaquah and Kirkland. 
The numerous building enterprises absorbed the attention and 
strength of several churches and pastors, but the splendid buildings 
will give these churches a larger opportunity for future work. 

During the year we have acquired property at various places. 
Bryn Mawr has purchased a site for a new church and has met all 
the payments promptly. Mr. C. A. Kilbourne gave us a lot eighty 
by one hundred and ten feet, and added one thousand dollars in 
cash for a new building at Foote Memorial. Renton has secured a 
corner one hundred by one hundred and twenty feet in a most de- 
sirable location, on which is a small house that is being enlarged 
and improved as the parsonage of the charge. Ultimately the old 
site will be sold and the church moved to this location or a new 
church built. A deed has been secured for the lot at Ronald, a deed 
given to the Deaconess Home Association for the remainder of the 
acre, amounting to about two-thirds of the whole. Calvary has com- 
pleted the payments for their new site, and when the court settles 
the Tibbetts estate, our Tibbetts’ Memorial Church will have one of 
the best sites in that part of the city. Shaw Memorial has also se- 
cured a new location and expects to move the church onto it. 


New Buildings. 


Our great First Church has completed the new building, which, 
with furniture, cost about two hundred and five thousand dollars, 
in addition with the lots. There is nothing finer anywhere, and 
First Church takes rank among the greatest Methodist Churches 
of the world. At the invitation of the pastor and official board, Mr. 
Jcxeph Powell was with them on dedication day, April 7, and helped 
in raising the one hundred thousand dollars neeeded to liquidate 
all claims against the property. The complete success of the cam- 
paign to raise all the debt was a surprise to the most hopeful, and 
the day ended amid shouts and tears of joy, a jubilation that will 
never be forgotten so long as Seattle exists. The magnificent lead- 
ership of the pastor, Dr. W. H. W. Reees, the faithful perseverence 
of the building committee, amid many terrific discouragements, and 
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the loyalty of the entire membership, all deserve highest praise. If 
God had not been with them, such triumph had been impossible. 
Equally great has been the triumph at Gilman Park, when the 
strength of the congregation is considered. The auditorium seats 
seven hundred people; the Sunday School room will serve a very 
large school, and when all the building is brought into service a 
Sunday School of over twelve hundred can be easily and comfortably 
eared for, and modern methods introduced into every department, 
while beautiful and symmetrical the church is not excelled in the 
city. Dr. Flesher and his people are to be felicitated upon their 
magnificent faith and courage as revealed in this great achieve- 
ment. 

The Kent Church has also had its difficulties to meet, incident 
to so great an enterprise, but a great victory has been achieved. 
They have the most beautiful church building in all the Northwest. 
It is a gem of art, a marvel of utility and a miracle of economy. It 
provides splendid facilities for every sort of church work, with every 
modern convenience, combined with elegant taste. No wonder it is 
called the Model Church, and people have been visiting it from every 
part of the West. Dr. Sheafe has proved himself a general in such 
work, and his people are to be congratulated for their courage and 
good sense. 


Green Lake has launched a magnificent enterprise to cost over 
twenty thousand dollars. The church will be granite up to the 
square, and then finished in paneled plaster. It will have a Sunday 
School room to accommodate nearly one thousand, a gymnasium, an 
auditorium seating a thousand, and other rooms, making it a mod- 
ern church in every regard. Andrew Carnegie has promised half the 
cost of a fine pipe organ, which is now being built. When com- 
pleted the property of this church will be worth about fifty thou- 
sand dollars. The pastor, EH. L. Benedict, has proved himself de- 
serving of his reputation as an everlasting hustler, and both he and 
his people look upon the progressing building with pride and joy. 
Mr. Joseph Powell also helped to raise the funds for this enterprise. 

Old Trinity, with her sweet and even going way, has also 
launched a twenty thousand dollar enterprise in the way of a new 
ehurch. Dr. V. C. Evers has worked hard and skillfully for this 
purpose, and while Mr. Joseph Powell was with them and helped to 
raise ten thousand dollars, the pastor deserves great credit for it all. 
He has a splendid people, whose brotherly love is widely known, and 
they will win success, presenting a magnificent church at the next 
meeting of our conference. 


HWarly in the year the people at Ronald decided to build, and 
immediately began the work with such enthusiasm that very soon 
they had completed a splendid building for seventeen hundred dol- 
lars, which would have cost over twenty-five hundred if they had 
not done so much with their own funds. We have no better church 
in a rural community in the district. The indebtedness is only a 


trifle, and all is subscribed. Our City Missi 
te y ionary, C. J. Kalgren, 


Another new church is that at North Tenth and East Lynn, th 
successor of our Old Haven Church. It was built under tie ake 
agement of our, much esteemed veteran, Dr. E. E. Morris, and is the 
chapel which we expect to build in a church some day on the ad- 
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joining lot. It cost seven thousand dollars, besides the lots, and is 
a neat and attractive building, of mission style. 

Calvary has progressed sufficiently to occupy the basement of 
their new building. The first services were held in it May 22, by the 
pastor, W. H. Leech, and the district superintendent, at which time 
about three hundred were enrolled in the Sunday School and sev- 
eral families united with the church. Over twenty-three hundred 
dollars were subscribed at that time to complete the building. The 
work accomplished has been marvelous in view of all conditions, 
and Calvary is destined to be one of our strongest churches. 

The Foote Memorial building will be sixty-two by eighty-seven 
feet extreme dimensions, and is now being rapidly erected, that it 
may be inclosed before the wet weather begins. This is the only 
church in that neighborhood, has a good Sunday School, and over 
thirty members. Its completion will give us control of that part of 
the city. : 

In the early part of May the Independent Presbyterian Church 
came over to us and were received into fellowship, over thirty mem- 
bers in all. They have a lot and a gmall church, with considerable 
debt, but it is proposed to move to another location as soon as pos- 
sible. At present it is too near to Asbury Church. Its pastor, the 
Rev. W. A. Bass, is here for recognition of orders. 

Improvements. 

Lakeside has completed its church, which was begun several 
years ago, and renovated it thoroughly within, making it a beautiful 
house of worship. A new parsonage worth much more than two 
thousand dollars has also been erected, giving to this charge a most 
complete equipment. W. H. Baker is to be heartily commended for 
his heroic and self-sacrificing labor. 

Kennydale has completed its church and painted the building 
outside. Issaquah has painted the parsonage, which has stood so 
long without paint that it looks black. Bothel has enlarged the 
church and painted it until it is a most attractive village church. 
Wesley, under the City Evangelization Union, has been renovated 
within. Queen Anne has enlarged the church, painted both church 
and parsonage, and bought a new pipe organ, all being paid for ex- 
cept a small part of the cost of the organ. Sixty-second Street has 
made some minor repairs, and Woodland Park has made a large ad- 
dition to their building to accommodate the rapidly growing Sun- 
day School. The total expended on the district, counting First 
Church, for new buildings, new lots, organs, furniture, enlarge- 
ments and repairs, will be about three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, when the new churches now being erected are completed. 
This sum exceeds the value of all churches, parsonages and lots 
owned by this Conference in 1900 by over. thirty-five 
thousand dollars. In face of all this work, nearly all the churches 
will come to conference with nearly all claims paid, benevolences 
generally in full, and a splendid advance for missions. If any 
brother falls short of benevolent collections, let it be remembered 
that the work done prepares for great future advance, while neglect 
of our present enterprises would mean a future paralysis, fatal to 
everything. 

This report would be incomplete without a reference to our 
various institutions. The Life Boat Lodging House has lodged over 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand men in the past twenty 
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months, and the mission has given over ten thousand free meals. 
Conversions occur almost daily. Our Seattle General Hospital has 
abounded in good works, at an expense of eighty thousand dollars, 
and is always crowded to its capacity. The greatly needed addition 
has not yet been provided. Our Deaconess Home has been a bless- 
ing to hundreds of the poor and unfortunate, and through their set- 
tlement work the deaconesses have reached many foreigners and 
their children. Their nurse has been taxed to the limit of her 
strength to care for the sick. We greatly need a modern building 
to house the home and training school. Our University of Puget 
Sound gains constantly with our people, and the Pacific Christian 
Advocate carries cheer and information to a rapidly increasing num- 
ber of our homes. The Seamen’s Institute has been much improved 
and ministers helpfully to the multitude of sailors who visit our 
port. i 

God has blessed our preachers and their homes with a remark- 
able degree of health. Dr. W. S. Harrington and Sisters Leech and 
Evers have all had trying illnesses. In the middle of the year, Sis- 
ter West, companion of the Rev. G. F. West, went to the many man- 
sions, mourned by hundreds of seamen as a benefactor and friend. 
A memorial will be read at this Conference, and Brother West is 
assured of the loving sympathy of all his brethren. 

In closing, I thank God for the hearty co-operation of my breth- 
ren in the ministry and laiety, to whom under God all the honor is 
due, and express my sincere gratitude for the great privilege of 
preaching the Gospel of God to the people. 


TACOMA DISTRICT. 
T. EH. Elliott, Supt. 


My election as Secretary of the Conference and appointment to 
the Tacoma District as Superintendent imposed upon me double duty. 
The first came without a dissenting vote and the second as a great 
surprise. When my name was read out for the district I felt some- 
thing of the responsibility that was so suddenly thrust upon me, and, 
although I tried hard, I could not hide my feelings from my breth- 
ren. When you, sir, read my name out for this position, I with 
bowed head said in my heart, I will try to make good and with God’s 
help I will be true to my brethren and our great Church. I can 
honestly say I have tried my best to carry out my secret vow. 

My predecessor was one of those sturdy Methodist preachers 
and experienced as a district superintendent, one who has helped to 
make our Methodism what it is. It is needless to say I took the 
office with some fears, and, as the brethren noticed, with much 
‘“trembling.’’ 

In getting out the Conference Journal I owe my thanks to the 
brethren on Tacoma District, who, led by G L. Cuddy, pastor of 


Fowler Church, did all the wrapping and shipping as well as some in- 
cidental work to getting them off the press, 


Sickness and changes: Late in the fall Sister Casey’s health 
broke down and she was taken to California, where she somewhat 
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improved. Her husband, M. A. Casey, the pastor of First Church, 
Tacoma, asked for and received an indefinite leave of absence from 
the Quarterly Conference and Official Board of that church. On 
the morning of January 1 he preached his last sermon in that pulpit. 
and at noon of the same day left for San Francisco. 


Fred L. Baldwin, a member of the Rock River Conference, was 
secured as a supply for First Church, and served for three months 
with entire satisfaction to the church and congregation. About the 
middle of March Thomas W. Lane, of Wheeling, West Virginia, was 
transferred by Bishop Smith to First Church, and on the first Sab- 
bath in April preached his first sermon there. The church was never 
in better condition and the people say they have the greatest preach- 
er in their history. About the beginning of the year 1910 the little 
son of W. B. Bell, our pastor at Grace Church, was taken ill with 
pneumonia, and for a long. time the angel of death seemed to hover 
near, but, thanks be to God, the boy is now fully recovered. About 
February 1 the father, W. B. Bell, was taken ill with pneumonia and 
was unable to occupy his pulpit for three months. E. J. Hueston 
and other brethren of the district supplied the pulpit during this 
time. Sickness came to the home of H. C. Leavenworth, our pastor 
at Fern Hill. His little daugliter, and later his wife, have passed 
through a severe siege of illness. In the middle of March J. W. 
Blackwell, a supply at Rainier, had to give up the work. This broth- 
er’s work has been of such a character that it seemed right that we 
should give him a place where the work was much easier; we, there- 
fore, tock him to Bethany Church, where his work has fully justified 
our action. W. B. Anderson was taken from Bethany and appointed 
to Rainier. About March 15 A. A. Brittain, pastor at Buckley and 
South Prairie, was ordered by his physician to take a two months’ 
rest. This brother also preached at Barneston on a week night. His 
sickness was of longer duration than anticipated and he was finally 
released from the charge. He has since been employed by Brother 
Sulliger. H. P. Waldron, a supernumerary member of this conference, 
has had charge of the work at Buckley for the past four months. R. 
B. Parcel, a local preacher, who now knocks at the door of this con- 
ference for admission, has had charge of South Prairie for the same 
length of time. About April 1 J. S. Sutton, pastor at Mason Church, 
had to be released because of illness, much to the regret of the con- 
gregation. His work at Mason was of an excellent character. 
Brother Sutton has since been living on a farm at North Yakima. 
Fred L. Baldwin, mentioned before in connection with First Church, 
has supplied Mason very acceptably since the departure of Brother 
Sutton. 

In the latter part of July O. R. Davids, a supply at Summit, had 
to be released because of serious throat trouble,and he also has gone 
to North Yakima. J. C. Reed, another local preacher, has had 
charge of this church since then. At Sumner the pastor, J. W. Mil- 
ler, has passed through the greatest trial of ali. For months at a 
time this man has watched by the bedside of a sick wife. For fif- 
teen years Sister Miller was paralyzed, having to be fed with a spoon 
and carried around like a baby. Her sufferings ended on July 30. 
At 4 o’clock in the morning she went home to God. The body is laid 
to rest in this city. This is very fitting, as three years of Brother 
Miller’s ministry were spent here, and this beautiful church in which 
we hold this session of our conference stands as a monument to his 
work, and the name Miller in yonder window will serve as a re- 
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minder in the years to come of the heroism, patience, self-sacrifice 
and devotion of the family, who, I am sure, have the profound sym- 
pathy of this conference. 

Surely we have been tried as by fire. Five preachers have had 
to be released from their post of duty; one was out of his pulpit 
three months; one preacher’s wife and two children of two different 
parsonages have been near to death’s door; one has died. Surely 
we have been tried, yet never one word of complaint from any one of 
those thus afflicted. 


Building and improvements: About the first thing I did upon 
entering upon my work was to take a Union Church at Yelm under 
the following conditions: We were to finish the church and build 
a parsonage. I instructed the pastor, J. W. Blackwell, to accept the 
conditions, and, thanks to the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension Society for $250, we now have a church and new parson- 
age—not quite complete—worth at least $1,500, in a town where 
we before had nothing, and it has cost us the $250, plus a little 
work. 

O. R. Anderson, a supernumerary member of this conference, 
supplied Vance and Morton for several months of the conference year. 
About June 1 we sent to this Siberia of the Puget Sound Conference 
D. A. Storey, whom we secured from Canada. The old log church 
at Vance has been abandoned and a new church is to be built on 
the other side of the river at Randle. At a quarterly conference 
$850 was pledged to start the enterprise. On the 26th of June we 
dedicated a neat little church at Morton, the other point on this 
eee free of debt. Brother Anderson deserves much of the credit 
or this. 

At Eatonville we sent in a local preacher, who has preached 
once every Sabbath since January 1. Here we have a parsonage, 
but no church, while at Kapowsin, a few miles distant, we have a 
church and no parsonage; just the combination for a new circuit, 
but not a dozen members at both places. New material must here be 
hewn out of the rough. On July 31 we organized a new society at 
Algona, which promises to make a flourishing charge, which should 
be attached to Pacific, one mile distant, and where Samuel Duper- 
tuis, the pastor, has had a great ingathering of souls which rejoices 
his heart, and the people are so rejoiced that on this charge of fifty- 
two members, there were fifty people at the Fourth Quarterly Con- 
ference to request his return there, Early in the year W. B. Marsh 
secured subscriptions entirely covering the old debt of $1,750 on St. 
Paul’s Church, Tacoma. Besides this, many improvements have been 
made. J. T. McQueen, with his people at Asbury, are rejoicing over 
wiping out the old debt of $225, which has been hanging over that 
church for years. At McKinley Park a sixteen-foot addition has 
been added to the church, which was built a little Over a year ago 
thus making a fine primary room for the Sunday School. : 

‘ At Bismarck, W. O. Pflaum, pastor, is still improving and debt- 
paying. When the basement of this church is finished it will make 
room for their growing Sabbath School. At Epworth, W. O. Bene- 


dom, pastor, a debt hanging over the parsonage of $2,500 is being 
wiped out. 


The parsonage at Gig Harbor has been greatly improved. A 
young man by the name of H. J, Matthews is in charge, and we con- 
fidently believe will make the best record for that charge during 
the time he has been there that has been made in a decade. At 
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Summit, where O. R. Davids has been in charge, a new parsonage 
has been built, worth $1,000. The parsonage at Des Moines has 
been painted. 

The work of City Missions has been carefully looked after by 
our City Missionary, Joel Vigus, who is instant in season and out of 
season. I know something of his ability to travel to the ‘‘regions 
beyond,”’ for we have gone together to look up new and growing lo- 
cations. This brother has regularly supplied, with the help of super- 
annuates, college students and local preachers, seven different places 
all through the year, as follows: Park, LeSourd, Firwood, Key- 
stone, Regents’ Park, Center Street and Arlington Park. Lots have 
been secured at the last named place and a small building has been 
erected thereon. Good and growing Sabbath Schools have been or- 
ganized at each of these places. The Sunday School Missionary, C. 
B. Sears, assisting in the following: Regents’ Park, Center Street 
and Firwood. Brother Sears has also organized a Sabbath School 
at Wilkinson, near the Buckley charge. Our Italian Mission, Miss 
Sexton in charge, is a haven for this class. The Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society is supporting this institution. This Society re- 
cently voted to ask the National Society to put in two thousand dol- 
lars in the City of Tacoma for. the foreign work. This, if granted, 
would enable us to secure permanent quarters, which is greatly 
needed for the success of the work. 

The Benevolences will be in advance of last year. Nearly all 
will meet the full apportionment and some will go beyond it. The 
superannuate preachers have greatly assisted in supplying our pul- 
pits. D. G. LeSourd, W. M. Ludwick and C. R. Pomeroy are each 
living within the bounds of the district. The first named may be 
seen at his place in the sanctuary every Sabbath morning and even- 
ing, health permitting. The second named is preaching Sundays and 
scouring the country week days securing subscriptions to the Pacific 
Christian Advocate. Two hundred and seventy-two have been se- 
cured by him this, year on Tacoma District alone. The last named 
was found by the writer in his quiet little home at Chautauqua, on 
Vashon Island, where, with his good wife, he is spending the evening 
of a useful life. 

The University of Puget Sound should be the chief center of 
interest in Puget Sound Conference. Here we are preparing our 
young men and women for usefulness to the Church and Nation. 
We would not suggest any less interest in missionary and all kindred 
work; but we would strenuously advocate more and continually in- 
creasing interest in this institution. The trustees will give a de- 
tailed report, hence it is not needed here. J. C. Zellar, the Presi- 
dent, is certainly “making good,” and I know whereof I speak when 
I say he has done more work for the upbuilding of this school than 
any other man who has preceded him in the same length of time, 
and is, by all odds, the most strenuous worker. This man with the 
new faculty will bring increased prestige to this institution. I hope 
that every member and friend of this conference will say good 
things about it; give largely of their means toward it; pray God’s 
blessing upon it, and thus help to make ita glorious success. 

Our needs: We are now at a place on Tacoma District when 
old churches need to be replaced with new, larger and more durable 
edifices. In this Mason has taken the lead. On the 5th day of June, 
after an inspiring sermon from T. W. Lane, of First Church, this 
writer secured pledges which, with the value of the old property, 
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amounted to $23,785. This was a magnificent response from a 
small church. The new building will be built on the corner of Mad- 
ison and Twenty-eighth Street, four blocks south and one block west 
of the old church. We confidently hope that First Church will start 
on a new building this year, costing not less than $75,000. The lots 
are already purchased. In the issue of the Pacific Christian Advo- 
cate of August 11, 1909, speaking of the proposed building, some- 
body sent the following: ‘The estimated cost is $65,000, about 
$25,000 has been subscribed and about $20,000 more is in sight.” 
This kind of a report is altogether misleading, and the reason I 
mention it here is that the man who leads Old First in this much- 
needed enterprise may have the full credit for the work that he 
does. I sincerely hope that the present pastor will be the man. An- 
other correction which the First Church desires to have mentioned 
is this: The salary of that church last year was $2,500, and not 
$3,000, as given in the conference minutes. This year she is paying 
$3,500 salary. Bethany should build on the lots which are owned 
by the church, three blocks further from St. Paul’s. If our anticipa- 
tions are realized, four new churches will be added next year to the 
Tacoma District. Sumner is also looking for a new location and a 
more commodious church. It will come. 


I am glad to say to you, Bishop and brethren, that while 198 
services have been supplied in cases where the pastor was ill, not 
one service has been omitted during the whole year where we have 
been apprised of the fact of the necessity of a supply. 


Orting has had a great revival and has gone dry. F. A. Ecker, 
the pastor, was a prominent factor in bringing both about. Vashon 
bas suffered some by removals, but S. V. Warren has held his own. 
Wesley suffers by being poorly located, but C. W. Blanpied has re- 
mained faithful and has come off victorious. Milton has suffered 
by the change of rates on the Interurban, most of her people having 
built their homes there and work in Tacoma, hence it takes a con- 
siderable portion of their earnings to pay railroad fares. Samuel 
Dupertius is pastor. Burton, under G. M. Day, has done much bet- 
ter than we thought were possible. Here is one of the optimistic 
preachers of Tacoma District. Des Moines ought to be put with 
some other place in order to pay a salary sufficient for a preacher to 
live. E. H. Rubicam has held the fort there during the year. Mid- 
land has surprised us in the way she has come to the front. Her 
leader and pastor is A. A. Medcalf, who came to us from the Colum- 
bia River Conference. Puyallup is a great church with a great pas- 
tor, G. W. Frame. Here the congregations are immense. Rainier 
has had Yelm added to it, and these, with Eureka, will strengthen 
it so as to make it much more desirable. W. B. Anderson has served 
this charge for the last half of the year. Central is burdened with 
taxation for improvements, but this means better things for the 
future. The property is much more valuable and may bring in a 
class of people who will make this one of the desirable appoint- 
ments. HE. W. Hrickson has done efficient work this year. Fern 
Hili should stand alone this coming year, and Parkland form a new 
charge with Spanaway. H. C. Leavenworth has served both Fern 
Hill and Parkland this year. Old Town should go to City Missions. 
Like heroes and heroines, the pastors and their wives have stood by 
their posts and in this brief report I have tried to show some of 
the work that has been accomplished. May God forgive us where we 
have failed in truth, and in His wisdom make us wise, 
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VANCOUVER DISTRICT.

The past year has been the busiest and most varied year of my 
life, so far. It has been a year of good advancement on the District, 
the fullness of which was seriously lessened by the destructive forest 
fires in August. In Clark County, alone, over eight hundred people 
were left homeless, and many of these are members of our church. 
The amount for the benevolences will be many dollars less because 
of these losses. Our church at Maple Grove was burned and it will 
mean a struggle for the people to rebuild, but they are at the work 
of getting subscriptions. 

The material improvements on the District have been many. 
First Church, Vancouver, Has been entirely remodeled and a new pipe 
organ installed, at a cost of about $9,000. This historic church now 
has a beautiful auditorium and a fully equipped modern church 
building. 

Irvington Church, Vancouver, has an elegant new parsonage, 
partly furnished and with every modern convenience. 


Kalama has a modern and beautiful parsonage, almost ready 
for occupancy. 

Nestling among the trees, near the church, on the Salmon Creek 
_ class of the Lake Shore charge, is a new parsonage, furnished and 
fitted fully for the preacher and his family. 


Back on the hill, in a very sightly location, the people of Lebam 
have built and furnished a good parsonage. It took heroic work for 
this newly organized church to do this. 

A new, modern church building is under construction at Tenino. 
It will be fully equipped for all church work. Our church at Tenino 
was organized only a little over a year ago. 

A new dwelling, built by Brother O. A. Hathaway, a conse- 
crated layman of Washougal, for the use of the pastor, has been 
fully and neatly furnished by the Ladies’ Aid Society of that charge. 
Washougal charge is only one year old, having been detached from 
Camas at the last Annual Conference. 

A lot has been purchased, a building bought and moved on the 
lot, and a church organized at Carrollton. This is the center of 
what will soon be a good, strong circuit. 

A new parsonage has been completed at Mayfield and partly 
furnished. With the new railroad nearing Mayfield and the mining 
interest there, this circuit will have a rapid growth. 

Quite extensive church and parsonage improvements have been 
made at Epworth Church, on the East Mill Plain charge. 

Raymond has built a splendid Young People’s Hall and will 
enlarge and remodel the church building. Our church will then be 
fully equipped to do the peculiar and important work needed in 
that growing mill city. 

The Church at Chehalis has been remodeled and beautified and 
much better fitted for its work. 

Many other improvements, such as installing electric lights, 
papering, painting, etc., have been done by other charges of the Dis- 
trict; all of which adds to the attractiveness and the possible effi- 
ciency of the work of the Church. There may be some improve- 
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ments I have not mentioned, as at this writing I have yet eight quar- 
terly visits to make. 

The revival] work on the District has been excellent. With some 
outside help the pastors have generally held their own special meet- 
ings, and have had a revival all the year. I have no desire to under- 
estimate the good results from the present-day great union revival 
meetings. But I am unable to get in touch with the spectacular buf- 
foonery and religious vaudevilleism of some of these meetings. I 
cannot get away from the conviction that the tremendous cost of 
such meetings, the false, grotesque and extravagant idea they often 
give the people of religious life, will not be conducive to the devel- 
opment of the truest and sanest religious life of our churches. As 
great and good reform movements, especially on the line of tem- 
perance and civic righteousness, these great union meetings are 
splendid. But God help the Methodist Episcopal Church when it 
gets to the place where it is content with reformation instead of 
transformation of human character. The coming forward of the 
people, in great numbers, and the entire absence of any definite 
personal work with each one who comes forward, will result in fill- 
ing our churches with a membership unacquainted with God in the 
sense of a definite, personal religious experience. 

What is tc be done? That the extensive and expensive religious 
propaganda is here for some time seems certain. That the result of 
these great meetings may be more than desirable reforms, is the 
problem for the Pastor to deal with. My conviction is that many 
who unite with the church, as the result of these great union meet- 
ings, will need most careful training in order to lead them into 
anything like a safe and satisfactory personal religious experience. 
And without such experience—the result of the regenerating power 
of the Holy Spirit—they soon become dead timber in any church. 
Personally, I would enter fully into the activities of the great union 
meeting, but rely for the real spiritual life of my church on the 
direct work of the Pastor and members, assisted, if need be, by a 
safe evangelist or a brother pastor. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate, never better in all its history 
than now; the University of Puget Sound—‘“Our University’’—with 
a very, very successful year back of it and on the threshold of even 
greater success, have each been faithfully presented to our people. 

The work of the Ladies’ Aid Society, the Womans’ Foreign 
Missionary Society, the Womans’ Home Missioinary Society, the Ep- 
worth League, the Methodist Brotherhood, the Sunday School and 
other auxiliaries of the Church, have been excellent. 

FINANCES. 

The weekly payment for ministerial support, with monthly set- 
tlements in full, is the plan we are working on the District. To this 
we will add the weekly payment of the Benevolences, using the Du- 
plex or other envelope. 

The percentage plan for the District Superintendent’s salary 
isa poor one. Especially is this true when a percentage is asked on 
the missionary money given to the charge. Owing to the marked 
advance in the salary of the pastors on Vancouver District the past 
year, I can see no reason why the percentage plan of fixing the sal- 
ary of the District Superintendent cannot be entirely eliminated next 
year. Plans are now being formulated that will make this possible 
and I am sure the District Stewards will fully endorse and work the 
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new plan. Many advantages will result from this new plan, not the 
least of which will be that the District Superintendent can press for 
a fair increase in the Pastor’s salary without even the suspicion that 
his own salary will be thereby increased. Then, it will entirely 
eliminate the unsatisfactory plan of having the District Superin- 
tendent’s salary to be, in any way, related to the missionary money 
reecived by the charge. 

I am thoroughly in accord with the idea of District Superin- 
tendency rather than District Paternalism or District Bossism. In 
keeping with this idea we held, and expect to hold, early in the 
Conference year, three central meetings on the District of the Pas- 
tors, District Stewards and other church workers who will attend. 
At these meetings the general plans for the District have been and 
will be considered, and the co-operation of these church workers en- 
listed in any modification of the general plans as they may be ap- 
plied to each charge. With this understanding, the working of the 
details is left wholly with each pastor and his peopie. 

Absence from the District, in attendance at the World Mission- 
ary Conference, Edinburgh, and the serious illness of Mrs. Sulliger 
since our return, prevented the doing of as much special work as I 
had planned. But the plan to hold the First and Fourth Quarterly 
Conferences early and late, respectively, in the Conference year, and 
the giving of more time to the development of new fields, revival 
work, and special meetings with the workers in the Epworth League, 
Sunday School, Brotherhood, and other church auxiliaries, can be 
fully tried out next year. To my mind nothing will more conclu- 
sively demonstrate to our laity the indispensableness of District Su- 
perintendency and the full value of the Episcopacy of such special 
meetings and work between the quarterly conferences. This can be 
done and yet each Second and Third Quarterly Conference that 
needs the District Superintendent’s personal attendance can re- 
ceive the same. With my limited time during the past year I have 
been able to do some of this, so-called, special work. I think itisa 
part of the real work of the District Superintendent. 

Following my practice, I have not mentioned each charge and 
pastor in this report. It would be a pleasure to do so, and the work 
of the faithful preachers on Vancouver District during the past year 
would fully warrant any words of commendation and special men- 
tion I might make. And no persons on the District are deserving 
of more praise for the splendid work of the past year than the noble 
women who do their work in and from the parsonage. 

With gratitude to God for excellent health and a prayer that 
- He will fit me for a better service during the coming year, I present 
this, my fourteenth annual report of district work in the Puget 
Sound Conference.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Methodism has always been an ardent patron of Christian Edu- 
cation, and has been foremost in maintaining its own schools.

There should be everywhere among us a deeper concern for the 
‘welfare of our own schools and a growing support for their enlarging 
work.

The school year 1909-10 has been a year of progress. The wis- 
dom of the selection of the Rev. J. C. Zeller, D. C. L., to the presi- 
dency is manifested in the results of the year’s work. 

We now have in this institution a school with a faculty second 
to none in the Northwest. The members of the faculty are young, 
enthusiastic and thoroughly trained for their work. No college in 
the Eastern section of the country could secure so able a corps of 
instructors for even a much larger amount than we are paying. The 
“Jure of the West’ and the willing missionary spirit on the part of 
these teachers has made possible this greatly strengthened faculty, 
and this school now deserves the most cordial and hearty support 
of the whole membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church through- 
out the entire State of Washington. 


The outlook for the coming year as to attendance is most en: 
couraging and hopeful. The registration for the coming year will be 
from 30 to 40 per cent greater than last year. 


The financial conditions have been such during the past year 
that no effort has been made to cancel the indebtedness against the 
University, but the time of the maturity of the bonds, representing 
this indebtedness, is drawing near, and the most loyal support and 
co-operation should be given the agents of the University when they 
come seeking funds with which to care for this indebtedness. The 
Share Fund system for the maintenance of the University has proven 
of great benefit during the past, but the time is near at hand when 
this plan will be not only cumbersome, but expensive, and also bur- 
densome, and will furnish altogether too precarious a support. 
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We therefore believe that the present is an opportune time for 
the beginning of an endowment fund. The Trustees of the University 
will soon present to our people plans for the foundation of an en- 
dowment fund, and we trust that these plans, when presented, may 
receive the most cordial and hearty support of our ministers and 
people. 

It is very gratifying to us to note that there has been during 
the past year an increased registration of more than 47 per cent in 
the collegiate department of the University. 

During the year just closed, and at the beginning of the present 
year, extensive additions have been made in the Biological, Physical 
and Chemical Departments. Nearly one thousand dollars’ worth of 
new equipment has been purchased. By this means the Wniversity 
has reached a degree of completeness that should have been attained 
years ago, and to which we can point with pride. 

We desire to call attention to the College of Commerce, the 
courses in which will lead to a degree. 

It is also worthy of note that the School of Music has been en- 
larged and extended till it will now take rank with any in this great 
Northwest, and is superior to most. 

We recommend that the people, and especially the pastors, se- 
cure and carefully study the last edition of the Catalog so as to 
awaken themselves to a realization of the fact that we have a college 
of our own, situated in the midst of the most healthful and beautiful 
environment on this Coast, to which all our own young people may 
go and receive instruction equal to that offered them anywhere. 

Loyalty to our own school, our own church and our own locality 
should bring increasing interest, prayers and money, until this Uni- 
versity is second to none in this great Northwest, and until the entire 
Methodism of the State of Washington shall be proud to call the 
University of Puget Sound “Our University.” 

Our most grateful thanks are due, and are hereby extended, to 
ali who have donated books to our University Library.

We appreciate the efficiency of Boston University School of 
Theology, Drew Theological Seminary and Garrett Biblical Institute, 
and assure these schools of our hearty sympathy and support, and 
recommend our young men to take advantage of these splendid in- 
stitutions. Especially would we recommend Kimball College of The- 
ology to our undergraduates, ministers who are deprived the oppor- 
tunity of the larger schools, and we urge our Conference to give good 
heed to its presence within the common territory of the Fifteenth 
General Conference District. 

To prevent confusion in the minds of our brethren in regard to 
the three subdivisions of the educational collection, at the request 
of our Board of Education, we submit the following: 


1. The Children’s Day Collection is to be taken in the Sunday 
School on the second day of June. This is for student aid and be- 
longs to the Board of Education, and is apportioned at 10 per cent 
of the Foreign Missionary collection. It should be sent to New York 
and be carefully discriminated from the Rally Day collection in Oc- 
tober, which is for the Board of Sunday Schools, and which should 
be sent to Dr. David G. Downey, Chicago, Illinois. 


2. The collection taken in the church congregation as an ad- 
dition to the Conference or Public Educational collection, is appor- 
tioned by our Board of Education in an amount equal to 3 per cent 
of the apportionment for Foreign Missions, and is for the aid of our 
schools for people of the white race in the South. The proceeds 
should be sent to the Board of Education at New York. 


3. The Conference Educational collection is for the aid of the 
University of Puget Sound, and should be promptly sent to the Finan- 
cial Secretary of the University, Alfred Lister, Tacoma, Wash. 


Educational Collection. 


We recommend that the Educational Collection be taken under 
the one head of the Board of Education, thereby eliminating the nu- 
enh and confusing items under the head of the Educational Col- 
ection. 


We also recommend that 80 per cent of this collection be paid 
to the University of Puget Sound and 20 per cent to the Board of 
Education, provided that special collections made for specific local 
purposes shall not be included in this division. 


We recommend that the apportionment to the Conference be the 
same as last year, 25 cents per member.

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KIMBALL COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 
Visitors’ Report to the Puget Sound Conference. 


The last educational report adopted by the Puget Sound Con- 
ference included the following statement under Theological Schools: 
“We also desire to mention Kimball College of Theology, located at 
Salem, Oregon, and upon their generous request appoint two visitors 
to this school, and we therefore recommend the appointment of B. H. 
Todd and J. M. Canse.”’ 

Pursuant to this action, the visitors appointed arranged to at- 
tend the school the week of commencement. In the meantime Dr. 
Todd had been called to the office of Vice-President of Willamette 
University, and in the closing days of his pastorate at Grace Church, 
Seattle, he could not attend. Gonsequently the writer attended the 
commencement, hoping to keep the spirit of his commission and not 
disappoint Dean Kimball, who had written: ‘I have coveted such 
recognition for our school from your body.” 

Tt does not seem to be within the province of this report to par- 
ticularize on the class work, the faculty or the numerous phases of 
school life in a theological institution, but the management of Kim- 
ball College may well take good heart and command the field in the 
name of Christ and His Church. Surely a magnificent castle is rising 
on the bank of beautiful Willamette, a fit training school for young 
men who shall go forth well armored by the gracious panoply of re- 
demption.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE BOARD OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We are glad to record the fact that the Sunday School is being 
recognized more and more as the most important field for revival

We urge our people to push the Teacher Training Correspond- 
ence Course and the organized Adult Bible Class as means of solving 
the two perplexing problems of how to secure efficient teachers and 
how to interest the young men and women in the Sunday School. 

We also urge the adoption by the Sunday Schools as soon as 
possible of the new Graded Lessons in place of the Uniform Lessons 
now in use. 

We heartily commend the great work which our Board of Sun- 
day Schools is doing under the efficient leadership of Secretaries 
Drs. David G. Downey and Edgar Blake, and call attention to the fact 
that they not only publish twenty-two booklets, which may ve had 
for the asking, covering all phases of Sunday School work, but that 
the Board also maintains an Information Bureau at 57 Washington 
Street, Chicago, for the purpose of giving free advice and information 
iS oe who will write them concerning any problem pertaining to 

e work.

Its 
circulation has increased to about 8,000 and should be at least 10,000 
before the next General Conference. Owing to increased circulation, 
we understand the $1,500 yearly cash subsidy allowed has not been 
required the last year. 


We commend the able work of Dr. D. L. Rader, its editor, and 
approve the special agency of Rev. W. M. Ludwick. 


We urge our young people to take the Epworth Herald as a 
means of intelligent piety and progress in League work. 


We recommend to our people the reading of Purity and Tem- 
eee literature in this crucial time of conflict with the licensed 
saloon. :

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REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Your trustees to whom was referred the communication of the 
Sound Trustee Company to the last conference session, with power 
to act in the same, desire to report that the following agreement has 
been consummated: 

First—After careful investigation, your trustees believed that 
the permanent location of the Conference was not within our power 
to decide, and therefore we did not make any agreement as to this 
point. 

Second—That the first proposition was for one acre of land at 
Redondo Beach and ten per cent of all sales up to fifty thousand 
made through the members of the Conference. This was changed 
to a title in fee simple to over three acres of land and ten per cent 
of the sale of one hundred thousand dollars’ sale of property, sold 
under any agency, and the Conference or its members to have no 
responsibility for the sale of the property other than such as was 
individually assumed by any person interested. 

Third—We, your Board, however, did agree that as soon as 
the property had been improved, buildings completed and adequate 
transportation facilities had been provided, we would recom- 
mend to the church that Epworth League Institutes, Sunday School 
Associations, Chautauqua gatherings and such like assemblies be 
held at Redondo Beach and our property be used for the same. In 
the sessions of the Annual Conference, the decision lies with this 
Conference, and they are not obligated to hold the sessions here 
any more than any other point in the Conference. 

Fourth—tThe books of the company are open to the inspection 
of the Secretary and officers of the Board, and payments of the 
amounts due under the contract are to be made each quarter to 
the Secretary, who in turn delivers it to the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BENEVOLENCES. 


The needs of the regular Benevolences of the Church are so 
urgent, the demands made upon them to care for the interests already 
begun so imperative, that we cannot do less than make an honest, 
earnest and persistent effort to meet all the apportionments for the 
several benevolent causes in full. Local needs and demands should 
not supercede the demand of these worthy causes, and should be no 
excuse for not presenting them faithfully. 

We, your Committee on Benevolences, therefore recommend that 
each pastor plan carefully and systematically to see the last man of 
the local church, and impress him with the necessity of contributing 
some amount for every one of the several causes; that a campaign 
of education be carried on in every charge, that our people may have 
an intelligent view of the needs and undertakings of our great Be- 
nevolent Boards. 

We recommend that our District Superintendents urge the pas- 
tors to faithfully present each cause early in the conference year; 
that they encourage the study of missions in the Epworth League, 
Sunday School and Brotherhoods, and educate our people in system- 
atic giving and intelligent co-operation with our Benevolent Boards. 
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In calling the attention of our people to the heroic work of our 
Freedman’s Aid Society, we submit, for special consideration, the ef- 
fort of the colored people to help themselves, as shown in their of- 
fering during the past year of $32,750. 

Lincoln Sunday, now being one of special observance in our 
church, we would urge that our people observe it in a way that will 
place in the hands of this worthy Society the full apportionment of 
$1,200 made to our Conference. 

We believe that special emphasis should be laid upon the im- 
portance of the great work of the American Bible Society; that it 
should receive the careful and prayerful consideration of all the pas- 
tors of the Conference. It should not be relegated to the rear ranks, 
but pushed to the front, inasmuch as ‘“‘The entrance of the Word 
giveth light.” 

We believe this should be among the first of our benevolences 
to receive attention.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REFORMS. 


Your Committee on Reforms begs leave to offer the following 
report: 

Whereas, We are called to continual warfare against the many 
evils of society; and whereas, many of these evils are thoroughly em- 
bedded in the common practice of society, your committee hereby 
recommends: 


Temperance. 


That this Conference early support the Temperance Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in its work in general, and especially 
in its effort to bring about the divorcement of the United States Gov- 
ernment from its financial partnership with the Liquor Traffic. 

Also, that we, as a Conference, adopt the first Sunday in Novem- 
ber as Temperance Day. 

Also, that our co-operation as in the past shall continue with the 
Anti-Saloon League, W. C. T. U, and all movements for the extermi- 
nation of the traffic in intoxicating liquors. 


Divorce. 


The divorce evil being so great and constantly growing, and 
whereas the minister has no means of ascertaining the relation of 
parties contracting marriage to this great evil without direct ques- 
tioning, we recommend that steps be taken to have all marriage li- 
censes supplied with the questions “Divorced” or ‘Not divorced.” 

And that a committee be appointed to use their best endeavor 
to bring about this regulation at the next Legislature. 


Sabbath Desecration. 


We also earnestly urge that we oppose by precept and example 
the Sabbath excursion, baseball, and both week-day and Sunday the- 
atre, and immoral picture shows; also, that we refuse our support to 


the Sunday newspaper by refusing to furnish them with sermons or 
cuts of ministers. 
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Prevention of Crime. 


Whereas, Crimes committed by the young, the social evil, cigar- 
ette smoking, incurable diseases, and the traffic in girls are on the 
increase. 

We recommend that we heartily endorse the work of prevention 
as outlined in the Constitution of the W. C. T. U. 


Labor. 


We further recommend that this Conference place itself on rec- 
ord as seeking for all classes of workingmen in the State of Wash- 
ington a half holiday in each week; also that the hours of work for 
women in stores, factories, etc., shall not exceed eight hours in each 
twenty-four, and we urge the enforcement of the ‘“‘Child Labor Law,”’’ 
and if this law is not sufficient to properly protect the child, we urge 
legislation to that effect; and 

We ask that a copy of this recommendation be sent to the various 
Labor Organizations for their co-operation, and that the Trades 
Unions of this State be invited to send delegates to our Conference 
sessions, and that we do all in our power to enforce the laws now on 
record

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Resolved, 4. That we adopt the proposal of the Peace and Ar- 
bitration Societies, that the first Sunday after Christmas be set apart 
as Peace Sunday in our churches.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF STEWARDS. 


The Board of Stewards has felt most keenly the responsibility 
in performing its duty. 

We regret that the amount at our disposal was not more than 
one-half sufficient to meet the needy and just claims upon this fund. 
We note with pleasure the fact that our laymen are appreciating 
more and more the value of the service rendered by God’s workmen, 
as shown by an increase of more than $300 contributed to this fund. 

Your Board recommends that the last Sunday in May be ob- 
served as Veterans’ Day, and that an offering be taken, and that 
funds be secured for permanent endowment, and also recommend 
that the District Superintendents, in making their nominations for 
Board of Conference Stewards, add one layman from each district, 
and that the Board be so divided and arranged that not more than 
one-third of the Board shall be retired each year. (Discipline, para- 
- graph 315, section 2.) 

As the Conference by special action has requested the Bishop 
to appoint one of the members of this Conference as Field Agent 
in the interest of our Conference Claimants, we recommend that an 
amount equal to five per cent of the cash pastoral support for the 
current year, exclusive of missionary money, be apportioned, and 
that one-fifth of this amount be paid to the Treasurer of the 
Preachers’ Aid Society to go to the support of the Field Agent, 
and that one-fifth be sent to the Central office in Chicago for 
the Connectional Fund; also that the Field Agent receive at least 
75 per cent of his salary in monthly installments. 

The Board recommends that the account of W. S. Harrington, 
the former Field Agent, be referred to the District Superintendents.

He prepared a new form of note, better fitted to the reorganized 
society, and spent much time in securing signatures to these in ex- 
change for the old notes. 

He has traveled extensively through the Conference, and has 
faithfully presented this cause before various representative bodies, 
church congregations and to individuals. 

At no small amount of labor and expense, he has conducted a 
large correspondence, and prepared and sent out much literature. 

He has laid a good foundation and his work is far reaching in 
its educational value. 

One hundred and twenty-two (122) notes of the new form had 
been signed before Conference time; two have since been paid in 
full, and thirty-two (32) are from new members. 

In addition to these, he has secured over $1,000 in cash, notes 
and subscriptions, and also has assured subscriptions approximating 
$10,000 more. 

His expenses incident to this work are far in excess of the re- 
ceipts for the same. 

The Conference, at its last session, voted an amount equal to 
one-half per cent of pastoral support to meet these expenses, which 
was to have been paid by January 1, 1910. Up to September 9, 1910, 

only about thirty charges had thus far contributed anything to his 
expenses this year.

MRS. NELLIE E. MILLER. 


Nellie E. Babbit was born in Cumming County, Nebraska, 
March 27, 1862. Soon after her birth a threatened Indian raid in 
the Elkhorn Valley caused her father to move his: family to Fair- 
view, on the Missouri River, where she grew to womanhood. The 
next day after her father had left, the Indians made the expected 
raid, and every man, woman and child in the valley were massa- 
cred. 

Our sister was educated in the public school in her home neigh- 
borhood. She was converted in early life and united with the 
church. Her father’s house was a place of prayer and a home for 
the itinerant preacher, 


She was married to our brother, J. W. Miller, October 19, 1886. 
She rode hundreds of miles with her husband in the work of large 
circuits in the early part of her married life. In March, 1893, she 
was stricken with paralysis, and grew steadily worse, and in two 
years became helpless. Last fall she took a severe cold, and from 
that time her life was one of continued suffering. 


In March, 1896, our brother, J. W. Miller, was transferred to 
the Puget Sound Conference. Since this time our sister has been 
known to us as a patient sufferer, never murmuring, and always 
ne a cheerfulness of spirit and an abiding confidence in 

od. ' 


Our brother labored in this city from 1900 to 1906, and led in 
the erection of this church. The beautiful memorial window at 
the left of this pulpit was placed there in honor of Brother and 
Sister Miller by the women of this church. It wi'l be a reminder 
of the faithful service of Brother Miller in the charge which, at the 
beginning of his pastorate, had a membership of about one hundred, 
and at its close of about five hundred. 


Sister Miller was carried into the church and saw the window 
that bears her family name. She was never able to worship in this 
house, but at her home every day for a number of years the family, 
and sometimes others, gathered in her room and engaged in acts of 
‘devotion and worship in which our sister took part and was com- 


forted and strengthened for the suffering which she was called to 
endure. 


She died July 30, 1910, in Sumner, Washington, and was buried 
e ve cemetery at Centralia. Her husband and four children sur- 
vive her.

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MRS. LOTTIE A. WEST. 


Mrs. Lottie A. West, daughter of P. C. and Sarah Hetzler, and 
the wife of our brother, George F. West, of this Conference, and 
Chaplain of the Seamen’s work in Seattle, was born May 17, 1868, 
at Farmersville, Ohio, and moved with her parents to Salem, Ore- 
gon, in 1873. Here she joined the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
became an earnest and faithful worker in the Sunday School. 

After passing her examination in the highest grade of the pub- 
lic schools, she entered the Willamette University. 

In 1887 she was married to our brother, George F. West. She, 
with her husband, served the Church in the pastorate of several 
charges in the Oregon and Puget Sound Conferences. 

In 1901 our brother was appointed Chaplain to the Seamen at 
Seattle. Sister West labored faithfully in the Seamen’s Home. She 
took great interest in the sailors. Not only did she do what she 
could to secure for them clean and proper clothing, but she sup- 
plied them with good reading, ascertained their wants, and their 
troubles, and their family relations, gave them good advice, urged 
them to write to their fatherg and mothers, pointed them to Christ, 
and did all in her power to better their condition, materially, intel- 
lectually and spiritually. 

She received many letters from the sailors and also from their 
mothers and relatives in different parts of the world, thanking her 
for her kindly offices in behalf of the sailor boys. 

She took a severe cold from exposure in her work at the Sea- 
men’s Home, and died May 1, 1910. Our sister had three children, 
two daughters and one son; Mrs. Mabel E. Monk, and Mildred and 
Gilbert. These, with our brother, G. F. West, survive her.

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STANDING RESOLUTIONS 


J.—The District Superintendents shall constitute the committee 
for making the Missionary Appropriations, with the approval of the 
Bishop presiding. They shall nominate the Standing Committees, 
and cause the list to be published in the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
at least one month before the Conference convenes. 


II.—The Secretary and the Statistician shall be the official 
editors and publishers of the Conference Minutes; and they are 
authorized to make provision, by assessment or otherwise, for meet- 
ing this expense and all other secretarial expenses incident to Con- 
ference work. 


III.—Upon receiving from the official Benevolent Societies the 
circulars designating the amounts of money to be raised by this 
Cenference for these causes, the District Superintendents shall ap- 
portion the same among the districts upon the following basis: 
(1) Total membership; (2) unincumbered church but not parsonage 
property; (3) total ministerial support, including house rent, but 
not missionary appropriations; (4) total official benevolences which 
were reported for the previous year. 


Each District Superintendent may call to his assistance a com- 
mittee of laymen or ministers, or both, conveniently near, to make 
the apportionments on above basis to the charges of that district; 
and this shall be reported to the meetings of the District Stewards, 
who shall have the power of a Board of Equalization, provided that 
they shall not reduce the original total apportionments to the district. 


The apportionment for Episcopal and Conference Claimants’ 
Funds shall be included in these reports, and the basis decided upon 
by the Annual Conference shall apply throughout the districts and 
charges. 


IV.—All matter to be printed in the Journal must be delivered 
to the Secretary immediately upon the adjournment of the Confer- 
ence session. : 


V.—Immediately following the roll call of the first session the 
Secretary shall call the names of deceased members and a memorial 
service shall then be held, which shall include a memorial address, 
not to exceed fifteen minutes in length, by some one selected by the 
pone on Memoirs. The services not to exceed one-half hour 
n time. 


VI.—These Rules and Resolutions shall not be suspended or 
changed but by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting.

Tacoma, Washington, September 13, 1911.

for the words ‘“‘Secular day” so that the lines as amended shall read: 
“The General Conference shall meet at ten o’clock on the morning 
of the first secular day in the month of May, etc.’? The vote stood: 
For the Amendment, 101. Against, none. 


COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION—The report of the Committee 
on Education was read by A. W. Leonard and E. L. Benedict moved 
its adoption, 

A motion was then made by H. M. Hill that the blank part of 
the report be filled by inserting ‘50c per member” for the University 
of Puget Sound. After some discussion W. H. W. Rees moved the 
previous question and it carried. 

The report as a whole was then adopted. 


Dr. J. B. HINGELEY, Secretary of the Board of Conference 
Claimants was introduced and addressed the brethren. 


DRAFT PRESENTED—A draft for $400.00 from the Board of 
Conference Claimants was presented by the Bishop and it was ap- 
proved. 

C. B. Seeley was appointed by the bishop a member of the board 
of Examiners in place of H. W. Michener. 


ADJOURNMENT—Announcements were then made, the bene- 
diction was pronounced by Dr. J. B. Hingely and the session ad- 
journed.

Whereas, President Taft has negotiated between the United 
States and England and between the United States and France, arbi- 
pa aa treaties covering various question of honor and vital interest; 
and, 

Whereas, These treaties must have the concurrence of the United 
States senate in order to be effective; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Puget Sound Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church express to President Taft our keen appreciation of 
this high proof of Christian statesmanship and great step toward 
universal peace, and promise him our co-operation in any way pos- 
sible toward the consummation of the treaties; and be it further 

Resolved, That we appeal to our Senators, Hon. J. Wesley Jones 
and Hon. Miles Poindexter, to use all honorable means to secure 
the early ratification of these treaties, without change, at the coming 
session of congress in December next; and 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the Presi- 
dent and to our Senators.

HOME MISSIONARY APPROPRIATIONS were then read by 8. 
§. Sulliger and on his motion they were approved. 
J. W. Flesher was then called to the chair and the Bishop and 


Cabinet retired. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSIONARY—C. B. Sears made his report 
of the year’s work and it was adopted. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE—Mr. J. C. Hailey, President 
of the Conference Epworth League, spoke concerning an Epworth 


League Institute. 
J. A. Sutton made a motion that the Epworth League officers 
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seriously consider the expense of securing talent necessary for the 
proposed Institute and that no action be taken that will incur need- 
less expense to the Church or League. 

On motion of W. H. W. Rees, the whole matter was referred 
to a committee consisting of A. W. Leonard, D. C. Franklin and 
Thos. W. Lane for adjustment, with power to act. 


BENEVOLENCES—tThe report on Benevolences was read and it 
was moved by W. B. Marsh that the part referring to the financing 
of the proposed Home Missionary Parliament be eliminated and that 
the words “Tuesday and Wednesday’”’ be substituted for the words 
“Monday and Tuesday,’’ and it was so ordered. 

The Conference endorsed the Parliament and referred the matter 
to the District Superintendent with power to arrange. 


TREASURER—tThe Treasurer, EH. W. Erickson, made his report 
and it was adopted. 


COLLECTION—A collection to defray expenses incurred by the 
local Church was then taken, which amounted to $36.00. 


CHURCH TEMPERANCE SOCIBTY—Dr. Clarence True Wilson, 
Secretary of this Society, was introduced and addressed the Confer- 
ence. A collection amounting to $36.00 was taken and subscriptions 
amounting to $95.00.

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District Superintendents’ 
Reports 


BELLINGHAM DISTRICT. 


G. A. LANDEN, Superintendent. 


It is with a feeling of profound gratitude to God for His mercy 
and goodness that I present my annual report of the Bellingham 
District. : 

There has been some serious illness, but death has not entered 
any parsonage home during the year. 


I shall not weary you with a detailed report of every charge or 
special mention of every pastor. It has, however, never been my 
privilege to labor with a more loyal, faithful and consecrated body 
of Methodist preachers. I believe every man has tried to do his best. 

At the close of Conference six charges remained to be supplied. 
Big Lake and McMurray and the Lakewood charges have remained 
unsupplied most of the year for lack of men and means of support. 


Avon and Blanchard were supplied for a few months by Vernie 
Clark, who came to us from the Nazarene Church, but in the early 
spring he got home-sick and we permitted him to go back to his 
first love. The last half of the year H. C. Carter has supplied the 
work very satisfactory, indeed. He is a worthy young man and is 
recommended for reception on trial in our Conference. 


Rev. G. A. Pease, a local preacher from Idaho, was secured for 
Bellingham Circuit, and has been very acceptable. We are sorry 
that he feels he cannot remain with us another year. 

Rev. N. BE. Wood was transferred from the Oklahoma Conference 
and stationed at Stanwood. His wife has been seriously ill, but he 
has had a good year. 

We have had two supplies for Sultan during the year. The first 
was worse than a failure; the last, Rev. A. N. Raven, of the Presby- 
terian Church, has brought order out of chaos and has been highly 
acceptable. Sunday school, Epworth League and congregations have 
grown and the outlook is much more hopeful. 


In the middle of the year, ‘our beloved Brother, J. W. Kern, had 
a complete nervous breakdown and was compelled to give up his 
pastorate at Arlington. Frank W. P. Camp was transferred from 
the St. Louis Conference and placed at Arlington and has won the 
hearts of the people. Brother Kern’s health is much improved, but 
he will not be able to take work next year and must ask for a Super- 
numerary relation. 
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Owing to impaired health, Rev. J. W. Glenk asked to be relieved 
from the pastorate of Eureka Church, in March last, and this charge 
was united with Silver Beach and has been supplied by G. C. Squire. 
Brother Glenk will ask for a Supernumerary relation for one year. 

Our Sunday School missionary, C. B. Sears, has been abundant 
in labors and wise in his handling of our Sunday School interests. 
He has heartily co-operated with me as District Superintendent and 
our relations have been very pleasant. He should certainly be con- 
tinued in this work and I sincerely hope this Conference will take 
some action that will secure an increase in his salary. 


The Pacific Christian Advocate is a welcome visitor in the 
homes of our people and is growing in favor. While we were all 
sorely grieved by the death of Dr. Bader, its editor, we congratulate 
the new editor on the way he has managed and edited the paper since 
this arduous task fell upon his shoulders. 


There is a growing interest in our University, and the visits of 
Dr. Zellar and other representatives of the school to the churches of 
the District has made friends for the University. I am sure more 
students will attend the school from the Bellingham District this 
year than ever before. 


The spiritual condition of the churches is certainly improving. 
Special meetings have been held in nearly all of the charges during 
the year. 


Osborn, the Drummer Evangelist, has assisted some of the pas- 
tors. Some have been their own evangelist or secured a neighboring 
pastor to assist them. Our deaconess, Miss Ora D. Wolfer, has done 
good service and has especially quickened the spiritual life of the 
churches where she has labored. The net increase in membership 
will not be large, owing to the removal of so many members without 
letter, but the outlook for the coming year encourages us to believe 
that great things will be accomplished next year. 


A new church has just been completed at Blanchard, costing 
$1200. H.C. Carter, the pastor, deserves special mention for the 
way he has carried this enterprise on to completion. 


A new church is in course of construction at the Nooksack In- 
dian Mission. Brother O. R. Anderson, the pastor, is the chief car- 
penter, assisted by the Indians. The building, when completed, will 
cost about $1400. The site is adjoining the Stickney Home and 
School, so that there will be much closer relations between our work 
and that of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. The present 
arrangement of a day school among the Indians is proving much less 
expensive and more successful than the boarding school. With Miss 
Rouls as superintendent, Mrs. Anderson as field matron, and Brother 
Anderson as pastor, all co-operating together, much good is being 
done among these people. 

At Alger, on the Bay View charge, an acre of ground has been 
purchased and a subscription of nearly $800 secured for the build- 
ing of a new church this fall. 

The Sumas people have papered the church, carpeted the floor, 
installed new pews and made other improvements to the church, 
costing, in all, $1000. 

The Trinity Church, Bellingham, will be enclosed before winter, 
and, doubtless, be completed before another Conference. The finan- 
cial stringency has been an embarrassment to the work, but the 
people have given liberally and done some heroic work. 
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; At Mt. Vernon a splendid new church is being erected that is 
estimated to cost not less than $15,000 when completed. 


Lynden Church has installed a heating plant in their building 
at a cost of $400. 


The Nooksack people have put the finishing touches on their 
parsonage at a cost of $329. 


The old church site at Snohomish has been sold and the building 
moved to the new site and neatly improved, the improvements costing 
about $700. 


Other improvements to churches and parsonages have been made 
aggregating about $3500. 


This has not been an easy year for our churches financially, but 
most of them have done remarkably weil. I am not able to speak 
positively, but I fear gur benevolent apportionments will not be in 
full and that there will be some deficiencies in pastors’ salaries. 


I spoke last year in my report of the determination on the part 
of the Christian people and lovers of righteousness to rid every 
county in the District of the legalized saloon. Our hopes have been 
largely realized. San Juan County, though surrounded by water, 
is dry. Skagit County and Snohomish and Whatcom Counties are 
all dry outside of a few incorporated towns. The only place in 
Whatcom County where the open saloon can be found is the town of 
Sumas. Here the sentiment in favor of local option is growing, and 
there is no question but Sumas will also join the dry ranks at no 
distant day. I understand, Bishop, that the liquor elements do not 
desire the return of J. E. Huston as the pastor of our Church. Our 
greatest victories were in the cities of Everett and Bellingham, where 
fair majorities were secured for local option, and be it said, to the 
credit of our city officials, the law is being enforced. 

Eternal vigilance, however, is the price of liberty. The fight 
is still on, and we cannot lie down our arms. 

Our Sunday Schools, Epworth and Junior Leagues, Ladies’ Aid 
Societies and W. H. and F. M. Societies are all doing most excellent 
work and should be encouraged and strengthened in all our charges. 

Our District Ministerial Association was held at First Church, 
Bellingham, early in the spring, and was largely attended and very 
profitable. Our first District Laymen’s Convention was held at the 
same time and place, and, while it was not largely attended, it re- 
sulted in much good. The papers were of a high order and showed 
careful preparation. It was decided in the future to hold a joint 
convention of the laymen and ministers annually. A committee of 
laymen was appointed to secure the organization of a tithing band 
in every charge. If this plan succeeds, it will solve our financial 
problems. 

The Epworth League Convention was held at Blaine the last 
of June. I voice the sentiment of all present when I say it was the 
most spiritual and most helpful and inspiring convention I ever at- 
tended. The Epworth Leagues of the Bellingham District have not 
lost their power, but are becoming more efficient. 

The year’s work has given me a larger vision of the kingdom 
and a greater sense of my own weakness. God has been very gra- 
cious to us and to Him be all the glory. 

I desire to thank the pastors and laymen generally for their 
uniform kindness to me and pray for each and all that they may be 
filled with all the fullness of God. 
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OLYMPIA DISTRICT. 
C. E. Todd, Superintendent. 


At the close of our last Conference I found that to me had been 
assigned the care of all the churches of the Olympia District. Like 
a true and loyal Methodist preacher, I took up my work, and have 
by cards, letters and my personal presence done all that was within 
my power to stimulate and inspire preacher and people to their best 
to advance the Kingdom of God within our bounds. I have found 
our pastors and their families willing to make great sacrifices for 
Christ and His Church. 

In the homes of our active pastors there have been no deaths 
or serious illnesses during the year. Sister Wealthy M. Hopkins, 
wife of our beloved superannuated Brother Hopkins, passed from her 
home in Tumwater to her heavenly rest January 16, 1911. Brother 
A. Anderson, a friend of long standing, conducted the funeral ser- 
vices. 


Changes. 


C. H. Baldwin, who was transferred to our Conference and sta- 
tioned at Crescent and Oak Harbor, preferred to take work in the 
Oregon Conference, and C. B. Martin, a young man from Michigan, 
who now knocks at the door of your Conference for admission, has 
carried forward the work. Soon after Conference C. N. Goulder 
found he could not continue his work at Sequim, and F. R. Mathews 
was secured to supply the work. C. L. Gilbert, of Shelton, pur- 
chased an interest in the local paper about the first of April and 
relinquished his work. R. H. Reed, of the West Wisconsin Confer- 
ence, was transferred to our Conference and has taken up the work 
and is in great favor with the people. 


Revivals. 


Most of the pastors held revival services in their charges with 
varied results. Montesano, Elma, Olympia, Aberdeen First Church, 
Bremerton, Port Townsend, Port Orchard and Port Angeles will 
record very creditable results. No matter what changes may come 
to Methodism, we must never get out of touch with the old-time 
revival, which has been the means of opening the door of salvation 
to the multitudes. 


Improvements. 


Our Aberdeen First Church is composed of heroic young people, 
who are planning great things for that city. Work has been com- 
menced on the basement. They have now expended about $10,000 
in laying the foundation and constructing the basement. They pur- 
pose at once to enclose their building and then finish the basement 
for Sunday School, Social and Church services by the first of Novem- 
ber. Old property to be disposed of and reliable unpaid subcsrip- 
tions will almost cover the expenditures contemplated. This Church, 
when completed, will be one of the very best in the Conference. 
They have at the present time, including the lots and the new com- 
modious parsonage, about $30,000 worth of property. 

Bremerton First Church is determined to keep pace with its 
growing needs at the home of the United States Navy Yards. Over 
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$6000, mostly provided for, has been expended in enlarging the Sun- 
day School facilities of the Church and placing under the whole 
structure a much-needed basement, with kitchen, ladies’ parlor, 
men’s reading room and social hall, shower baths, and a very fine 
gymnasium, which is greatly appreciated. 

The Colby Church has enlarged its parsonage, making a very 
pleasant home for the pastor at a cost of over $600. . 

At Cosmopolis the parsonage was moved and placed upon a new 
foundation, a new wood shed built, and other improvements made to 
the property, at a cost of $190. 

The young men at Coupeville are building a Methodist Hall for 
social and gymnasium purposes, which, with other improvements on 
the church and parsonage, will mean an expenditure of over $500. 

Port Orchard has expended over $300 on their church and par- 
sonage prperty this year and will soon have every dollar paid on the 
lots secured some time ago for a new church and parsonage. 

Other improvements reported to me are about as follows: 

South Aberdeen, for new pews and papering the church, $150; 
Elma, for painting the church, $100; Chimacum and Hadlock, for 
painting and fencing property, $140; new bell to call the people 
to worship at Langley, $40; wiring at Port Angeles, $60; redecorat- 
ing and staining pews of Lincoln Heights Church, $60; painting 
Porter church, $35; completing parsonage and putting new lights 
in the church at Sequim, $350; constructing basement under the 
church at Silverdale and improvements made on the church at 
Traceytown amount to over $300. Olympia Church has paid out 
over $170 on improvements during the year. 


Old Debts. 


Our people at Hoquiam First Church have been busy this year 
clearing up the greater part of their indebtedness, having raised 
$1725. There yet remains a debt of $1000 against the new par- 
sonage, but the rent of the old parsonage will eventually liquidate 
this account. 

Simpson Avenue Church, Hoquiam, has suffered many losses in 
membership by removals and is embarrassed by quite a heavy debt. 
They will need assistance until the lumber market ‘“‘becomes 
stronger.’ Then, I am sure, this will be a very desirable charge. 

Our wide-awake Church at Montesano has raised $273 on old 
accounts and has greatly improved the parsonage and grounds. 


Benevolences. 


The pastors, for the most part, have shown great interest in 
and have faithfully presented all the penevolences of the Church. I 
believe, when all the reports are in, that some of our Churches will 
show a large gain over those of last year, while others will fall far 
short of their apportionments. These deficiencies are due to the in- 
creasing stringency of the money market and the partial closing of 
camps and mills. The welfare of the University of Puget Sound 
lies very near the heart of all our pastors and its claims have been 
faithfully presented. 

Sunday Schools. 


Our Sunday Schools are doing well. Preachers and people are 
waking up to the fact that this is the greatest work of the age. and 
the Church must not be indifferent to its needs, for large Sunday 
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Schools today will mean strong, aggressive Churches tomorrow. All 
of the Sunday Schools are using our own literature. 


Epworth League. 


The young people under the banner of the Epworth League are 
forging forward socially and spiritually. It is up to the League to 
furnish suitable social life for our young or we lose them to the 
Church. 


Ladies’ Aid Societies. 
Nearly every charge maintains a splendid Ladies’ Aid Society. 
They have all been busy and are seldom without funds in their 


treasury. They have assisted materially on the improvements, mov- 
ing expenses and pastors’ salaries. 


Salaries. 


The salaries have not been greatly changed from those of last 
year. Owing to the dull times, I fear that a number of our over- 
worked, self-sacrificing preachers will of necessity report deficiencies 
this year. As living is very high, our preachers are forced to prac- 
tice rigid economy. 


New Fields. 


.» There are a number of new fields calling to us, but we cannot 
enter them yet, for lack of men and means. I am told that in the 
city of Aberdeen there are 4000 Finns, among whom very little work 
is being done. We should have a missionary among these people. 
At our District meeting at Port Orchard Brother A. Anderson pre- 
sented a paper on “‘Carrying the Gospel to Camp and Mill,” which 
provoked much thought and discussion. He spoke as a man of 
authority, for he travels at large to camp and mill and to the small 
farming districts, mostly in Mason County. I think, had we the 
means at our disposal, we could obtain great results for our Lord 
by employing two or three men to take up this work, which, in a 
short time, would become self-supporting, as the loggers are big- 
hearted and generous. 


Boundary Lines. 


The Olympia District is peculiar in its outlines. The boun- 
daries reach from the Grays Harbor country on the south around to 
the Pacific Ocean and the Strait of San Juan de Fuca, on the north 
by way of the cities of Tacoma and Seattle. I am permitted to pass 
through these cities on the rounds of my duties, but am officially 
barred from their Churches. I must say, however, that the super- 
intendents and preachers of both Tacoma and Seattle have been won- 
derfully kind to me in their invitations to place my feet under their 
tables, but I have not often accepted their hospitality, for who would 
leave a country table groaning under its weight of fried chicken and 
fresh vegetables for city ham and eggs? 


A Closing Word. 


The Methodist ministry is a great brotherhood, the greatest and 
sweetest on earth, and if any body of men have a right to sing 
“Blest be the tie that binds our hearts in Christian love” 
it is our preachers, who could well be classed with Bishop Quayle’s 
“Heroes,” for we are not looking for easy fields in which to toil. 
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We are laying the foundations for a greater Methodism in this North- 
west than we can possibly see. I know that sometimes the burdens 
ese seem hard and the difficulties beyond our ability to solve, but 
et us 


“Hang on; cling on; no matter what they say. 
Push on; sing on; things will come your way. 
Sitting down and whining never helps a bit, 
Best way to get there is by keeping up your grit. 


“Don’t give up hoping when the ship goes down; 
Grab a spar or something—just refuse to drown. 
Don’t think you’re dying just because you’re hit; 
Smile in face of danger and hang to your grit. 


“Wolks die too easy—they sort of fade away; 
Make a little error, and give up in dismay. 
Kind of man that’s needed is the man of ready wit, 
To laugh at pain and trouble and keep his grit.” 


SEATTLE DISTRICT. 
J. P. Marlatt, Superintendent. 


The financial stringency has made the work of the year difficult, 
put the results are encouraging. The stress of hard times has made 
the people a little impatient, and there has been some unreasonable 
criticism, but with little bad result. The laity are clamouring for 
preachers having two traits—pastors and evangelists. Many com- 
plain that they seldom see the pastor in their homes, in some in- 
stances they assert they have not had a pastoral visit in years. This 
can easily be overcome by more frequent, friendly and faithful visita- 
tion. The criticism that our preachers are not doing the work of 
evangelists needs more careful consideration, for it is a serious failure 
not to win souls to Christ. But one can scarcely avoid the question, 
Who is to blame? When we see the officers of the Church neglecting 
its business and throwing the responsibility of church building, debt 
raising, benevolent collections, entertainment management, and other 
things too numerous to record, upon the pastor, we wonder how he 
can do anything in such a Church. Our tendency is to so overload 
the ministry with business and social concerns that there is no time 
for study, visitation, or any other spiritual work. Often plans are 
devised and adopted by official boards for special meetings, and then 
they desert them as an ostrich does her eggs, and the pastor works 
on with almost no encouragement from the very people who demand 
the meeting, often not having ten percent of his official board present, 
and a less percent of the other members. No better method could be 
adopted to make a meeting a failure. If the laity wish to see souls 
saved let them stand by the pastor every night for at least three 
weeks, offering no excuse that would not be acceptable in business, 
and we will see different results. Absent practice is a bigger hum- 
bug in religion than absent treatment is in Christian Science. The 
general makes a mighty poor show on the battle field alone, no mat- 
ter how bright his sword may be. He needs an army behind him to 
make his attack effective. The ministry is ready for revivals, as a 
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general rule, but such work has never been done by ministers alone. 
We have splendid laymen, but they are not giving the subject of © 
evangelism the serious thought it needs. Ministers are often at fault, 
but it is hard to work with a heart breaking with the crushing weight 
of loneliness and desertion. Co-operation, prayer, holy living and 
seeking the lost will win today as surely as ever before. 


The homes of our pastors have been remarkably free from sick- 
ness during the year, and there were no deaths except that of the Rev. 
G. M. Irwin, D. D., who was supply at Riverton and Thomas. He was 
a member of the Columbia River Conference, but in early life was one 
of the best known preachers in Illinois. In the West he had been 
pastor at Walla Walla, Presiding Elder, Superintendent of Education 
in Oregon, Commissioner of Public Instruction in Alaska. A genuine 
Christian, a true Methodist, a beloved pastor, a fine preacher, a true 
husband and father. 


It is impossible to give anything like a correct report of the 
benevolent collections, but there is good reason for expecting there 
will be no decrease in Seattle District. The building of new churches 
has made our burden very heavy, but it has had little effect on pas- 
toral support. 

During the year Green Lake dedicated a magnificent, first class 
church, with all obligations covered by cash or subscriptions. All 
our new buildings have been so well described in the press that noth- 
ing new is possible in this report. Shaw Memorial, a church of the 
poor, has dedicated a splendid new building worth $7000, with many 
modern features for work. It looks like a miracle to see such a little 
band accomplish so great an enterprise. Here is an opportunity for 
some wide-awake young man, for the present pastor feels himself 
called to serve the coal miners and loggers of the District. Calvary, 
Foote Memorial and Trinity are making plans to complete their new 
buildings. Each of these pastors has done heroic, self-denying labor, 
and the people have becn loyal to the work. Sixty-second Street 
has doubled its capacity by a large addition to their building, made 
necessary by growth, especially of the Sunday School, which has 
reached an enrollment of about 250 scholars. Woodland Park has 
begun the erection of a fine new parsonage, which will soon make 
this one of our very desirable charges. St. John’s Church was con- 
solidated with Foote Memorial several months ago, as it be¢ame evi- 
dent we had too many churches in that part of the city. A new 
society has been organized at Hall’s Lake, on the Ronald charge, and 
a new church will be erected within a year. Green Lake Church has 
organized a new Sunday School north of Green Lake, and our Sunday 
School missionary has organized a new Sunday School at Monton, 
where we will probably have a Church. 


Revivals of more or less magnitude have been held in most of 
the Churches. Evangelists Hart and Magan conducted a campaign 
in University and Green Lake Churches, which resulted in over one 
hundred accessions and a great quickening of the spiritual life of the 
congregations. Many conversions resulted from meetings conducted 
by the pastors of First Church, Des Moines, Woodland Park, Wesley 
Church, Sixty-second Street, Madison Street, Snoqualmie, and there 
have been conversions in most of the other Churches. Debts have 
been reduced as follows: First Church, $15,000; Gilman Park, 
$6000; Kent, an unknown sum; Queen Anne, $1000; Foote Memorial, 
$700; Renton, $300; Calvary, $500; Haven, $300, with a year’s in- 
terest and street improvement taxes paid ahead. Tibbitt’s Memorial 
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is completed and paid for, and repairs are made at Issaquah, Des 
Moines, Haven, Bothell, Kirkland, Renton, and other places, amount- 
ing to a good sum, but all paid. 


Sixteen charges on the Seattle District paid their pastors less 
than a thousand dollars, including missionary aid and rental value 
of parsonages, several of them less than three hundred dollars. But 
it must be said, none of the Churches made greater efforts and sacri- 
fices to do what is just than these, and we can hope for little improve- 
ment from most of them for next year. The larger Churches cannot 
appreciate the struggles of these little Missions, where small bands 
of people attempt to maintain worship in small communities, and yet 
these Churches are as much needed as any of the others on the Dis- 
trict, if we are to do our duty for the people around us. The District 
Superintendent has visited each of them from six to fifteen times, 
preaching nearly every time, and having the great joy of seeing a 
few people converted as the result. 


The Seattle Generai Hospital has done its full capacity of service 
for the suffering. Our Deaconess Home and Training School has had 
its best year and sent out five trained women for Christian work. 
The Deasoness’ Settlement blessed the poor of their vicinity with 
helpful service of various kinds and saw their reward in numerous 
conversions. To these institutions we must now add the Catharine. 
P. Blaine Home for Japanese and Korean Women, which has been 
opened for several months. 

In many ways Seattle District is the heart of the commercial, 
social and religious life of this great State. May the Great Head of 
the Church send us such a baptism of the Holy Spirit as will enable 
us to measure up to all the opportunities and responsibilities which we 
must face, and which we must either achieve or miserably fail as 
a Church! 


TACOMA DISTRICT. 
THOMAS E. ELLIOTT, Superintendent. 


The year now closing has not been marked by anything that 
calls for special notice, unless it be to record our thankfulness to 
Almighty God that no serious sickness has entered the home of any 
of our pastors so as to hinder them for any length of time in their 
glorious work. 

Personally, I feel grateful to our Heavenly Father for His pro- 
tection and care while traveling in all sorts of conveyances, on water 
and land; my life is spared to meet my prethren in this session of 
our Annual Conference. This comes to me a little more vividly than 
ever before, because I came so near what might have been an awful 
death. Going on one of my quarterly tours, immediately after the 
last session of our Conference, the train on which I was a passenger 
left the track and two of the cars rolled down the embankment and 
geveral people were cut and bruised, though, thank God, no one 
was killed. 

At the close of the last session of the Conference every charge on 
the Tacoma District had a preacher save one, and that was supplied 
ingide of two weeks. 
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The changes this year have not been as numerous at last. 


Early in the conference year First Church asked for an asgsist- 
ant pastor, and W. O. Pflaum was taken from Bismarck and ap- 
pointed to that work, while Roy L. Sprague was taken from the 
Seattle District and sent to Bismarck. RB. J. Matthews, who supplied 
Gig Harbor for the first half of the year and left for the East in 
June, was succeeded by W. J. Green, one of our University boys, 
within one week from leaving the charge. Only one other change 
has occurred. A. A. Metcalf, a probationer in the second year, sta- 
tioned at Midland, went out from us at my request. John Lewtas, 
a Supernumerary member of this Conference, has supplied there 
since. 


At the First Quarterly Conference, feeling that many of our 
preachers were too poorly paid, I mentioned the matter of increase 
in salary. I am glad to report that fully one-half of the charges 
responded favorably. If the amount has not been met in every case, 
we must attribute it, very largely, to the tightness of the money 
market. The increase ranged all the way from $30 to $300. One 
third of the charges on the Tacoma District would have to close 
their doors were it not for the Missionary money they receive, and 
one-third more preaching places could be added had we the Mission- 
ary money to assist in the opening thereof. Had I five hundred 
dollars I could now purchase a church building from another organ- 
ization, in a town of 754 persons, according to the last census, where 
there is no preaching only as I sent in there a local preacher. The 
denomination to which I refer have tried and failed and are now 
ready to sell out to us. In my report last Conference I used these 
words: “If our anticipations are realized, four new churches will be 
added next year to the Tacoma District.’ This is what has come 
to pass: At Randle (formerly Vance) a new Church has been built, 
costing $3000; we expect to dedicate it immediately after this session 
of the Conference. At the southern part of the city the Bethany 
congregation have built a new Church and are already worshipping 
in it; cost, when completed, about $4000. This beautiful building 
in which we hold this session of our Conference represents an outlay 
of $37,000, and, while First Church (making the fourth I had in 
mind) has not actually begun to build, they have a subscription of 
nearly $20,000 towards it. 

We have also been busy improving some of our Churches and 
parsonages. The Church at Orting has been entirely remodeled and 
its seating capacity increased one-third. Two new towers added for 
entrances and an Epworth League room on the south side give a 
fair description of the change. The writer preached there on August 
27th and raised the entire amount necessary to pay for the work, 
which was $1350. 

At Sumner the Church has been so entirely changed and en- 
larged that it is almost equal to a new building. The seating ca- 
pacity is increased from a third to one-half and the pulpit changed 
to the west side, where twenty feet has been added and six feet has 
been added to the east side, and an entire new roof has been put on 
the building, which, with new memorial windows, is almost equal to 
new. Cost, $3975. 

St. Paul’s has paid $450 on old debt and made improvements 
costing several hundred dollars. 

The Bismarck Church has been improved at a cost of $136; old 
debt paid, $236. 
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The Fern Hill Church has had $1280 expended on improvements. 

Buckley has put $500 improvements on the Church. 

Puyallup has added two large rooms; cost, $348; and paid $800 
on the old debt. 

The following parsonages have been remodeled and improved: 
Asbury, this city, cost $250; South Prairie, cost $150; Fowler, this 
city, cost $150. Lots have been purchased at Algona, where we 
hope in the coming year to erect a Church building; we are at present 
holding services in a hall. 

We have not mentioned any but the larger improvements. 
Much has been done on a smaller scale, which has called forth just 
as much heroism and self-sacrifice on the part of the pastor and 
people as has these we have mentioned. The congregations are 
much larger than a year ago, and they are listening to sermons 
weekly delivered by men who are devoting their time and talent to 
saving the people. We have held special evangelistic services on 
about every charge on the District with results widely different. 
At some of our altars many have found Christ to be their Saviour 
and have followed Him. In other places there has been no outward 
manifestation of conversion; but who knows what good has been 
done by the effort put forth? When the harvest of the world is 
gathered in it may be said: ‘This one was born there.” This we 
believe to be true: When the Methodist Episcopal Church shall 
cease to put forth special effort to save men, by abolishing the special 
revival service, she will have thrown away her greatest opportunity 
for doing good. All we need is level-headed, warm-hearted, intelli- 
gent and God-chosen Evangelists to conduct the services after the 
sort of the founder of Methodism, John Wesley. 

Our City Missionary has been abundant in labor, caring, with 
the help of others, for half a dozen Missions all through the year. 
The Sunday School Missionary has also done the work of an Evan- 
gelist. Our superanuated preachers living within the bounds of the 
District, have assisted in many ways to make the work a success. 
The Conference Claimants Agent has visited most of the charges in 
the Conference and has met with good success. 

Some of the problems. First of the City. Many of the 
churches that were located years ago have ceased to be of service 
because of the character of the population that has crowded in 
around them. We practically abandoned Second Church, known as 
Old Town, a year ago. The locality is filled with foreigners. Wes- 
ley, located in Ruston, on the northern borders of this city, has had 
Missionary money put into it for nineteen years, and it is no better, 
or stronger, today, than it was when founded. Central, Fowler, 
Grace, are all hampered because of conditions that will continue to 
be a hindrance rather than a help. What ghall we do? ‘There is 
but one answer. It is this: Seek new locations in new and growing 
parts of the city. This we are endeavoring to do. Over to the 
south of us a mile we have had deeded to us this year lots valued at 
$1400. This is now known as the LeSourd Mission, named for our 
beloved brother, D. G. LeSourd. A new building has been erected 
at Arlington Park, over one mile beyond Asbury Church. We have 
lots in Regents Park, also, for which we are paying, hoping some 
day to build a Church there. In this way we shall be able to keep 
up with the growth of the city and establish ourselves for the future. 
If we could only sell our old properties and purchase new lots with 
the proceeds, much of the problem would be solved; but an old 
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church building is about as hard to sell as anything in existence. 
Notwithstanding these difficulties I have mentioned, I feel that we 
are doing splendid work for the Master in the City of Tacoma and 
its environs, and we long to do even better. 


Then there is the problem of. the Country charge. Many of 
these places that have paid a good support in the past are now 
finding it hard to do so. Why? The early settlers, many of them 
Methodists, built their homes, and, by their thrift and industry, 
saved a little money, but are now selling or renting those same farms 
to the Japanese and others, and the country sides are being filled 
with this class of people from the Orient. It is unnecessary for me 
to say they have no sympathy with our Churches, or even respect for 
our venerated customs. I have, in going to my appointment on a 
Sabbath morning, seen as many as six teams at work in one field. 
Absolutely no difference with them between Sunday and Monday. 
And I cannot help but think that one of the strongest safeguards to 
our Christian civilization is being destroyed by such a condition of 
things, namely, the secularizing of the Christian Sabbath. Where 
the Sabbath is not observed by public worship religion is in a mori- 
bund condition. These things I have observed in traveling over the 
District and these conditions I have had to face in our Quarterly 
Conferences. Then there is another alarming fact: Many of our 
American people are giving the day over entirely to so-called pleasure, 
I have often asked myself the question, Where is it? as I have seen 
them returning home in the evening with their families on our street 
cars crowded almost to suffocation. It is not the sin that one com- 
mits by going to places on Sunday other than the Church, but the 
fact of them depriving themselves of the religious worship that is 
absolutely necessary to help them in their effort to live a clean and 
decent life and teach their families to do likewise. But, amidst 
it all, we are keeping steadily at work with an ever-increasing faith 
in the Gospel of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 


The statistics will give exactly what we have done in raising 
the Benevolences. Personally, I think this has been the hardest 
year financially of the present decade, yet I believe the figures will 
show that we have done as well, at least, as the District ever did 
before. The University of Puget Sound has had more students; has 
better equipment; a stronger faculty than ever before in its history. 
The President has been abundant in labors. Never in the history of 
the school has there been such a systematic and extensive canvass 
as has been made this year. The ground of practically two Con- 
ferences has been covered. The school stands for a clean, cultured, 
refined manhood and womanhood, and the little dust that has ap- 
peared at times only indicates the determination of those in authority 
to have a clean house. The Trustees will give a more detailed re- 
port, showing the condition of the school financially. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate was never better than now. 
We wish more of our people would take the paper and thus become 
more acquainted with what the Church is doing in their midst. Let 
me say, in closing: Nineteen years ago, at the close of that session 
of our Conference, I took my first appointment in the Puget Sound 
Conference. I have been through the whole thing, beginning where 
there was not one Methodist in the entire charge, to the District 
Superintendency, and I can truthfully say my hands have never been 
so full of work; my heart never so hungry for Divine help; my faith 
in the Church never quite so strong, as in this year now closing. 
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VANCOUVER DISTRICT. 


Spencer S. Sulliger, Superintendent. 


I could well permit the year’s statistical record to be gathered 
from the splendid reports that will be made by the preachers of the 
District. But custom, and some events of the year, call for a few 
words from me. 


The material advance, despite financial stringency, has been 
gratifying. A substantial increase in church property and member- 
ship, and the development of a number of new charges, only partially 
tell the story of hard work and sacrifice by pastors and people. Ex- 
cepting a few services, every charge has had its own pastor during 
the whole year. Almost every charge on the District has made im- 
provements in church or parsonage property. A new church at 
Tenino was dedicated early in the year by the District Superinten- 
dent, the Rev. Dr. Zeller preaching the sermon. A new tabernacle 
at Manor will enable our people to do the work of our Church in 
that neighborhood. Our church at Raymond was almost destroyed 
by fire, but is being rebuilt now. New churches at Washougal and 
Oak Point will be built soon. 


The work of special revivals has been general and very satis- 
factory. Davis and Reed, evangelists, gave excellent help at a num- 
ber of points and are true and faithful workers. 

The District is indebted to the Rev. C. B. Sears, Sunday School 
Missionary, for the splendid work he has done. I am sure we ought 
to make his salary at least $300 more than it now is, so that he could 
have his excellent wife go with him and help in the great work that 
is to be done. 

The University of Puget Sound has the loyal support of all and 
was never in better favor with our people. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate well deserves, and has, more 
subscribers on the District than ever before. Much of this is due to 
the excellent work done by the Rev. William Ludwick. Not only 
does he get many subscribers for the Advocate, but he is a help to 
every pastor on whose charge he works. 

The Epworth Leagues on the District are doing splendid work 
on the lines of work that count the most—the evangelistic and 
spiritual. 

The Children’s Home Society has met with the support of our 
people both because of its great work and because of the fine Chris- 
tian gentleman, the Rev. Marion Johnson, who has presented its 
claims. 

The Anti-Saloon League has never been more active nor had its 
claims better presented to our people. 

The claims of the blessed men and women of our Conference who 
are Conference claimants have been effectively and lovingly pre- 
sented by the Rev. G. L. Cuddy. And this busy man has found time 
to give other service to many charges. 

On my recommendation, the District Stewards eliminated the 
percentage method of fixing the District Superintendent’s salary. It 
has worked splendidly and enabled me to discuss the question of an 
increase in the pastor’s salary without the embarrassing fact that 
my own salary would be increased also. The result is a marked 
increase in the salary of the pastor on many charges. 
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The early soliciting of subscriptions for salary, with weekly pay- 
ment on same and monthly settlements, has resulted in success on 
every charge where properly worked. 


A special feature of this year has been the holding of all-day 
Quarterly Meetings between Sundays. We commenced with an old- 
fashioned Love Feast at 10 a. m. Preaching at 11 o’clock by a visit- 
ing pastor, followed by the Communion Service, conducted by the 
District Superintendent. Then a basket dinner that put everybody 
in fine tone for the Quarterly Conference at 2 p.m. Then a sermon 
at night, from a neighboring pastor, made a good ending for the day. 
At all the services we had special singing by visiting musicians. 
Conversions have marked these meetings, and if, in the Providence 
of God, I continue on the District next year, I expect to see even 
more marked results from such meetings, and many more will be 
held. 


I have the pleasure of presenting to this conference the names 
of five young preachers for admission on trial. 

This is my fifteenth annual report of District work in the Puget 
Sound Conference. During the fifteen years I have preached in al- 
most every building where the services or our Church are held in 
every county in Western Washington excepting three, and have 
preached in a number of places in each of those. Despite much of 
hardship and toil, the memory of the work is delightful. 

The past year has been the most eventful year to me I have ever 
experienced. Never have I had a more satisfactory year with my 
work—never a year that tested me so much nor pulled so hard on 
my heart chords. Under the most favorable circumstances the year 
opened, save for the critical condition of Mrs. Sulliger’s health. The 
first shock came in the message telling of the sudden death of Sister 
Jones, the young wife of our pastor at Grays River. I met her but 
once, but was charmed with the simplicity and beauty of her womanly 
character. Far from ali her loved ones, young and zealous for the 
work, it seemed so strange to have her go from us. To the husband 
my heart went out in sympathy and I tried to comfort him with the 
comfort the Saviour comforted me. 

Then came the death of Dr. Daniel L. Rader, editor of the 
Pacific Christian Advocate and a member of the Vancouver Quarterly 
Conference. How hard he worked and what a magnificent Advocate 
he was giving us! 

Then came the heavy stroke to my own heart. On February 7, 
at the hour and day of Dr. Rader’s funeral, the Messenger tapped at 
the door of our little home in Vancouver and the “Little Mother” who 
had given so many years of blessed work to the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society, and touched, with her peculiarly helpful influence, so 
many lives, quietly closed her eyes and was with God! No one on 
earth but the writer knows just what a true and sacrificing friend 
she was, especially to preachers and their families. 

. As she desired, we had neither crepe, evergreen or tolling of the 
bell at her funeral service, which was held in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Vancouver, Washington, on February 10. Lying 
in her soft, gray casket, upholstered in purest white, and in her beau- 
tiful white shroud; in her left hand a few of her favorite flowers, the 
Carnation, and in her right hand her little Bible, while sparkling on 
her bosom was the official gold pin of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, the “Little Mother” never looked more beautiful nor more 
lifelike. 
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In picturesque Riverview Cemetery, Portland, Oregon, on Feb- 
ruary 24, we laid away the clay house we so much loved. A few days 
later I stood there where she rests and it seemed so strange to read 
her name on the white head-board. But it is a beautiful spot! 
Commencing with majestic, rugged Mount Hood, my eyes swept the 
whole range of the Cascade Mountains, with its main white peaks, on 
up north to symmetrical Mount St. Helens, all glistening under the 
bright sunshine. Nearer to me the foothills and the valleys of the 
Columbia River and its tributaries, together with East Portland and 
its beautiful environs—Mount Tabor, Laurelhurst, Irvington, Pied- 
mont, etc.—while the historic Willamette River, flowing onward to 
the Columbia and Pacific Ocean, divided the whole beautiful pano- 
rama from the park-like beauty of River View Cemetery. And my 
eyes once more rested on the little white head-board, with the simple 
inscription on it: “Eliza C. Sulliger.”’ And I said, through the hot 
tears, ‘“‘What a beautiful sight will meet her eyes on the morning of 
the resurrection!” — . 

Last Conference was the first time she failed to attend almost 
every service. This is the first Conference in my ministerial life I 
ever attended without her. And yet not without her! I fancy the 
veil but dimly hides her from me and prevents not in the least her 
helpful influence. Indeed, may it not be that hers is even more a 
continuous service than ever? 

Were it not for the very busy year of work and the highly satis- 
factory results; the words of sympathy and love that came to me 
from the more than four hundred letters and telegrams received, as 
well as the many kinds words spoken, together with the comfort and 
hope the Holy Spirit gave, IT could never have successfully met the 
daily life. And then I know the one consuming desire of her heart 
has ever been to have me always and ever preach the incomparable 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

I close this eventful year and enter the next with this message: 
“Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the power that worketh in us, unto 
Him be glory in the Church of Jesus Christ throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen.” 
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Reports of Committees 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 
I. 


The power of education to shape the destiny of life is receiving 
increasingly wide recognition. The development of our God-given 
faculties is one of the highest obligations of life. God does not 
approve of any plan that makes for the keeping of His children in 
ignorance. Education is God’s plan for man’s dominion. There- 
fore, how essential it is that emphasis be placed upon Christian edu- 
cation. 


.The Methodist Episcopal Church, which was born in a uni- 
versity, has made ample provision for the education and training of 
her youth, and it is eminently fitting that this Conference give recog- 
nition to her great and important institutions. 


University of Puget Sound. 


The University of Puget Sound, under the efficient leadership 
of Dr. J. C. Zeller, has had one of the most successful years in her 
history. Successful as the past has been, the year past has sur- 
passed the preceding years in attendance, graduates and prospective 
increase in appliances and work. The outlook for the ensuing year 
is luminous, and we pledge to President Zeller the loyal support of 
the Conference. 

The total attendance during the year closing June 15, 1911, 
was 498 students. Of these, 102 were enrolled in the College of 
Liberal Arts, showing an increase of 90 per cent. during the last two 
years. As might be reasonably expected, the Academy attendance 
has shown a small decrease each year for several years. Nearly 500 
volumes were added to the library during the last year, making a 
total of nearly 1,500 volumes added during the last two years. At 
least three-fourths of these volumes are the donations of private 
parties. Equipment was installed in the Physical, Chemical and 
Biological Laboratories to the extent of $1000. A number of minor 
repairs and improvements were made in several of the buildings 
upon the college campus. 

The Women’s University League, which took upon itself the 
organization and maintenance of the School of Home Economics a 
year ago, has passed through the most successful year in its history. 
Its membership has been increased and its personnel of workers 
greatly strengthened. Over $800 was raised by the League for this 
special work. The kitchen was adequately equipped and everything 
installed for doing first class work in Domestic Science and Art to 
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the extent that it was undertaken last year. The remainder of the 
equipment for a model dining room will be installed this fall. The 
registration in the School of Home Economics for the first year con- 
sisted of twenty-four students, which would be a good showing in an 
institution twice the size of our own. 


A course in Sunday School training was inaugurated last year, 
which, from the beginning, has aroused considerable interest. It is 
now being formulated into a regular two years’ course and in some 
respects stands for advanced ground in training of this character. 


A psychological laboratory and clinic was opened in the De- 
partment of Education this last year. The four-year college course 
in Commerce that was submitted last year has begun to attract at- 
tention, with several students registered for the same this fall. 

The work of the reorganization of the University institution 
fifteen months ago has been practically completed. The curriculum 
is today as liberal and as modern as that of any institution in the 
Northwest confining itself to undergraduate work. In fact, with the 
exception of Northwestern and Syracuse Universities, there is no 
school in Methodism that has a more liberal college curriculum. The 
faculty is now equal to the curriculum. The institution has today 
the best trained, and, naturally, the best qualified faculty it has had 
in its history, and one that will compare favorably not only with 
any institution in the Northwest, but with any institution of its size 
in the land. An examination of the catalogue will indicate best the 
universities in the East and Europe where the teachers have been 
trained. 

Nearly $3000 have been taken in Share Fund subscriptions dur- 
ing the last three months. A campaign for endowment was inaugu- 
rated last spring, during which some $10,600 were subscribed and 
about $3000 realized in cash. Because of the critical financial sit- 
uation and the urgency of the summer work, it was deemed wisest 
to discontinue the campaign for endowment temporarily. 

Our financial situation is so critical, the competition among the 
schools of the State is so keen, and the importance of the school to 
our Methodism so great, that a failure upon the part of the Confer- 
ence to provide more money for maintenance will be little less than 
a calamity for the school. For every one dollar we receive in tuition 
it costs two dollars to maintain the school. Our teaching force this 
coming year will cost us about $18,500; fuel, light, water and print- 
ing will cost $2000; insurance and repairs, at the lowest, $500; 
street paving. assessments, about $1500; interest upon the debt, 
$1500; traveling expenses of all field workers for money and stu- 
dents, $1000. This makes a total of $25,000. Tuition receipts this 
year were $11,500. With the financial stringency it is doubtful 
whether they will be much or any larger this present year. Making 
some allowances for deviation from these figures owing to economies 
we are trying to introduce on every side, it still means that in round 
number through Conference collections, which last year were $28,835, 
and Share Fund subscriptions, which were about $3314, that we 
must find nearly $6000 in addition in order to keep the debt from 
growing larger. Anyone can readily see that with all the time and 
energy that must be devoted to such a task there is little opportunity 
to work upon endowment and some of the larger interests of the 
school. 

In view of these facts, the recommendation from the Board of 
Trustees suggesting the increase of the assessment for the University 
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from 25 cents to 50 cents per member was referred to the Committee, 
and, after careful consideration, we respectfully submit the same to 
the Conference for action. 

In compliance with the request of the Board of Trustees of the 
University, we recommend that the last Sunday of October be set 
aside as University Sunday, and that the regular Educational collec- 
tion for the University be taken on that day.

We commend the work of our Board of Education under the 
splendid leadership of its Corresponding Secretary, the Reverend 
Thomas Nicholson, D. D., who is proving himself an educational 
statesman unsurpassed in the high position he holds. 

The Puget Sound Conference pledges him the continued prayers 
and enthusiastic support of all its members. 

The Children’s Day Fund has aided nearly twenty thousand 
young people to secure an education. The requirements of the 
discipline regarding it should be strictly observed. The fund for the 
Aid of Institutions is worthy of increasing attention. The plans of 
the Board for a General Educational Collection, for a sustaining 
membership, and for contributions to a General Fund are timely. 
Every pastor should get the facts and give diligent attention to this 
collection. 


Southern Schools. 


The General Conference of 1908 placed under the care of the 
Board of Education the schools in the South ministering to the 
people of the white race. This is a very important work. These 
people for whom appropriations are made are in the main of the © 
purest Anglo-Saxon blood, and they live in the mountain regions of 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia and the Carolinas, and there are many 
thousands of them in the regions touched by our schools. We give 
our earnest commendation to this important work. 

The Christian Student and: the other publications of the Board 
are exceedingly valuable. We urge all our people to secure the 
literature now published by the Board of Education and to make 
themselves intelligent regarding the great educational work of the 
Church. 


Theological Schools. 


It is very gratifying to note the progress that has been made 
during the past year in our Theological institutions. Boston School 
of Theology, Drew Theological Seminary, Garrett Biblical Institute 
and Kimball College of Theology, all of these theological schools 
have enjoyed a year of marked prosperity. The number of students 
was the iargest in the history of these schools. In this respect they 
are in the lead of all American theological seminaries. 

We reaffirm our confidence in these schools, and cheerfully 
commend them to the support and confidence of the Church, and 
especially to young men who expect to enter the ministry, as afford- 
ing opportunity to secure that training which will best prepare to 
meet the demands of the day. 

We note with great interest the reopening of lliff School of 
Theology, and bespeak for that school, as well as for all the others, 
the united support of the Church. : 

We call special attention to the Discipline, page 489, paragraph 
61, section 1. The General Conference earnestly recommends to all 
candidates for the ministry of our Church that they complete a full 
collegiate course of study, and, if possible, a course in one of our 
Theological Schools, before applying for admission to an Annual 
Conference. 
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We record with gratitude the success of the Seattle Bible Train- 
ing School, which the past year has had nineteen students. a faculty 
of seventeen, with five special lecturers. The course of study covers 
two years, and embraces such subjects as The Bible, Christian Evi- 
dences, Evangelism, Church History, Home and Foreign Missions, 
Sociology, Medicine and Nursing. 

We commend the Training School to the young women of our 
Churches, and would commend to our pastors Miss Ora Wolfer, the 
Field Secretary, and ask that she be permitted to represent the work 
of the Training School to our Churches.

BOARD OF CONFERENCE STEWARDS. 


Again your Board of Stewards has been compelled to face the 
old problem of an income entirely inadequate to meet the just claims 
that are made upon us. 


Our Church is aiming to accomplish two things: 


First. That each veteran of the cross shall be paid an annuity 
on the basis of his years of service, counting that it is a salary that 
is due him from the Church. 


Second. That where this annuity is not sufficient to give our 
retired heroes and heroines a comfortable support, it shall be sup- 
plemented from the Necegsitous Fund. 


The annuity basis this year is $14, but we are only able to pay 
$5, which is twice as much as that given last year. The action of 
the Conference last year would have crippled us most seriously had 
not Dr. J. B. Hingely, Secretary of the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants, generously volunteered to relinquish more than $700 that 
would have had to be sent to Chicago under the instructions that you 
gave. This, with the increased amount received from the Book 
Concern dividend, has enabled us to care in some measure for the 
new claimants, to increase the rate of the annuity, to increase the 
appropriations in some cases and to maintain the amounts given last 
year in the case of the other claimants. 


In view of the fact that the blanks and reports of the Board 
of Conference Claimants provide for a report of the receipts and 
disbursements of the Preachers’ Aid Societies, and other such or- 
ganizations, we desire to request through the Conference that the 
Treasurer of our Preachers’ Aid and Permanent Fund Society furnish 
us annually such information as we need to complete our report. 


To meet the full needs of the Conference Board of Stewards 
would require an apportionment to the charges of a sum equal to 8 
per cent. of the cash salaries of the pastors less the missionary 
money; but we realize that it will not be practical to make so large 
an increase this year, and so recommend that the amount be fixed 
at 5 per cent. for this year, and that the pastor be requested to per- 
sistently call attention to the fact that his is a pastoral claim and that 
it is to be met as such. 


We recommend that the support of the agent of the Preachers’ 

Aid and Permanent Fund Society be assumed by the effective 
preachers of the conference, including those having special appoint- 
ments, by the payment of a sum equal to 1 per cent. of their re- 
spective salaries, not including house rent and missionary money, 
and that they send the same to the Treasurer, Wm. H. Leech, for 
that purpose.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BENEVOLENCES. 


_ Whereas, The success of the spread of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ throughout the world depends largely upon the offerings of 
the people; and, 

Whereas, The reports of the preachers at the present session 
of the Conference indicate a large number of collections not in full, 
your committee would urge upon all members of the Conference 
great diligence and wisdom in presenting the claims of the various 
benevolent societies. 


Your committee recommends, first: That each pastor exercise 
great care in the appointment of his Quarterly Conference commit- 
tees and that he call to his assistance these committees in the work 
of bringing up the benevolence that the blessed privilege and results 
of tithing be presented to our people and that they be urged to adopt 
this Bible plan. 


That each preacher see that his Sunday School is organized 
into a missionary society. 

That he use every means in his power to keep constantly before 
his people the needs and work of our benevolent societies, and to 
these ends we urge the use of the duplex envelope system which has 
been recommended by the Church. 

We recommend that our people give special attention to the 
ever-increasing needs of the cause of Foreign Missions and that a 
careful canvas be made on every charge for that indispensible me- 
dium of information, ‘‘World Wide Missions.”’ 

We recommend that the members of Conference consider 
thoughtfully the important work of the American Bible Society.

SPECIAL CHARITIES. 
Washington Children’s Home Society. 


This Society is one of the greatest charities in our State; has a 
wonderful growth, until it now stands third among the thirty state 
societies with which it is federated. 

Since its organization fifteen years ago 1903 orphaned or home- 
less children have been placed in family homes and supervised 
therein. 

At the present time there are seventy children in the two re- 
ceiving homes awaiting placement in good families. During the 
past year this society has been called upon to investigate many cases 
of reported destitution and abuse of children, and to give temporary 
aid to such. The report shows 1157 such cases. In many of these 
instances the families have been restored to normal conditions. 

This work is undenominational and is classed as a general 
Christian charity. It is the way in which the Church is helping the 
fatherless and the widow in their affliction, and in which it is trying 
to carry out the Divine plan of placing the solitary in families. The 
ideal home sought is the Christian home. 

We hereby commend this work and pledge ourselves as pastors 
to co-operate as far as we reasonably can by welcoming the repre- 
sentatives to our charges. 
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Seamen’s Friend Society. 


We would call attention of our people to the valuable work 
being done by one of our members, Gustaf F. West, chaplain of the 
Seamen’s Bethel, at Seattle. 

We heartily commend the work of the Seamen’s Friend Society, 
under whose auspices the Bethel is conducted, and recommend the 
reappointment of Brother West to his present position. 


The Society for the Friendless. 


Your committee recommends that we as a Conference co-operate 
with this society in its effort to prevent crime, and restore the re- 
leased prisoner to a life of honor and industry, and we heartily en- 
dorse the Superintendent, Rey. A. J. Steelman. 

A similar work has been started in the city of Tacoma, and it 
is highly commended by our Tacoma pastors. Miss Morrow is super- 
intendent. The Seattle Crittenden Home, under an undenomina- 
tional management, and the White Shield Home in Tacoma are also 
offering refuge and help to this most unfortunate class of girls and 
women. 

Rescue Work. 


We are glad to learn that a rescue home for fallen women has 
been opened in Seattle, known as the Lebanon Home. A former 
member of this Conference, Rev. T. J. Hazelton, is the acting super- 
intendent. We recommend that our pastors give him the co-opera- 
tion which his work deserves.

Our own 
is of the best in quality and is adapted to the needs of our people, 
and the Church needs the patronage. 

We commend the Epworth Heraid to our young people and urge 
that its circulation be increased so far as possible. 

The information contained in the two little papers known as 
“World Wide Missions” and “The Christian Republic’? has done . 
great good, and we confidently expect the same result from the 
“Veteran Preacher’ in its particular line. 

We suggest that our pastors endeavor to place within the homes 
of our people early in the calendar year a copy of the Methodist 
Year Book. 

Pastors and people, so far as may be, should read the Methodist 
Review. 

The Pacific Christian Advocate is increasing in merit and help- 
fulness each passing year. We congratulate ourselves on the splen- 
did work of its genial, vigilant and able editor, Robert H. Hughes. 
The financial condition of the paper grows better and the subsidy 
set apart for it by the General Conference has not been needed save 
for the first year of the quadrennium. We join with Brother Hughes 
in the slogan: ‘‘Ten Thousand Patrons for the Pacific Christian Ad- 
vocate Next Year and No Subsidy.” 

For historic facts and data relative to the early settlement of 
the Pacific Northwest we again commend that splendid book, ‘‘The 
Conquerors,”’ by Rev. Albert Atwood, of this Conference. We look 
forward with interest to the volume on the same line, the facts for 
which are being gathered by the Rev. J. M. Canse, of our Conference.

Blake 
and Lewis in the Sunday School Institute held in Tacoma last Feb- 
ruary, and hope that in the near future we may soon have the 
benefit of another Institute. 

It is with pleasure we commend the valuable services to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which have been rendered by the Rev. 
Charles B. Sears, the faithful missionary of the Board of Sunday 
Schools, and respectfully request the Bishop to reappoint him to that 
office under the title of Conference Sunday School Secretary. 

We further recommend that his salary be increased to $1500 
and expenses, and that an amount sufficient to cover the above sum 
be apportioned by the Conference to the various charges to meet 
this claim, according to our agreement with Dr. Blake of Chicago. 

Whereas, a Memorial from the Washington Chautauqua Asso- 
ciation of Bellingham has been presented to your committee asking 
the Conference to appoint one of our members to represent the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as one of a committee to arrange for a 
School of Teacher Training for Sunday School teachers, to be held 
in connection with the Chautauqua next summer, we recommend 
Rey. C. B. Sears be appointed to represent this Conference.

REFORMS. 


Your Committee on Reforms begs leave to offer the following 
report: 

Whereas, We are called to continual warfare against the many 
evils of society; and, whereas, many of these evils are embedded in 
the common practice, your Committee commends: 


Temperance. 


That this Conference heartily support the Temperance Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in all its work, and especially in 
its efforts to divorce the United States Government from its financial 
partnership with the liquor traffic. 

Also: That our co-operation, as in the past, shall continue 
with all agencies for the suppression and final extermination of 
this evil. 

That we as a Conference adopt the first Sunday in November 
as Temperance Sunday, and that on that day all Sunday Schools not 
organized into Temperance Societies be thus organized. 


Divorce. 


The divorce evil being a direct menace to our most sacred 
institution, the home, we greatly deplore its growth, and heartily 
endorse the present movements toward uniform divorce laws among 
the states, and hold it to be the duty of each member of this Con- 
ference to thoroughly satisfy himself as to the Scriptural right of 
any couple to marry before he ghall lend his services. 


Sabbath Desecration. 
We reiterate the urgent importance of our people taking a 
determined stand and making earnest efforts for keeping the Sab- 


bath day holy. f 
We are unqualifiedly opposed to Sunday excursions, Sunday 


amusements, and the reading of Sunday newspapers or encouraging 
the publication of same. 


Prevention of Orime. 
Whereas, Crime committed by young, the social evil, cigarette 
smoking, incurable diseases and the traffic in girls are threatening 


our homes. 
We recommend that each member of our Conference stand 


foursquare against same, and co-operate with all organizations work- 
ing to check these evils. 
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Labor. 


We further recommend that this Conference place itself on 
record as seeking for all classes of working men in the State of 
Washington a half holiday in each week, and we urge a rigid en- 
forcement of the ‘“‘Woman eight-hour law,’’ and child labor law. 

That the Trades Union of this State be invited to send delegates 
to our Conference sessions, and that we do all in our power to bet- 
ter the conditions of the laboring classes, and bring labor and capital 
together on the Golden Rule principle. 


The Bible and Public Schools. 


Acknowledging that the aim of our public schools is to develop 
good character and fit the rising generation for good citizenship and 
believing that the Bible is the greatest factor in such character 
building, we recommend that definite steps be taken to have the 
Bible put in its rightful place in the public schools of the State of 
Washington. 

In this work we believe there should be co-operation on the 
part of various denominations and recommend the creation of a 
committee of five to canvass the issues involved and to secure the 
co-operation of other organizations and individuals.

CITY EVANGELIZATION. 


Two City Evangelization Unions exist within the bounds of this 
Conference, namely, in Tacoma and Seattle. 

The work was organized in Seattle eight years ago. It has 
given financial assistance to seven Churches, whose present member- 
ship is 1388, and whose church valuation tabulates $75,500. 

It has organized from the beginning and helped to build fifteen 
churches. Of these fifteen, ten will receive pastors from this Con- 
ference. They have a total membership of 575, and represent a 
church property of $37,875. 

The Union also maintains a down-town mission and lodging 
house for men; over 400 professed conversions during the past 
year; 480 pieces of clothing were distributed, 6000 men were given 
shelter, 35,000 free meals were given, and 75,000 men lodged dur- 
ing the year. 

Work in Tacoma has been in progress for two years; five Sun- 
day Schools have been organized, with a membership of 150; two

Churches, with a membership of 32; one Church has been built and 
four lots, valued at $1400, have been donated. 

During the past year $2855 have been raised for running ex- 
penses and improvements; 600 visits have been made and 175 ser- 
mons preached with five weeks of special services by the Superin- 
tendent. 

We recommend that, by all means possible, we seek to derive 
ways and methods to continue to enlarge the effectiveness of the 
ae Church, and that emphasis be placed on maintaining old 
work. 

We express our appreciation of the work done by Brothers Joel 
Vigus and C. J. Kalgren in their respective fields; the work done 
by the Life Boat Mission, The Deaconess, Settlement, the Japanese 
work in Seattle, and the Italian industrial work in Tacoma, under 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 

We recommend that the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension appropriate $1400 for the work in Seattle, and $1200 for 
the work in Tacoma for this coming year.

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MEMOIRS 


DANIEL LEEPER RADER, D. D. 


In the death of Daniel Leeper Rader the brethren of this Con- 
ference are caused to sorrow, the Church is bereaved, and the King- 
dom of God on earth has suffered great loss. 

Dr. D. L. Rader was born in the year of 1850, in Jackson County, 
Missouri, in a parsonage of the Methodist Church South. His life 
spanned more than sixty-one history-making years, the latter part 
of which period he took his place and did well his part in making 
it worthy of the Church. It was one o’clock Sabbath morning, 
February 5th, when he became quiet in the embrace of that which 
we call death. He breathed away his life slowly and with sighs as 
of a homesick child falling asleep. 

His was an eventful life. He began the life of a pastor in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Oskaloosa, Kansas, when but 
a boy of nineteen years of age. Faithful service was rendered to the 
Church of his youth for sixteen years. At the close of that period 
he became a member and a minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, joining the Colorado Conference. He made the change 
upon the highest ethical grounds at the behest of deep convictions. 
Bishop Cranston has said: ‘“‘His coming to us was without the 
slightest reflection upon his former affiliations. He loved the 
Church of his family and his youth.’’ Bishop Moore, who was an- 
other member of the Colorado Conference at the same time, has 
written: ‘“‘He saw the unwisdom of attempting the upbuilding of 
the Church South in a section already provided for by another 
Methodism; and solely that he might accomplish more for God he 
came to us by honorable dismissal.’’ 

He came to us as a trained and tried laborer, ready to bear 
responsibility and perform most important work. In 1888 Bishop 
Joyce appointed him to the superintendency of the Wyoming Mis- 
sion. It was unorganized and at the time no appropriation had 
been made by the Missionary Society. Dr. Rader was continued as 
pastor of Cheyenne until the meeting of the Missionary Board. 
Though laden with double responsibility and work, he never fal- 
tered. His plans were well matured and ready for active operation 
by the time of the Board meeting. He had, in fact, already begun 
to travel this territory larger than ‘‘all Holland, Belgium, Denmark 
and England.’’ The country was rough and unexplored; its popu- 
lation was, in the main, rougher and still less known, a people 
licensed to live as they choose. It was this worthy man’s business 
to explore both country and people and bring the organizing force 
of the Gospel to those wild regions. ‘He heard bullets whistle, he 
preached in saloons, he slept on the ground. He pushed up the 
Big Horn, and Shoshone Rivers where no messenger of the Prince 
of Peace had ever gone before.” He laid foundations on the ‘“‘Rock 
of Ages’? among the clefted rocks at base and pinnacle. These 
foundations stand fast to the present, bearing the superstructure 
of the well organized work of our Church and of our Government. 
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Our Church projected the Rocky Mountain Christian Advocate 
and again our brother was called upon to blaze the way through 
unexplored difficulties. He was chosen publisher, with Claudius 
B. Spencer as editor. This arrangement crystalized a friendship 
which sent some sparkling rays of beautiful hues to adorn the bier 
of the one whom we mourn. 


The mere mentioning of the places of the sojourn of this Chris- 
tian pioneer during the forty-two years of his ministry for the 
Church would not fully portray his sterling qualities. His ministry 
among us in the Northwest began when in 1902 he was transferred 
from St. Paul to First Church, Tacoma. He had moved to St. Paul 
to find a lower altitude, and, deriving benefit from the change, 
chose the still lower level of this Northwest city. His influence in 
the city soon became apparent. The audiences included many men 
of great prominence, who delighted in his ministration. 

In 1905 the Book Committee designated Dr. Rader as editor 
of the Daily Christian Advocate, published during the session of the 
General Conference held in Los Angeles that year. As an expres- 
sion of appreciation of the work done in this capacity the General 
Conference elected him as editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
its former editor having previously signified a desire to be relieved. 
As editor of this Christian paper Dr. Rader came to pelong to the 
entire Northwest and to be loved as a worthy prother. : 

He entered upon his new duties with the earnestness of earlier 
youth, putting his life energies into the upbuilding of the paper. 
‘After about two years a complete breakdown was averted only by a 
secession of work with a trip to the Orient to occupy his mind and 
insure a decisive change. When he returned, apparently, he was 
completely recovered, but those who knew him best saw that it was 
not so. He also realized that he must not assume all the respon- 
sibility of the office. During his absence his son-in-law, Mr. Robert 
H. Hughes, who had refused the offer of a lucrative position, had 
practically all of the responsibility and labor of the management. 
Dr. Rader let much of it remain with him, resigning, little by little, 
the duties of his position as stroke after stroke fell, and weakness 
palsied his arm; until during hig last days he rested at ease, know- 
ing that every interest would be wisely and well cared for. 

A year ago he was not able to be present at the session of 
Conference, for, on February 14, 1910, while reading a paper on 
the life of the late lamented Bishop Foss, he himself was stricken 
by paralysis, from which he never recovered. His stout, resolute, 
courageous soul strove with the stricken body, compelling brain 
and hand to do his bidding; but finding, regretfully, that, command 
as he might, he could not create anew his worn-out body, nor rally 
it from its weariness. 

It is needless for me to attempt to give a characterization of 
his life. I knew him and loved him with you who knew him best. 
He was a great man, yet greater in his humility. He was intel- 
lectually strong, but in heart qualities he was stronger. His great- 
ness was manifest in that he accomplished great things with natural- 
ness, ease and grace; and, after accomplishment, counted them but 
duty done, never taking to himself honor. After encouraging him 
at one visit by telling him how we appreciated his life work he said: 
“Oh, how little I have accomplished! If I am accorded a place just 
inside the gate I shall count myself as receiving more than I deserve.” 

His resignation grew to be a longing to see the other side, where 
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weariness would never retard him in his work. He had fulfilled 
the injunction, ‘“Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might.” So it was fitting that he should be permitted to move 
slowly, gently, through the last days, and, without pain, fall asleep. 
The steps were being wearily taken on the last Monday morning of 
his life, when he moaned, “I am so tired, I wish it were all over.”’ 
That very day the final stroke came, and, in unconsciousness, he 
tarried until Wednesday, when he awoke to say his final farewells 
to the loved ones. The waves of an ebbing tide came and went until 
on Saturday evening we saw that the tide was out, and knew that 
it would soon be full on the other shore. 

Shortly after the midnight hour his first day in heaven dawned, 
and it was the Sabbath Day. The first day in heaven, the first day 
of the week, he worshipped with the redeemed in the sanctuary of 
God’s eternal temples. We thought to see him launch his boat on 
the sea of eternity, but we did not see; we only felt the breath of 
eternity sweep him away as softly as the evening zephyrs, cooling 
our fevered hearts, calming us into a holy quietness. 

It was a privilege to be present, for it was a sacred hour when 
he saw his Saviour face to face. We knew that Jesus was there, for 
he spoke to all hearts. Could the one departing only have spoken 
one message from out his clearer vision, and the newer revelation, 
the sublimity of that hour would have been complete. 


: MRS. CATHERINE JONES. 


Mrs. Catherine Jones was born June 8, 1876, in Liverpool, 
England. Married to Rey. John J. Jones, August 2, 1909, at Chilli- 
wack, B.C. Died December 26, 1910, at Grays River, Washington. 
Aged, thirty-four years, six months, twenty-three days. 

Very early in life she was converted and became a very active 
Christian worker in the homeland. In 1907 she came, as a bride, 
to British Columbia, serving the cause of Christ and the Methodist 
Church in that Conference for a year, coming to Grays River in 
September, 1910. Here for a few brief months she enjoyed the 
good will and Christian fellowship of the very kindest of people, but 
on December 26, after a short and severe illness of twenty-eight 
hours, she was called to join the company of the departed Saints 
in Glory. The Rey. E. GC. Poor, of Astoria, conducted the funeral 
services. Sister Jones was laid to rest on the hillside overlooking 
the river and near to the church and parsonage, 


MRS. WEALTHY M. HOPKINS. 


Wealthy Maria Warren, wife of Rev. Ebenezer Hopkins, was 
born near Greenfield, Green County, Illinois, December 25, 1845. 
She was the child of a Christian home, and was carefully trained 
by her parents in the things which a child ought to know in order 
to the soul’s salvation. 

At the age of eight years she was convertd at a camp meeting 
held near Carrolton. Her conversion was clear and unmistakable, 
and when the heavenly light shone in her heart she shouted for joy. 
It was her parents’ desire that she should have a good education, and 
after she had completed the course of study at Woodburn she en- 
tered the Northwestern University, Evanston, Illinois. The influ- 
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ences while in Evanston was an inspiration to her young life. Her 
pastor was the Rev. Dr. Bannister, one of her teachers Dr. Minor 
Raymond. Mrs. Bishop Hamlin was her class leader, and Miss Fran- 
ces E. Willard was one of her classmates. 


In the early history of Kansas, there being an urgent demand 
for school teachers, she went in answer to a call from the Governor 
of that State and taught two years. She then went to Missouri and 
engaged in teaching. While there she became acquainted with her 
now bereaved husband, and on the 8th day of August, 1867, they 
were married by the Rev. Stanford Ing. Brother Hopkins began 
his work in the ministry in the St. Louis Conference as a supply, in 
1869, and in 1871 was admitted into the Conference. Their first 
circuits embraced three counties in the then sparsely settled regions 
of the Ozark Mountains. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church did not own a house of wor- 
ship, nor a parsonage, in al! that region of country. It is hard for 
those who have come later to understand the labor and privations of 
those days. To meet the demands of the work it was necessary that 
Bro. Hopkins should be away from home much of the time. The 
salary received was from $50.00 to $150.00 per year, but it was with 
cheerfulness that Sister Hopkins took up her life work, and, though 
a great sufferer for more than half of her life, with royal devotion 
cheered her companion to the end. She said: “God has called us 
to this work, and we must be true to Him.” Her confidence in God 
and His promises was a foundation of strength to her amid the sor- 
rows and trials incident to her life work. She was the mother of 
eight children, three of whom, George S., of Roslyn, Washington, 
William W., of Olympia, and Daisy M., wife of Frank L. Morgan, of 
Hoquiam, Washington, are living. Sister Hopkins dearly loved her 
home, and was a good home-keeper, making it attractive to her loved 
ones, and hospitable to her friends. 


Bro. Hopkins began his work in the Puget Sound Conference in 
1885, and for nineteen years Sister Hopkins shared with her com- 
panion in the toils and triumphs of the ministry with the same loyalty 
and devotion that characterized her work in her younger days. Her 
efforts and her prayers were directed toward the upbuilding of the 
Chureh and securing the salvation of those who came under her in- 
fluence. In 1893 she formed the acquaintance of Mrs. Sulliger. 
This acquaintance ripened into a most tender friendship, which con- 
tinued unbroken till the close of life. Through this acquaintance 
she became enthusiastically interested in the cause of the Women’s 
Home Missionary Society and Deaconess work. No department of 
church work appealed to her sympathy as did this, and to it she gave 
all that she could put into it of effort and prayer to the close of life. 

Because of Sister Hopkins’ failing health, Bro. Hopkins, at the 
session of Conference of 1904, took the Superannuate relation. At 
times her suffering was intense, but she bore it with Christian forti- 
tude. To within a few hours of her departure her thoughts and 
conversation was concerning the welfare of others, and the cause of 
the Saviour whom she had served so long and loved so dearly. Just 
before her departure she said to her husband: ‘You will miss me, 
but you must work for both of us.”’ 

On the 16th day of January, 1911, surrounded by her life com- 
panion and her children whom she loved so tenderly, and for whom 
she had given the best of her life, she peacefully passed away. 
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The funeral services were held in the church in Tumwater, 
where she found her first Church home on this Coast twenty-six 
years ago. The services were conducted and the sermon preached by 
Rev. Andrew Anderson. 


“We must do the work that they laid down— 
Take up the song where they broke off the strain; 
So journeying till we reach the heavenly town, 
Where are laid up our treasures and our crown, 
And our lost loved ones will be found again. 


Be patient, soul, and do thy duty well; 
Be ready, for thy grief shall soon be o’er. 
Then, free from sin and sorrow thou shalt dwell 
In that delightful land forevermore.’’ 


RICHARD HARGRAVE MASSEY. 


Richard Hargrave Massey, D. D., the subject of this sketch, was 
born in Posey County, Indiana, August 4, 1831, and died in Tacoma, 
Washington, March 19, 1911. 

He was the son of Rev. James M. Massey, who, at the time of 
Richard’s birth, was a member of the old Illinois Conference, which 
included both Indiana and Illinois. He was also a brother of Rev. 
T. J. Massey, who for many years was an honored member of the 
Puget Sound Conference. Richard thus grew up in an itinerant’s 
home and in the training there received we find the secret of his 
robust physique, his love of the Scriptures and his conscientious 
devotion to duty. His early education included all that the public 
schools of his day afforded and the result of one year of study in 
McKendree College. He applied himself to the study of books, 
especially after entering the ministry, until he was well equipped for 
his work as a Methodist preacher. He was thoroughly versed in the 
doctrines of the Bible and was most effective in expounding them. 
He was not, however, converted until after his marriage to Miss 
Dironitia Gillespie, March 27, 1851, and to the piety and godly ex- 
ample of this good wife he was chiefly indebted for the immediate 
influences that led him to Christ. Soon after his conversion, feeling 
called of God to the work of the ministry, he was licensed to preach 
and in 1856 was admitted as a probationer into the Southern Illinois 
Conference. After serving different charges successfully the out- 
break of the Civil war took him for the time out of the pastoratc. 
Feeling impelled by a sense of duty to enlist in his country’s service, 
he did so, and was commissioned chaplain of the Fortieth Illinois 
Volunteer Infantry. He was one of the few chaplains who served 
more than three years. After the expiration of his term of enlist- 
ment he remained with his command for three months more, while 
it was engaged in the struggle of the Atlantic campaign. As a 
chaplain he was self-sacrificing, patient, sympathetic, and equally 
attentive to the temporal and the spiritual needs of the men com: 
mitted to his care. a 

When the war closed he re-entered the pastorate in his old 
Conference. After serving important charges he was, in 1869, placed 
on the Mount Carmel District, where he served a full term as Pre- 
siding Elder. After this he continued in the pastorate in said Con- 
ference until 1886. 
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His faithful help-meet passed away March 16, 1881, to her 
heavenly home. After many lonely months Dr. Massey was married 
to Miss Anna Houston, who, after all these years of faithful service 
as an itinerant’s wife, is left to share the experiences of those who 
have “loved long since and lost awhile.” To them were born two 
children, one of whom died in infancy, the other, Barbara, is now 
a young lady student in the University of Puget Sound. 


In 1886 Richard Massey was transferred to the Puget Sound 
Conference and stationed at Olympia. He was then past his prime, 
but he served the Church in our capital city with marked accept- 
ability and was subsequently appointed to the following charges: 
Second Church, Tacoma; Tumwater, LaConner, Mt. Vernon, Sedro- 
Woolley and East Sound. In 1904 he was appointed Tract Agent 
and moved to Olympia. In 1906 he was superannuated, having 
been an effective member of Annual Conferences for fifty years. 

As a preacher he, was logical, practical and spiritual. As a 
pastor he was faithful in the oversight of the flock of Christ, always 
showing himself a workman that needeth not to be ashamed. Soon 
after superannuation he met with an accident which resulted in the 
fracture of his collar bone, and a nervous shock from which he 
never recovered. 

As the end approached he often said to his friends: “I want 
to go home.” When asked about his spiritual condition he said 
he had given his all to the Saviour and was depending entirely on 
Him. Thus this man of God closed his eyes on earth to open them 
in the bright light of an endless day. The funeral services, con- 
ducted by the pastor, Rev. W. O. Benadom, and other ministers, 
was held in Epworth Church, Tacoma, in the presence of mourning 
relatives and sympathetic friends, many of whom were members of 
the Conference. Afterward his remains were taken to Olympia and 
laid away in the cemetery within the bounds of one of his old charges 
to await the resurrection morn.

ELIZA C. ERVEN SULLIGER. 


Eliza Even Sulliger was born in Southeastern Indiana, March 
14, 1850, and was called to the peace and mansions of her heavenly 
Father on the morning of February T1914. 

In her early childhood her parents moved to Ohio, near Cincin- 
nati. It was here she grew to womanhood, and, on January 23, 
1873, was married to Spencer S. Sulliger. One child, their only 
daughter, Myrtes, now Mrs. Charles M. Hoopes, brought gladness 
to the home and is now the solace of her bereaved father. 

Dr. Sulliger was a practicing physician and druggist when they 
were both converted under the ministry of Rev. David F. Helms, 
and together, in 1889, they answered the call to undertake a ministry 
of soul-healing and nurture. They were stationed first at Stafford, 
Kansas, and then, by urgent request, they came to the Puget Sound 
Conference and were appointed to Port Townsend. The following 
year, 1891, Mrs. Sulliger was elected President and Organizer of the 
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Conference Women’s Home Missionary Society. Much of her splen- 
did service was in devotion to the duties incident to this work, which 
she continued with great efficiency for twelve years. When her 
husband planned his quarterly meetings on the Vancouver District 
she made out her itinerary and accompanied him in his travels. The 
first. year on this district, 1893, they were at home but forty days. 
Then the dreadful panic came on, during which the deceased was a 
veritable angel of mercy and womanly helpfulness to hundreds of 
impoverished homes. Many a parsonage home was provided with 
the necessities of life at her hand and appreciative ones chose to call 
her “Our Little Mother.” 

Her self-forgetfulness was marked while Dr. Sulliger was pastor 
of First Church, Bellingham. Here she became a charter member 
of the Executive Committee of Stickney Indian Home, at Linden, and 
when her husband was appointed to the Bellingham District she was 
made Conference Missionary for these Indian wards. This double 
task proved too severe for her strength and brought on years of 
declining health. 

In 1908 Sister Sulliger returned to the Vancouver District with 
her companion greatly expectant that a return to her old friends 
would assist in her recuperation. Last year she visited Scotland 
with her husband, who was a delegate to the Edinburgh Missionary 
Conference, but the trip could not bring back her fast failing 
strength. After a few months more of sojourn with us she bid adieu 
for her home on high. 

The funeral took place at the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Vancouver, with several ministerial friends present. The Women’s 
Home Missionary Society was largely represented and each sister 
left her tribute of a carnation, their friend’s favorite flower. The 
interment was made in River View cemetery, Portland, in a beautiful 
burial place. 

Three points of logic came to relieve our brother, Dr. Sulliger, 
when the awful shock of separation was realized. He would give 
anything to have her back in health. All had been done that science 
and love could devise. Consequently he must and could say all was 
for the best; he would have her where she had gone, free from all 
pain and at rest with Jesus. 

We may well pause in reverence today. Through all her suf- 
fering certain graces of Christian womanhood wrought a ministry 
of rare counsel to over-worked preacher’s wives. Heaven is enriched 
by one more of that splendid type of heroic Methodist women of the 
West who have labored sacrificially for the coming of the Kingdom. 
In the midst of the dying we turn our faith toward the eternal and 
accept the caution our deceased sister wrote in the Bible she once 
gave her companion, ‘‘Be true to your calling,” and we undergird 
our hopes with the lines she underscored in her own Book of Com- 
fort, “Ye may know that ye have eternal life.’’

Communication from the Secretary of the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church requesting the Lay Electoral 
Conference of Puget Sound for an aye or no vote on the proposition 
to strike out the word “Wednesday” in paragraph 41, Section 1, of 
the Discipline of 1908, in the second line, and substitute therefor the 
words “Secular day’ was read. Vote was taken. Result was 22 
ayes and 65 nays. 
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Nominations for delegates to the General Conference were then 
made in the following order, nominating speeches being limited to 
three minutes: Frank L. Morgan, of Hoquiam; Frederick C. Har- 
per, of Port Townsend; Seth Morfard, of Seattle; Frank Quinby, of 
Anacortes; E. L. Blaine, of Seattle; Clarence HE.

Miss Eva Bailey, of Everett. 


The President appointed Alfred Lister, W. P. Hopping, J. W. 
Goodell and A. W. Hammond as tellers. 


On the first ballot 96 votes were cast, of which 49 were neces- 
sary for a choice. The result follows: F. C. Harper, 85; George 
L. Marsh, 71; E. L. Blaine, 59; Clarence E. Hill, 49; Frank Quinby, 
40; Miss Eva Bailey, 38; N. D. Pollom, 31; Seth Morford, 21; FR. 
A. Hazeltine, 9; Frank Morgan, 7; F. H. Wyman, 2; A. S. Caton, 1; 
Mr. Holcomb, 1. 


Frederick C, Harper, George L. Marsh, Edward L. Blaine and 
Clarence E. Hill having received a majority of all the votes cast, 
were declared elected delegates to the General Conference to be 
held in May, 1912, at Minneapolis, Minn. 


In the vote for reserve delegates 90 ballots were cast, of which 
47 were necessary to a choice. The result was as follows: Eva

Miss Eva Bailey, Frank Quinby, N. D. Pollom, having received 
a majority of all votes cast, were declared elected as reserve dele- 
gates. 

F. A. Hazeltine and H. T. Hartsell addressed the Conference on 
the subject of the union of the Methodist Episcopal and the Methodist 
Protestant Church. Both favored such union. 

Committee consisting of B. F. Brooks, W. O. Benadom and S. 
G. Jones bringing words of good fellowship and cheer from the Min- 
isterial Conference were received and listened to in the order named. 

Communication addressed to “Laymens’ Association, Puget 
Sound Conference,’”’ from T. S. McDaniel, Corresponding Secretary 
of Methodist Laymen’s Association of Oregon, was read. 

Collection was taken to help defray the expense of printing the 
Annual Conference Minutes. It amounted to $15.07. 

Robert H. Hughes, editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate, ad- 
dressed the Conference in behalf of the journal. 

Committee on Resolutions reported as follows, the report being 
unanimously adopted: 

RESOLUTIONS—First: That we extend to the members and 
friends of Mason Church our cordial appreciation of the splendid 
entertainment of our delegates; also that we extend our thanks to the 
pastor and trustees of the Evangelical Church for so kindly tender- 
ing us the use of their church. 

Second: That we promise our unqualified support to our Uni- 
versity of Puget Sound, and that we do our utmost to the establish- 
ment of a million-dollar endowment fund. We believe Dr. Zeller, 
its president, to be a man of special ability for this work, and wish 
to express our confidence in his school management. 

Third: We express our appreciation of the work of Dr. B. M. 
Randall as General Secretary of the Epworth League and urge our 
delegates to the General Conference to stand by him in every way. 
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Fourth: We believe it not wise to change the historic attitude 
of Methodism in the matter of questionable amusements. 


Fifth: We recognize and appreciate the great advance made in 
our foreign fields and also strongly recommend the caring for the 
teeming millions coming to us from foreign shores. 


Sixth: We appreciate the growing interest in the better sup- 
port of our veteran preachers, and pledge the Field Agent of the 
preachers’ Aid Society our hearty support. 

Seventh: That we stand for Church Federation as far as it is 
consistent with Methodist doctrine. 

Highth: We recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion: 

Whereas, It has become generally known that the second In- 
ternational Brewers’ Congress and International Barley and Hop 
Prize Exhibit will be held in Chicago from October 12-22, next; and, 

Whereas, The Secretary of State, Hon. P. Knox, has given sanc- 
tion to the Brewers’ Congress; and 

Whereas, The Secretary of Agriculture, the Hon. Mr. James 
Wilson, has accepted the position of honorary president of said In- 
ternational Brewers’ Congress; and 

Whereas, The liquor business is in no sense a necessary indus- 
try and prominent judges have declared that it is an evil in itself, 
and naturally outlawed; therefore be it 

Resolved, First, That we, the delegates of the Lay Electoral 
Conference of the Methodist Church, in quadrennial session assem- 
bled, register our unqualified protest against the action of the Gov- 
ernment in giving any recognition whatsoever in their official ca- 
pacity to the nefarious liquor business; 

Second: That we feel in identifying themselves with this 
Brewers’ Congress these officials have dishonored themselves and 
disgraced our Government, and that we most respectfully urge His 
Excellency, President Taft, to use his influence and authority to 
prevent such a nation-wide disgrace; and 

Third: That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded by the 
Secretary of this Lay Conference to President Taft, and that a copy 
be spread upon our minutes. 

Ninth: Whereas, The legalized liquor traffic stands as the 
greatest bar to moral and religious progress, and 

Whereas, Our Methodist Discipline of 1908, Chapter 13, Sec- 
tion 444, provides for the organization of ‘The Temperance Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” and 

Whereas, Section 7, Article 6, recommends “that pastors, with 
the aid of the Committee on Temperance, present once a year to 
each congregation the cause of temperance and ask a public collec- 
tion and contribution for the support of the same; which collection 
and contribution shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the Temper- 
ance Society and reported to the Annual Conference in the same 
manner that other collections are reported,’”’ thus placing this Tem- 
perance Society upon the same or equal footing with other societies 
of our Church, and 

Whereas, We are informed that many Churches have not pre- 
sented this cause, and in some cases are reluctant to allow our Field 
Secretary to present the cause and take the required collections. 
Therefore be it 

Resolved, That this Lay Conference instruct its delegates to the 
Genera] Conference to use their influence and best endeavors to 
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secure the full co-operation of all our Churches with the work of this 
society to the end that every Church and every individual Church 
member may become actively engaged in the war against the legal- 
ized liquor traffic and until the public conscience be so aroused that 
our great Nation will be glad to cease its partnership and protection 
of this body and soul destroying business. 

On motion, a hearty vote of thanks was extended President L. 
T. Bush for his fairness and for the able manner in which he acted 
as presiding officer, and to Secretary F. E. Wyman for efficient 
services. 

Adjourned to meet at 9:45 p. m., September 16, in the Sunday 
School room of Mason Methodist Episcopal Church.
